A flank and lovable personality, he lived a nohle life 
and his services to his country in various spheres of uctivitie.s will he 
remembered b\ generations of his country men.

ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Mr. speakci, Sir, I would like to draw' 

your attention to the fact that the Hon’blc Minister is cjuite irrelevant.

Secondly, Sir, I submit that there is a proviso that a Minister may 
make a statement pertinent tliereto in reply to the statement of the roeml>er. 
Obviously thi^ in meant f(»r an eventuality when there is a Ministry and 
an individual memlxT ha^ resigned from that Ministry. He submits bis 
reason why he has resigned ; there might be difference of opinion between 
the Ministry and the individual Minister and therefore any one 
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the representatives of the Ministry fan pive a reply to the 

atenjent of the member. In a case where the Ministrj^ go out 

together there is nobody there to give a reply to the state- 
ent on the resignation. Therefore I submi-t, Sir, that this rule 

not meant for eases of this kind. It will be ereating a very bad 

eeedent if we do so. As far a.s our praetice in this House is eon* 

rued it hus always been the ease that whenever individual Ministers have 
si^^ned and llie dabinet has been in evisteiiee, they have made state- 
flits and there wen* two or three oeea.sions that I (‘an remember w'hen 
vantag(‘ (d‘ this rule was taken : First I believe by Mr Xalini Ranjan

This provis(» deals with 
VO (luestions. First of all, all Ministries do not have tlie same opinion, 
he oaw's of (5»ulition Ministries are eases wliii h need not be forgotten, and 
there is any quarrel between a Minister and a Minister with which 
larrels my honourable friend the Chief Minister is perfectly familiar, 
hen if there is an accusation by a member who has resigned his office of 
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Minister against the Minister holding office under the Crown, then that 
Minister holding office under the Crown may with justification give an 
answer to the accusations made on the floor of the House. 

There is a second consideration. Sii. to which 1 made u reference. If,

Speaker, Sir, u»u ga\e a ruling 
on the 29th Marth and ><ui took tlu* gcritbuijiuj who stomal i»ne ajter amither 
as ( ollectively and j<untj\ rcsjHuisihle and \ou adjoiiriied the House on that 
ground. Now these people want to scpar.ite their identity. Your ruling id 
there. Thex went out as a (abinet and \oii declared them fxiirtux officio 
a.s a lK>dy. Tliex ha\e no right under the (anisiitut i<u), nor «inv section of 
the (iovernment of ln<lia Act. nor the jnactice in the Mother of Parlianienit 
to make siateinenfs. the whole ( abinel was dis-oUed and these genilein^ii 
can have no individual rigiit.-, now. They can go and explain their c^oiidiict 
to the f>eople outside, to their r^onstituencies, hut so tar as this House it 
CH>ueerue<L you. Sir, joined them together and they shall not be put 
Oiiunder (laughter/. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: I am glad, Mr. Siddiqi, that you have made a state- 
ment to the effect that in the Mother of Parliaments there is a convention 
that when the entire Ministry goes out, no Minister has got any right to 
make a stateiiierit. Are you sure in your mind about this? And, if so, 
will you kindly help me with any precedent on this point? 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: He does not care for precedents! 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, Mr. Banerjee in the course of his state- 
ment 1ms made one argument W'hich confirms the position of the Hon’ble 
Chief Minister. He has said “p]x>vi<led that a Minister shall be entitled 
afler such memhor has made his statement to make a statement pertinent 
thereto”. This reference tliat when there is a (piarrel ]>etween two Ministers 
or when there is a (juarrel between one Minister and the rest of the Ministry, 
then in that c^ise when a Minister lesions jlml member resigning hi^ office 
should make a st4itement l)elore the Hou.se. entitles the Minister concerned 
1x) make a statement before the IIou.se in repl.\ . Sir, if you read the wliole 
of section 103 togeth(*r with the i)iy)\iM), that juesfipposes i\ difference of 
ojiinion among the Ministers themsehes within the same Cabinet, you will 
find that section 1(13 was intemded onl\ to cover up those caseN of differences, 
but when the entire Ministry r-esigns there is no case of diffei’ence and 
therefore im ((ueslion of explanation does arise. If >ou take the entire 
section the legal intei'pretation should be that this section was intended, as 
Uie ('hief Minister has sni<l, to cover all cases of diffeixmce of opinion among 
the Ministers belonging to the S4ime ("abinet, and this is Uased on well- 
known conventions. Sir, you have ])ut a (juestion to Mr. Siddiiji, viz., wa.s 
there an.\ convention in the House of (kmimons that when a Ministry resigns, 
a Minister has the right to exjrlain? 1 will put it in another way. Is it 
known to any member of the House whether in the House of Common.s or 
here in this Assembly that when tlie entire Ministrv has resigned, theyhave 
made any staterneirt before the Hou'*e? Here in this Hoiuse the entire 
Ministry I’esigned twice 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, is there any debate now? 

Mr, 8PEAKER: Dr. Sanyal, there is no (|uesinm of debate. It is a 
matter of some ('oristitutional importanie, ami I m.N.self have .spent anxious 
hours over it. 1 shall onl> be tiw) ghnl to get any assistance frxim the 
honourable members of this House. 

Dr, NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: If you want precedents to hel|r you, 
may I nupiest you to ask these friends to «jUote one other precedent from the 
80-called Step-mother of Parliament, namely. — have they got one precedent 
from the House of Commons — let us have one iiurre precedent-— of any 
Ministry having l>een required to resign when they (‘ommamled majority in 
the Legislature? 

Mr, 8PEAKER: Dr. Sanyal, I thought that you would be able to help 
me with vs<jme precedents in this matter and I was waiting to hear them, 
but this im not what 1 expected. 
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Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAH: On the question of preoecientu, there were two 
occasions in this very Assemhly when the entire Ministry went out of office 
and they did choose not to make any statement. Similarly, there were 
hundreds of occasions, rather thousands of occiV'^ions, when the Ministries 
in England went out of office and they <lid not make any statement. Sir, it 
elands to reason to infer fnun that that it has not been a convention that 
when tlie entire Ministry goes out. they don’t make any stilt eiueut before 
the House. If that is not the {onventinn 1 don’t know what wouhl be a 
convention. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Are \ou atriiiil of that .statement ^ 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN; We ai<* not alrai*l. It i-i a (juestion of time. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Von have taken much more time. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: It i*- not lot t<Hl.»\ onU. It is for all time 
to come. li is not a (jiie^tion of takiiii: one hour <*r two'toila\ huf it is a 
question o} set t ling -'O ik e and foi all the jcoieduie in tins House. There- 
fore, Sir, il you read the entire section, as I h.ne read. 1 ho|H» vou will be

Mr. 8PEAKER: They are alre^idy in their proper place. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN' BIDDIQI : Meml>ers opposite fuive asked us to 
give you the authority immeihatel^ . 1 have not got the reference h<M)k0 

before me but 1 can .sii\ this that from m\ little reading of (smstilutionul 
history and {ym.stitutional law in ni> own defecti\e wav and also frcmi my 
experience not only of the British I^arliament but also tlie Trench (’hainhre 
des Deputes, the Egyptian Parliament and the S\riaii Parliament I can 
Bay th<if that is not the practice. Thos<» who sup[K)rl the contention of 
the llfWiourable memher for the I niversiiv of (’alcutta, are talking with their 
tongue.s in their c heek. Joint ies{K)nsil>iIit> of the Caliinet must he upheld. 
We are on this side of the House today. We im»\ not be here tomorrow. 
Members opposite .should see that aii.v dec i.sion taken today might recoil on 
them in the future In these matters, we should alwa.vs take a long view 
of things. 

Th« Hofi’bla Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: Mr Speaker, you 
have asked niemher.s of the House to quote precedents from the historj^ of 
the British Parliament. Sir, let us lecall some of the cjccasions w^hen 
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Ministries resigned but general elections did not follow. In 1916, the 
Asquith Cabinet fell and Mr. Lloyd George became the Prime Minister with 
a reorganised Cabinet. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SAliYAL: Did they lose the majority? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA G08WAMI: It wa.s a Coalition 
Government. You will remember that. 

Dr.' NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Did they lose the nmjority? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI; That question does 

not arise. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: That is the most imiM^rtoiit aspect of the 
question. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: What i" the use of quoting .such 
precedents? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: Seooudlx, let us take 
1922. In llt22, Mr. Lloyd George resigned and 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL. Made a public statement in Parliament. 

The Hon’bte Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA COSWAMI: No, not in the House. 
He did not make a statement in the House of Coninions, nor did the other 
inemhers of his Cuhinet. I wa.s in Kngland at that time and following the 
proceedfngs very closely. Then take ID-U \\ hen the Macdonald (ioveriiment 
was changed. The late Mr. Kumsey Macdonald fortned a Coalition with 
the Conservativex and some Liberals. There was a National Government 
on that nccu.sioii hut the retiring Ministers did not make any statements in 
the House of Commons. The.se ore the three occasions that I remember in 
recent British Purliaiuentary History ami they might he of vome assistance 
U) you in coming to decd.sion on the |xdnt rai.sed. 

Mr. 40GE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: 1 tldnk that instead of travelling 
abroad we ought to remember that in dune, IJKIT, hetore the (.'ongress was 
purauaded to take oIBce, it was ma<le (juite clear tliut, should there he any 
difference between a Minister and the Governor, then the Minister would 
have a right to make a public statement and di.sclo.se the matter in the 
Legislature. That right wa.s conceded and it forms jmrt.of our const itutioiii 
I have not got that communication with me here hut tliat absolutely settles 
the matter aud the Minister who has to go out of of{i(^ when he has 
admittedly a majority on account of the designs of the Heiul of the Executive 
owes a duty to explain how it was brought out and he has a right to do so. 

Mr. SANTOSH KUMAR BASU; Sir, may I say one or two words in 
support of the (.'onteution which has been raised by my esteemed friend 
Mr, Pramatha Nath Banerjee. It is no use tiavelling away froui this 
oouutr>’ and this Tiegislature. The Hon’ble Mr. Goswami might take his 
stand upon the fact that he was in England* in a certain year when certain 
events took place in the political world in that country. That is of no 
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oonsequ4mce whatsoever 8<l far as this House is concerned. You, Sir, have 
been pleased to call for an^* precedents which miffht throw some light u{>on 
the question at issue l)efore you. Sir, I would invite your attention to the 
strict wording of the rule which has been fr^ed hy this Legislature and 
which guides the deliberations ot this House. The whole emphasis which 
has been sought to be placed by the Hon’bie Chief Minister is upon the 
words “a member” who has resigned otHce. 1 take my stand exactly on 
the same words. 1 say 1 am a member who ha.s re.signed office. It is 
possible that my resignation to<ik place when resignations were obtained 
from other Ministers as well. lUit that doe> not. (anntit, take away my 
inherent right conferred by this mle of making a st^itemcnt, subject only to 
one condition, viz., your consent. J hope. Sir. that all tlii.s mia.smu will 
not lie raised to cloud the i.ssue. whi< h has been the 4)nl\ issue in this case, 
whether this rule entitles me as a ineinbei wln» has resigned the offi{:e of a 
Minister to make a sUiteinent before this House. I hope and trust that 
your attention will not be diverted by any extraneous imints which do not 
arise in tliis connection. 

Mr. A. F. STARK: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the llon’ble tlie Chief Minister 
has suggested that this rule lOd only contemplates the case where a 
Ministry continues in office and I think the ('hief Minister 1ms also suggested 
the reason tor iliat, iiamel.\ . that an indnulua) Minister iloe.s not have 
opportunities that a lM»d> ot Ministers have of explaining to the (x)untry 
and to the public his reason^ tor resignation 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Win not y 

Mr, A. F, STARK: 1 submit. Sir, there is no precedent in parliamentary 
pnictice anywhere 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Do not talk of parlmm€ntar> 

practice here: do not speak <d tfiat nonsense— — 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: There is no precedent of extorting 
resignatioins from Ministers (Loud ludse from (tpjmsition benches.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Cider, order. We are now discussing the (piestion of 
constitutional law, and I think tiiere ought not to be any heat over the 
discussion on this iiiifxirtant (jueslion of const it uiioniil law. 

. Mr. A. F. STARK: You luixe a.sked, Sir, for authority for the inter- 
prelatHin of rule lll-f IhKik.s on purliamentjiry practice are extraonliuarily 
silent on the {mint bu the simple reason that a sifimtion such as has arisen 
today has never happened in England, but Sir,— ((Vies of “hear, hear” 
from the Opposition benches.) 

Or. d. M. DAS CUPTA: ( uder simihir rir< umstuiK^s the head of the 
executive in England would have been shot at. 

Mr. A. F. STARK. But, Sir, what is in Max’s Parliameniury Practice 
ia, I think, very illuminating. The only statement in May’s Parliamentary 
Practice U this: “Explanation by a niemlier of the (nrcumatancee which 
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caused his resig^tion of office in the Gol^^inent is iieniiUy made 
immediately before the commencement of public business. Though debate 
must not arise upon the explanation statements pertinent thereto on behalf 
of the Government have beep permitted/’ I suWit that that clearly oon-f 
templates the case in which a member of the Government resigns and that 
Government continues in office, and therefore the obvious reason and justi- 
fication for this procedure is that an individual member of the Government 
resigning lias not the same (ipportunities of explaining to the and to

This question has 
been raised by my friend Mr. Pramatha iJath Banerjee. (InterrupUons 
from the Opposition benches.) 
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•if. ^IKAKIR: I SS now asking for the asafatonce of honourable 
membera of this House in the very difficult task lielore me, namely, aa ta 
wlietker the Hrm'ble Minister should or should not be allowed to apeak 
uninterrupted. He is advancing, as far as I can see, an argument to th0‘ 
effect that the ex-Chief Minister had had an opportunity and therefore he" 
cannot have another opportunity.

The Hon’ble Mr. dOGENDRA NATH MANDAL: 1 sulmiit. Sir, tlmlr 
the ex-Chief Minister has had ample opportunity to make cle^ir the reusoa 
for his resignation on the fl<M)r of the House and he had a sufficient 
opportunity to dechire to the people of the country as whut led to hia 
resignation, and 1 think nothing more renmined left for further explamition. 
I need not go into some of the constitutional points that have been raised^, 
but I submit that they are not entitled to get any more opportunity to makw 
any statement in exphuuing the reasons ot their resignation. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHUfH^ Mr Speaker, Sir, in explain- 
aee|ion 10*3 of our rules Hon’hle Sir Nazimuddin says that section lUJl 
can have no application to the o<ise ot re.signatiou of a wlude Ministry. It 
can only have application in the case of resignation of a single or individual 
minister. That, I understand, is his whole argument. Hut if you look to 
the marginal note you will find that the resignation of Ministers is con- 
tempkted there without any qualification whatsoever. I happened to l»e at 
member of the Rule-framing Committee and therefore I can claim aom«* 
knowledge of the considerations that weighed with the Committee in framing 
these rules. Theee is no doubt that when this rule was framed the cue wa» 
taken from parliamentary practice, hut, Sir, we have got to be guided by 
the rule a« it fftands with due regard to the cases that may arise here 
demanding application of this rule. Sir Nazimuddin says that only a 
Minister who has resigned his office from a continuing Council of Ministers 
can make a statement and that the rule does not refer to the resignation of 
the whole Ministry. Sir Xazimnddin forgets thfit there could not be any 
reference at all to the resignation of a Ministry as such because of the fact 
that neither section 50 of the Government of India Act, nor any other 
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ii^ion of the Oovernmjieiit of India Act contemplates or refers to a Ministry. 
There is a reference to a Council of Ministers and in every section 

dealing with Ministry the Ministers are referred to in plural number^ but 
there is no reference to a whole Ministry. The Government of India Act 
does not contemplate a Ministry as sdch. It rather ooniemplates a oollooa- 
tion or a oompfiny of Ministers if it would not be derogatory to the position 
of the Ministers to say so. Sir, 1 invite your attention to section 50, 
Section 50 clearly states there shall be a Council of Ministers to advise the 
Governor. Section 51 again begins with the words ‘*The Governor’s 
Ministers shall he chosen" in such and such fashion, etc. There is no 
reference to a Ministry as a whole so far as the Government of India Act is 
ooncterned. Therefore sectiou 103 of the Kriles had to be framed in the way 
in which it has l>€eii framed, viz., in terms of an individual Minister, that 
“A member who has resigned the uftice of Minister may with consent of the 
Speaker make a |)ersonal slateinent". AVliat is there in the rule, 1 ask 
moreover, to prevent a Minister being interpreted in the plural number as 
Ministers who have resigned? There is nothing which can prevent such an 
interpretation. Rather the General Clauses Act will favour my inter- 
pretation, viz., even if "a member" is here referred to in the singular number 
it may be interpreted to mean memhers, all such tembers or, more than one 
such member. Then, Sir Naziiuuddin will prol>ably ask. why then there is 
this proviso? The proviso only contemplates a }>;irticular case, namely, a 
case where an individiud Minister has resigned. But because it contemplates 
a particular case it c*aiinot he construed that the proviso control.s the section 
as a whole and that the section cannot apply to other coses beyond the case 
that is contemplated in the proviso. That cannot be a fair interpretation. 
The proviso simply contemplates a particular cose and when that p;irticular 
oase will arise the provi.so will have application, hut m) far as the principal 
part of the section is <oncerned it can well be so const ruetl as to apply to 
other cases than the case that i.n contemplated in tlie pro\iM». That is, Sir, 
what I understand to be the scope ot the section and the .significance of the 
proviso and in my view it will not be justifiable to interpret the proviso as 
controlling the whede section and limiting the circuin.staiices contemplated 
in the section as a whole. 

/Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir. you are fully aware that in 
interpreting a statute under the General Glauses Act the singular includes 
the plural. 

The Hon’bit Khwait Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I submit. Sir, that whatever 
may have lieen said from the other side, the statement ot tlie last speaker 
from the Opposition side is very valuable. It has been admitted, as I had 
already said, that the rule was framed by a Committee. At tbe time when 
it' w'lpi framed we had the precedent of the House of ('ominous or the Mother 
of Parliaments he|^e us, and that is the reason how (his rule has cy>me into 
being. Now, Sir^ it bas been argued that as the phraseology of this rule 
stands it entitles the members, even a Gouncil of Ministers, if they »o choose, 
to make a statement. 1 am prepared to accept for argument’s sake that this 
is so,, but, Sir, this rule has taken precaution against an argument of this 
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oharaclir and it has left the diecretion in your haaMie so that if yon. Sir, 
think tftMit this is not the object for which this rule was framed, then you 
will^not allow these statements to be made. Therefore, Sir, I submit Miat 
in view of the fact that the real object of the rule was quite different friiil 
t!|e purpose for which it is now claimed to be used because of the wordi&fir 
oitthe rule, it is a fit case in which you should use your discretion and iwt, 
allow a very bad precedent to be createit. 

(At this stage the House was adjourned for 15 minutes.) 


(After adjounnnetit.) 

Ruling on point of ordor. 

Mr, SPEAKER: I think I can now give my <le<‘ision. I am thankful 
to you, gentlemen, for the assistance rendered to nm on this novel question. 

The answer to the question whether or not the c.r-Ministers should be 
permitted to make statements depends upon the interpretation of rule 
of the Assembly PnK'wlure llules. To my mind the rule is clear and admits 
of only one interpretation, viz., that any member (d this House resigning 
from the Ministry njH>, with the consent of the Speaker, make a personal 
statement in exfdunatioii ot his resignation and a Minister in oiti(*e at the 
time when the statement is made, shall he entitled after such member has 
made his statement to make u statement pertinent thereto and that beyond 
this no discussion shall be permissible on the statement made by the 
c.f-Minister. The limitations attempted to be impiirted into this rule are, 
in my opinion, unwarranted by the language of the rule. It appears clear 
to me that any member who resigns the office of a Minister may make a 
statement., the only limitations being (i) that it should be made with the 
consent of the Speaker and {li) that it shall l>e made after questions and 
before the list of business for the day is entered upon. The question, there- 
fore, arises whether in the present case the Speaker should refuse his consent. 

Undoubtedly it is discretionarv with the Speaker to give or refuse consent 
but equally undoubtedly the Speaker will never exercise his discretion 
arbitrarily but will exercise it Judiciously, if not judicially, and never in a 
way so as to curtail the rights and privileges of members of this House. Ai 
a rule a member resigning from Ministry will have the consent of the Speaker 
and it is only when the Speaker is convinced that to give consent will lead 
to an abuse of the privilege that he will withhold it. There cannot be any 
bard and fast rule when his consent should be given and when withheld and 
each case will have to be decided on its own merit. , , 

1 Jo not think the language of the rule warrants any conclusion fo the 
efiect that when the entire Ministry resigns, the membprs of the Ministry 
will have no right to make any personal statement. The fact that the entire 
Ministry has resigned will by itself be no ground for refusing consetft to any 
fa;*Minister who may be willing to make a statement. (Cries of ^*Hear, 
hear** from the Opposition benches.) 
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The expression “a member’* undoubtedly means “any member” and tbe 
singular includes tbe plural according to the General Clauses Act. Besides, 
in India the Ministry may not have joint responsibility at all. It has been 
stated that there is no precedent anywhere and none at least in India where 
a statement has been made by an c.r-Mini8ter when the entire Ministry has 
resigned, I am not aware if there has been any occasion when the cj'-Prime 
Minister or any other Minister has made any statement in the British 
l^arliament on an occasion when the entire Ministry has resigned. But I 
am equally unaware if the Speaker of the House of fhimmoiis has ever refused 
consent to any Minister to make any personal statement when the entire 
Ministry has resigned. On the other hand it appears to me that even when 
there is a dissolution of the Ministry by the resignation of the Prime Minister, 
a Minister can make a personal statement in ex'planation of his re.siguation 
(vide denning’s (cabinet (i(>vernment, page (io). It appears to be clear that 
in (hinada explanations are generally allowed to be made in both Houses in 
case of Ministerial changes inclu<nng changes of the entire Miiustry (ndr 
Bourinot’s “Parliamentar\ Procedure”, page Moo). It is not, therefore, 
(•(♦rrect to say that there is no ])rece(lent for allowing ]»ersonal e.xplauation 
by an c.r-Minister when the entire Mifiistry resigris. But even if conventiojis 
were otherwise in Britain I shall be loath in slavishly following such conven- 
tions in India. Bengal is not Britain and the Bengal Legislative Asstunbly 
is not the British Parliament. It lias been trul> said of the British Parlia- 
ment that it has got the ja»wer to make and unmake everything except making 
a man a woiiiuTi and a woman a man (laugliter) and it can be said with e(|Ual 
force with regard to the Bengal Legislative Assemhl\ that it can make and 
unmake practically nothing e\(‘ept at the pleasure of the Governor. <(Vies 
of “Hear, liear” fr(un the Gpposition beiiclies ) What would be inconceiv- 
able in Britain occurs and ]>asHes h(‘re as normal imdilents. Thus while we 
sliould always be ready to profit b> the experience gained by Parliaments in 
other parts of the world we slmuld be. at fh»‘ same time, chary not to be 
misled by false analogies. Conventions, I am afraid, cannot be imported 
direct from the British Parliament to be engrafted on Indian Provincial 
Legislatures which differ so vitally from the British Parliament. Conven- 
tions yvill grow up to meet our pe(‘uhar needs and exigencies of circumstances. 

It is not correct to say that a conventioii*ha.> grown or is growing U[) in 
India for not allowing c.r- Ministers to make ^tatemeIlt when the entire 
Ministry has resigned. The present constitution came into force only in 
19M7. There have been resignations in various provinces by individual 
Ministers as well as by tbe Ministry as a whole : in some cases the individual 
Ministers have made statements, in others even individual Ministers have 
not made statements. 

This does not, in my opinion, create any convention <»r precedent what- 
soever. It is optical with the r.r-Ministera to make a statement. The ques- 
tion could only arise if on the resignation of the entire Ministry the Speaker 
had refused to give consent to the co'-Ministers or to any individual Ministers 
forming that Ministry simply on the ground that the entire Ministry had 
resigned. I am not aware if there has been any such occasion in any of 
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the provinces in India duriu^r these years. I am, therefore, clearly of 
opinion that in every case of resignation whether of the entire Ministry or 
of individual Ministers from the Ministry any outgoing Minister or Ministers 
may, if they so choose, ask tor the consent of the Speaker to make personal 
statements in explanation of their resignation and on each m'casion it will 
be the duty of the Speaker either to give consent or to withhold consent 
acconliug to his disi retion which, as 1 have already stated, will be exercised 
in a way so a^ not to eiirtail the privileges of the nieinbers of this House. 

Let me now ('oine to the ea*<e belore us. Jf has been stated that 
Mr. Fazlul Hiic| has lost the right ol making a statement because lie did not 
make a slati-nient on t}»e ‘J!hh March. 1 don't think there is any 

substance in this contention. It i** clear tliat the H<»u.se was adjourned before 
an\ business foi the da> was taken up and long before the time for inaking 
any statement, namelv , after (|ijcstions and before the list of business W'us 
enteied upon, had actuallv airivod. Moreover, Mr. Faziul Huq was 
perfectly <dejir that he would make a statt*meiit on a subsequent day ami 
today i^ the fii'«t da\ afiio the l^MMh ol March w 1 h*ii tiu‘ Assemhly has met ami 
he has asked for the con.sent ol the S]>eakei at the approj>riate tjme. 

it has liirthci hfcn •<taied that he ha*> h*st his right in view of the faet 
that he has nuulc statements about his re.signation )MihlicK on juany octu- 
sioii" That may oi ma\ not he a tact and we eaiinot for obvious reasons 
take notice ot newspapei rep«utN about statements alleged to have hei*n made 
by him on the subjec t Kvc-n aNsumiiig he has done* fio, I think it will he no 
ground feu- m,\ refusing cousont tc» him to make* his statement jii this House. 

In com lu-'icui I find ahs<ilufe}v m* reason wfiy eonscuit should he refused 
to Mr. A. K. Faziul Hucj. On the othei Fid, tlie cireiimstaiic’es so far 
revealed utider which Ins resignation took place arc c‘\(raordinarv and the 
whole afiair still ajipears to he shrcmcled in mysterv. Kven the date from 
which his resignation took effect apjtears tc» la* m clispnte. In these circum- 
stances I think T cannot refuse tc» give niy consent if Mr. Fazlu) Ilucj cdiooses 
to make a statement t<» c lear up the situation. I give my consent to 
Mr, Fazhil Huq to make his statement. 

A.s for the other c.r-Miuisler", I think, they also should he allowed to 
make their statements for the reu.sons stated alwive and also in view of the 
fact that the other c.r-M in inters belong to different jiarfic's who ionned the 
Coalition Ministry. I g^ive in,\ consent to all the other thrc*e e.r-Mininters 
who have asked for my c cuisent. 

StatMiieiits by ex^iniitm on the oircuimUnooi oonnootait with thoir 

rotignationt. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir. 1 •efore I proceed to make rny statement, 
jieriiiit me to offer you ni> grateful thanks for having given me this 
opportunity of making a .statement in exfdanation of the cireuiii stances 
which led to my resignation. I was not surprised. Sir, that iii.v application 
for leave was so vehemently opposed b> the Ministry aud the Minidtry’i 
supporters. As I proceed to make my statement the House will find that 
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this opposition proceeded from the prickings of a guilty conscience. Sir, I 
will not waste time any more. As leave has been given I will proceed, Sir, 
to make a statement, but once more let me say we feel proud of you as 
Speaker because you have upheld the traditions of this House and also 
protected the rights and privileges of members. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, we meet to-day in this House under circumstances 
almost unique in the history of Provincial Autonomy in India. AVe last 
met on the 29th March, 194^3, and our parting on that fateful morning took 
place under dramatic circumstances. During this interval of a week and 
three months, events have taken place which have shaken the constitution to 
its very foundations and exposed the mockery of Provincial Autonomy. 
The House will recollect that as soon as we met on the last day of the Budget 
session, I W’as questioned by Mr, Kiran Sankar Roy and others whether I 
had resigned my office as Chief Minister and, if so, whether my resignation 
had been accepted, 1 replied to both the questions in the affirmative, but 
my replies were necessarily confined to giving infonnation on the specifi<* 
points raised and did not give a detailed account «)f the circ'umstances under 
which 1 was dexterously pushed out of office. The Hou.se was adjourned, 
and during the recess, 1 related on different oiM'usions the circumstances under 
which J wqs ma<le to sign a previ<»usly drafted and typed d«« umeut, purport- 
ing to be my letter of resignation as Chief Minister. 

I thought that these statements gave the public* a fairly accurate idea of 
the manner in which my term of office as Chief Minister had been made 
dramatically to terminate, and I need make no further statements in this 
House. I have, how’ever, been surprised to find that the Secretarx of 
State for India has been mak^^, or is being made to make, statements 
in Parliament regarding the cir(*umstances relating to my resignation which 
contain incorrect versions of what hud actually taken place and also insinua- 
tions which I cannot allow to pass unchallenged. In the (*ourse of his state- 
ments in Parliament, the Secretary of State tor India has remarked that I 
had voluntarily resigned and that m> resignation and subsequent events “had 
occurred in the course of pnu'edure under provincial rejireseutative iiistitu- 
Aions ”. The language used by the Secretaiy of State was mysterious, if not 
meaniugle.ss. 1 sent a telegram to the Secretary of State definitely protest- 
ing against his incorrei't version of events and re<iuesting him to ascertain 
facts before ho publicly committed himself to any account of what had taken 
place. [ also sent a telegram to His Excellency the A^iceroy urging him to 
cable correct facts to the Secretary of State for India. To this I received 
a reply that the Governor had been in communication ^ith the Secretary of 
State and with regard to variations between my version and that of the 
Governor, the Secretary of State felt satisfied that the version of the 
Governor w’as correct. 

I confess 1 was not surprised at this reply to my protests. It was quite 
in keeping with “the course of procedure under provincial representative 
institutions in India'’. It is the policy of shutting both your eyes to wbat 
your official subordinates may be doing, known popularly as the policy of 
backing the man on the spot. It is the policy which encourages officials in 
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India tn do whatever they like, confident in the belief that whatever may be 
the measure of their guilt on any oK^asion, they will be supported all along 
the line by their official superiors.'* It is the policy which enabled Sir John 
Herbert, acting in “the (’(»ur»e of proce<lure under representative institu- 
tions*’, to refuse any enquiry into the shooting tragedies in the Dacca Central 
Jail and into the blood-curdling allegations against the officials in Midna- 
pore. It is the j>olicy which enables a Governor t«> ignore his Ministers andf 
(o commission a Secretary to send out chosen agents into the luckless mofussil 
with plenty of unauthorised public money in their pockets to purchase, soU 
and hoard rice at their pleasure in order to l)e able to make fabulous profits 
while the children of the soil may be starving for want of food. It is the 
policy which enables a Governor to make appointments to high offices even 
in the Ministerial field of administration before, and not after, consultation 
with Ministers. It is the policy which enables favoured Ministers to order 
organised depre<latious into the hovels of the poor on the pretext of discover- 
ing hoarded fcmdstuffs, knowing full well that the countryside is already 
denuded of surplus rice. It is the policy w’hich enables a reactionary 
Government to gag the Pre.ss and prevent publication of news and to stifle 
criticisms of their actions. It is the pidicy whiih secures immunity to 
Ministers when they defy public opinion and give monopolies in trade to 
associates p<ilitiT*al and otherwise, for the purpose of amassing wealth beyond 
the dream> of avarice to be utilised for public ami jirivate purp(»ses. 


So far as I urn concerned, niN <luty ift therefore elear. 1 must tell the 
House the whole story in all its details so that future generations may know 
bow India hud lieen governed under the much vaunted system of Provincial 
Aut(»nomy. I must however confe.ss that m\ statement in this House to-day 
has been a subject of deep and anxious consideration. On the one hand, I 
owe a duty to this House and to my countrymen, to place before them fully 
and frankly my version of the entire incident. This dut\ becomes all the 
more imperative when I find that the Governor has been putting forw'ard his 
own version of the events whi< h 1 cannot accejit as a correct statement of 
facts. On the other hand, 1 realise that I cannot make statements w’ithout 
criticism of the Govcrn<»r’s action which must in the nature of things be 
occasionally adverse, and some times even bitter and unplea.sanl. Not that 
Sir John Herbert or his fellow actor‘< in the ('onstitutional Drama w'bfMie 
gruesome details I am gtuug to unfold t<i-day, deserve an> ronsideruiion at 
my hands. Had India been a free country and tbi.s Assembly a real Parlia- 
ment with Sovereign Powers, Sir John Herbert would long ago have been 
recalled to milder climes, to spend his talents on less pretentious avoi^ationii 
than the Governorship of the Premier Province <»f India. It is hardly 
necessary to add that what 1 have to say about Sir John Herl>ert to-day refer* 
only to his actions in his official capacity us the Executive Head of the 
Province and has no bearing w^hutever on an> father aspec t of his character 
or conduct.. 


As I proceed to narrate the circumstances under which Sir John Herbert 
managed to secure my signature on that fraudulent document called my 
letter of resignation, my memory travel* bac'k to the happy day* I had spent 
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with four guccessive Oovernors before I met Sir John Herbert. The first 
of this brilliant galaxy of Administrators was Sir John Anderson, a distin- 
guished member of the Home Civil** Service. Sir Robert Reid and 
Sir John Wood head, who came next, were exceptionally able and 
successful members of the Indian Civil Service and all of them 
came to h(»l<l the high position of Governor of Bengal after 
distinguished official careers in England and in India. I have 
nothing hut happy memories of the manner ' in which the 
Governors and the subordinate officials used to assist me in my arduous task 
of administration as the first Premier of the Provinc^e. The fourth Governor 
with whom I worked was the lute lamented Lord Brabourne. It would be 
invidious to make a distinction between one Governor and another, but I 
cannot help saying that Lord Brabourne was a (jovernor of an exceptionally 
8U])erior type. A born gentleman, an accomplished statesman, a cultured 
Englishman witlt the most cliarming manner, Jiord Brabourne combined 
sympathy with firmness and will always be remembered as one of the most 
successful administrators who have ever come out to India. While working 
with these four Governors 1 never felt that there were things in the (iovern- 
meiit of Lidia Act known as Governor's discretion, or individual judgment 
or special responsibilities. We all felt that the Council of Ministers and 
the Governor formed a team w'hose sole object was just, ujiri^fl^t, efficient and 
enlightened administration. 

1 now come to Sir John Herbert. I must tell the House that for some 
time after we began to work together, he was to me a (*onsiderate friend. 
He told me that I was the first person to wliom he had talked in Bengal. 
He assured me that he would act as a con.stitutional Governor and I would 
be able to carr> on the adininistration as Chief Minister without any 
interference from him. He even inildh hinted, <*oniparing small things 
with great, that he would be to me what the King was to Mr. Chamberlain. 
For some time Sir John Herliert kept his w(»rd and (‘ontinued the policy of 
co-operation with the Ministers which had been atlopted by liis jiredecessors. 
Gradually, however, he begun to exhibit a tendency to interfere in the details 
of the administration and to press hi^ point.^ ot view with a tenacity which 

felt was inconsistent with the free exerci.se by Ministers of their own 
responsibilities. We however thought that these short-comings were 
temjieramentul and would disappear in course of time. 

Towanls the end of 1941. important juditical developments took plac« 
leading to the dissolution of the cabinet which had been functioning in 
Bengal since the beginning of Provincial Autonomy. In the middle of 1941, 
I had my differences with Mr. Jiunah over my membership of the National 
Defence Council, and although I resigned that membership after soine 
controversy, the letter containing my re.signation was couidied in a language 
to which Mr. Jinnah took serious objection. It is now evident that some 
of my the then colleagues in the ('abinet were already planning to oust me 
from office in order to secure the p<»wer for themselves and were only waiting 
for an opportunity. My dissension with Mr. Jinnah seemed to give them 
that opportunity. On the Ist of December, 1941, without any previous 
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iadicatiuu whatsoerer, six of my colleagues tendered something like mass 
resignation. Two other resignations followed and I accepted the suggestion 
of the (jovernor to tender my resignation as well, in order to enable the 
(fovemor to constitute another C’abiiiet. My conspiring colleagues moved 
heaven and earth to get Hindu colleagues, hut they utterly failed in their 
attempt. On the contrary, all the various groups in the House rallied round 
111 *^, ainl no less than 137 M.L.A.’s sent on their <»un account a iiiemoraudum 
to the (jovernor de<*luring that they were willing to work the constitution 
under my leadership. Ahinit fort\ ineinhers, calling themselves the Muslim 
League Parliamentary Party in the Assemhly. sullenly held aloof. I did 
my utm(»st to induce them to join me in torming an all-parties cabinet, but 
they stubbornly reiusetl t(» <lo so. 

One would have thought that the obvious (‘ourse left for the (lovernor 
was t<» call me to form the cabinet. Hut he adoj)ted a <‘ourse which wuis at 
once unusual and unconstitutional He waited long to see if Sir Nassimuddin 
conhl secure a majority and it was only when he finally despaired of having 
Sir Xaziinuddin f’hief Mini-'ter, and perhaps l)f‘eans«* of pressure from 
other (luarter^ that Sir .lohn utter Itt days’ hesitation asked me on the 11th 
December, UMl. to form a cabinet 1 shall not refer here to the mautier in 
which mv party was <iippled h\ the sudden arrest of Mr. Sarat ('’hiiTidra 
Hose before I took oath of m\ <»ftice as ('hief Minister. Hy the 12th 
De<*ember I was able to submit the names of S (d my colleagues and T wanted 
time to submit some more names. Tlie ff Ministers w<*re sworn in on the 17th 
December and Sir Nazimuddin went into opposition on the pretence of 
upholding the interests of the Muslim lauigue in Heiigal. 

The above is a jdaiii and biief narrative of the events which led to the 
lormafioii of the Pi«)gressive (Niulition cabinet in l)e<*ember, Um, but there 
are c(*itain points of great significance which do not up]>ear on the surface 
and reijuire clarification. It has to be remembered that the Progressive 
Coalition Party which was fonnil in 1!#41. and which was the Ministerialist 
party in the Assembl\, consisted of all the parties in the House except a few 
dozen Moslems who called themselves the Moslem League party and the 
European party who ordinarils are not n*presented in the cabinet. I did my 
best to induce Sir Xaziinuddin and some of his c(dlcagues to join my cabinet 
but they refused to d(» so. Xevert beless, the Ministry that we formed in 
December, 1941, was as near an uftproai h to u national cabinet as eould be in 
the circumstances then prevailing in the Legislature. It w'as for the first 
time that Moslems l>eloiiging to various p<»ints f»f view, Hindus belonging 
to the Congress and of other schoeds of thought, together with various small 
groups and Sebe<luled Caste groups all eornbine<l to co-operate in the 
administration on purely national and patriotic lines. I suspect that such 
a cabinet did not appeal to Sir John Herliert and he therefore hesitated to 
agree to the formation of such a cabinet and <‘oritinued to evade its fonnation 
till at last he was compelled to give in. It is well known that the union of 
Hindus and Moslems and of other eoinmuiiities in a common endeavour for 
the political advancement of the ('ountry does not commend itself ti> Britishers 
with imperialistic views. Secondly the group represented by Sir Nazimuddin 
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«ra« at that time a great political asset in the hands of British Imperialists, 
it was through this school of politicians that British statesmen hoped to 
fight the Congress and indeed all nationalist activities. 

Significant events soon showed that the cabinet we formed in December, 

1941, did not find favour with iSir John Herbert. Sometime in January, 

1942, I requested the Governor to let me have an expansion of the cabinet, 
particularly by the addition of 2 Ministers of the Scheduled Castes. I also 
insisted on the appointment of Parliamentarv^ Secretaries. The Governor 
told me plainly that no e.xpansion of the cabinet would be made or Parlia- 
mentary Secretaries appointed till the budget had been discussed 
and passed. The budget was passed in due course but he still refused 
to exjmnd the cabinet. Each time that I wanted Sir John Herbert to 
take up the question, he put me off with some excuse or other, but 
showed himself extremely anxious to get Sir Nazimuddin and some of his 
colleagues into the Cabinet. Sometimes he used to tell me that there should 
be no expansion of the cabinet till the Moslem League had openly declared 
its attitude. I am referring to the.se facts in order to compare Sir John’s 
attitude towards me when the cabinet was constituted in December, 1941, 
with the attitude of Sir John towards Sir Nazimuddin and the present 
Ministry, constituted on the ruins of the Ministry of 1941. Suffice it to say, 
that not only did Sir John Herbert exert his personal influence to render 
the formation of the present cabinet possible but that he agreed to everything 
that Sir Nazimuddin propo.sed even to the extent of allowing absurdities in 
his efforts to help the Ministry. In my case, i had to be content with a 
cabinet of 9 Mijiisters and one l^arliamentary SecTetary but Sir 
Nazimuddin w'as at once given a cabinet of Id Ministers, 1*1 Parliamentary 
Secretaries and 4 additional Government AVhips at an additional annual 
cost of nearly 2 lakhs of rupees t<» the public leveiuies. 

I will now come back to the consideration of events after the fonuatiou 
of our cabinet of 1941. As I have said, Sir John lfer}>ert was not only 
unsympathetic but in many ca.ses positively (dwtructive. AVe felt his inter- 
ference and obstruction in matters of day to day administration so very 
keenly that we apprehended that we were lieudiug towards a crisis. I 
tttscordiugly addressed a letter to the (Governor on 2nd August, 1942, 
explaining to him that the situation wa.s becoming critical and asking him 
to proceed on constitutional lines. I wrote: — 

“At a time when the implications of the Congress Uesolution have filled 
all our hearts with the deepest anxiety for the future of India, I feel 
unfortunately compelled to write this letter to A'oui Exi'ellency. I wish 
I could avoid this correspondence. But circumstances have left me no other 
alternative, and it pains me much to have to say very bluntly that you have 
contributed not a little to the creation of the situation which has forced me 
to take this unpleasant step. You are the (fovernor of the Province and 
I am your Chief Minister and your principal advivser. Our mutual relations 
impose on both of us reciprocal duties and obligations, and I can never 
shirk the responsibility of intervening by means of friendly, but frank, 
advice whenever 1 find you are treading the wrong path. If I allow things 
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to drift, I will be failinj? in my duty to you and to the people of this 
Proviaoe. I am convinced that the time has conu* when I must speak to 
you quite openly what I feel in order to avoid a constitutional crisis in 
Bengal. More than once have I sounded a note of caution and have told 
you that you have been following a policy which cannot but have the 
inevitable effect of practically suspending the constitution in Bengal, 
reducing it to a position similar to that of the Provinces governed under 
section 93 of the Government of India Act. I have tried to convince you 
that, by listening to the advice of a few officials, you are acting as if your 
Ministers did not exist and that you were free to deal direct with Secretaries 
and other permanent officials. As the head of the Tabinet 1 cannot possibly 
allow this attitude on y»)ur part to go unchallenged. The present letter is 
no more than another and the last attempt to put matters right, and I 
sincerely hope that this letter will have the desired effect. I am writing 
with the stern resolve to assert myself as the Chief Minister, and I can assure 
you that if it leads to u < <ui*<titutionul struggle between >ou as the Governor 
and me as the Chief Minister, I will not shirk from doing my duty regard- 
less of conse([ueiice8. 

Broadly speaking, there are two classes of cases wherein, I regret to 
have to say, you have failed to a<i as a constitutional Governor. In the 
first category I will jnit that class of cases wherein I have detected your 
personal interferen<'e in almost every matter of administrative detail, im liid- 
ing even those where \oui interferenee is definitely ex('luded hv the Govern- 
ment of India Act. A little refiectioii will convince you h(»w unwelcome 
must he such an interference, and how bitterly Miuisfers must resent 
impediments in tlie way of the exercise of the very limited )»owers which 
they possess under the Act. A.s it is, the Act is Wd enough and is no better 
than a clever subterfuge by which the permanent officials have got all the 
powers but no responsibility, whereas the Ministers have ail tlie responihility 
and no powers. But the camouflage with which the Acl abounds is so 
transparent that it is not difficult to detect that, beneath the pretentioua 
device of Ministers functioning in a system of Br(»vinciul Autonomy, the 
real jMiwer is still vested in the permanent officials; the Ministers have )>een 
given a nux’kerv of authority, and the sttxd frame <»f the Imperial Services 
still remains intact, dominating the entire adininistiation, and casting 
sombre shadows over the activities of Ministers. Any interference with 
even this IBnited power of Ministers is therefore the worst of its kind, and 
I regret that your record in this respect has in no way been a negligible one. 
In the second category I would put fh<»se ( lasses of cases in which you have, 
directly or indirectly, encouraged seitions of permanent officials to flout 
the authority of Ministers, leading them to ignore Ministers altogether, 
and to deal directly with you as if (he Ministers did not exist. Arising 
out of all this, there is also one important factor, not directly connected 
with the cases I have mentioned above, but wbich has also contributed 
towards the creation of the situation which I sincerely deplore. I refer to 
your attitude in Cabinet meetings, where you monopolise all the discussions 
and practically force decisions on your Ministers, decisions which are in 
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many cases the outtonie of advice tendered to you by permanent officials 
belongiuK t«> Services whose traditions are fundamentally opjmsed to a 
genuine spirit of sympathy with the feelings and aspirations of the people. 

I know these are very harsh words to use to a Govenior, but I want to 
be perfectly frank with you. I have decided to carrj’ frankness to the 
extreme limit, tM*cause it is my earnest desire to render you the utmost 
possible help in the difficult days that lie ahead of us. Whether you will 
accept my advice or nr»t, is a matter with which T have no concern. The 
choice must lie with you. It is a question of confidence and trust. British 
officials ill India are now faced with a situation uiqiaralleled in the history 
of any civilised country in modern times. Oigaiitic events are shaking 
Empires to their very foundations. Here in India, we are faced with a 
<risis which may lead to the most momentous events affecting the destinies 
not merely of the people of this country, hut of millions of human beings 
all over the world. If ever statesmanship was imlispensable in guiding the 
policy of rulers, the present situation in India has need of that statesmanship 
in the fullest measure. I am, therefore, asking you to j>lay the role of a 
true statesman and tr» realise that India to-day has attained a [losition in 
world politics wherein the wishes of its jieoplc in matters of administration 
<’-annot be ignored with anything like impunity. Administrative measures 
must be suited to the gtoiius and traditions ol tlie peojile and not fashioned 
according t(» the wliims and cajuices of har(len<‘d luircancrats to many of 
whom autocratic ideas are bound up with the very breath of their live.s. 
It is to your ow^n Ministers and not to tliis class of officeis that >ou should 
turn for u<lvi(‘e if vou desire to avoid pitfalls which have* always been 
responsible for administrative di.su^ters 

Let me now come to facts. As regards noui ])ersonal interference in 
total disregard of Ministerial responsibilities, I will briefly refer to only a 
few'. There is first of all the cu.se of your mandate to the Joint Seiretary, 
Commerce and Labour Department, in April last in tlie matter of the rice 
removal policy. Here you acted as if the (n)vernment of India Act in 
B«ngul had been suspended, and you were at the head of an administration 
under section 9'l of the Act. In a matter of sueh vital importance, affecting 
the question of the food-stuff’s of the peiqile. \ou should have called an 
emergent meeting of the rabinel and dis<‘us.sed with \our Ministers the best 
means of carrying out the w'ishes of tlie military authiuities and of the 
Central (L»vernment. But you did nothing of tlie kind. You (lid not even 
send for the Minister in charge of the Department, although he was readily 
available, but you sent for the Joint Secretary instead. You gave him 
orders to take up the work of removal at once, without caring to find out 
the exact position regarding the excess of rice and paddy in different areas 
and the best means of removal and the cheapest method of carrying out the 
scheme. The Joint Secretary says that wdien he was arranging to carry 
out your orders, you grew impatient and gave him definite directions to 
arrange for the removal of excess rice from d distriits within 24 hours. 
Even then you did not con.sult your Ministers, bw’ause presumably you 
thought you (ould not trust them. The result has been a dismal failure 
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»o far as this particular policy is concerned. The Joint Swretary, in his 
haste and hurry to oblige you, advanced twenty lakhs of nipees to a 
nominee of a friend to l^^jrin the work, without any terms having l)een 
settled, or without any arrangements having been made for the safety of 
public money, solely for the purpose of showing that he had started carrying 
out your 4)rders. AVhen we came f(» know of all thi^ at a late stage, we did 
what we could to retrieve the unfortunate position into which Government 
had been placed, hut even then we e4»ul(l not avert the disaster. At the 
present moment we are tiu’ed with a rice famine in Bengal mainly in cou- 
sequeme of an uncalle<l for interference on y<mr part, and of hasty action 
on the part of the Joint Sei retary. As reganl> the huge sums of money 
advanced indiscreetly under }our orders hy the Joint Secretary in the first 
instance, our legal a(i\iseiN are extremely ^luhious if we (‘an ever expect 
to re<*over tlie whole amount. The h»ss t(» (lovernment is Inmnd to be a 
considerable otic, and the responsibility f(»r tliis needless waste of public 
money must l)e shanMl by you and vnir J«unt Secretary. 

Then I ( ome t(» the b(»at reimnal policy. In this y(m have all along 
been acting iindci the advice ami giiidaiu'c of some ])ermun(‘nt officials 
with<»iit taking your Ministers into eeiifideiHe. You have even ignored one 
who happens to be not merel\ \our (Jnet Minister but also the Minister 
in iliaig(* ot the Home Defiaitmeiit. You seem to have been eonsultiiig 
the Militar\ autlioiities in secret and discussing plans with the permanent 
officials; and when e\e?\ thing is almost settled and matters have gone 
beyond conti(d. yon sometimes talk to us with a view to impart information 
as to what, hud been (hme or was laung done. The most outstanding instan(‘e 
ot blunder wliir li has been (omiuitled by the permanent officials, apparently 
with >our knowledge ami coneurieiii e, has Is'cn the ease of the prevention 
of boats from goin;; out into tlie Hay ot Bengal lor the purpose of cultivation 
of the huids in tlie vari<ms islands lying at the mouth of the l)(‘lta. Some 
tardy recognition of the urgency of tlie situation was made when r limited 
number of boats was allowed to go out into the Bay, hut if was then too late 
to iimud mutters. I will not go into details, nor is it n(‘eessary to do so. 
It is enough f(»r me to emphasize that the whide scheme was planned in 
consultation with the Military auth(»rities and some i»ermanent officials, 
without the knowledge not merely of the (’abinet but even of tin* Home 
Minister. 

I now come to the (|ue.stion ()f the formation of Home (iuards. It itJ 
true that you have recently given a belated consent to our proposals regard- 
ing these organisations, but the mischief of oibcialisation of Home Guards 
had already Wen complete, f onstitiitionally, you slumld have accepted 
our advice, but you did n(»t, with the result that the permanent officials 
have practi(“allv officialised the wludc concern. I do not know how far you 
will now be able to retrieve the mischief that has been done. 

I will now say a few words about the manner in which you have all 
along resisted my eft4»rts for the expansion of the Tabinet and the appoint- 
ment of Parliamentary Sec retarie.s. Whatever may be your iM>wers under 
the Act, it is evident that as the Chief Minister I should have the final say 
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in the matter of the compoeition of the Cabinet and in parliamentary 
lippointmentM, and that except for the frraveet of reasons, you should not 
rejet:t my advice in such matters. In Enf^rland^ it would be unthinkable 
that the Prime Minister’s wishes about the Cabinet should be ijrnored. But 
your attitude has l)een one of definite disregard of my wishes in these 
respects. You seem to have taken up this attitude, perhaps in the forlorn 
hope of getting Sir Nazimuddin and his group into the Cabinet. Eight 
months have now passed and your efforts to placate them have borne no 
fruit, but your reluctance to accept my advice has not been slow to produce 
the most bitter results inasmuch as it has hampered the administration of 
the various departments of Government and also thrown a burden on our 
shoulders which it is physically impossible for us to bear. 

During the last few days I have discovered that orders have been passed 
hy Secretaries either on their own responsibility or with your approval, 
explicit or implicit, by totally ignoring the Ministers. For instance, orders 
have been passed that the Government of India should be requested to 
send back to Bengal all officers lent to India by the Bengal Government;’ 
orders have been passed that the powers exercisable by the Provincial 
Government under section 7(5 {B) of the Defence of India Act and Ihiles be 
delegated to local officers. I was not consulted in these cases although they 
affect vital matters of policy. Every day some fact or other comes to light 
which reveals how orders hud been passed in important matters without the 
cognisance of the Minister concerned. I strongly deprecate and resent this 
procedure. After all, I and niy Cabinet are responsible for wljatever action 
is taken by G<*veniment and announced in your name. It is wholly un- 
constitutional and even unfair to saddle us with responsibility for matters 
of which we have had no knowledge and with whicli we have had no con- 
cern. Posts are created for cjfficers without our knowledge, and forced 
upon US for ucc'eptauce, under circumstances which leave us no alternative 
but to agree. 1 could multiply instances, but I }>ur})osely refpoin from 
doing so us I ieel that what I have said already is (‘ncuigh tc> justify my 
grie\iince, 

I now come to tlu* cla.ss of cases in whic h pennaneiit officials have acted 
in defiance of Ministers by completely ignoring their authority. Let me 
begin with the case of the emtruges alleged to have been committed on women 
at v^anoa in the district of Noakhali. There was a Deputy Collector at 
Feni who happened to be the Additional Subdi visional Offic'er at the time, 
who had sent a telegram to the Distric t Magistrate apprising him of what 
had occurred and asking for instructions how to proceed. This action on 
the part of the Deputy Collec'tor was reseated by some of the officials, 
presuuiably ])ec'ause they thought that the telegram might be a very 
important piece of evidence against tlie guilty persons. This officer who 
had only tried to do this duty, was transferred from Feni by a telegram, 
at the bidding of the local officials, by the Chief Secretary. And the Chief 
Secretary passed orders without consulting me who happened to !)e the 
Chief Minister and the Home Minister ! I came to know of this transfer 
several days after it had taken place when I went to Feni to find out what 
the facts of the alleged outrage actually were. I have eince^seen the papers 
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relati^ to this transfer. The telegram of course is not on the File, but 
there is a remark by a high official that the Deputy I’ollector had acted 
indisorwtly. We know what this means. The Deputy Collector was 
naturally frightened and sought safety l.y applying for leave. This leave 
was reused and the officer was summarily trunsferreil to Serajgani. because 
high officials wanted to bundle him out of the Chittagong Division altogether. 


May I in this connei tion remin.l you that when you came to know of 
my programme to visit Feiii, you advi.sed me not to go becnu,se you thought 
that my visit would embarrrass t he local officials P 1 explained ‘to you that 
I had no intention of embarrassing anylwdy, but I considered it iiiy duty 
to pay a visit to an area where the people seemed to lie so much distressed. 
When 1 went there 1 found that practically all the officials of the Chittagong 
Divi.sion had gathered at Feni with a view to prevent my visit to the place 
of occurrence. The Commissioner of the Division plainly tedd me that he 
had received a telephonic message fi-om your .Se.retarv asking him to 
persuade me to abandon my visit. 1 did not go to the village because I 
did not want to ((uarrel with the officials hut met relations of most of the 
women said to have been outraged and the relations of their deceased 
husbands. I had also certain ilocuments brought up to me whiidi left no 
doubt in my mind as l<i what had h:ip|>ened. The reasons tor the telegraphic 
transfer of the Deputy Collector, and foi the anxiety shown by you and the 
ItK-al officials to prevent my visit to the locality arc abundantly clear. 
Even the Chief Minister hail to be kept out of the way, because he could 
not perhaps be trusted to tall into line with the official plans. Further 
fomiuent in suiierfluous. 


I now cf»im* to the eveiitn leuiliii^: to the eloHinj^ down of the Jiudy 
Brahourue Colle^rt* in ( alcutta. You referred to tliis fat t in the luMt (Cabinet 
meetiii^c and tried to defend the Seeretaries. the Director of Public lnntruc- 
tion and the other permanent (»ffi( iaD I naid iiothirif^ to contradict your 
msertions in apoloijui liei au.se I felt so ujf^^riered that I IhouKht silence was 
the better course to ailojit to prevent an outburst. The facts constitute a 
revolting? instance of insubordination, and the main irnidentH are well- 
known. In spite of as.surances j^iveii to me by the Heveniie Secretary and 
other officials that no decision would be taken re^rardin^r the I^ady Hrabourtie 
€ollej;re without reference to me, it appears that the various Secretaries and 
the Director of Public Instruction lM‘tweeii themselves manaj^^ed to hand 
OTer the buildin^.s and appliances to the military authorities without refer- 
ence even to the Minister iifc charjre. The f»fficiul note submitted by the 
Director of Publii Instruction wa.^ to the effect that he had confirmed fhe 
arranjreinents. It is reminiscent f*t the lanirua^e f»f the offiiials half a 
century a^o when every bureaucrat in the Writers’ IJuildintfs uml to consider 
himself as .bij; as the Lieutenant (Governor of Heniral. These officials who 
have bungled over the I>ady Brabourne College incident should lie told 
very plainly that things are now entirely different from what they have 
been i|3t the past, and that they must know how to adapt tfieinselves to the 
altered circumatances. 
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I wilJ now 8ay a few words about the appointments to A.R.P. services. 
Muslims have not ^ot even 5 per cent, of these appointments made by the 
(.'ontroller and his sulKirdinates in Calcutta, and not even 2 per cent, of 
the appointments made by the permanent officialH in the mofussil. To add 
insult to injury, some of these officials have stated that competent Muslims 
were not forthcomiIl^^ Some (»fficials have taken the stran^^e plea that 
MuHliins are not willin^r to accept appointments on low salaries and some 
have hazarded the very ingenuous and novel excuse that Muslims are well 
plated in life and therefore not available for A.R.P. appointments. 1 may 
tell you that these statements are not coriet t, and it is .surprising that high 
officials Ixdding responsible positions should have added to rank injustice the 
frivolity of lia.seless excuses. 1 am annexing stmie tables of figures which 
will show liow Muslim interests have been sacrificed by these officials. The 
situation has passed beyond the stage (»1 argument and exj>lanation. The 
Muslim community will accept no denial and 1 irihist that the erring (»fficials 
be compelled to make ample amends without delay. 1 ju'o]»ose to take up 
this case with the officials ronci*rne(l, and see that justice is done to all 
commuiiitieH and interests. 

1 want you t<» consent to the fcuniatioi; »)f a Bengali Army consi''ting 
oi a hundred thousand young Bengalis consisting of Hindu and Moslem 
youths on a fifly-tifty liasis There is an insistent (hMiiand for such a step 
being taken at (Mice, and the people of Bengal will not he satisfied with 
uuy e.vcuses. It is a national <]emand whi<*h must he inmiediately eoneeded. 

You should a< t as the <*onstitutional (ioveruor and not as the mouthfiieee 
of permanent officials, or of an\ political party. In other wonls, you 
shouhl allow Provimiul Autonom\ to tumtion honestly rather than as a 
cloak for the exen ise of autocratic powers as it the Provime was being 
governed under section fh‘l of the Act.” 

I received no reply to this letter oi the 2nd August, 1942, and I was 
surprised that even in the course of private interviews, Sir John Herbert 
never inferred to the mutters I had discussed in the letter legardiug my 
strong crithisms of his actions. It i.s significant that he never attempted 
to reply to any of tlie very serious allegations I had made in the letter, 
i^lfhough pos.sibly be was all the time harbouring resentment. A few days 
later came the Bombay resolution ot the All-India ('ongress Committee and 
the disturbances which broke out all over India on the 9th of August. It 
is painful to refer to the unfortunate happenings in India which followed 
the Congress resolution, and Bengal naturally had more than its .share of 
the policy of repression which wa.s (nrried on through(»iit India in the name 
of suppression of what was called the Congress rebellion in the country. 
Th^ Defence of India Rules were freely used to arrest and imprison promi- 
nent leaders of the people and also to impose what was called collective 
fines in areas where Hie disturbances bap]>ened to In* of an abnormal 
charaoter. In the case of many of these arrest.s and orders of imprisonment, 
I differed Irotfti the police point of view and also from the Govenior’s point 
of viewC In a very few cases, my recommendations for release were 
accepted, but I was over-rule<} in every other case. In iome cases, the 
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evidence appeared to me to l)e ho slender that I expressed my surprise that 
the police should he insisting on orders Wing passed on practically n<y 
evidence. A few of these arrested persons hav’e l>een released within the 
last week and I wish the luuterials on which they had been originally 
arrested and the reas(»ns for which my onlers of release were over-niled by 
the Governor, could Is* made ]mblic-. Possibly, the Governor has agreed 
to the release of prominent politicals in order to cover the [ireseut Ministry 
with short-lived glory. b\it the public can cuisily see through the game. 
In many cases (»rders passed by nic us long ago as August «ir September 
last have been allowed to remain unexecuted till some monu*ntous conHi- 
derations of State liave induc'ed tlie Governor to consent to their release at 
this moment just on the eve ot the session the Legislature. 

In the ( a^o of ((dltMlivr fim*''. wc had tn*mendous diftic ull ies. In most 
of the cases the amounts imposed were liardly comTUcnsiiratc with the • rimeH 
that had been (ommitt^'d and in almost all ot these (mses the innocent 
suffered nmn* than the Lniilty .\s usual, my dis.s(*ntient voi('e iiever 
prevailed ami the point ot vh*w and the re<‘o!nmc*ndat ions of the 

permanent officials found ta\ou! with the* (lovernoi. 

All this time, I hud l>een urtiing upmi the Governor to let m<* have an 
expansion of the cabinet both be<au''e the iiumluT ot Ministers was not 
adequate* 1(» cope* witli the enormous amount ot work, and also because there 
were groups in tiie l’rogn*s*.i\e ( oalitntii ]hiit\ i*sjie<’iall\ belonging to tin* 
scheduled easte which were not adee|natel\ represeiit<*d in the cabnu*t . But 
in all these efforts, 1 failed (*ompletel\ I’he Governoi did not agree to 
any expansion ami avoidcMl acteding to m\ !e*qm*sl on soim* pretext or 
other. 

In spite of all my efioits l<» avert a i risis, time brought no < hanpe in 
the attitude of the (ioveinor. Our relations 4la\ h\ da\ beeame strained, 
and matters came almost fo a crisis during tlie August and Sejitember 
Session of the As.seinbl\ . Tlie Kuroi»eaii Purt_\ l|ad tabled a resolution 
supporting all the measures taken b\ tlie (i^»^ eminent to suppress wliat was 
called the Congress rebellion, and the so-called Muslim licague party hud 
ta*l)led a resolution expressing the opinion that the measures taken had been 
inadequate. Both tliese resolutions were somewhat emhariassing to me 
because neither of them containeil the whole truth 'I’he Muslim League 
motion was meant as a vote of eeiiHure and the Knropean party resolution w*as 
meant to extract a statement from the Congress groups (hat the repressive 
measures taken had been justified. The Assembly, however, broke up 
under somewhat boisterous meiies of indiscipline niuuifested by a few 
memWrs of the Muslim lu-ague, but as subsequent events went fo show, 
the matter did not terminate there. 

In the meantime, the situation in the pr»ivince deteriorated jaad the* 
disastrous consequence's c»f the mistaken ii<*e p*licy‘ began to maflitiiat, 
themselves. There was .shortage of rice even in the most fertiUl portiOlMJ oi 
Bengal and in spite of loud protests by the people, reckleia in 

rice by Government agents Wgan to deprive the people in the rurA Areas 
of even their ordinary requirements of food. 
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I went to Delhi to attend a conference rei^rdingr tlie condition of rice 
and other foodutuffs and I got an ansurance from the Government of India 
that all exports of rice from Bengal would be prohibited. Unfortunately, 
liowever, export was never stopped and authentic reports have disclosed the 
deplorable fact that even when there was a rice famine in Bengal, exports 
iof rire continued to go on in large quantities. It was at this time that 
the Governor decided to appoint a rice controlling officer in place of 
Hon. Soinersett Butler to control all sales and purchase of rice and selected 
Mr. Mclnnes for this purpose. I had represented to the Governor that an 
Indian with sufficient experience of business in rice should be appointed, 
but he was of a different opinion. I was surprised one day to hear that the 
selection had already been made and Mr. Mclnnes had been asked to join 
the post. I made no secret of the fa< t that I did not approve either of the 
appointment of Mr. Mclnnes or the manner in which that appointment had 
been made. Matters were becoming unpleasant and Mr. Pinnell came to 
see me one day with the file relating to that appointment. After an elaborate 
discussion I thought that it would l)e useless to upset an appoinfj|iatLt 
already made, and I therefore agreed to give Mr. Mclnnes a chance. I 
was, how’ever, surprised to find subsequently some remarks made by the 
Governor in which the facts about the appointment K)f Mr, Mclnnes had 
been very much distorted and there was also a remark by the Governor 
that Mr. Mclnnes and Mr. Pinnell should be allowvd to go on unchecked 
with their own jmlicy, and any interference on the j)art of the Ministers 
with their work should be re|)orted to tlie Governor. I took serious 
objection to these remarks and I felt compelled to write a frank letter to 
the Governor, explaining to him my point of view and telling him how 
bitterly 1 resented the whole affair. 

The letter, Sir, was dated the 9th January, 194d, and as I came to the 
House I liave received a letter from the Secretary to the Govenior that 
the Governor objects to this letter being read in the Hou.se and in deference 
to the wishes of the G(>vernor I will not read that letter fo the House. 

While things were still in this unpleasant state, the Governor began 
to insist that Gabinet Ministers ^ihould make what he called an unequi- 
vocal statement regarding their attitude towards the measures taken to 
suppress the Congress movement. He expected that at the earliest 
opportunity we should make such a statement to the House. My colleagues 
belonging to the Congress party and our supporters belonging to the 
Congres.s groups had no hesitation in making a full and frank expression of 
their attitude towards the movement and als*> the measures that had been 
taken by the Government to suppress the movement. Accordingly, my 
Hindu colleagues and I met the European party at a small meeting and 
there exi>lained our whole position. The Europeau party were fully satisfied 
and for the moment there was .something like peace. Various events, 
however, brought to the surface the latent feelings of dissatisfaction which 
' l^be Governor, the permanent officials, and the Europeau party Iwre towards 
me and some of my colleagues. Matters came to a head when Dr. Syama 
Prasad Mookerjee made his statement to the House on the 12th February 
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regarding the circumstanced leading to his resignation. The statement 
made by Dr. Mookerjee added fuel to the fire. We were asked to dissociate 
ourselves from the statement made by Dr. Mookerjee, and practically to 
make a statement in the House that the Governor had been acting in a most 
constitutional manner and that the measures taken by Government had not 
only been amply justified but had been carried out under circumstances of 
exceptional clemency under great provocation. Personally, I was not 
prepared categorically to deny all that Dr. Mookerjee had said ; there was 
much in that statement with which I certainly agreed, and I could not 
reconcile my conscience with the suggestion that had been made to me, to 
condemn statements with which I was more or less in agreement. There 
cannot be the slightest doubt that the European party became violently 
inflamed against me and I now su.spect that from February onwards there 
was a sort of an agreement between my political adversaries on the one 
hand, and high ofiicials and the European party on the other, to oust me 
from office. I felt the situation very keenly. I found myself working in 
an uncongenial atmo.sphere and always hampered by those from whom I 
expected support and co-operation. I thought that the best solution of the 
situation would be to have an all- parties Cabinet, which would be in a 
position to work unaffected by any opposition, and would be strong enough 
to resist any attempts on the part of any party or group to hamper the 
activities of the Government. 

It was at this stage that I made my statement in the House regarding 
Government policy on Midnapore affairs. The matter came up before the 
House in the course of a discussion on an adjournment motion, and all 
sections of the House except the European party strongly urged the appoint- 
ment of a committee of enquiry. The allegations made were of so serious 
a character and yet so specific, that it was felt that it would be in the interest 
of the officials themselves to put the accusers to proof of their accusations. 

I agreefl. This amounted U) a promise to hold an enquiry into the allega- 
tions. and when the Governor heard what I had said he wrote to me the 
following letter: 

* ‘Government House, 
Calcutta, 

The 1.5th February, 1943. 

Mt Deaii Chief Ministeb, 

I have received information which I ilave difficulty in crediting in view 
of your report on Midnapore at your last interview, that you have given 
today in the Legislature an undertaking for an enquiry into the conduct of 
officials in that district. You are well aware that this subject attracts my 
special responsibilities and you are also well aware of my views on the 
undesirability of enquiries in this matter. If my information is correct, 

I shall expect an explanation from you at your interview tomorrow morning 
of your conduct in failing to consult me before announcing what pux^orts 
to be the decision of the Government.

The Hoh’ble Mr. A. K. Fazlul Huq."' 
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I could not take the situation lying down and wrote to the OoTemor the 
following reply: 


“114-A, New Park Street, Calcutta, 


The 16th February, 1943. 


Dear Sir Johr, 

In reply to your letter of the 15th February, 1943, I write to say that 
1 owe you no explanation whatever in respect of my 'conduct* in failing 
to eon-iilt you before announcing what acc.ording to you is the decision of 
the Government; but I certainly owe you a duty to administer a mild 
warning that indecorous language such as has been used in your letter 
under reply should, in future, be avoided in any correspondence between 
the Governor and his Chief Minister. 

During my last interview I certainly did not convey any impression 
that the affairs of Midnapore did not call for an enquiry. That interview 
only lasted for 15 to 20 minutes, and reference to Midnapore in the course 
of the discussion, did not take up more than 5 minutes. It was for the first 
time during the last 5 months that I had been to Midnapore and even that 
for only 6 hours. I could only visit 2 or 3 villages, which are alleged to 
have been scenes of some outrages on women. All that I told you was that 
there hod been no regular enquiry and it was difficult to say whether there 
were no exaggerations or whether these allegations were true. It was 
obviously impossible for me to give you anything like a report about 
Midnapore, As a matter of fact, I had been asking the Home Department 
officials to let me have the Governmnt version about Midnajwre. But they 
utterly failed to do so or at any rate, could not supply me with any report, 
except a scrappy note which was handed over to me by Mr. Porter in the 
Assembly Hou>e during the cour-^e of the debate yesterday. Even these 
notes do not, in the least, pretend to touch even the fringe of the various 
serious allegations that were made yesterday on the floor of the House. It 
is, therefi)re, incorrect tt» .say that 1 had given you any report about 
Midnapore. I do not know what you mean by this remark but let me tell 
YOU that I know nothing about what has hapjH.*ned in Midnapore, nor was 
it possible for me to give you an\| information, nor did I actually give any 
report about the happenings in the district. 

Permit me to tell you that the adjournment motion was tabled on Friday 
and the whole of the Home Department knew, and I am absolutely certain 
that you yourself knew, that .serious allegations were going to be made 
about the happenings at Midnapore. In |he course of the speech made by 
Dr, Syamaprosad Mookerjee on the opening day of the Session, he did not 
mino« matters about Midnapore and he gave sufficient indications of the 
kind of speeches that would be made on the floor of the House in the course 
of the Debate. It is impossible for me to believe that you did not feel that 
there would he an insistent and almost irresistible demand for an enquiry 
from all sides of the House. If your feelings have been that no enquiry 
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fl[]iould be inetitnted, it was your clear duty to send for me and tell me that 
wbaterer the demand may be and from whatever side it may be^ I was to 
have told the House that you were opposed to such an enquiry and therefoto 
no enquiry can be promised by Government. Let me add abo that since 
Saturday, we had been closetted together with higher officials of the Home 
Department who knew we were in favour of an enquir}*. How can 1 
believe after this that you knew nothing about a very certain demand that 
would l)e made for an enquiry P You neglected your duty in sending for 
me and, now j'ou accuse me that in the House 1 gave an unauthoritative 
decision of Government. When I was in the House, 1 found that not only 
were the most serious charges brought by responsible members of the 
House, but that the demand for an enquiry was not opposed by a single 
member. Even the European Group kept silent and the Opposition were 
loudest in condemning us for not having made enquiries long before, ll 
the circumstances, I felt, in consultation with my colleagues, that it waa 
impossible to resist the demand for the enquiry that had l)een made. 

I enclose herewith a copy of the concluding portion of my speech which 
I delivered yesterday on the floor of the House. Contrary to my usual 
practice. I read out from a manuscript the last portion of my speech. A 
perusal of the speech will convince you that what I said was that the 
Council of Ministers, as distinguished from Government, were agreed that 
it would be expedient to ht>ld a committee of emjuiry if only with a view to 
exculpating the public servanU from the very grave charges such as had 
been levelled agitinst them. You will thus see that the question whether 
or not the Council of Minister.s should tender to you a particular advice 
does not come within the purview of your special resjmnsihilities, even if 
it be conceded that the acceptance of such advice would involve the exerciae 
of your special responsibilities. In these circumstances, I do not think 
that in so far as my statement in the Assembly is <oncerned any of your 
special responsibilities are attracted. If and when the Council of Minisieri 
tenders to you advice contemplated in the penultimate «*ntence of my 
speech, it will then be for you to consider whether in accepting this advice 
your special responsibilities are attracted. 

It appears from your letter that you are not prepared to give your 
consent to the constitution of a committee of enquiiy. If so, the only 
course left open to me is to make a statement in the House in which 1 ahaU 
endeavour to explain that my statement made yesterday should not be 
taken as a commitment on the part of the Government to a committee of 
enquiry, and that I propose to read out to the House your letter under 
reply so as to explain my position. I shall not however do so without 
giving you previous notice. My colleagues and I are responsible to the 
Legislature and the Legislature Iras a right to expect a sufficient explana* 
tion as to .why a committee of enquiry cannot be constituted. The only 
explanation which I can offer is the letter I have received from you. 

1 wa.s due for an interview with you this morning at 10. I have already 
verbally indicated to your Private Secretary that it will not be possible 
for me to go and see you, because I consider that unless sufficient amen^b 
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Are made for the lan^age used in your letter under reply, no useful purpose 
would be serred by an interview which would admittedly have been carried 
/ut in a spirit of anger.

All this happened on the eve of and during the Budget discussion, and 
the voting on Budget demands, and I had to plunge into the most strenuous 
most critical and most difficult of all the Assembly sessions with a mind 
weighed down with worries and anxieties for the future. Many of my 
supporters were in jail, and although the European party were not 0 ]>enlv 
in Opposition, the support they occasionally gave was lukewarm and half- 
hearted. Many of those whom I had hitherto looked upon as my supporters 
seemed to he in collusion with the Opposition, and our Government was 
subject to constant fusillades from all sides. Through the mercy of 
Providence, however, wc overcame all these attempts to overthrow us, till 
reached the votings on the 2J)th March when there was only one day left 
over for votings on Budget demands. 

1 suddenly received a summon from the Governor to see him at 7-30 p.m. 
on Sunday, the 28th March. I w'as in high spirits when I w’ent to Govern- 
ment House, because I found all my (*olleagues and our supporters confident 
of what appeared to be our invulnerable position. When I met the 

Governor at about 7-30 p.m., I found him seated with his Secretarj-, and 

when w'e began the conversation we three were the only persons in that 
rwm. After a few minutes’ talk, the Governor asked for my resigna- 
tion. I have told the story so often that I feel I would be boring the 
House with a repetition, but for the sake of continuity of narrative, I 

cannot but repeat the wonderful story. I vehemently but respectfully 

protested, but the Governor told me that he wanted my resignation, as I 
had made statements in the House to the effect that I would be prepared 
to tender resignation in order to facilitate the formation of an all-partiee 
Cabinet. I said that I still adhere<l to that position but that w^as no reason 
why I should resign without being satisfied about the fulfilment of the 
conditions for an All-Parties Ministry. He, however, insisted on my 
tendering resignation then and there, and in order to clinch the matter, he 
brought out a typed piece of paper purporting to be my letter of resignation 
to the Governor, I explained to him that if I tendered my resignation at 
that stage, the Budget demands would remain unfinished and the Finance 
Bill also would be sabotaged. But the Governor was still insisting on my 
signature. I then asked for time to conifult my colleagues and my party. 
But the Governor was obdurate and refused my request. He was deter- 
mined to have my signature then and there. I still resisted. Upon this, 
the Governor slightly changed his front and assured me that no effect 
would be given to the letter of resignation immediately, but that he would 
keep it with himself be shown to party-leaders in case there was a 
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possibility of an all-parties Cabinet. Upon this assurance given by the 
Gbvemor, that the letter of resignation would not be made eflfeotive unless 
actually required for the purpose of the formation of an all-parties Cabinet, 
I signed that letter and handed it over to the Governor. I again reminded 
him that it was not meant to be treated as a letter of resignation and that 
no effect should be given to it unless the circumstances arose for which 1 
had consented to sign that previously drafted piece of paper. I now recall 
an incident which did not strike me then, but which I now consider 
extremely significant. As soon as I had handed over that document to the 
Governor, he turned to the Secretary and asked him to telephone something 
to the European party. A letter of resignation had been drafted, and kept 
ready-typed for signature Governor insisting for signature, although ray 
resignation meant the sabt»tage of the entire Budget, the telephone message 
went to the European Party as so<»n as I had put my signature; his 
acceptance of the letter of resignation came the same evening within two 
hours of my return home, contrary to his definite assurance. Who can 
deny that the conclusion is irresistible that there was design and conspiracy 
of a sordid character? 

As soon as the House met, I was (|uestioned as to what had happened 
and I made a brief reply. The House was adjourned and I immediately 
wrote the following letter to Sir John : 


“Crt/ruffo, 

The 29th March. 1943, 


De.\r Sir John, 

I understand that Your Excellency wants me to see you. 1 am, at the 
present moment, w mentally upset that I do not find it possible for me to 
have any useful discussion with Your Excellency on any subject. 

From early morning I was hearing all sorts of rumours that I saw Your 
Excellency last night and everybody seemed to know that I had tendered my 
resignation which had been accepted. As soon as I entered the House thii 
morning, pointed questions were put to me as to whether it was a fact that 
I had tendered resignation and that the resignation had been a<’C«pte<L 
You will judge for yourself that I could not tell a lie, and I had to tell the 
House that 1 had to sign a letter of resignation which had been already 
drafted and that I received your letter aciepting my resignation in coursa 
of less than a couple of hours. You will, therefore, now see the reasotf'why 
I had advised you not to press for my resignation. I pointedly told you 
about the Budget and the Finance Bill and as far as 1 remember, you said 
that I had to pilot the Finance Bill and therefore the resignation would not 
take effect immediately. I was, therefore, surprised when I found twa 
lines as a i^stscript in your own handwriting that you would defer the 
announcement of the acceptance of my resignation till 8 p.m. tonight, and 
that you are doing so at my request. 1 fully remember that I did not make 
any snch request. 1 said that the resignation should not be accepted for the 
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prwent, and I do not understand how the queation of deferring the 
announcement of acceptance till 8 p.m. tonight could poseibly ariae. I do 
not see the particular significance of 8 p.m. 

I must now tell you something about the constitutional position. As 
soon as I made the announcement in the House that my resignation had 
been accepted, pointed questions were put to me whether our responsibilities 
were joint or several, and I told that our responsibilities were joint and 
several. Thereupon the Speaker ruled that the Ministry is functus officio 
and therefore could not move the Budget demands, and on this the Speaker 
adjourned the House for a fortnight, 

I have made a short statement, as I could not refuse answering questions 
that were put to me concerning such an event. I have, however, refrained 
from going into details. 

A party meeting is going on and I am being pestered with questions 
from all sides as to why I signed the letter of resignation and I am being 
wriously taken to task for letting the party and my colleagues down. 
Vigorous speeches are being made that I had betrayed the party and 
betrayed my colleagues. I remember that I requested you not to insist on 
my signing the letter of resignation before I had an opportunity of consult- 
ing my colleagues and the party, but you said that the letter should be 
signed then and there, which had already been drafted in anticipation. I 
only carried out Your Excellency’s request; but I knew tliat trouble would 
arise and trouble has arisen. 

As I was going to sign this letter, I was informed that you wanted to 
have a Cabinet meeting thi.s afternoon. I was also told that you hold the 
▼iew that my resignation does not take effect till 8 p.m. tonight, and as 
regards the others, they continue in office since they have not officially 
tendered resignation. My colleagues and I differ from you in this view. 
So far as my resignation is concerned, it has already Wen accepted and your 
postscript said that only the announcement would not be made till 8 p.m. 
this evening. It is obviou.s that the acceptance and the announcement are 
two different things. Once the resignation h accepted and communicated, 

It does not matter when it is announced. As regards the other Ministers, 
it may be a debatable point, but the Speaker has ruled that they are 
functus officio in consequence of my resignation. 

Fnless thert*fore your acceptance of mv resignation is withdrawn and 
the letter I had to sign at Government House is treated as cancelled and 
returned to me, there cannot be a Cabinet meeting today.

It u significant that I received no reply to this letter and that the 
•legations made in this letter have not yet been contradicted. The 
fostscript in his letter accepting my resignation deserves more than a 
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passing notice. It means that although the Ooremor knew that I had 
become functus officio by reason of his acceptance of my resignation, he 
wanted me to appear before the Assembly, as if I was still a Minister in 
office, moTe for demands in his name and thereby knowingly perpetrate a 
fraud on the Assembly. And I was prompted to perpetrate this fraud by 
no less a person than the Governor of the Province! The fact that the 
Governor did not make any comments on the allegations contained in this 
letter, leave alone contradicting them, is of great significance. I repeated 
all my allegations against the Governor in a letter which I wrote to His 
Excellency the Viceroy on the 16th April, a copy of which I forwarded to 
the Governor. I have made my accusations and allegations public on 
several occasions, but up till now, the Governor has not thought fit to reply 
to my allegations contained in letters which I purposely wrote to him, nor 
have there been any contradictions in Press notes or communique issued 
from Government House. My allegations and accusations cannot therefore 
be described as after-thoughts spun out of my imagination, and they remain 
absolutely unchallenged. 

To come now to the activities of Sir John Herbert after he had once 
managed to secure my so-called letter ot resignation. All ideas of having 
an All-Parties’ Ministry w’ere cast to the winds and the Governor began 
to act as if the only end ho had in view was .somehow to smuggle Sir 
Nazimuddin into power. He forgot his solemn promises given to me that 
he would consult the leaders of all the parties and try to form a national 
Cabinet. He forgot also his solemn u.ssurances given to me on the night 
of the 28th of Mareh that he was anxious to retain me as his Chief Minister, 
and that I had not forfeited his confi<leu(‘e but that he w’as asking me to 
sign the so-called letter of resignation only to enable him to parley with 
party leaders. I possess abundant documentary evidence that Sir John 
Herbert knew that I w'ould consent to voluntary resignation only, and only 
if, such resignation appeared to be indispensably necessary for the purpose 
of the formation of an all-parties’ Cabinet. I]xtracts from my correspond- 
ence with Sir John Herbert will make this abundantly clear. 

On the 26th March, I wrote as follows: — 

“De.\r Sib John, 

With reference to my conversation with Your Excellency this morning, 

I write to say that at a time like this it is extremely desirable that the 
Cabinet should be constituted so as to include the representatives of all the 
political parties in the I^egislature. As I have several times told Your 
Excellency, I should always be ready to help you in bringing about such 
a consummation, and if at any time Your Excellency feels that I am an 
obstacle to the formation of such a Cabinet, I shall be prepared to tender 
resignation of my office in the interest of the country.

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Xo this I received the following reply.' — 

'Veam Chief Minister, 

H. E. me to thank you for your letter of today’s date in which you 
state that you are willing to tender your resignation in order to facilitate 
the constitution of a Cabinet comprising ail political parties. I am to 
enquire whether you would hare any objection to the letter being shown to 
party leaders with a view to consulting them as to the formation of such a 
Cabinet.

It is evident that even the so-called letter of resignation drafted and 
kept ready by the Governor himself emphasized this point of view. That 
letter runs in the following terms: — 

“Dkar Sir John, 

Understanding that there is a probability of the formation of a 
Ministry representative of most of the parties in the event of my resigna- 
tion, I hereby tender my resignation of my office as Minister in the sincere 
hope that this will prove to be in the best interests of the people of Bengal. 

Yours sincerely,

To H. E. Sir John Arthur Herhert, ci.c.i.B.” 

It is therefore evident that even up to the 28th March, 1943, when Sir 
John Herbert got my signature on that letter of resignaticm. it was agreed 
that it should be the endeavour of the Governor to form a representative 
and all-parties’ Cabinet. But the cabinet that has been formed is not an 
All-Parties’ Cabinet. It is not even representative of the majority of the 
various parties in the House. It is not only much less representative than 
the cabinet I had formed in 1941 but is in fact a cabinet compo.sed of a 
single party in the House under the domination of a political caucus 
composed of the members of the family of the Khwajas of Dacca. Sir 
John Herbert so far forgot himself that he stooped to canvass support for 
Sir Nazimuddin’s cabinet. He then proceeded to put Sir Nazimuddin in 
I>ower with a cabinet consisting of 13 Ministers, 13 Parliamentary Secre- 
taries and 4 Government Whips, although in our time we were not allowed 
any expansion of our small cabinet of only eight Ministers or the appoint- 
ment of more than one Parliamentary Secretary. 

I am reminded at this stage of something very similar which happened 
in the year 1926. Lord Lytton wae then the Governor and was anxious to 
have Sir Abdur Rahim as one of his Ministers, provided a suitable Caste 
Hindu could be induced to become a colleague of Sir Abdur Rahim. It so 
happened that in consequence of a speech which Sir Abdur Rahim had 
delivered at Aligarh in 1925, no caste Hindu would consent to Join him as 
a colleague in his Ministry'. Lord Lytton gave Sir Abdur Ri^im only 4 
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days* time to find out a Hindu colleague and when Sir Abdur Rabim 
reported that he had not been successful in his attempts to induce any caste 
Hindu to join him as a Minister, Lord Lvtton politely told Sir Abdur 
Bahim that he could not under those circumstances accept Sir Abdur 
Rahim as a 'Minister. Lord Lvtton acted in a perfectly oonatitutloiial tray. 
He realized that it was no business of his to do the work of a canvasser for 
Sir Abdur Rahim. But Sir John Herbert is apparently a Governor of a 
different type. When once he had made up his mind that I should be 
removed from the office of Chief Minister, he did not hesitate to adopt any 
measures to achieve this end. He did not hesitate to cajole me, persuade 
me and to hold out pronii.ses which he never meant to keep. But he forgot 
all his promises and cast hi.s assurances to the winds the moment I had 
turned my back on Government House, and manifested all the zeal of a 
partisan in trying to secure colleagues for Sir NaEimuddiu. 

The above is by no means an exhaustive list of the many case# of 
unconstitutionalism and partisanship on the part of Sir John Herbert. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: On u point of order, Sir. May 1 
ask whether all this i.s in keeping with rule 12!" 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Siddiqi, I think this is time for prayer. IjHi ua 
pray first and then I shall take up the matter. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: After that my prayer will be heard!

(The House was then adjourned for lo minutes.) 

( A fter A (1 joum men t,) 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think it is the desire of the House that the entire 
business fixed for today be finished. 

Mr. A. K. PAZLUL HUQ: Today the House meets for the first time 
after the formation of the new cabinet, and serious questions affecting not 
merely the welfare but even the existence of sixty millions of the people of 
this province will be discus.sed, raising issues of confidence and oo>confidence 
in the present cabinet. It is evident that the cabinet is on it« trial. 
During the last 3 months the food situation has degenerated to such an 
alarming extent that the famine conditions which are now raging in Bengal 
are unprecedented in the annals of this province. There are signs that the 
famine that seems to l)e impending on us will be far more disastrous an<l 
devastating than the great famine of 1770 A.D. The present cabinet 
knows very well that it is entirely to blame for the situation and that it is 
unable to cope with it effe<‘tively. In order to ewape public criticism, it 
has gagged the press and forbidden public meetings where food problems 
are likely to be discussed. In these circumstances, Sir John Herbert 
should allow the Opposition a fair chance of focussing public opinion inside 
the House in order that the Assembly may come to a decision on all 
questions on their merits. Of all the faults of which a Governor can be 
guilty, the fault of partisanship is the most reprehensible. In England or

in the English colonies such an attitude of a Governor would never be 
tolerated. A partisan Governor is no more fit for his high office than a 
partisan Judge. By being a partisan, he acts contrary to his Instrument 
of Instructions and makes himself liable to removal from office. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: May I rise to my prayer again? 
The Governor is being called a '‘partisan Governor” — is that desirable? 

Mr« SPEAKER S Mr. Siddiqi, I think that this question arose on the 
last occasion when Dr. Syumaprasad Mookerjee made his statement and a 
<le<’isiou was given by the Deputy Speaker who was then in the Chair. I 
have no reason to differ from that decision, that decision being that 
Governor’s personal conduct, apart from his conduct as head of the 
executive, cannot be discussed, but the Governor’s conduct as part of the 
administrative machinery is certainly subject to criticism and discussion. 

Mr, A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: It is a recognised legal maxim in England 
that even the King cannot by any means place himself above the law of 
the land. In the case of overseas dominions of the Crown, the same legal 
maxim holds good. There the Crown’s agents, Governors and Governor- 
Generals are not even general representatives of the Sovereign but have 
powers delegated to them by the terms of their commission and may act 
lawfully only within the limits of their commission. They receive powers 
which though ample and adequate for the governnient of the territories 
committed to their charge are neverthele.ss definite, enumerated and well- 
defined. A Governor who acts in (‘ontraveiition ot the terms of hi.s commission 
makes himself liable to censure, judicial punishment or recall. Thus 
Lord Dalhousie in 18‘2><, Lord Aylmur in 1884 and Sir Colin Campbell* in 
18411 were recalled on an address of the legislature to the Crown even 
though the Canadian Constitution Act of the time contained no provision 
for such recall. Lord Sydenham, the Governor-General of Canada in 
1840, »aw nothing objectionable in such addres6 of the Assembly for the 
removal of the Governor. Australia. New Zealand and South Africa also 
furnish similar instani'es of recall of Governors by the Crown on an 
address of the Legislature though the Constitution Acts of these Dominions 
bad no specific provision for the purpose. In the Government of India 
Act, 1985, the powers of discretion and individual judgment vested in the 
Governor-General or the Governor are hedged by the remedial methods of 
(a) ap])eal to the Federal Court, (b) appeal to the judicial Committee *5^ the 
Privy Council and (c) scrutiny by the House of Commons in order to prevent 
^‘the complete dictatorship” of the Governor-General or the Provincial 
Governor. It is therefore an outrage on the Constitution if a Governor- 
General or a Governor seeks to place himself above the law of the land by 
the exercise of his powers of discretion or individual judgment, and the 
legislature owes a duty to itself to help to discover and fight for constitu- 
tional remedies against such violation. 

I am afraid I have trespassed too much on the patience of the House. 
I think I have made it abundantly clear that the fight that is going to take 
place between the present Ministry and the Opposition will be a fight 
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between the forces of reaction, of tyranny and injustice on the one handy 
and the representatives of the poverty-stricken people on the other. The 
high and mighty, the wealthy and the affluent will be on the side of the 
Ministers, and the Opposition will he left to play their part under numerous 
difflculties and disadvantages. But I can assure the Ministers and their 
eupporters that the Opposition will not lose heart, even if the Ministers are 
able to tide over this crisis. It is not the votes of the members of the 
Opposition which they should dread, hut the tormented cries of the 
famine-stricken people of Bengal which will bring (imrs curses on their 
heads. Sooner or later, Ministers who have been profiteering at the cost of 
,the poverty-stricken million.s of Bengal will find their doom and meet their 
fate. Sir John Herbert may protect them for a while, but there is a power 
far mightier than Governors or Viceroys or Se<Tetaries of State. The mills 
of God grind slowly but they grind exceeding small; and sooner perhaps 
than .Sir John Herbert or the .supporters of the Ministers may think, 
neinesis will overtake those who had ru.*<hed into office not to serve the people 
but to enjoy the sweets of power and emoluments. 

If there is actually famine as we apprehend, there is bound to be a 
revolution in Bengal and what happened in Russia can happen alsc> in thin 
far flung corner of the Eastern Hemisphere. The Ministers are mistaken 
if they think that false propaganda will save them from their inevitable 
destiny. They will not be saved, unless Providence in His mercy deems it 
fit to forgive their .sins and to give them a chance of redemption. For our 
part, we will go on doing our dut\ . We w'ill not l>e disappointed or 
broken-hearted. If we fail to dislodge the present Ministers from power, 
the more they remain in office, the greater will be the catalogue of their sins, 
and some day sooner or later, they will be humble U) the dust even a.s t\ runts 
and oppressors of humanity have met their doom in the chwiuered history 
of mankind. 

Sir, one word more and I have finished. I have made certain definite 
allegations against His Excellency the Governor. I have charged him with 
partisanship and violation of hi-* Instrument of Instructions. The charges 
are either true and correct, or false and incorrect. The public have a right 
to know whether His Excellency ac«*ept my allegations as true and correct 
or otherwise. His Excellency is not without his remedy. Apart fn»m 
issuing Government communiques or Press Xotes, His Excellency the 
Governor has the right to addres.s the House and let the Members know bis 
version of the various incidents to which I have referred in my statement. 
The points raised are of the utmost constitutional importance and His 
Excellency would be extremely ill-advi.sed if he allows the public to draw 
their own conclusions from his studied silence. 

Mr. SANTOSH KUMAR BASUs Mr. Speaker, Sir, Mr. Faxlul Huq 
has given to the House a comprehensive review of the circumstances relat- 
ing to the signing of his letter of resignation. I would now crave the 
indulgence of the House to complete the narrative and to show how the 
dissolution of the Cabinet was brought about, involving what was described 
in the (^dlal communique as the resignation of the individual Ministers. 
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After the adjournment of the Assembly in the morning of the 29th 
March, the Governor invited me and my colleague Mr. P. N. Banerjee to 
meet him when a discussion took place regarding the situation. The 
Governor was pleased to express the hope that both of us would continue 
in office. We suggested that he should invite the different party leaders 
including Mr. Fazlul Huq and ask for their advice and agreement so that 
no legal or constitutional difficulty might stand in the way of the Budget 
being passed. We pointed out that such a course would be fully in accord 
with the spirit of the Chief Minister’s resignation for an all parties Ministry 
which had received a full measure of support from the Governor himself. 
No such course was, however, adopted by him. 

Two days later, on the Slst March, at the invitation of the Governor, 
the members of Mr. Fazlul Huq’s Ministry collectively met the Governor. 
A written fonnula w’as read out to us by the Governor and we were asked 
to tender our resignation then and there. We maintained that with the 
resignation of the Chief Minister the entire Ministry had gone out of office 
and there could not be any question of resignation of an office which we had 
ceased to hold. We made it clear that we did not feel called upon to 
tender our resignation in order to facilitate the suspension of the constitu* 
tion under such circumstances. As this view was not accepted we wanted 
to consider the position and communicate our views later on. 

A copy of the formula was sent to me some time later in the day, and 
in the evening 1 sent to the Governor a statement in reply signed by the 
Nawab Bahadur of Dacca, Mr. P. N. Banerjee, Mr. Shamsuddin Ahmed, 
Khan Bahadur Hashem Ali Khan and myself. I place before the House the 
Governor’s Formula and our statement in reply. This is the Formuhlt 

“I have the following statement to make to Hon’ble Ministers. Hon’ble 
Ministers yesterday expressed the view that as the result of Mr. Fazlul 
Huq’s resignation and its acceptance by me they have ceased to be 
Ministers. I am advised that that is not the ca.se until they have tendered 
their resignations and those resignations have Wen accepted (or they have 
been dismissed). British practice is, I am advised, that on the acceptance 
by the Crown of the resignation of the Prime Minister or his death or 
dismissal, the offices of his colleagues are entirely at the disposal of his 
successor, and though it is not necessary (as the Crown as advised by the 
Prime Minister can dismiss at pleasure) it is customary for Ministers as a 
matter of courtesy or obligation to offer resignations. I feel that in present 
circumstances it would W appropriate for honourable members of their own 
accord to submit their resignations here and now which I would accept. 
But if the honourable members so desire — though I consider it unnecessary — 
I will now formally invite them to resign here and now, solely in view of 
the Chief Minister’s resignation, from no question of lack of confidence in 
them, but simply in order to clear the present situation, an object which I 
am sure we all desire. The alternative, of my dismissing the Minister# 
solely in order to clarify the constitutional position, ought not to be neces- 
sary and I think you yourselves would not desire it. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Fazlul Huq resigned with tfce avowed and public- 
spirited object of enabling the formation of a broad-based Ministry 
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repreienting as many parties as possible. I am sure that j’ou, his colleagueti 
would wish to further that object. I am not as yet in a position to com- 
^ mission any one to form a Ministry; but I am requesting Sir Naiimuddin» 
as the leader of the largest self-contained party outside the late Ministry, 
to investigate and report to me the possibilities of the kind of Ministry 
which your late Chief Minister envisaged as the result of his public-spirited 
self-effacement. I am asking you now to co-operate, so far as you can, with 
Sir Naisimuddin in his investigation. 

As regards arrangements for the immediate future, I regret that I am 
not at the moment in a position to give you any information.” 

This is the statement in reply which was sent by us later on that day, 
in the evening : 

“We have to make the following statement in answer to the Formula 
which was read out at the conference of the colleagues of Mr. Failul Huq 
held at the Government House at 11 a.m. this morning, copies of which 
w’cre sent to us later on. We adhere to our view that the resignation of 
Mr. Fazlul Huq as Chief Minister of the province led to the dissolution of 
the Council of Ministers in Bengal. In our view the tendering of resigna- 
tion by us is not constitutionally nece.ssary. The basis of a demand for 
resignation at once, liere and now, made by His Excellency the Governor 
at the Government House this morning i.s staterl to l>e the n'signation of 
Mr. Fazlul Huq as Chief Minister of the pn>vince. We have it on record 
that the draft of the letter of resignation was kept in typed form in 
Government House and Mr. Fazlul Huq was forced to sign it. It is now 
an admitted fact that no time was given to Mr. Fazlul Huq to consider the 
demand of His Excellency l>etorehand and he was not granted in reepect of 
the resignation jn'miission to consult either his colleagues or members of 
his party bet(»re he was <*alled upon to take such a momentous decision. 
He had no de.sire, so far as we kn<»w, of offering his resignation. In fact, 
we were preparing ourselves to fight a third no-confidence motion which the 
Muslim League raemWrs reported was to be tabled on the 29th March, 
1943. We are convinced that notwithstanding the ci>-oiH»ratiou of the 
European Party with the Muslim League we have a majority of 3(1 members 
80 as to be able to defeat any contemplated no-confidence motion. In fact, 
during the course of the budget session w'e defeated several times a combina- 
tion between the Muslim league and the European Party and certain 
members of the Scheduled Castes Party to censure the Ministry. Our 
majority never faile<l nor faltered. Mr. Fazlul fiuq’s desire w'a.s, mj far 
as we know’, to make an All-Party Mini.strv in the province and not, as 
the Formula states, a broad-based Ministry representing as many partie.s as 
possible. This situation ari.siug out of the forced resignation of Mr. Fazlul 
Huq, in our opinion, has l>een brought about by the unconstitutional act of 
His Excellency. The resignation of 1#he Chief Minister without the 
knowledge of his colleagues was held before us when a .series of cut motions 
on the budget was to have been discussed on the following day, that is, 
on the 29th March, 1943. We cannot forget the context in which our 
letter of resignation is demanded and we desire to- keep our protest on 
record. In our judgment it is definitely uncon-^iitutional. We place on 
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Ttcord our protest against the request of His Excellency for 6ur resignation 
and to co-operate, so far as we can, with Sir Nazimuddin to inyestigate in 
the matter of formation qf ^ alternatiye Ministry. We maintain that 
Sir Naiimuddin has no majority^ hi the Legislature today and His Excellency 
is going to act contrary to the letter and spkit of the Instrument of 
Instructions to request Sir Nazimuddin tH ^investigate in the matter of 
formation of an All-Party Government within the province. The Formula 
states that His Excellency has not commissioned anybody to form a 
Ministry. In view of the fact that except Mr. Fazlul Huq there is nobody 
in the Legislature^ ^oday who commands a migority in the House ^he action 
of His Excellent’ in superseding the constitution under section 93 of the 
Government of India Act or in the alternative in requesting us to co-operate 
witth a party government is open to grave constitutional objection. It is 
even open to the interpretation that by artificial and . jn^nconstitutional 
methods attempts are being made not only to break the constitution but 
attempts are being made for the purpose of converting the minority into a 
majority. We have to place on record our apprehension about the future. 
Although in our view we have ceased to be Ministers and although we are 
not entitled to tender any advice to His Excellency, we must humbly 
suggest to him that reactions and repercussions of the accumulated unconsti- 
tutional acts of His Excellency the Governor culminating in the 
resuscitation of a communal Ministry are bound to have a tremendous effect 
within the province; yet we are l)eing called upon either to tender resigna- 
tion or in the alternative we are threatened with dismissal. It is now 
evident that Mr. Fazlul Huq’s Ministry was not the one which His 
Excellency the Governor desired and all talks during the last 16 months for 
the formation of an All-Party Ministry are now culminating in a purely 
party Government of the communal type. The delay in the formation of 
Mr. Fazlul Huq’s Ministry-, the incidents connected with its formation, the 
difficulties pimped in its iuiictioniug during the last 16 months and the lack 
of sympathy and support which the Council of Ministers met with at the 
hands of those from whom it was entitled to receive tlie fullest sympathy and 
support confirm our views. We declare that we are no longer in office and 
have ceased to function as Ministers and we desire that we may be treated 
on that basis”. 

It will be noticed that the oi>ening words of our reply made it clear that 
the resignation of the Chief Minister led to the ffwsolution of the Council of 
Ministers and that the tendering of resignation by us was not constitutional- 
ly necessary. We concluded our statement by reiterating the same position. 

Imagine, Sir, my surprise when next morning I found from press reports 
of a communique issued from Government House that following Mr. il^nq^t 
resignation we had represented to the Governor that w’e considereff^.^ our- 
selves to have demitted office, and that, mark the words, we “subsequently 
formally tendered our resignation”. 

Having thus construed our statement as the formal tendering of our 
resignation, the communique proceeded to state that “His Excellency 
found himself on the 31st March without a Ministry”. May I, in the 
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intermt of inrtli, suggest a litUe yerbal alteration in this pasaagaf It 
should! have read thus: “After strenuous endeavour, His Excellency, on 
the 81st of March at last succeeded in findi|||g himself without a Ministry/’ 
But the dlst of March, the last day of thi financial year, proved somewliat 
inauspicious and inopportune for causing the di^pearance of the Ministry, 
as the present session has sUlWn, because, in the words of the communique, 
“it was impossible to put through the Assembly the remaining demands 
tor grants before the Ist of April”. 

Such is the story of our “resignation” which in the official V|pw had 
become imperative in order that the Ministry' might bo #l0ioved out of the 
way to bring in the suspension of the constitution and the installation of a 
Muslim League Ministry in Bengal. 

Sir, so far as my party is (onoerned, we have never stood in the way of 
an honourable ’‘alliance with the Muslim League Party or with Khwaja Sir 
Xazimuddin, its latter day I^eader. The last Ministry was brought into 
existence by the statesmanship and dynamism of our Leader, Sri Saint 
Chandra Bos«*, who'was determined to rescue the province from the jaws of 
iioirid communalism. That Ministry was formed on an all-party basil 
with the support of a large and powerful coalition which continued to main* 
tain its majority until the verv' moment when the Ministry was dissolved 
in spite of that majority. Besides the official Congress Party which would 
not accept office, it was only Sir Narimuddin and his followers wlio refused 
to play. 

The new Ministry started on its career with the arrest and detention of 
Mr. Sarat Chandra Bose who not only laid its foundation but was its chief 
architect and inspirer. In spite of this great initial handicap, the Ministry 
was sustained by the support and goodwill of the people of the province, 
whose patient endurance of the privations of the war was not a little due 
to favourable public opinion whicti rallied round a Ministry which they 
could ju.stly call their own. 

The question of an All-Party Ministry desoriM as a National GloVern* 
ment was raised by the Governor within a few months of the formation of 
the last Ministry’ and the idea was kept alive till the last. We on our pail 
in common with our colleagues in the Cabinet expressed our wholehearted 
and consistent support although the Muslim League rejected with indigna* 
lion and contempt tfie idliftriuf joining a Ministry in which Mr. Faslul Huq 
or his Muslim supporters had any place. 

While all these confabulations and consultations were going on for 
including the Muslim League in the Ministry, whose position was thua 
in a state of uncertainty in the eyes of the public and the permanent 
the Ministry was called upon to grapple with a situation of 
unpamleled difficulty and complexity in the history of this province. The 
<jf>roblems preseiMed by the war — the continuous influx of refugees from 
Burma, the denial policy regarding foodstuffs and transport, evacuation of 
extensive areas, the aerial depredations of a ruthless enemy, the exodus, the 
dislocation of trade, the widespread disturbances and the consequent raids, 
arrests and detentions, the mounting roll of political prisoners and the 
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hamwing tales of their starring families, the imposition of eollectire fines, 
the devastation and misery in Midnapore, fti^d 24-Pa7gana8 and 

the scarcity and dearness of, commodities — these were some of the major 
problems which never before Confronted the Government of Uiis province. 
All these demanded the sympathy, vigilance and energy of the Ministry and 
their courage and tenacit^^for upholding the ^pular cause in the counsels 
of the State. 

The conflict of principles and policies which began to grow and deepen 
with the difficulty and abnormality of the situation has been stressed by 
Mr. Fadul Huq Jiit his statement before the JR^use. 

In these conflicts and struggles the Chief Minister needed all the 
strength, support and team spirit that his colleagues were capable of. All 
these were extended to him in an abundant measure by those who stood by 
him till the last, particularly after the unexpected blow which fell upon the 
Ministry when my esteemed friend Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee chose to 
vacate his seat in the Cabinet. More than once I placed my offer of 
resignation at the disposal of ray party who decided on* every such occasion 
that it would be an act of desertion on our part if we left Mr. Fazlul Huq 
to carry on a lone struggle. So we carried on — an unpleasant task, with 
obstruction within and odium outside. Now that the Ministry has been 
dissolved, not by the action of the Legislature but by executive contrivance, 
and the material facts of our strifes and struggles in assertion of popular 
rights and liberties have been revealed to the world, 1 venture to hope that 
public opinion has justified our action in deciding to stand or fall with our 
Chief, Mr. Fazlul Huq. 

Sir, fallen we may have from the glamour of ministerial office, but we 
claim to have risen in the estimation of our people, whom alone we aspire 
to serve, whose opinion alone we so dearly value, and to whose judgment 
alone we submit our humble record. 

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH lANERdiE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the story of 
my resignation as a Minister to the Government of Bengal is drab enough. 
At did not perhaps merit a statement on the floor of this House in these 
days of acute paper shortage, st>eidal}y after the pow'erful speech which has 
fallen from tlie lips of my friend and chief Mr. A. K. Fazlul Huq, the first 
Chief Minister of the province under the Government of India Act, 1935, 
1 rise to make my statement because this statement will constitute a 
postscript to the great constitutional struggle between unveiled autocracy 
and yet unconquered privilege. Here in this country prerogative does not 
readily merge into the Statute. Here in this country the steel frame part 
of the Government delights to parade its illegal and unconstitutionnF 
authority against the privileges of the Legislature — against the traditional 
elDiigations of a free and independent judiciary. Resigning Ministers have 
'lilm right, both under Statute and under conventions, the right to make 
statements justifying their actions. This parliamentary privilege of a 
^ resigning Minister in this province was denied to one of my colleagues in an 
nnoqnstitu^onal manner. The Legislative Assembly which stood adjourned

nne ^ from the 30th September, 1942, was suddenly prorogued immediate* 
ly after the 16th November, 1942, when the resignation of the Minister 
concerned had been tendered and was accepted. This time the Legislature 
was in session when the past Minisfrv of wihiah I was a member stood 
dissolved after the forced resignation of the Chief Minister on the night of 
28th March, 1943. Almost one hundred days J|Mive rolled by and the first 
opportunity offered to a resigning Minister to make his statement )>efore the 
JiCgislature of which he is a representative public servant has come to-nigiLt. 
Yet I am told that sedulous attempts were made behind cloister pale not 
to allow any of the Ministers to make a statement. The Defence of India 
Hules, that illegitimate daugliter of the Dora in England, have ^gged the 
press. Til ussled public opinion, tiouted the authority of the champions of 
liberty in the country including the highest judiciary in the land. Public 
meetings are under a ban, general election to the Ijegislatiire stands post- 
poned, although dominions nearer the theatres of War indulge in this 
pastime. Why this unholy desire to stop registration of constitutional 
prote.st for the verdict of history ? I can now understand why the framers 
of the Irish Constitution in 1921 made the summoning and the prorogation 
of their Parliament not dependent upon prerogative hut upon the wishes of 
the Legislature. They had before them instances of illegal excrrise of 
prerogative. They were familiar with the story of Government for eleven 
years without Parliament in England. They knew well the stories of 
frequent di.ssolutions of inconvenient Parliaments. They knew the story of 
*t]le tragic late of the Dumas of Tsarist Eus.sia. 1 have all mlong maintain- 
ed and I maintain now that the Crown as a juridical entity may not he all- 
merciful but it must always be just. 

The full constitution of n Mini.stry of which I was a member wa.s com- 
pleted on the 17th of December, 1941, after Bengal had remained without a 
Ministry for eleven days. That Ministry was, the following day, called 
upon to face an imaginary vote of iio-coiifidence from a feeble but favourite 
Opposition of the day. 

This Ministiy^' was fully constitutejl on the 24th April, 1943. After it 
had time to indulge in a grow-more-Ministers and Parliamentary Secretaries 
campaign it meets the Assembly toda\ . Porgetful j>artisan prerogative is a 
sad memory of eighteenth century undevelofH*d parliamentary life in 
England. It wa.s a legacy ol^ftgicide revolution. Such prerogative is a 
mockery, a delusion and a snare. 

The Ministry that has gone b\ was born in despair in its struggh? through 
one of the most critical times in this chequered story of our unfortunate 
country. One of the greatest scourge.s of humanity— the Imperial lapanese 
military machine — rleclared war on the 6th of December, 1941. With the 
advent of America, the global war began. In their surpris<» and treachenfUs 
attack.s on the islands of the Pacific Ocean and their sweep across further 
India the enemy advanced right up to the borders of Bengal. 1 recall the 
fall of Ran^wn on the i2th of March, 1942. The Mini.stry that has gone 
by was then piloting the budget of the province of Bengal before this 
House. The number of new problems unprecedented in character, unknown 
to the history of India, fell thick and fast upon the civil defences of ifae 
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< This province was faced with the tragic plight of their country- 

m«m from Burma. It Lad to adjust itself to the requirements of an army 
then retreating and now looking forw^ard to victory. The Ministry had to 
interest itself deeply with the requisitidning and commandeering of public 
and private buildings. It had to make arrangements for the comforts and 
equipments of a large army,^ It could not indeed avoid the horrors of war. 
It tried its liest to mitigate the sufferings of humanity. Military exigencies 
did not permit breathing space of time to tlie civilian population in the 
matter of evacuation. Compensation constituted hardlv a solatium to those 
wlio lost their ancestral hearths and lionies. Refugee camps had to be 
built, refugee roadaJiad either to he constructed or repaired as precautionary 
measures. The civil defence services had to l)o organised for the (defence 
of the children of the soil. For guarding their hearths and homes the 
Ministry made a modest request for enlarging the civil defence forces of the 
country. That modest request was rejected with supercilious arrogance. 
Here in Bengal at any rate we have Ihmui obliged to learn that complete 
victory in a totalitarian war would he acliieved witliout a complete mobilisa- 
tion of the national forces in the country. Patronage pats on the back when 
its interests are subserved; it does nut believe in qnh/ pro quo. The real 
ruling clique in this province from the beginning of the career of the 
Ministry tliat has gone by looked upon it with disfavour. Bound by law 
to carry out the orders of the Ministry it set up an appellate tribunal under 
the garb of the discretion and the individual judgment clauses of the 
constituent Act*of 19d5. The definition of “individual judgment” giv^* 
liy His Excellency the Viceroy Lord Linlithgow in his statement in June, 
19d7, was clean forgotten. The\ sa\ Anglo-India is strewn with broken 
pledges. What did it mutter to a soulless, thoughtless, Uhriftless, selfish 
maclrine if one more constitutional pledge was relegated to the limbo of 
oblivion? That machine pursued a relentless judicy while engaged in its 
ah vatra appointment of huiiding over to generations ol Indians yet unborn 
the purest legacies of British justice. 

To political calamities in this province were added natural calamities. 
Cyclone and flood swept over Midnapore ,in October, 1942. One of the 
ar(;liauge]s who stands at the short and the narrow gate to heaven after a 
long long journey — }>erhaps like another .SI. JJeter with the ke.v of heaven 
in his porket-rwa.s definitely of opinion thdf^ Midnapore must be outlawed. 
Outlawry, I had tlie privilege of pointing out to the guardians of law and 
order in this pi\)viuce, had l)een abolished in England at any rate about a 
century ago. In tihis confli(‘t of ideals and idealogies, in this struggle 
between prerogative and privilege, in this disharmony between craving for 
political advance and the desire to stand by the old moorings in a buttressed 
port where public opinion no longer wms permitted under false pretences to 
direct the searchlight of public criticism, the Ministry that has gone by 
fully understood the imperfections of the Government of India Act, 1935. 
It realised fully that expansion of a written constitution through the agency 
of conventions is a historical myth in this country. Conventions are under- 
standings. They are born, they are nourished, they grow into dimensions 
oftly as between equals and not between masters and slaves. 
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In December, 1042, Calcutta aud its suburbs had the first baptism of 
fire in the war from ruu-about enemy aeroplanes. The Ministry was once 
more faced with the problem of bringing back to Calcutta its normal 
economic life. Calcutta and its itufustrial areas were almost emptied of 
their labouring population. To the illiteracy of poTerty-stricken Indian 
labour was added a psychological factor which is orerwhelming in its 
seizure — the great fear of the unknown. The Ministry tried its best to 
solve the problems of iiiudefiuary of transport. Over inadequate major 
transports the provincial Ministry under the Government of India Act has 
practically no control. From December,^ 1942. the food pj^ihlem in Bengal 
loomed large in public eye. For a famine that has come over the province, 
for the pe.stilence that ha.s >et to come, for the tears and the sorrows of a 
civil population bound and gagged as rewanls for their toils and sweat 
and blood, the verdict of history will make the war responsihle and not a 
provincial Ministry cramped, crihhed and rahiiined within an inexpausive 
framework of a j)eace-tinie written co!i.*ititutioii and a loo wotsleii and too 
inelastic, too antediluvian adiuini.strittiou. My experience of onennight- 
kiiig Ahu Hnssaii of the immortal Arabian Nights us Minister of (’ivil 
Supplies 1 shall narrate before thi.s Hou.se some other day. 

In the last Budget Se.ssioii of the Legislative Assembly the Ministry was 
confronted with the duty of electing u member to the dignity of the ('hair. 
My friends of the Muslim League along wdth my European friends in the 
Assembly put f(»rward the candidature of iny honourable friend Mr. Abdur 
Kahmun Siddiqi. For him I entertain a deep personal respect. My personal 
respect however cannot forget the normal parliamentary practice in every 
country in the world which follows the Mother of Parliaments, viz., that it 
elects a Speaker from out of the ranks of the Party in Power. The election 
to the Speaker’s Chair formed a tielli for my Kiiropeuii friemls in (he 

Assembly. On three successive days of the Budget Session, v<>tes of censure 
against the Mini.stry in an indirect manner over its alleged failure to tackle 
the food problems in the province w<#re moved by the then Opposition with 
the active and sympathetic co-<»peratioii of my European friends. My 
friend Mr. Hendry, the Leader of the European Party, on the iJtth of 
February, 194^1, in his speech before the lA*gisIuture admitted that “for 
imported commodities acute locgl shortage and abufjnnal prices have l)een 
largely due to factors l>eyond the control of the Bengal (Government so far 
as the most essential ccmimmlity, rice, is concerned. This is a problem which 
is entirely a domestic matter which we have to settle ourselves”. Tlie real 
grievances of the hmropean Party were threefold. Firstly, they did not 
want a disclosure in public of the differences between the head of the 
administration and some of the permanent officials and the ( hief Minister 
and his colleagues. The (’hief Minister was unfortunately the Homo 
Minister also. Secondly, they wanted the Ministry to give hundred per 
cent, support to all the deeds or the misdeeds of the District Oihciali in the 
matter of what they could allege to be for the purposes of restoration of 
law and order and for the suppression of disorder, without, according to me, 
a scrutiny, without a demur as to excesses if any committed. Thirdly, the 
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European Party was against the proposal of the Home Minister of the day 
to set up judicial enquiries into the alleged excesses in the Dacca Jail or in 
the district of Midnapore. The Opposition of the day twitted the Ministry 
for its inability to set up a committee of enquiry into the shootings inside 
the Dacca Jail, where, in the felicitous language of Mr. H. S. Suhrawardy, 
‘‘men had been shot like rabits”. The European Party was not satisfied 
with the revelations made before the Legislature regarding alleged excesses 
in Midnapore that a priviu facie case for enquiry had been made out. In 
his speech before the Assembly on the 15th February, 1943, Sir Nazimuddin 
was of the following opinion — “If the Chief Minister thinks that there have 
been excesses, that the allegations are to a large extent correct, then I 
maintain that this House would demand a proper enquiry in this matter 
because the allegations are of a serious nature. The Chief Minister must 
take the responsibility one way or the other. Either he must defend the 
officials or he should appoint a Comittee of Enquiry”. On the 24th of 
February, 1943, the Leader of the European Party became convinced that 
“this Government, viz., Fazlul Huq’s Ministry has no future, the country 
has a future”. He was further of opinion that this province required 
positive leadership. This country indeed has a future. The Government 
of India Act, 1035, may not have a future. The province has indeed secured 
positive leadership. Men and women in the province will ask who.se leader- 
ships In March Mr. Hendry, the Leader of the European Party, invented 
a slogan against the Ministry, viz., “govern or get out”. Britishers in 
history are far-famed for their political diplomacy and for their interpretative 
capacity. What is the meaning of the expression “govern”? Is it what 
the red-hot Tory Premier of England intt^ided for Ireland at tiie time of the 
discu.ssion on Glandstone’s second Home Rule Bill? “There are some people 
in the world” exclaimed he, “like the Irish, the Hindu and the Hottentot 
who are unable to govern themselves. Let England govern Ireland for 
twenty years and at the end of twenty \eui> Ireland will get .some measure 
of Local Stdf-Government.” Perhaps Lord Salisbury was fond of allitera- 
tion, perhaps he had as a supreme triistee of the Indian Emigre learned 
about *1he “Hindus” from out of the (ientoos id' t]u* E.ist India ComiJany. 
He certainly did nut mention the Muslims. I wonder wliether the expre.ssion 
us(‘d by my honourable friend is like Voltaire’s famous definition of Papacy — 
“the ghost of the Holy Roman Empire sitting crowned on its grave”. The 
food pr(»ldem in the province hMl to an urtificial cry about an All-Party 
Government. That All-Part\ (n)vernment has indeed come with the official 
Muslim Lcagtic installed in power as a predomijient partner. The story of 
its installation in power is a storx' on which the sombre and dismal (douds 
of a rainy sea.«ou must fall. Tliat story has been narrated in full by my 
chief, Mr. Fazlul Huq. Gne da\ prior to the date fixed for the prorogation 
of the Budget Session, behind closed doors in the Government House, 
Mr. Fazlul Huq, according to bis public statement, signed a previously 
prepared type-written sheet of paper tendering his resignation as Thief 
Minister of the province. On the morning of the 2fHb March, 1943, the 
Hon’ hie Speaker gave a ruling that with the resignation of the Chief 
Minister, the Fazlul Huq Ministry No. II had, by operation of law, stood 
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dissolved. What was the occasion, I have often woiulered, for this hasty 
step taken by (hr liead of the adniinistrution in the jtrovince? Was it for 
the purpose of installiu^r an all-parties Ministry railed National Ministry by 
Mr. H. S. Suhruwardy with his propohal for inclusion of all parties in the 
House includin^^ the Europeans!" Was it in jjursiianre of a policy which 
was enunciated h^ {U’rhups the ^^reatest Eng-li>hmau living in England today, 
namely, that he could not be the first Minister umler the (Vowu to preside 
over tlie liquidation of tlie llriti>h Empire y Wa> the weak, vacillating, 
uncertain Fazlul Iliiq Ministry who, in the poetic language of (lie present 
Chief Minister. w<ii>e tlian the chapia»ie^. a hitnnance aguin>t the pursuit 
of a noble imperialistic frame ot mind!" Was thcie an\ pursuit of an all- 
India policy which ha.s led to the iiislallution ot Ministries in As.sam, 
North-Western Fronti«‘r Fnnim'e and e\en in Sind wli(*re majorities have 
been converted int<» minonties fcir enabling llie luleis <»f these ]>n»vini‘es to 
govern thcniy The method adojited m>( for enabling the past Minis(r\ to 
g*overn but tor enabling if lo get <»iif was thorough)\ uncoiistituf nmal. The 
mtohod adopt(‘d was contr.irx to the Instninicni ot 1 nsi riu'tions. On the 
‘Jltth ol Man'll, ]S4d, Mr. Fa/lul llin| <eiiainl.\ did }],'\c a maj< 0 ’it\ in the 
Legislature not w it listanding the wivhes and tlie \mw- ot (!u* nilers of the 
coniitrv t hi and ttom 1st April, nO-l. llengal toi flio iiist time in its life 
under tin* (io\eriiment ot India Aet, Ihdo, enjoxed (ioxciimimit under sec- 
tion of the (jo\cinnicul of India Act for nn>re than three wm^ks. Sf'ction 
was desig-|j,.,| enacted l>s its parents toi the pur]M»se not ot curing 

the alleged tidlie- ot (io\einors ot piovinces hut for the purjmse of curing 
the alleged IoIIk's (jf otlieis d’hat fancie<l fabric called “('oiistitulional 
(jroverninenl within the province ’ melted awa> on the 1st of April, 1943. 
The resurrection has in<h*ed come. I should have imagined, m\ honourable 
friend the Chief Minister of todav wouhl have adopted the same view which 
more than u c(*ntury ago was adopted b\ the Leader of (he House of Commons 
and the l.eador of the Opptisjtion of the da.\ when a sailor king of England 
wanted to dismiss the Frime Miui.ster of tlie da> for the purpose of installing 
his rival the Opposition f^eader as ffji? Fremier of England. 

I shall wat(‘!i with interest the jierformancc of the Ministry of the 
Hon’ble Sir Nazimuddin. He will not, I trust, engage him.self, in liis own 
beautiful languag-e, “in the most despicable and mean way of carrying on 
the Government” like Mr. Eaziul Huq. Ili.s two t'a.ste Hindu c'rdleagues, 
coming from tlie same f(dd as 1 lio, will, I hope, I am (juofing hi.s language 
again, “be worthy of the trust ot the powders that be”. I hiipe (he Hon’hle 
the Chief Minister will flourish in their worth\ association. I hopo he ami 
his coll(‘agues will not be chaprussies like their immediate predecessors in 
office. I hope tliey will govern like British (iovernors of jirovince in India. 

1 shall w^atch with interest how the delightful prctgramine which the Hon’ble 
the ('hief Minister painted in a fast disappearing canvas, will blossom forth 
umler the brush of a Michael Angelo. ! shall watch with interest his 
enquiries into the allegations into excesses at Dacca and Midnapore. I hhall 
watch with interest the solution of the fo<»d problem in the province by my 
present successor in office. I shall he delighted 1(> hear from his lips 
that hoarders and speculators do not exi«t in and around Calcutta. I shall 
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watch with patience the definition of hoarding and speculation. I hope the 
Home Minister of the day will not venture to resort to flogging and fourteen 
years’ penal servitude which my honourable friend, Mr. Hendry, mentioned 
in his speech for hoarders and speculators in Calcutta. I shall listen with 
rapt attention the story of the unfolding of the result of the food-drive in 
the j)rovince with such fan-flare within the province. While I wait and 
watch I shall also wonder why my chief who was the Chief Minister of the 
first Fazlul Huq Ministry is out of office todat . Is it because of his bad 
association in the second Ministry:^ Is it because of his utterances and 
pronouncements in the Legislature*"? Is it because of his undiplomatic way 
of advancing the cause of India’s freedom? I sat along with my other 
friends in Opposition to his first Ministry. 1 was with him in his second 
administration notwithstanding public criticism. Ilis hands were certainly 
strengthened by us in his fight for civil liberties. He could not succeed in 
this conflict. “Victory”, the (Ireek j)roveib says, “lies in the laps of the 
gods”. I do not forget the other (/reek proverb as well — “he laughs the 
best who laughs the last”. 

For myself, 1 shall continue to enjoy the freedom of a divf^rcee. For I 
have not forgotten the definition of the “husband” given to us h\ my 
honourable friend Mr. Tamizuddin Khan, in the cour>e of his February food 
speech before this House. My honourable friend’s great knowledge of the 
kingdom of Zoology should not confine itself merely to the bovine species. 
Zoology is familiar with otfier animal species in the animal kingdom as 
well, and if man is styled a jmlitical animal, Ministiu's and (iovernorh of 
provin<*es may just as well belong to that eategorv. I'v Dnnn. 

Mr. M. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED; Thank >ou, very much. Mr Siieaker, 
for giving me this o])ortunity to sjxnik a feu \M)rds on this (X'casion. It is 
already very late, but the situation is nlso abnormal and critical. It is 
difficult to narrate the events leading to the resignation of Mr. A. K. Fazlul 
Hu(( from his Fremiership and the part that the (iovcrnor of the ])roviiice 
pluyeil in that drama. One can never believe that the (iovernor of a pro- 
vince should pla> the part of a canvus.ser for the installation of a particular 
person and a particular party in power. Sir. we knew and we could feel in 
our day-to-day a<lmini.stration the manner in which the (iovernor was 
behaving with us, his (’ouncil of Ministers. Mr. Fazlul Hmi has already 
narrated the events tliat led to his resignation. I am .sorr> that Mr. Fazlul 
Huq had to resign his high office without consulting us, his colleagues, but 
I can never imagine how a (Iovernor of a province should call his (’hief 
Minister in his (^hainber and without giving him an opportunity to consult 
hi» colleagues coerce him into resigning his higli office giving him the 
assurance that a broadbased and a representative Ministry would be the 
result of the resignation. It is preposterous that he. the Governor, wanted 
the Budget to he carrietl through the Legislature even when tjie Chief 
Minister had suhmitte«l his resignatii^n. It is needless for me to discu.ss 
BvH to what happened on the floor of this House when Mr. Fazlul Huq had 
to di.Hclose that he was no lt>nger the ('hief Minister, as the whole thing i« 
well-known to the House. 
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Suffice it to say tliat we were stuiiuotl to hear the narration of the story 
of the re.sijrnatioii. It was Munethinfr hke a ilrama and the (Governor of 
the province was the chief aetor in tliat drama. After having secured the 
resifTuation of Mr. Fazlul Ifmj lie wanted to treat us. the reinaininj^f Ministers, 
as his Miui'^ters and called u> to the (iovernnient House. We said that we 
were funrtus ofhvn*. But he wanted u.s to fonnally suhmit our resifjcnations 
‘‘here and now” in the t ioveriunent Hotme. We asked Ilis Excellency to 
send to u^ in writing; \\hat he wanted us tii d(», and we wtuild also let him 
know in writiu”: what we would do. We sent our re|)l,\ in writing and stated 
that “we i^re no lon^^ei in office and we have ceased to function as Ministers 
and we declare that we may i)e tr<*ate<i on that basis’ What follmved was 
the promulj^ation (»f st'ciion ftd of the (iovernnient of India Act and the 
(fovernor took upon himself the administration of the province. Thereafter 
a communiipie wa^ issued front the (iovernnient House in which amon^ 
others it was stated that “His Excellency jiropos^s, as soon as he is satisfied 
that a sfaldc and representative Ministry is available which commamls (he 
confideiK'c of the Ta*j.!’i’'hiture ami is willin^^ to assume (he responsibilities of 
office, to revoke (he pn»clamation Thereafter the drama of Ministry- 
making'- went on and the cat was out of (he baj; when it was known that 
Sir Nazimuddin, the leader of the Leajfiie Jhirliamentai\\ Baity was asketl 
by Hi. 1 'i.\cel!enc\ to e\)don‘ the pos».i}»ilities of a stable Ministry ami there- 
after lie Was coninii.sio!ie<l to form a Ministr\. That the constitutional 
(iovernor of a juovince .hould g'o out of his wa> to canvass for a Eeu^^^^ue 
Ministr\ some of the priuninent Ilimlu member, of the Ee^’’islature is un- 
thinkable But an\how a Ministr.v wa. in.lalled and this Minis(r\ w’as 
piven a lease of life .o tliat the\ can b\ patronape and othio’ means strenptlien 
the miiiisieiia) j)ait\. Thin;:'' weie <litlerent w him in l)(‘ccniber, B)ll, 
Mr. bazlul Huq foimed lii. secoml Ministr\. He was asked to tace the 
Lc'pislaf uri‘ as the Leapue Ban\ wantod ami we had to face the la'pislature 
and ever,\bod\ know, that (he Leapue Baity had a .trenpth ot ]>osHibl_\ only 
4o members and the Eeapue Barty ha<i not tin* courapt* to test (heir strenpth 
liecause they knew tliat they would be nouheri^ Now, what happened just 
at the time when Mr. Fazlul Ilmfs re.ipnation was taken!'' 'Diere were 
trials of strenpth between the (Tovernment and the Leapue Barts assisted 
by the European I'arty on several occasion, and (he OpjMisition pot hollow 
defeat on each occasion. Then the (bjcernor with the avowed (»bjec( of 
driving Mr. Fazlul Hm| out of office took recourse to other means anil sub- 
terfupe.s. When frontal attacks failed, backdoor methods were used. The 
(jovernor .succeeded in his objevt in instullirip Khwaja Sir Nuziniuddin as 
the (’hief Mini.ster of the province. Now. Sir, may 1 enquire what was the 
motive behind the whole move? The wdiole thinp must have lieeii done 
with a plan and with an avowed ohjeef behind it. The cry was the same 
from Whitehall to Delhi and from iVlhi to (’alcultu. The Ainery plan 
was being worked out everywhere. Sir. in December. HI41, when Sir 
Nazimuddin, Mr. Shaheed Suhraw'ard> and others were ousted from office 
they roamed about the countryside, held hundreds of meetings and called 
Mr. Fazlul Huq a Mir Jafar and a traitor. Now*, who was this Mir Jafar? 
Mir Jafar along with Nauda Kumar, Umichand and others conspired against 
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S**rajJowlii .'JTitl ''old thi^ roiiritry to the I^ritinh trader^. Mir Jafar berame 
a vaHbui Naual> and the British ])ecame the real iiiasters of this vast land 
of ours. Even today, Sir, British ImjieHaliSni is playing the very same 
gauiH. only th(' i/to(fus oprrandi being a bit dilfereiit. After the British, 
beciiine the sovereign power of thi^j country they crushed the Mu‘ilim power 
l)y all pos.sible, iinj)ossil)le, fair and foul means, (iis])ossessed the Muslim 
landlord.*^; and this pf)liey of crushing the Muslims was followed throughout 
the hujgih and breadth of this count ry, throughout tliis vast land of ours 
froFu 17d7 to l<Sd7 when Baliadur SItah, the la.st Ehnperor of Delhi was 
dethroned which was the darkest jierifnl ff»r the Muslims of this country, 
ami th<' Muslims all over India had to driiik the hitler eiip of liiiiiM iatioii 
ami disgrace. EA’en tlnui, Sir, in that war of Indian Independence, which 
is miscallfvl the Sepo\ Mutiny, the Muslims and Hindus ot this country 
fought side hv side f<»r their .Jiberatloh from the foreign \oke. The.v failed 
and williin another' ((uarter of « etuitirry India was eom}d(Me]y subjugated 
and (he British became the .strpreme lord (d‘ this siib-eontinent . 

Then, Sir, followed unolber period. Tbt‘ Hindus who ti^ed to be favoured 
by (be British enlightened by W(‘siern education and culture b(*gan to fight 
for lli(* rights (d' (he Indian ]>eoj)le and (herewith the period ol leaction began 
and a little bit of iavour of the Britisli la-g-Hri to b(‘ show’eied on the Muslims 
also. I n 1 fad'd ( 'ur-zmi ■ ■

Mr. SHAM8UDDIN AHMED: In 1907) Lord Curzon jrartitirmed 
with u view ostensibly to favour the Muslims but the real object was jxrli- 
iical, the idiject being the driving (d a wetlge ]>etween the two si.ster eom- 
munities. The Hindus fought vehemently for the aiinuimeru of partition 
of Bengal. The vsettlerl fact was unsettled and the Muslims who helped the 
British (lovernment in the partition days were pushefi into the background. 

The policy of British Jm]>erialism is being carried in the same manner 
except the method being iliftereiit a little bit at time.s during the hundred 
ami eighty-six years of British rule. 

Mr. SPEAKER. Mr. Sham.suddiu, 1 do not want to disturb \ou because 
it appears to me that the entire House is enjoying the speech, hut will you 
kindly just apply yourself to this question: whether the matters that you 
are now stating are relevant as explanation of \our resignation from the 
Ministry. AVill you kindly consider that, and I hopt* it will not be ueces- 
aary for lue to give any direction. 
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Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: Sir. I am stating the.se things to explnjji 
the Governor’s conduct as an administrator. 

Mr. 8PEAKER; 1 am not a>king for an explanation. 

Mr, SHAM8UDDIN AHMED: Now again we are confronted witli a 
similar critical situation. At a time when the people of India are demanding 
complete national independence for India, Biitish Imperialists are patting 
on the hack of a ^et ol Muslims under the lea<lership of Mr. Jinnah who has 
propounded a two-nation lheoi\ flit' Muslim Nation and the Hindu Nation 
and is clamouiing tor Pakisthan. From the SeeretatN (»f Stale Mr. Amerv 
down to the (toMiinu* ot proxinees all are hhvssing the Eeagut* leader. 

Coming to the formation ot the present League Ministrx in Bengal under 
the Pieinier-ship ot Khwaja Sir Nazimuddin we find tlie same h.'liaviour of 
the (ioveimu- of tin' provinee -t he same Ihvnfji and [tule policy of British 
Ini])erialism.

Hut, alas, look at (he position 
ol the presmit Miiiistiv. Mi. Kazlul Hm] ami Sir Nazimuddin an* both 
swartliN natives (‘\ceptiiig that llie\ are a little hit difVeient in size and 
stature. The toituiiate Sir Nazimmhhn was given thiitecn Ministers ■ un- 
forunutely an niiliickx numher- whetlier for the mere asking or as a special 
favour h\ His Excellence, we need m»t prx into these seerets, Imt the fact 
stands that the Honorare Major got it; nay. something more. Sir Nazim- 
uddin was much more lortuiiate hecau.se he could include his worths brother 
Mr. Shahahuddiu as a memher of (he ( ahinet. Mr. Fazlul Hii<| strove for 
nearly a year and a lialf lor a few Secretaries, hut it was a cry in the wilder- 
ness, the (ireat Khwaja got the Parliaineiitarv Secretaries us many a» 
seventeen in numher h\ one stroke of the pen. Now, wh\ this differential 
treatment? For the t larificatioii ot this mastery go haek to 17o7. If you 
are prepared to sell xour countix’s right.s for a mess (»f jiottage, if you are 
prepared to be at tlie heck ami call of your Kurfipi'an masters -not (he 
masters lieyond the seven seas - hut the masters nearer home those of 
Clive Street, then >ou will certainly get a few fav(»uFs here and (here. 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, Cli\e has gone hut Clive Street there and the host of 
Mir Jafars, I miehamls, Jug^at .Sets and Rai J>urla\s, Raj Balliivs are there 
and they are as identiful as black berries in this unftjrtunate land. on],\ with 
this difference tliat the present ila\ Mir Jafars and Jagat Sets are goaded 
and driven by the merchants of ( live Street.

the Kuropeans declare that they form an independent group. 

Now. Sir, why again is this special favour, because tlie pre.sent Ministry 
i.s a siihservient tool in the hands of the British Imperialism- 

Sir Nuzimuddin tlie other d«^y at a public meeting at the foot of the 
Ochterlony Monument declarstl that the Muslim Ministers are pledged to 
the pr)Iicy iind programme of the all-India Mu.slim League and that they 
wdll not deviate an inch from the ixdiey laid down by the Quade-Azam. 
Then certainly Pakisthan is the policy of the present Ministry and that is 
w’hat the British masters want at this hour of nati(mal peril when all efforts, 
all energies and all resources of the nation should have been pooled for 
achieving complete national iadependence for India, but instead we are 
pulling in different directions. - 

In order to understand m6re thoroughly the position of this favoured 
Mini.stry of Sir John Herbert I refer to a sj)eech delivered by Mr. Tamizuddin 
Khan w’hile presiding over a conference of Khulna District Muslim Students 
League a few' da\ s ago. He .sang hdlfrlujaJi of Pakisthan and assurt‘d tlie 
Ilindu.s of Bengal that in their regime they w'ould get equal treatment as 
they used to get at the time of Moghul rule. Preposterous! Mr. Tamiz- 
uddin Khan who by tradition, culture ami environment should have known 
and talked only about the krishak projas of Bengal tsilks about Ihikistban 
possibly on account of the Khwaja influence. It is certainly an irony of 
fote. 

Sir, before I sit down I .shall .say a few w'ords about the forced instalment 
of the present Ministr\. The crv of Pakisthan will be kept alive so Ion**- as 
the Imperialists want it. but nun I sa> . Sir. that Mr. Muhammad Ali 
Jiiimih will stand disillusioned much to his chagrin that the Biitish (iovern- 
ment have not granted him Pakisthan as of late he found himself hnmhled 
when Mahatmaji’s letter was not delivered 1)\ the oidei of the \ ieero\ to 
him, tliough at the Dellii Session of the League this year he vauntingly 
declun‘d that the Viceroy wdll not have the courage to stop his lettVr if only 
Muhatniaji would only w^rite to him instead of the Viceroy. 

Sir, 1 have tinished and 1 shall not pursue it further. At a time when 
the enemy is knocking at the eastern gate of India ami specially Bengal 
is the main target, at a time when the co-operation and assi.stance of every 
section and party in the country .should have been sought not only for the 
solution of food problem, which i.s the most vital problem of the day. hut also 
for the stimulation of war efforts, that moment has been chosen as the 
proper time for the sowing of discord and disunion by the installation of a 
one-party Ministry in power. The sooner Bengal gets rid of this so-called 
representative Ministry, the sooner a truly representative Ministry' is formed, 
the sooner a truly national Ministry compns.ed of representatives of different 
parties in the Legi.slature is installed in power which can successfully >olve 
the food pimblem and other problems which are eating into the vitals of the 
nation, the better for all concered and the better for the whole of Bengal. 

I do not want to take any more time of the Hou.se. so I resume my seat.

8tat6ment on Food Situation in Bengal by the Hon’ble Minister, 

Civil Supplies. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, m the ahsmue of 
Mr, Suhra wanly ma> I, with yom permission, nuid the statement which has 
hcen laid on the table ami <listributed among the members'^ If \ou will 
permit me I can read it, or if the House so desire at this lute hour that this 
stat(‘ment may he taken as read, I shall agree with the House. 

AVith the leave of the House the foll(>wing .statement was taken us 

read : — 

“Before I commence my review of the food situation and of the various 
sU'ps which have been taken by me and which I propo.so to take to meet the 
difficulties which lie ahead of us, J should like to thank the members of the 
House, tile various Party leaileis, the vast public and the l*ress outside who 
liuve accorded ^.-eneral supjioit to the measures whi<h we have adopted. 
There liavi* been criticisms, most of them of a political nature, some of them 
helpful and man> not uiiuseful, hut beneath the stratum of these criticisms 
there has h(*en generally an apiireciation of th«‘ fact that the present Ministry 
are doing their level best and taking whatever sti'ps are possible to be taken 
within the time that they have had at their disposal to meet the difficult 
situation. No Ministi v can ask for more TBaii this ami I trust that the 
food problem will be ajiproached from all sides from the jioiut of view of a 
great co-operative endeavour to alleviate the distress of suffering humanity. 

It must be admitted that we took office at a most critical and diffi<‘ult 
moment. 1 have no desiie to comment on the shorttauiiings of our 
predec'essors in office as this has alread\ ft»rmed the subject matter of several 
debates and rei riminations and placing the blame on others will not I>e the 
right type of atmosphere in wliich to discuss this very serious problem. 
When we came into office we were faced with utter uiipreparedness for the 
coming crisis. The rise in prices and tlie panic amongst the people was a 
clear sign that dangers were ahea<l in the months of Jaishta and Ashar and 
until such time as the aus crop would J)e cut with its temporary alleviation 
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of the situation in some areas. There was no Government stock and no 
reserves. Whatever was purchased was spent oh the priority undertakings 
in Calcutta. I do not blame anyone for this state of affairs.* The conditions 
were such that no other position seemed possible. No reserves had been 
built up in what were going to be dangerous deficit areas. In fact there 
did not seem to be anj- appreciation of the dangers ahead of us or even 
of what were the areas which would need our assistance. Hoarding a^d 
black-marketing and other anti-social activities were widely prevalent. 
The trade appeared to have frozen in its tracks, and flourished on |H*rmits, 
Hardly any grain was being brought into the markets and prices were 
being pushed up for no rhyme or reason without any genuine transaction 
taking place. Local controls which had merely aggravated the situation in 
deficit areas had been abolished and it was beginning to be widely reali.sed 
that the situation could not be relieved adequately unless the surplus grains 
of the neighbouring Provinces and the Eastern States were allowed to fiow 
into Bengal and we were being advised from all sides to take steps to have 
the provincial barriers dropped. (>ur!^first act, therefore, was to abolish 
the zonal barriers which were fithpeding the distribution of rice and 
whose existence perp^'tuated the system of permits which was so liable to 
abuse. Witli the po.ssibility of the movement of grains from surplus to 
deficit areas there was a d<*finite arrest in the rise in prices. Along with it 
the enunciation (d a clear cut p(dicy directed against lioarding and black- 
marketing prevented further speculation in prices. There were two major 
factf>r.s that we had to deal with: one panic brought about by insistence on 
shortage.s, and the other greed bnmght about by speculative rise in prices. 
Both of them led to hoarding and maldistribution. The.se two complexes 
had first to Ik- couiiteraeted if we were to secure movement of food-grains 
and make rice accessible to the people. I have found criticisms levelled 
against me tliat I had stated that tliere was no shortage when ntdiially there 
was serious shortage in the Pn^vince. 1 do not plead guilty to the charge. 
It appeared to me that insistence on slu^rlages would only increase panic 
and stimulate hoarding and thereby aggravate the general food scarcity and 
push up ])rices, I therefore refused to dis(‘uss the question and on the 
basis of (be information at my disposal and the jironiises made by the 
(iovernnient of India regarding regular supply of fooflstuffs .from outside 
I was able to state with a clein- cunscicncc llial tloMe t<%s nr would be 
sufficiency and there was no ^*d fnr panic. The gap between supplies and 
consumption wa.s being nnrroVed^*h\' the smaller consumption brouglil about 
bv high prices. Food grains were coming into Bengal and more were 
being promised. But in spite of all the grains that might be sent* to us, 
the situation could not be met unless and until there was equitable distribu- 
tion of the food-grains within the Province and the panic and the greed 
complexes w'ere sufficiently counteracted. If this was not done, then any 
amount of food-gran is coming in from outside would again go into hoards. 
My doctrine of sufficiency therefore depended upon firstly equitable 
distribution within the Province, and .secondly .sufficient supplies from out- 
side and I still maintain that if the as.sumptions that I had then made had 
fructified and may still fructify, we shall have sufficiency within the 
Province. Of course that sufficiencywwill not be in rice considered by itself. 
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But we can have it if the rice is supplemented by other food-grains such as 
wheat, bajra, joar, lentils and gram of which we can hope to get sufficient 
quantities from the surj)lus areas. 

But whetiier we get resources from outside or not it was incumbent on 
us to utilize our own internal resources to the best possible advantage. We 
had to do the best that we qould with whatever was at our disposal. The 
resources from outside could only l*e supplementary. For this purpose we 
took steps to tighten the Food Grains Control Order. Instructions were 
issued to requisition stocks of traders who had committed an offence under 
the Food Grains Control Order either by not taking out a licence or by 
niisdeclaring or refraining from declaring their stocks or not maintaining 
accounts as required by that order. The cjff'ender was then to be prosecuted 
unci the Courts pressed for forfeiture of his stocks. If the Courts ordered 
forfeiture, »o compensation would be paid for the stocks requisitioned; if 
the} did nflt, compensation would be paid at sucdi rates as Government consi- 
dered fair. As regards traders who imd committed no offence under the 
Food Grains Control Order but were eitlier witliliolding their stocks from 
the market or refraining from importing stocks into deficit areas with the 
object of keejiing up local prices, they were severely warned that if they 
did not release substantial quantities of their .stocks for sale at reasonable 
intervals or if they persisted in refraining from importing supplies from 
outside in reasonable quantities, their licenses would be cancelled and their 
stocks rc»quisilioned at prices whicli Government c*onsidered fair. We could 
take this step as under the Food Grains Control Order failure to comply 
with any direc'tions issued by the licensiug authorities to traders regarding 
the release of the stock is punishable. District Magistrates were also 
requested to send for landlords known to bold stocks of rice .>r jiaddy and 
to impress on them the importance in their own interests of coming to the 
rescue of their countrymen by selling, loaning or otherwise distributing 
their stocks to those in distix^ss, and to warn them that failing this Govern- 
ment might be obliged to requisition their stocks at prices which 
Government might consider reasonable. Large agriculturists were 
similarly scut , for and warned, requested or cajoled into liquefying their 
fitocks. To iccure liquefaction of the general stocks held in the country, a 
great Food Of'ive was undertaken. It came at a psychological moment. 
While stocks were being held by tlie larger agriculturists, a growing section 
of the poimlation whitli was unable to purchase rice at the high level at 
which the prices had been pushed were maining about the country in search 
of food*. 1 be situatitin bad become tense and looting of granaries and 
stocks in movement was of common occurrence. Ecjuitable distribution was 
the only solution and a colossal operation far bigger in magnitude than 
anything of the kind that the Government of Bengal had ever undertaken 
was launched. The main purpose of the Drive was to undertake an anti- 
hoarding campaign throughout the Province, to compile a complete census 
of food requirements, of food stocks, of seeds and seed requirements, of 
lands, cultivation, cattle, etc., to organise food committees on a territorial 
basis and to bring about through the food committees a more equitable 
distribution of food. ThlP^ Food D^ive was launched simultaneously 
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throughout the Province between the 7th and the 20th of June, Calcutta 
and Howrah were left out of the Food Drive for administrative reasons, 
Put even while launching the drive I made it clear that their turn too w’ould 
come and their stocks too would W duly taken and dealt with. Prepara- 
tions tor this are well under way. The whole Province was divided into 
roughly 3.(K)0 units each consisting of two unions in the rural areas, and of 
convenient wards with approximately ‘1,01H) to 4,000 houses in the municipal 
areas. 

Each unit was placed under the charge of a s(|uad-master with S 
primary workers, of whom 1 were drawn from the cadre of otticial 
subordinates and 4 from amongst the enthusiastic and public-spirited non- 
otticials. Each unit was further sub-divuled into four sub-units each 
consisting of 8 to 10 villaires or inohallus of 100 to 150 houses eucdi. Each 
sub-unit was placed under the charge of one otiiciul subordinaW and one 
uon-otficial working jointly. Uepre.sentative public meetings weii* held in 
each unit in the evening preceding the day of the commencement of the 
Drive and the objects were discussed and expluiin*d. On the day of com- 
mencement as the primary workers took up a particular village or luohalla, 
meetings ^cere held and the entire adult mule jiopulution invited to atleiid. 
After these meetings repre^sentative c^onimittees consisting of 12 members 
were constituted for each village or imduilla in consultation with and with 
the approval of the* majority of persons living within the village or 
mohalla, as the c ase may be. No rc'stric'tions of any kind were imposed on 
any one because of any political or party affiliations; on the contrary,, 
workers had definite and clear instructions that the ('oinmittees should be 
repre.sentative of the various sections in the village and should jireferably 
have a majorits of the enlightened jioor. And, I can say that though it 
would be imjKcssible tcj guarantee tliat the* in.strueticms were carried out ia 
letter and spirit, in every single ease, there is no dirtibt that in the over- 
w'helraiiig majority of ca.se.s, these instructions have* been carried out and 
the Committees have bc*eii constituted as desired. 

After the Committees had been so constituted, each meigb^ of the 
Committees was given an oath of honesty and .social st*rwice«%Art the 
Committee were then asked to elect their own offic*e-bean*rH cojUfsti ug of a 
Pre.siclent, a Vice-President, a Secretary, one or two .Joint Serfetaries, one 
Treasurer and one Auditor. 

In consultation with the (’ommittee, primary workers then selected the 
principal and most well-to-do families in the village and took up the necessary 
enquiries and verification of stocks themselves. The rest of the work was 
left to the FcmkI ( ommittees, the memlKcrs working in two groups, and after 
the balance sheets had been c ompleted by the Committees, • the primary 
workers again verified iO per cent, of the entries selec’ted at random. 

Simultaneously with this the workers confidentially collected information 
about hoarders' in other villages and kept on doing the same for the next 5 
or 4 days. Thereafter^ a special drive against lioardelt was launched 
between the 10th and the 12lh of June. These stocks were carefully checked 
and estimated and hoarders were persuaded eitlier lo lend the surplus to their 
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needy brethren in the villaj^e or to put the same in the market for sale 
reasonable prices. Where the stocks were over 400 maunds, notices wi 
served to freeze the stocks temporarily. 

In this manner, the work proceeded; and ihally from village to uni< 
from union to thana, subdivision and district, a complete balance sheet 
population, food requirements, the stock in hand, seeds in hand or requin 
area of Aman land cultivated last year and to be cultivated this year, ai 
of Aus land cultivated this year, number of cattle and landless families 
being prepared and consolidated. We have thus been able to secure 
set of most useful statistics without which we would have continued to gro 
in the dark and without which no scientific food planning and prop 
administration of food control could be organised. 

I hope ITon’ble Members will, therefore, agree with me that before 
proceed ^ther, I should record my sincere appreciation of the services 
those, holh officials and non-officials, who at great inconvenience to thei 
selves have made this Drive possible. As many as 30,000 squadmasters ai 
primary workers had to be mobiljg^ for the purpose and hundreds 
officers and subordinates had to be temporarily shifted from one part 
the Province to the other to make up local shortages in personnel. Almc 
every Government office in Calcutta was requested and made its contributic 
and finally the Hon’ble the High Court also were pleased to allow 40 p 
cent, of their clerical staff throughout the Province to be used for tl 
purpose. Members of the District Boards and Commissioners of Mun 
cipalities, Professors of colleges and teachers of schools of all grade 
Honorary Magistrates, Union Boards, District Boards, Union Jute Cor 
mittees, in short, public-spirited nou-officdals of all grades made the 
contribution. No less was the contribution made by approximately ' 
million members of the Fond roinm'ittee. Indeed, lint for their since: 
and active eo-operatio&, such a comprehensive census could never have bee 
completed. 

And all this had to be organised in the course of a bare 3 weeks, instrui 
tiona dj^tc^ aiid more than a couple of millions of forms with otht 
literat6r«^desfintched to every nook and corner of the Province. 

I have t^ieretore no doubt that honourable Miunbers will join with me i 
expressing our sincere and heartf^l thanks to all the officers who have don 
tlieir utmost and in particular to^all the non-official gentlemen many o 
whom undertook arduous journeys and spent a long fortnight in the village 
for this great service of humanity. In particular, I wish to voice m 
appreciation of the work put in by the Special Officer. Mr. H. S. M. Ishaque 
i.c’.s., whose untiring zeal and energy have been mainly responsible to 
the success of the Drive. 

As regards the result, the Drive has achieved one great thing. It ha 
restored confidence amongst the poor and has transferred the panic to th^ 
minds of the hoarders. Before even the Drive started persons who hel< 
stocks actually sent for their poorer neighbours llid lent them sufficien 
quantities of rice, paddy and gram and other grain stocks. The situatjoi 
was immediately eased aiH! grain began to flow once more into the markei 
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and UsOfBmB who could not prornre food were enabled to pnrcbnac idee in tbn 
markj^» The price fell rapidly, but the main achiewmeitt wtm that 
cond^elable stocks were thus circulated amongst the poor.^ It ia diMoult to 
estimate the amount, but it' can easily be put down in the region of 7 to 8 
million maunds which approximately equals the quantity that has boon die* 
covered in hoards. The Drive also proceeded smoothly. All the varioua 
fears that were being entertained of its being utilised for political purposes 
have been falsified. There have been no disturbances and nearly a lakh of 
committees have been formed composed of public spirited citiaens who are 
prepared to co-operate with any sincere measure for the purpose of meetiag 
the situation. Frankly, Sir, I lun greatly satisfied with the result. I fi%l 
that if honest and sincere steps are taken the public of Bengal’ will 
co-operate. The heart ol the people is sound and 1 hope 1 shall In* pardoned 
for saying so; I feel that it beats with us. But the work of the food com- 
mittees has l)!it just l>egun. Through their instrumentality u considerable 
amount ol food has l>een distributed. The standard of requirements of each 
family has been lui<l down de|)<*nding on whether they art* surplus, whether 
the\ have some stocks <»r whether they have no stocks. A surplus holder 
is encouraged to lend his stock- directly to his neighbour. The comniittee^s 
dut\ t(» see that no more than is actually required is lent. If be is not 
agreeable to lend, he may be preparetl to sell at reasonable ratios fixed by the 
committee. The committee will supervi.se* such sales, taking care 
again that too much is not s<»ld to any one family. If the surplus holder 
is not prepared either io loan directly or sell directly but would prefer t(» hold 
the committee rus pons i hie, he may lend or sell his stocks to the committee 
which in its turn will lend to those in need. The borrowers will return one 
and a half times the quantity h<»rrowed tf» (he committee after the next 
harve.st and the eommittee will return to the original lender one and a 
quarter times the quantity lent t(» it. The margin is intended to cover any 
bad debts that may have to be written oft*. Some committees have even been 
able to rai.se funds amongst themselves and have bought up a portion of the 
crop in order to .sell it to others or for distribution as charit.v, . Where a 
surplus holder is recalcitrant and retuses to lend or sell his stock, ^the com- 
mittee may report this fact to the District Magistrate or tlm 3nb8iviaiona] 
Officer w'ho will requisition the surplus. In assns.sing tht* surplus of a 
family, its requirement.s until the next harvest have been taken info 
consideration and an extra 10 per cent, has l>een left to meet its miscellaneous 
requirements such as payment of dues, purchase of cloth, etc. I intend to set 
up such a food committee for every thana, subdivision and district to advise 
on the fm)d situation generally ol their areas and to assist in the supervision 
and adjustment of claims of the various units within their jurisdiction. 1 
earnestly trust that these committees will become an essential part of the 
economic life of the Province and an essential feature of our organisation. 
It is possible that later on they may be given statutory recognition and I 
intend io uliltse then^ully to keep Government informed of aiiy distress or 
difficulties in any locAi area and to take up the necessaty relief work^ the 
distribution of seeds, the work of crop census and crop planning, develop- 
ment of small irrigation and drainage schemls, introduction of manuring 
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and composting, adult education, general sanitation and mainteiiSince and 
eatablishment of dliarmagolas, and all such other measures and programmes 
as may be found possible to entrust them with in the interest of future 
improTement and 'deTelopment of the rural areas. In one word I ho})e that 
these food committees will develop into permanent Pallimangal Samities. 
In course of time too I hope that with proper training and improvement they 
will develop themselves into genuine consumers* and producers’ co-operative 
sale and supply agencies, and I earnestly trust that the day shall dawn when 
the Province of Bengal will become one solidly united and well-knit and well- 
organised co-operative union. 

To come back, however, to the present : Side by side with the Food 
Drive I had issued instructions to requisition 25 per cent, of all stocks 
above maunds subject to no stock falling below 300 maunds. District 
Officers and Subdiviaional Officers were given liberty to freeze and requisi- 
tion a larger percentage if the requirements of the area and the disinclina- 
tion of the stockists to unload required it. lu this way I have built up 
small stocks all over the Province which will be available to Government 
to meet local needs and demands or the demands of deficit areas close by. 
Transport difficulties prevent large movement of grains and it is not always 
possible to send stocks from Calcutta to the areas which are deficit. It is 
hoped that these stocks scattered all over the country' will assist in some 
measure in feeding those areas w’here the need is great and the stock is 
little. Officers are being authorised to requisition surplus stocks and to 
remove them either directly or through traders to areas which are deficit 
and sell them at a controlled rate. All stocks therefore purchased by 
Government or requisitioned as stated above us well as stocks requisitioned 
from traders who have committed offences under the Food Grains Control 
Order are to go into u pool from which the needs of the deficit areas will 
be met by retail sale through controlled shops at the rate of Rs. 9 per 
inaund for paddy and Rs. 15 for rice, for payment of test relief wages in 
kind, and for gratuitous relief in the form of cooked or raw food. Detailed 
plans for meeting the needs of the deficit areas and for the distribution of 
distress relief in kind aie being drawn up in consultation with Divisional 
Commissioners and District Officers. Detailed instructions have also been 
issued to all the food coqimittees to organise relief kitchens in their areas. 
Whatever may be the stock position, whatever the shortage or sufficiency 
in the Provinc.e, there can be no doubt that the continued high prices have 
and must result in rice and food-grains reeeding from the capacity of a 
Motion of the population which are always in difficulties at this time of the 
year, and particularly of those who have had always to depend on the 
(harity and the surpluses of the general population. Gratuitous relief will 
therefore have to be undertaken on a large scale and it is clear that under 
the present circumstances gratuitous relief should as far as possible be 
undel'taken in kind. As rice and food-grains in sufficient quantities are 
difficult to procure. I have suggested the establishment of relief kitchens, 
distributing a gruel of rice, dal, millet and vegetables, through which we 
shall be able to supply a much larger number of people from a given stock 
of food-grain than would have benefited if the grain had been distributed 
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in raw form. Although it is not a question of civil supjilies or pertain* 
ing ^ my Department, 1 take this opportunity of stating that we propose 
taking all possible steps to meet the situation which has arisen owing to 
the shortage of food-grains. Agricultural loans in substantial quantities 
have been distributed in cash and, it is hoped, provided the neoessaiy 
assistance is forthcoming from the Govemment of India, more loans will 
be distributed to enable the agriculturist to purchase seetls, cattle and pay 
for his cultivation expenses. Government, however, are of the opinion 
that as far as possible agricultural loans should also he given in kind which 
the agriculturist may utilise partly for maintenance and partly to pay 
for an<l feed his labourers. Test relief works have similarly been under- 
taken on a large scale and are being extended except in so far as they will 
not interfere with agricultural o)>erutions. Payment for test relief has been 
in cash and it is proposed to have it in kind as far as possible. Gratuitous 
relief similarly will l)e given on a large scale us justified by present circum- 
stances, but as far as iwssible in kind. All these measures which I have 
hitherto detailed are those that we have undertaken for the lM»st utilisation 
of our own resources. Hut it is clear that without augmentation of the 
Provincial resources by ffaulstuffs from other l*roviiit‘es, it will not be 
possible to meet our requirements. 

This fact was realired by the Goveru?nent of India wluMi they fornnilated 
what is now' formally known as the basic plan. They made assessment of 
the sur|)lus of food-grains of the various Provinces, accepted responsibility 
for feeding the deficit areas and assigned the surplus produce of definite 
areas for the benefit of the deficit areas. Each Provincial Governmont w^as 
expected to fall in. line with the as.s<»sHment policy and plan of the Govern- 
ment of India and agree to shift the requi.site amount of food-grains. 
Provincial Governments that were considered to l)e surplus were called upon 
to aet up (heir own purchasing organizations and shift the requisite amount 
of food-grains. Unfortunately the progrt^ss was not so substantial as the 
Govemment of India had planned and a time came when it l>ecame clearly 
manifest that these surplus Provincial Governments had no intention to act 
according to the basic plan. The needs of Bengal and particularly of the 
consuming areas of Calcutta and Howrah, and the cyclone-stricken areas 
and other grossly deficit areas had to be met and supplies needed to be 
poured into Bengal in larger and larger quantities as the season advanced 
and the local resources diminished. The Government of India could not 
guarantee that the basic plan, particularly in the matter of rice, would be 
fulfilled, far less could they promise that during these crucial months we 
would receive any large^; proportion than our monthly quota. Free trade 
was the only solution by w’hich the reluctance of the neighbouring Provin- 
cial Governments could be overcome, and free trade was accordingly resorted 
to. What follow’ed is well known. The neighbouring Provincial Govern- 
ments did everything possible to defeat free trade and requisitioned all 
visible strKrka to provide their sec urity .services, their deficit areas and their 
controlled shops with cheap food-grains without being a burden on the 
Provincial or Central revenues. On the other hand, the prospect of free 
trade stimulated both their merchants and our merchants to bring rice into 
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Bengal. Tlie demand and competition that would have spent itself on the 
existing food-grains concentrated on such stocks as had been overlooked and 
which escaped the vigilance of the local officers or the pressure of public 
opinion aroused in those areas. Prices rapidly rose, even without the 
movement of a single grain into liengal. Far be it from me to criticise the 
policy of the neighbouring Provinces— particularly as it seems to have been 
appreciated by their own people — as we still remain very much dependant 
on their goodwill and co-operation. Nevertheless, I feel that if they could 
have taken courage to give free trade a chance, it would in the end have 
been bettor for themselves and ourselves. Some grain would certainly have 
come into Bengal; prices would surely have fallen. They could never 
prevail at thi.s height, either here or in the neighbouring Provinces, and the 
fall in Bengal prices would have brought about a fall in their prices an<l 
thus prices would have reached a level whicli both they and we could have 
afforded. AVhat is taking place now is that excepting some stock of food- 
grains which these Governments have obtained at a clieap rate, the price 
of rice in their areas has risen almost to the Bengal level and those of their 
people whom they will not be able to meet with their controlled shops will 
soon })e ill difficuflies. I hope and trust that even now tliese Governments 
will shed tlieir parochial instincts and will conu* t(j tlie assistance of Bengal 
m a larger measure — an assi.stance', which I am certain, Bengal will rej)ay 
in its own turn with that generosity which has made our Province the liome 
and hunting ground of all the races and the people v)f India. Nevertheless, 
in spite of obstructions, free trade has betm able to acliieve some fare whicdi 
has made the |>eople trade-minded and encouj’aged movement of food-grains. 
Stocks are beginning to flow. The trickle from the neighbouring Provinces 
has started and our supplies are being slowly ))ut surely augmented. The 
burden on Government is also now less. The responsibility that it liad 
undertaken to .supply rice to the industries lias been shed under the free trade 
plan and thus industries have been asked to make their, own preparations in 
order to teed their labour. True that the position is not verv 
satisfactory. If the purchases are made uithin the Province this 
would not lead to angmentution of our resources. There have been some 
such purchases hut on tlie whole every attempt has been made to make 
|)UTchases from outside our Province again with the result that our Provincial 
resources have been augmented. Government too have taken this oppor- 
tunity to secure supplies in order to feed the rural areas. I am devoting the 
major projKirtion of our resources for sending food-grains to the rural areas 
which stand in so much need of our as.sistance. Under.- the advice of 
the Government of India and with their concurucnce we have set up a 
purchasing organiaation to purchase food-grain.s from the Eastern Zone in 
order to meet our requirements. This organization had to be set up at once 
if we ivere to take advantage of the free trade plan, and we bad to look round 
for a suitable agent or agents. After consulting various mercbants and 
chambers we could find no one who could undertake the task better than 
Messrs; M. A. Ispahani. An organization was neces.sar>- which could cover 
at the shortest possible notice the entire Eastern region and would have the 
stamina to face the difficulties of the situation and the opposition of the 
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othflif OoTernments, and at the same time had that knoviedfe <if b^inM 
and txude which could combine procurement of supplies with purchase# in 
the cheapest market. The reputation of the fimi for reliability, honesty and 
integrity was unimpeachable. They w*ere second to none in their businees 
capacity. From all sides I received the advice that theirs was the only Arm 
that could deliver the goods. Their sympathy with the Muslim League Waa 
well-known and I had to consider seriously whether if I entrusted them with 
this great task I would not be open to the charge of supporting a political 
sjmipathiser. The urgent needs of Bengal, however, the vital necessity of 
procuring supplies at the shortest possible notice, the needs of oiir distressed 
people who must l>e pnivided with fotul outweighed my hesitation and 1 
took the risk of calling upon the firm to come to the assistance 
of the people of Bengal and undertake this great res|)onsibility. 
I called uj>on it to make the great sacrifice of ])laring all its stocks 
at the disposal of the Bengal Government at cost price, to subject its 
contracts and accounts to the serutiny of the Aecountant-General, Bengal, 
to submit to a running audit of the accounts and to charge a commission 
which was less than the eoiumission paid by the other Proviueial Govern- 
ments to their agents, Mr. M. A. I'ijmhani took time to consider this 
onerous offer and 1 wish to pay a tribute to his generous and sentimental 
temperament wlien in the interests of the people of this Province and in 
order lo make our p(dicy a suc cess he placed himself and his entire stocks at 
our disposal and at one stroke of pen agree»l to forego a profit (»f some 40 
lakhs of rupees on the stocks which he possessed. 1 have had no cause since 
then to regret my decision and with a single-minded purpose he has worked 
for the success of the mission lie has undertaken and has gradually closed 
down many of his agencies whi<*h were far more remunerative in order to 
devote himself to this tusk. He has been able to purchase stocks which I 
could scarcely have hoped for and today fortunately Bengal Government is 
in a position to send considerable stocks of grain to its deficit rural areas in 
spite of the grave opposition from the neighbouring Provinces whicb we 
have encountered. 

From this however it must not he understood that we are out of the 
wood. I claim that we have done the best that was possible for any Govern- 
ment to do under the prevailing circumstances. He.sitation and vacillation 
would have been ruinous. We have been able to augment out supplies; our 
agents have succeeded in setting up an organization that is in -a position to 
shift food-grains into Bengal ; but it will be easy optimism if we are to rest 
on our oars when supplies are by no means sufficient. Whatever stocks we 
can get we shall hove to wrest grain by grain from reluctant neighbouring 
administrations while acute, heartrending and appalling distress stares at 
in the face. I can see no other alternative but to continue to press on th« 
Oovernment of India for sending us more and more food-grains m an ever- 
growing str^m, and I am certain that the Government of India, who have 
undertaken the responsibility to feed this deficit Province and who cannot be 
unconscious of the necessity of saving from famine a Province which will 
form the {Mlvance base of future military operations, will come to our rescue. 
The immediate augmentation of supplies therein is a dire necessity and this 
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Oovernment has left no stone unturned, and I personally have spared no 
pains, to impress this on our neighbours and the Government of India. I 
wish my voice could reach directly to His Majesty's Government and the 
Governments of the United Nations, as I would obviously be only too happy 
to secure supplies from as many sources as possible. I do not think however 
that our importunities, prayers and demands will fall or have fallen on deaf 
ears and that the Government of India will rise equal to the occasion and 
fulfil their primary responsibilities and take every possible step to see that 
Bengal has a sufficiency of food which it needs to alleviate its present 
distress. 

Turning now to Calcutta and other urban areas in the mofussil which 
present their own peculiar problems: The controlled shops in Calcutta 
have done their work but it is becoming increasingly difficult to supervise 
them. They are no longer meeting the requirements of the localities which 
they were intended to serve. Anyone may purchase who can stand in a 
queue and brave the inconvenience. It is most desirable that any shops- 
that we may set up should be properly supervised, and that they should 
serve a definite locality. For this purpose it has been decided to set up 
Government distributing centres which will issue supplies only to those 
persons who hold ration cards and reside in the area which they are intended 
to serve. These Government distributing centres will distribute all the con- 
trolled commodities either in exclusion of or in conjunction with the trade. 
As a beginning, it has been proposed ration messing groups in receipt 
of an average per cnpitu income of Rs. 20 per mensem or less so far as rice 
is concerned. Other articles of food will also be supplied through these shops 
to persons living within the zone served by that particular distributing 
centre. Until the question of free trade is settled, it is not possible for me 
to give a promise for wholesale rationing of Calcutta unless I see supplies 
ahead of me. It will be rash, imprudent and wholly illogical if I were for 
political reasons b) be stampeded into an announcement for the wholesale 
rationing of Calcutta unless I was certain of supplies. As things however 
are shaping, I feel that we shall be in a position to adopt this policy at an 
early date as this will prevent wastage and unequal consumption. I intend 
to start firstly with the poorer localities as it is there that the need for 
subsidized rice and regular supplies is the greatest, and then extend the 
operations to cover the whole of Calcutta and then to industrial areas round 
Calcutta. As I have said above, I propose to work through Government 
distributing centres which will be an economical proposition. In mofussil 
towns, rationing should similarly take place, not necessarily through Govern- 
ment distributing centres, but through the trade or resimnsible persons or 
organizations such as co-operative organizations who may be considered to 
be reliable and imbued with sufficient spirit of social service so as not to 
black-market the supplies that will be placed at their disposal in the rural 
- areas. For the time being, persons enumerated in the employers' shops 
groups in the last census undertaken through the courtesy and collaboration 
of ihe A. R. P. Services will be excluded and the responsibility for issuing 
supplies to them will continue to vest in the employers. By this I should 
not be understood to mean that the employers will W permitted to stock as 
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iiia<^ rice as they may although we welcome the most Irautic efforts on their 
part to secure as much supplies as they cau from outside the proriiice. We 
have accordingly once more brought to the notice of the employers that 
everyone having a stock of 20 maunds of food»grains, even though it is 
meant for distribution to the employees^ must take out a lit^nce under the 
Food Grains Control Order and must submit monthly returns of stocks held 
as required from the traders. We have also made it clear that other persons, 
e.g.f private consumers, having a stock of more than 50 maunds will be 
presumed under the Food Grains Control Onler to be traders, and it will be 
advisable for them as well to take out lic4*nces under the Food Grains Control 
Order. The employers however are today Imuud, under awards of the 
Labour Commissioner, to make available fixed quotas of supidies to their 
labourers at sfweified rates. Now that the inter-provincial barriers have 
been dropped they have been advised to make their own purchases in the 
Eastern Zone, partic ularly in the provinces outside, Government undertaking 
to give every assistance, if through no fault of their own, they are unable to 
secure the necessary supplies. Later on, 1 hope that the distrihutiug centres 
which I am setting up, will cuter for people with higher income, but supplies 
of rice will be made at market rates. Other controlled c^orn meal i ties such 
as atta, sugar, salt, kerosene and mustard oil and even uncontrolled com- 
modities such as dal will be made available us soon as necessary arrange- 
ments are made to ration cardholders irrespective of their income. 

While we have concentrated on getting all lamsible sup)dies from outside 
by ‘ill the means in our |M>wer and also on securing equitable distribution 
within the Province and taking steps against all unti-scwial activities and to 
organize Bengal to meet the distress looming ahead, we have taken further 
steps to enc'ourage the growth of more fcKul. As an immediate proposition, 
I>eople are Wing advised to grow more vegetables and are being given every 
assistance wherever jiossible. Arrangements have been made for the distri- 
bution of vegetable seeds in Calcutta and every householder who has u patch 
of ground fallow has Wen exlicjrted to grow vegetables on it. It is 
encouraging to find that many houiieholders have accepted this advice and 
that the lawns of Government House have Wen turned into vegetable 
gardens. District Officers have similarly Wen advised to encourage culti- 
vation of fcM>d crops in the rural areas. Irrigation and drainage sebemes 
are under consideration for bringing as much of the fallow lands as possible 
under paddy. Agricultural loans will be given out liWrally to those who 
need them for extending the cultivation of food crops and paddy seeds in 
requisite quantities will, if necessary, be requisitioned for distribution 
among those who require them. In fact, some time back when it appeared 
that there was scarcity of aus seed, District Officers were authorised by me 
to requisition locally whatever quantities of aus seed they required and 
distribute it to those who needed the seed at Rs. 12 per mannd. The statisti- 
cal and intelligence machinery of the Government have also been strengiben- 
ed and re-organised. It is most essential that Government should have 
up-to-date information of the supply and price position of the Province and 
other reliable data in the light of which they could shape their food policy. 
Indeed, one of the most serious difficulties that this Government have hiul 
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to fare in working ont their food policy hag been the almost incomplete 
absence of reliable statistics on the basis of which alone any Satisfactory 
supply and distribution plans could be drawn up. The statistical organize* 
tion at headquarters is being strengthened and it is hoped with the assistance 
of Goverament officers and of food committees to obtain more reliable 
statistics as to the area of land on which food crops are grown, crop condi- 
tions, market tendencies, local stock position, extent of local shortage, etc. 

In this statement of mine I have dealt with the subject more or less in 
its bare outline in the hofie that it will give some indication of the colossal 
amount of work which we have put in to meet a situation which is deterio- 
rating so rapidly that it was recognized to be beyond remedy. I feel that 
our labours have not been in vain and the steps that we have taken from 
time to time have arrested the deterioration at the most crucial moments. 
I hope that the work which we have put in will also bear more substantial 
fruit and that the situation will be brought under control. Government 
however will not relax their efforts in the slightest degree so long as the 
present unfortunate conditions continue to operate, and I am sure that if 
we are permitted to serve you and the people of Bengal the work will be 
carried out with the most single-hearted devotion to duty. I do not think 
that this is the time or the opportunity to talk about future. The present 
is with us in all its hideousness and the problem that it presents itself is so 
vast that it needs all our resources to grapple with it. I have not however 
forgotten the necessity of having a programme for the future. The people 
of Bengal must not be caught unprepared again : they must not be allowed 
to be at the mercy of traders, hoarders, speculators and blaok-inarketexs who 
would gladly grind the faces of the i)oor in order to earn a profit which 
they possibly had not dreamt of in their palmiest days, I aim at the 
ultimate establishment of producers’ and consumers’ societies but we have 
to proceed step by step. Perhaps for the next year, it will suffice if Govern- 
ment were from the very beginning to assure the cultivator a fair price for 
his commodity, to take up the surplus crop and stock it, reserve it and where 
necessary sell it at a rate which will cover its costs and perhaps provide a 
fund for the development of agriculture. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have done. I trust and hope that the House will 
accord that sympathy and support which the public in the past have given 
to us. I hoi^e, Sir. that the House will not be too hard on me in its appre- 
ciation or depreciation of the work whic h I have put in on behalf of the 
people'of this Province. The task has been a difficult one. If I have not 
pleased the members of this House, 1 have, at any rate, a satisfaction of 
my (conscience that I have not spared myself in the slightest degree in 
carrying out my task.” 

Or. NALINAKSHA SANYALs May I just enquire of the Chief 
Minister if Government propose as a sequal to this statement to bring in a 
motion before the House for debate on the food situation ? 

Tim Hon’tlia Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: If the House wants a debate 
then it ia for the members of the Opposition to give notice of amendments.

The Opposition, if they so desire, can move a motion on the 
matter. There may be amendments or may not be amendments. It will 
all depend on the motion that is moved.

IVith 
reference to the ‘answer given in (h), namely, that the Public Service 
Commission do not agree to furnish further materials as they are of opinion 
that the methods adopted by them in making the selection should not be 
to discussion or criticism on the floor of the House, I consider that 
this is a curtailment of the rights and privileges of this House. The Public 
Service Commission is a subordinate department of Government and as such

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased to 
state how a prisoner who has served his full term of imprisonment is released? 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: He was allowed to go out of 

^ the jail gates. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Will the Hon’lde Minister be pleased to 
state whether this prisoner was allowed to go out of the jail gates at all? 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: As far as my infonnation goes, 
he was allowed to go out of the jail. 

Mr. lATUL CHANDRA SEN: But the answer says “no”. I submit, 
Sir, the question was: “After the expiry of the term of imprisonment he 
was not allowed to go out of the jail gate” and the answer says: “It was 
considered expedient to detain him as a security pri.soner,” the implication 
being that he was not allowed to go out of the jail. 

Tho Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: No, Sir; I am almost certain 
that he must have been arrested at the gate. 

Mr. SPEAKER: How can \ou sny that? There must have been some 
mistake. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: If the honourable member 
'^'5 likes, I can ascertain and tell the Hou.se what actually took place. 

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: In view of the answer given by the 
Hon’ble Home Minister, will he be pleased to consider the desirability of 
making a general rule that when a person who is due for release is released 
he must be restored to the original condition from which he was arrested? 

The Hon’blo Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: No, Sir; I am sorry I cannot 
accept that. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Is the Hon’ble Minister aware that 
it has been held by the Chief Justice of the Federal Court (Sir Maurice 
Owyer) that the detention of a security prisoner with a view to prevent him 
from acting in a manner prejudicial to the defence of British India, public 
safety, maintenance of public onler and efficient prosecution of the war 
is illegal and ultra vires? 
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TlM Hoii’bit Khwajt Sir NAZIMUDOINl I think that oMe is sub fudice, 
and that an appeal is pending before the Federal Court. 

Mf« SPEAKER: No, no. The honourable member is only asking whether 
the Hon^ble Minister is aware of the Federal Court decision. 

Tha Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I ask for notice. 

SI. NARENDRA NATH DAS GUPTA: Will the Hon’ble Minister be 
pleased to state how a prisoner who is ser^-ing impri.sonment iuwside the jail 
long before the outbreak of the war could be thought to be acting in a way 
prejudicial to the defence of British India, public safety, maintenance of 
public order and efficient prosecution of the warP 

Tha Hon’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: In view of his past associa- 
tion and the organivsation which he belongs, it is considered unsafe to set 
him at liberty. 

Mr. J0GE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to state what were his associations 10 >ears before which justified the 
apprehension that he might be acting in a prejudicial manner P 

The Hofi’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: These prisoueia belong to 
certain organisations which are pursuing a policy which is detrimental 
to the safety of the State and therefore no ri.sk can be taken as fur as the 
release of the active members of such associations is concerned. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: AVill the Hon'ble Minister kindly tell 
us whether he was good enough to enquire of the prisoner if he still 
belonged to the party of which he was a member before his detention and 
whetlier he had changed his mind n(»t to jf»in that party after hi.s release P 

The Hofi’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: We cannot take the risk of 

releasing a man by simj)ly enquiring whether he has changed hi.s mind or 
whether he still belongs to the same association, because as 1 said before, 
that for the purpo.se of securing release it is very easv for a prisoner to say 
that he ha.s changed his mind. 

Mauivi ABU H08SAIN 8ARKAR: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pWsed 
to state to what organisation this person l^elongsp 

Tha Hon’bia Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: He belongs to one of the sub- 
versive organisations. is 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased 
to name the association P 

Tha Hoii*bla Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: 1 a.sk for notice. 

SJ. NARENDRA NATH DAE GUPTA: Will the Hon ble Minister b« 
pleased to let us know if ail the members of that organisation to which be 
is suspected to belong have been detained in jail? 

Thi Hon*bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: No. 
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Miulvi ABU H088AIN 8ARKARS Will the Hon^ble Miniilef be pkieed 
to state whether any one of the present Hon’ble Ministers belongs to that 
organisation ? 

The Hon’ble Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: As far as my information 

goes, no. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8S Will the Hon’ble Minister be 
pleased to state before Mr. Monilal Dntta was arrested at the jail gate 
whether any enquiry was made of him by any GoTernment servant to find

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA 8EN: Is the Hon’ble Minister aware that one

Tha Hon’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Tht* first office note is dated 
the 27th November, 1942; therefore it must have been received before that 
date. It was sent to the Intelligence Kranch and there is a seal of the 
Intelligence Branch. Criminal Investigation llepartinent, dated the 39th 
November, 1942. Then there i.'^ another date of the I!Mh December, 
1942 


Mr. SPEAKER: These are perhaps not what are required. 

Tha Hon’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, instead of asking why 
this delay is taking place they are asking how long it will 
take the office to deal with the question, and I am giving 
out the process by which the delay has been caused. The 
thing was first received in the office; from office it was sent to the Intelli- 
gence Branch: who evidently asked for a local enquir} , and by the time it 
got back to the office it was the 19th December, 1942, and I find in it the 
signature of one of the officers. The final order was passed on the 19th 
December and the Snulh took place on the 17th December, but actually the 
Home Department got the file back on the 1 9th. 

Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: In view of the answer just now given, 
will the Hon’ble Minister be pleased to state liow he could avoid frustration 
of specific rules for leave in Bengal on such occasions f* 

Tbf Hpil’blf Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: 1 realise that there are certain 
difficulties in the way. On one side something must be done quickly to 
be effective. That is to say, the Sradh ceremony takes place on a certain 
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date after the death of a person^ and if relief ia to be gifen pemuaekm aboiild 
be granted to the prisoner who will perform the Sradk. On the other 
hand, Government have to resort to certain procedure; they have got to 
find out what are the actual facts, for ultimately on enquiry in many cases 
it is often found that the conditions which are stated to be serious are not 
really so. So I am trying to give an explanation to my honourable friend 
as to why the delay takes place. 

Mr* SPEAKER. I think the honourable member wants you to consider 
the desirability of seeing that similar delay may not happen any more. 

Tha Hon’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I am prepared to look into 
this question and see whether we can get the report completed as early as 
possible so that Government can pass final orders within a month before 
the annual Sradh ceremony takes place.

Babu NACENDRA NATH SEN: Will the Hon'ble Minister be pleased 
to state whether “upper middle class” has been defined in the Jail Code 
or anywhere elseF 

The Hon'ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: 1 have already stated that I 
was not satisfied with the cla^sificatnni of these prison«*rs, and f«)r this 
reason I sent them certain questions so that I might be able to reply to the 
questions that might be put to me in this connection or deal with the matter 
satisfactorily. In the meantime I thought that by the time the answers are 
released I would get replies to in\ questions and would l)e able to give 
necessary answers.

TN Hon'ble Nawab MU8HARRUFF H088AIN, Khan Bahadur: It has 

a long history. This gentleman is .supposed to have tendered his resignation 
on the 27th April, 1937, but on that date immediately after his resignation 
he approached the then Minister in charge and said that he wanted to with- 
draw his resignation and he further said that his age was really not GO years 
at that time but it was just oG years. He also showed me a horoscope. That 
being the position I gave him the benefit of doubt, and he was allowed to 
continue. Then after he actually reached GO years he was reappointed, 
because I thought that he could continue to work efficiently for one year 
more. We have now got the report of the District Magistrate suggesting 
the sei^tttfion of the functions of the Public Prosecutor and the Government 
Pleidir* The Government Pleader has been appointed and the question 
o| the appointment of Public Prosecutor has come up, and it has been 
decided by the Government that a new PubUc Prosecutor must be appointed. 

Mr. 8URBNDRA NATH BltWAt: Sir, is that a speech? 
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(At this stage there were request^j from the Opposition Benches to the 
Hon’ble Minister to go to the microphone.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 see that the Nawab Saheb’s answer has caught the 
imagination of everybody.

Questions over. Demands lor grants. 
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Point of Ordor. 

(On the question of admissihtiify of ^'Demands for 

Dr. SYAMAPRA8AO MOOKERJEE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, may I riae on^ 

a point of order? You have now called for demands for fronts. My point 
of order is that each of the demands and the form in which it is being asked 
for are not in accordance with the provisions of the Government of India 
Act and of the Bengal Legislative Assembly Procedure Rules. Sir, the 
House will recall that the financial estimate for 194d-44 was presented 
before the Bengal Legislative Assembly in February last in accordance with 
the provisions of the Goveriiinent of India Act commencing from section 78. 
Later on in March certain dates were allotted for the consideration of the 
voting on grants and as a matter of fact the voting continued till the 27th 
of March. 1943. thi the 29th oi March. I!tl3, when the House met to 
continue the voting on the remaining grants, the ILmse will recall, it wai 
reported that the then ( hief Minister hud been made to teinler his rt*signa- 
tion. Then the House was adjourned. The voting on grants was not 
completed. On the 81 st March, 1943, a proclamation was issued by His 
Excellency the Governor under section 93. I am not here, Sir, entering 
into the circumstances under which His Excellency actwl — I am proceeding 
on the assumption that the orders of His Excellency the Governor were in 
accordance with law. A notification was issued on the dlst of March 
containing the proclamation. The proclamation stated, (A) That Hifl 
Excellency the Governor had declared that all his functions under the Act 
shall be exercised by him in his discretion. (B) That he assumed to him- 
self all powers vested by or under the Act in the provincial legislature and 
all powers vested in either chamber of that legislature but not so as to 
affect any power exercisable by His Majesty with respect to bills reserved 
for his consideration or the disallow^ance of acts. He also made certain 
incidental and consequential provisions which appiMired to him to be 
necessary or desirable for giving effect to the objects of the proclamation. I 
do not intend to read all the clauses, but clause 3 is rtdevant. CJauae 3 
stated, “Any expenditure from the revenues of the province, whether 
expenditure charged by the Act on these revenues or not, shall be deemed to 
have been duly authorised if it is included in an annual estimate of 
expenditure or a supplementary estimate of expenditure published in the 
official gasette of the province.” Gn the same day, Sir, another notification 
was issued— notification No. 0470F.B., which was to the following effect: — 

In pursuance of paragraph 3 of the proclamation (which I have just 
now read out) issued on the 31fit March, 1943, by His Excellency 
the Governor under section 93 of the Government of India Act the 
annual estimate of expenditure for the year 1943-44 authorised by 
His Excellency the Governor is published for general infortnaiiuti. 

This was issued by order of His Excellency the Governor and signed by the 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Finance Department. Along with 
this there was the annual estimate of expenditure of the province for 1948-44. 
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Thfe point here which I desire toN^tress is that this annual estimate 
included all the grants including the grants which the Legislature had 
during the previous 8 or 10 days voted upon. 

His Excellency the Governor under this power passed the entire annual 
estimate of expenditure for 1943-44. I shall revert to this point a little 
later. 

Let me proceed with the narration of events. This was on the 31st 
March. On the Ist April, 1943, the province started under section 93. On 
the 24th of April, 1943, a notification was issued, No. 508, dated the 24th 
April, 1943. Another proclamation was issued by His Excellency the 
Governor which was issued for public information and by which he revoked 
the proclamation i8.sued under section 93 on the Slst March, 1943. On the 
same day there was a further notification appointing a Council of Ministers. 
On the same day there was a third notification which prorogued the Bengal 
Legislative Assembly and which was notification No. G07A.R., issued after 
the formation of the Council of Ministers and was signed by His Excellency 
the Governor who directed that the Bengal Legislative Assembly do staud 
prorogued from the afternoon of the 24th April, 194^,. ^ 

Then comes the pre.sent session of the Bengal Legislative Assembly. 
The.present session has been convened and a memorandum has been circulated 
signed by the Secretary to the Finance Department explaining how the 
Government is advised that it should proceed with regard to the Budget for 
1943-44. The first paragraph of that memorandum states “Government are 
advised that on the revocation of the proclamation under section 93 of the 
Government of India Act, the grants authorised by the Governor cease to 
have force and the revived operation of sections 78, 79 and 80 requires that 
all expenditure incurred after the revocation of the proclamation shall be 
covered by a schedule duly authenticated under section 80”. Here, Sir, if 
I may remind the House about the provisions in the Government of India 
Act, there are really three parts in respect of the passing of the budget by 

the Provincial Legislative Assembly. In the first place, under section 78 

there mu.st be an annual financial estimate which is calle<l “the annual 
financial estimate*’. Now this the Governor places before the Legislative 
Assembly. Here the Governor acts not in his discretion, not in his individual 
judgment, but he acts on the advice of his Ministers, and this is so because 
the provisions of sections 50 and 51 of the Government of India Act which 
clearly lay down that only in respect of those matters where it is stated 
specifically in the Act that the Governor acts in his discretion or in his 
individual judgment that the Governor shall do so. In other words, in 

respect of other matters where only the name of the Governor appears as 

such, the Governor acts constitutionally on the advice of the Council of 
Ministers. Here the Governor acting through his Ministers places the 
financial statement annually before the Assembly. This is stage No. 1. 

Then the financial estimate i.s divided into two portions. So far as the 
first portion is concerned, one jM>rtion is charged and the other portion is 
liable to be voted upon by the Ijegislature. The portion that is charged is 
enumerated under section 78(3 L There the list is exhaustive except that in 
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the last clauee {g) it ia stated that Why other expenditure declared by thia 
Act or any Act of the Provincial legislature to be so charged will aiio be 
charged expenditure. Other items are specifically mentioned under Motion 
78(3). Then the vote of the grants takes place. 

There can be a discussion of the charged items and with regard to the 
voting of the grants I would draw your attention to the powers which are 
vested in the Legislature when the demands are placed for voting. The 
powers are three-fold. First, the Assembly can assent to the entire demand. 
Secondly, the Assembly can reject the entire demand; and thirdly, the 
Assembly can reduce tbe amount actually specified in such a manner as the 
Assembly may deem fit. The Assembly ha.s not the power to increase the 
grants. These are the three specific powers which the Assembly enjoys. 
That is stage No. 2. 

Then coi^es the last stage when after the Assembly has done its work the 
Governor has to authenticate the schedule of total expenditure. Section 
80(3) states that subject to the provisions of the next succeeding section no 
expenditure Irom Hie revenues ot the province shall be deemwl to b<* duly 
authorised unles.s it is specified in the schedule so authenticated. There must 
be an authenticated schedule in order to recognise the expenditure as 
authoriseil expenditure of the province. Section 81 relates to supplementary 
statements of expenditure. It is not the Government case nor anybody’s 
case that the budget which we are being asked to consider today comes 
within the purview of section 81. So I do not wish to discuss the terms of 
section 81. 

Now, Sir, from one point of view I welcome the decision of the Governor 
that he has placed the Budget before the Legislature again. It may have 
i)een argued or it may be argued even now that the Governor has passed tbe 
entire expenditure for the entire year and it is not necessary that the 
expenditure of the financial year 11)43-44 should at all come back to the 
Bengal Legislative Assembly. Now that is according to my submission 
against the provisions of the Government of India Act, and that is against 
the basic canons of constitutional government. Alremly the Secretary of 
State has ruled, and that will appear from the proceedings of tbe Orissa 
Assembly and the Assam Legislative Assembly, that as soon as section 1)3 
ceases to operate, the financial estimate of the year has to come back to the 
Assembly of the province concerne<l. That is also the stand taken up by 
the present Governor and I have no quarrel with him. But ray point of 
order is, Sir, that what the Provincial Government has done in the present 
instance is not enough. The rights of the Legislature are wider than ^at 
the Governor acting through his Council of Ministers is prepared to concede 
in the present instance. My submission is that the Act contemplates one 
and only one Financial E.'^timate in the .vear and that the part voting of 
grants that took place in March completely lapsed as soon as the constitu- 
tion was suspended and section 93 was brought into operation. That the 
voting on grants was regarded as nugatoiy* is patent from tbe fact that the 
9 
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GoTernor himself on the 31 st March, *1943, passed by a special notification 
the budget fox the entire year in respect of all the grants including the 
grants which the Assembly had voted for during the previous fortnight. In 
other words, when Ist April, 1943, opened in this province it opened with a 
Governor’s budget. The Legislature was then suspended. Whatever- the 
Legislature had done in respect of the Budget had all merged in the budget 
of the Governor. It was the Governor’s budget with which the province start- 
ed and whatever expenditure was incurred during the period from Ist April 
to 24th April was lawful expenditure incurred in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Governor’s budget. There was no question of reviving now 
a portion of the budget which was not passed by the Bengal Legislative 
Assembly in the latter portion of March. In fact, Sir, the mere voting of 
some grants does not make an expenditure lawful expenditure. As I just 
now submitted, that is only a part of the 3 essential parts which have to be 
fulfilled before expenditure can be deemed to be lawful, and all that the 
Assembly did was that it considered the financial estimate, it otnsidered the 
budget grants under some heads and then suddenly the Assembly was 
stopped. Suddenly the constitution was suspended and the Governor took 
upon himself the entire power of the Bengal Legislative Assembly and 
exercising his incidental powers he passed the Governor’s budget for the 
entire year. Now what happened on the 24th April, 1943? I am not here 
raising those other controversial issues as to the propriety of the Governor 
in acting in a manner in which he has acted because I do not want to cloud 
the issues, but at a later stage if necessary I shall have to refer to this very 
important constitutional aspect of the present position as well. But let us 
take it that on the 24th April the Governor rightly felt that the constituion 
should again be brought into being. He brings the constitution into being. 
As soon as he docs so, his powers of granting financial expenditure come to 
an end. The Legislature is revived and it takes full control of the rest of 
the financial year. Now here a point arises: “Should the budget be 
presented as from the 24th April to 31st of March, 1944, or again as from 
the Ist April, 1943, to 3Lst March, 1944“ P In other words has the Bengal 
Legislative Assembly the jurisdiction to question the expenditure which has 
already been lawfully incurred under the Governor’s budget passed on 31flt 
March, 1943 P Now, Sir, fortunately for the province we are not now 
under the autocratic rule of section 93. Whatever powers there are in the 
Government of India Act, those powers are in operation today. They may 
be precious little. But whatever powers there are, they are in actual 
operation today and we are sitting here as the legislative Assembly dealing 
with the financial estimate for 1943-44. My submishion is that we cannot 
go beyond the provisions of the Act and rules framed by the Bengal Legis- 
lative Assembly. I am asking you, Sir, and I am asking through you the 
Hon’ble Chief Minister, to explain under what authority the Governor can 
claim immunity with reganl to the expenditure incurred between the Ist 
April and 24th April, 1943. I cannot give you a precedent but I can give 
you an analogy. When the Government of India Act, 1935, was passed, it 
was not known when Provincial Autonomy would be brought into existence. 
There was a special Order in Council passed by His Majesty which is called 
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ih% Oo^ernm^nt of India Act Transitpry Prorigion Order, 1936. Under that 
Order it wag gpecifically laid down that the Governor of a province oonU 
paaa lawful expenditure for the province concerned before Provincial Auto* 
nomy was brought into existence, but he could not go beyond the period of 
6 months. That is, Sir, clause 5 of this particular Order. Even that order 
lays down that as soon as the Provincial Assembly is constituted and takes 
over the affairs of the province, the financial estimates of that particular 
year will be placed before the Assembly and such financial estimates should 
include the expenditure which has been authorised by the Governor under 
this particular clause of the special order. I shall place, Sir, this clause 
before you in a minute. “The Governor of each Province may in hie 
discretion from time to time authorise such expenditure from the revenues 
of the province as he deems necessary to enable the business of the Provincial 
Government to be carried on between the commencement of Part III of the 
new Act (that is the Provincial Autonomy portion), and the date on which 
the schedule of authorised expenditure is authenticated in accordance with 
the provision of section 80 of the new Act, or until the expiration of six 
months from the commencement of Part III of the new Act whichever first 
occurs, provided that except with the consent of the Governor-tfeueral in 
his discretion the expenditure so authorised shall nid exceed one-half of 
the total expenditure from the revenues of the province in the previous 
financial year as shown in the revised estimate of that year." If 1 may 
pause here for a second, I respectfully draw your attention to this provision 
and say that Parliament was not prepare<l to give unrestricted {mwers, 
autocratic powers, to any Governor to provide for expenditure in any manner 
that he choo.ses, and here it laid down that the expenditure without the 
consent of the Governor-General must not exceed half of the total expen- 
diture from the revenues of the province in a normal year. This second 
clause says that expenditure authorised under the preceding sub-paragraph 
shall be included under proper heads in the first estimate of exj>endifure 
laid before the Provincial I^fCgisIature under section 78 of the new Act and 
the provisions of that section and of sections 79 and 8(1 of that Act shall 
apply in relation thereto, provided that any expenditure so authorised shall, 
so far as regards money paid and liabilities incurred before the date on whioh 
a schedule of authorised expenditure is authenticated in accordance with the 
provisions of section 80, be deemed for all purposes of the new Act to have 
been duly authorised, notwithstauding that it may not be included in the 
schedule so auhenticated. Now, Sir, what is the significance of this clause H 
It means that even where the Governor may have extraordinary powers to 
pass the budget without taking recourse to sections 79 and 80, he may do 
so for not more than € months and whatever he spends will have to come 
back to the Legislatufe, but the Legislature will be precluded from voting 
on these grants, or even if the Legislature votes and rejects these will be 
regarded as expenditure as if they were included within (he authenticated 
schedule. But there was no attempt even in those cases to prevent the 
Legislature from criticising the expenditure or discussing any of the items 
which might have been included in the Governor's special budget for 6 
months. As I said, Sir, it is not a precedent, but it certainly indicates that 
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ihitf prerogative, this special privilege which has been given to the Provin- 
cial Assembly under the Government of India Act to sanction supplies to a 
province is one which cannot be lightly tampered with even by the Governor 
of a province. 

Now let me come back to the position as it stands now. What is the 
position today? The Government proposes that the grants which were 
voted upon by the Legislature in March will be allowed to remain intact. 
Just consider the absurdity of that position. Already under the Governor’s 
budget a portion of that expenditure has been disposed of. What will be 
the authenticated schedule which the Governor will pass if the present 
programme is to be accepted by us? That will be a schedule which will 
include the entire grants which had been passed by the Legislature in March, 
although a portion of it lias already been disposed of by the Governor acting 
under section 93 in accordam^e with- the Governor’s budget and added 
to that will be the period between the 24th April, 1943, and 31st March, 
1944, in respect of those grants which the Assembly did not vote upon in 
JIarch last. There is no provision for this sort of procedure in the Govern- 
ment of India Act or in the rules framed under the Bengal Legislative 
Assembly. My submission therefore w'oiild be that the entire budget for 
1943-44 has to come back to the Bengal Legislative Assembly as soon as 
section 93 is revoked. Now the question, Sir, you may ask is about the 
actual period during which the Governor administered under section 93. 
It is not for the Opposition to suggest how' a partic'ular situation would be 
met but there may be ways of <loing it also. I am not proceeding to 
suggest that, except that I wish to say that you cannot regard it as 
charged expenditure. There is only one class of expenditure under the 
Government of India A<'t in respect of which we are precluded from voting 
and that is charged expenditure, and charged expenditure is clearly and 
categoricalTy enumerated in .section 78(3) of the Goverpment of India Act. 
It may be that the Government, if so advised under setcion 82, may bring 
in 8 Finance Bill which may declare the portion of the expenditure incurred 
under the Governor’s budget as charged expenditure. I am not suggesting 
what Government should or should not do, but I am pointing out that the 
objwt of the point of order is that the manner in which the budget is 
proposed to be placed constitutes a serious curtailment of the rights and 
privileges of the House and is utterly inconsistent with the provisions of 
the Government of India Act and of the Legislative Assembly Rules. 

Now, Sir, let us take the last portitm. What is it that the Government 
proposes to do? Government proposes to ask for a grant which is not 
specitied. That also, I submit, is utterly inconsistent with the provisions 
of the law. If you will look to the Government of India Act which I wrill 
just now read out, you will find that it is clearly stated that when the House 
will exercise its right of reducing a demand, it will do so in respect of any 
specified sum for which the grant is being asked for. We are being asked 
to vote for Y which is equal to Z-X. Z we know; X we do not know and 
T also we do not know, but we have been asked to vote for Y which we 
hate the power to reduce as well. This is inconsistent with the Act and is 
clearly inconsistent with the rules of the Bengal Legislative Assembly. If 
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yon look at section 79(2), you will find that “so much of the said estimatos 
as relates to other expenditure — that amounts to voted expenditure — shall 
be submitted in the form of demands for grants to the Legislative 
Assembly and the Legislative Assembly shall have the power to absent 
or refuse to assent to any demand or to assent to a demand subject to 
a reduction of the amounts spwified therein”. Therefore, there must be 
a specified sum stated for which the demand is being asked for. We can* 
not vote for the entire demand because the position taken up by Govern* 
ment is that the expenditure incurred between 1st April and 24th April i$ 
outside the purxiew of the Legislature. This rule is made more clear by the 
Bengal Legislative Assembly Procedure Rules, rule lOtJ, namely, that “each 
demand shall contain, fir.st, a statement of the total grant proposed,” which 
i§ absent with regard to the demand which tlie Government today proposes 
to place before the Legislature, “and then a statement of the detailed 
estimates under each grant, divided into items” which also obviously cannot 
be supplied. Sir, therefore for all these three reasons which 1 have sub** 
mitted before you the budget demand which is i>roposcd to be placed 
before the House this afternoon cannot be proceeded with. 

It may be argued, Sir, if I may so anticipate, that it was done in Orisiia 
and Assam. My submission would be that ttri.-^sa and Assam d«) not apply 
to the peculiar circumstances with which we are concerned in Bengal. . lu 
fact, what was done in Ctrissa and Assam indirectly strengthens our case and 
that was that the entire budget after revocutitm of secti(»n !t«l had to be placed 
before the Provincial Assembly. In one case the point of order was not 
raised and in another cose the point of order was raised and the Speaker 
ruled otherwise. There the Speaker held that it was not necessary to bring 
before the Legislature the expenditure which has been incurred in the 
Governor's budget under section ttd, but he was not prepared to give a 
ruling. In fact, there wuh no occasion for the budget to be split into parU 
and some portion of it dealt with in a previous session of the Legislature 
which bad been sub.seciuently suspended, merging all expenditure in a 
Governor's budget. I know that the matter is m>t without difficulty, but 
1 do make my submission with regard to the legal and constitutional posi- 
tion as we see it. As I started by saving I shall not utilise this occasion 
for criticising the manner in which section has bevn brought into opera- 
tion, but there is one aspect of the matter which the Hcuise cannot ignore^ 
In the communique that was i.*sued by the G.overnor necessitating the 
operation of section Od, he said that thi.s was necessary to grant supplies to 
the province. And now on his own .showing on the 24th of April, it is 
found that after the Ministry of his own choice has been placed in power, he 
realised that the con.stitutional and legal position required that the budget 
will have to be brought back to the Legislature again. Who are his adivseraf 
Are they paid by the Bengal Government or paid from their own pockets or 
from the pockets of the Governor of the province!' ^ 

Mr. SPEAKER: Dr. Mookerjee, may I interrupt you for a minutef 
You are discussing a constitutional question of great importance. 1 would 
request you while discussing this question to discuss the whole affair 
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diapaAMonately from the point of riew of the constitution and the law and 
I would request you not to bring in a matter of passion, and I think that 
will be better. 

Dr. SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERdfeE: Sir, I shall be as dispassionate 
as possible. I am not bringing in an unconstitutional- question. You have 
said a number of times and we know also that the Speaker is the custodian 
of the rights and privileges of the members of the House. The point, in 
my opinion, is one which affects the privilege of the House, and if you rule, 
we shall not discuss the point. I shall bow down to your decision. The 
reason why I brought this last point is this : the Legislature has the preroga- 
tive to pass the financial estimate for the entire year. Now the I^tegislature 
was suspended by the Governor acting in his own discretion under section 
93 before the budget could be completed. My point is that when on the 
24th of April the Legislature was revived again, why, Sir, should this order 
or proclamation proroguing the Legislature have been made? Why was 
not the Legislature called on the 25th or'2Gth April? Now that the Consti- 
tution was again functioning, let the Legislature meet and consider the 
matter de notw. I am not going to impute any motive as to whether it was 
necessary to give sufficient time and opportunity to the new favoured 
Ministry to gain more votes. But I am simply speaking with reference 
to the rules of the Hou.se. Section 1)3 was brought into creation for the 
purpose of giving supplies to the province and on the 24th April when the 
constitution was brought hack into creation, immediately the Legislature 
was prorogued and after three months we are meeting here today not to say 
anything in respect of the period from the 1st April to the 24th April and 
to make legal, illegal and unauthorised expenditure between 24th April 
and July, 11)43. This, I submit, Sir, is certainly a serious and unparalleled 
encroachment on the liberty and privilege of the House as a Legislature. 
Of course, it has nothing to do with the other constitutional and legal points 
which I have raised as regards the presentation and passing of the budget 
demands in respect of the year 1943-44. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I want to be clear in my mind, Dr. Mookerjee. Let 
US understand clearly what exactly your point of order is. I understand 
the negative part of it. It means that the demand as brought before this 
House is not in order. 

Dr. SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERJEE: That I have said 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is a negative aspect and do I understand that 
your positive aspect of thi.s thing is that the entire budget should be brought 
before the House or the entire budget for the year minus the expenditure 
kiourred between the 1st April and the 24th April should be brought before 
Ike House? WTiat is your exact constructive suggestion? 

Dr. SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERJEE: I am glad that you have put it 
in that direct form. My submission to you, in the first place, is that the 
entire budget strictly in accordance with the provisions of law has to be 
brought before the Bengal Legislative Assembly including the portiott 
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betweea the 1st April and the 24th April, 1943, and the rensone which I 
have given I do not wish to re-enumerate. On the other hand, you may 
hold that the expenditure actually incurred during the period when the 
Governor’s budget was in operation is authorised expenditure and need not 
come back to the Legislative Assembly at all which, as I pointed out, ia not 
even in accordance with the spirit of the special powers which were speci- 
fically given to the Governor before the Provincial Autonomy portion came 
into being. In any case the entire budget has to come in a revised form 
from the 24th April, 1943, to 31st March, 1JG4. There is no escape from 
that position. But my submission wouhl be that even the portion which 
was included in the Governor’s budget has to come back unless some steps 
are taken by Government to make it charged expenditure and debar it from 
the vote of the Legislature. Then also it must come and it will then come 
for mere discussion, but it cannot effect the expenditure which has already 
been incurred. But there must be some lawful sanction for the expenditure 
which is now going to be incurred in the province. 

Mr« SPEAKER: May I then take it that your viewpoint is that all that 
happened in March have lapsed altogether and the budget has got to be 
presented afresh and all the birmalities gone into afresh and then voting 
should also be gone into? If I dei iile that it should be with regard to that 
part only which is not covered b> the period from the 1st April to the 24th 
April, then with regard to that portion and if I deciile that the entire thing 
should come, then with regard to the entire budget. Do I take it in that 
way ? 

Oft SYAM APR ASAD MOOKERJEE: So far a.s the demands which 
were voted upon b> the Assembh in March session are crmcerned, my 
humble subniis.sion that they are dead ami gone and the province started 
with the Governor’h bu<lget as [»assed umler the procluiiiution. Now, mo far 
as your second que.stion is concerned, namely, the procedure to be adopted, 
that, Sir, is a point of detail. But if \ou look to the Assam and Orissa 
precendents, you will find that there also the entire revined estimate was 
placed before the Legislature The Finance Minister got up and made a 
statement. He exjdained the circumstances under which in the midst of 
the j*ear the financial statement had to lie brought before the Assembly and 
there was voting of grants in accordance with the A.ssembly Rules. Here 
as to whether there should be entire voting or there should be curtailment 
of days, these are questions of detail which after the main point has been 
decided by you, you may discuH.s with the Leader of the House and the leaders 
of different parties and it may he possible to come to some sort of agreement. 
But the fundamental point is that the budget, as presented now in part, is 
entirely out of order and cannot be proceeded with. There can be only one 
financial estimate under section 78. This is conceded to by Government. 
The portion of the Budget we are asked to vote upon is different from the 
estimate placed before the House in February, inasmuch as the period has 
been reduced from one year to eleven months and one week. This cannot 
be done without bringing forward a revised Financial Estimate, abrogating 
the one int^nced in February. 
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Mr. fUREHDRA HATH‘BISWAtl On a point of order, Sir. My 
point is that so far as the demand that is coming before us is concerned, it 
must be specific because members of this House have every power to move 
a motion for reduction of the demand. Unless the amount of demand is 
specified, no such motion can be in order. So, Sir, apart from other ques- 
tions, fiv)m this point of view also we can rightfully demand that the demand 
which will be put forward before us must be a specific amount. Therefore, 
Government must specify the amount of expenditure that has been made 
from the Ist April to the 24th April and we may reduce the demand that may 
be put forward before us. 

(At this stage the House was adjourned for lo minutes.)

Th« HMl'bIt Mr. TULSi CHANDRA C08WAMI: 1 first of all 

know, Sir, if I shall have the right to speak again? 

Mr. SPEAKER: As many times as you like, Wause tins is not 
strictly a formal debate. This is a matter involving great constitutional 
questions. That is why I want to have your assistance. So I am not 
going to disallow anybody to speak. If I can get a little bit of assistance, 
it will always be very much weborae. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TULSI CHANDRA C08WAMI: Mr Speaker, 1 shall 
try briefly to present our point of view in this matter. It is admitted on 
all hands that this is an unprecedented situation. It is also admitted that 
the privileges of this House have to be respected. There is one point of 
view’ — and a point of view* wdiich has some force behind it — that after the 
authentication by His Excellency the Governor the budget is complete. 
There is another point of view, and that is our point of view, that for the 
sake of propriety at any rate we should approach the Assembly for its 
assent with regard to demands on which the Assembly has not yet expressed 
its aasent. It is a right of thi.s House to vote supplier; it is its inherent 
right. AVe take up this attitude, that for a period of 24 days there waa 
no constitutional government in the usual sense, that is to say, there was 
no parliamentary government. Therefore the exjienditure incurred during 
that period wa« incurred on the authority of His Excellency the Governor. 
For the rest of the financial year, we have to come before this House for 
supplies and I take it that having the assent of the House with regard to 
18 demands we ought to get your assent with regard to the remaining 
demands. There is no question of lapse here. AVe begin where we left; 
that is our position. That is to say, it is like Rip ATan AA'inkle having 
gone to sleep and waking up after 24 days and taking up the threads of 
life from the time when he went to sleep. AA"e have got to pick up the 
thread; that is the correct point of view. Vi'e might bring in legal argu- 
ments and quibbles, but really the votes of this House on the demands 
last session have not lapsed. AA> are beginning again; we are continuing 
our work— the work that had been cut short in certain extraordinary circum- 
stances. Therefore I submit to you, Sir, that we are perfectly in order in 
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asking for the Tote of the House on the remaining grants. (Dr. J. M. Da» 
Gupta: Verj^ late!) We have had to take some time to summon the Legis- 
lative Assembly, but you eannot say that we have not ^en a wy early 
opportunity in getting the Legislature summoned. My point of view, 
therefore, is quite simple, namely, that we should begin from where we 
had left. 

As regards the supposed analogy of Orissa and Assam, ,it must be 
remembered that there was no budget in those provinoes when section 93 
was revoked. Therefore, a whole budget had to be jiresented before the 
Legislature, and the situation therefore was quite different. Here the whole 
budget was presented for the year 1943-44. That budget was partly dis- 
cussed. but the discussion was not completed. Now we want you to com- 
plete the discussion. Therefore I feel that we are justified in taking up 
the stand we have taken and in asking you. Sir, to allow the Ministers to 
move the demands which have not so far been moved. 

Mn DHIRENORA MATH DATTA: May I put one question to tbo 
Hon’ble Minister through you. Sir^ The aiuount is not specified. May I 
know what is the amount? 


The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: The amount has not 
been specified for the simple reason that we cannot yet know what amount 
actually and exactly was spent. (Mr. Jooksh Cii.^ndra Gupta: That is 
our difficulty.) (Maulvi Abu Hossain Sarkih: That is our complaint.) 
As a matter of fact, you will find from the Government of India Act that 
what the Assembly votes is the maximum amount, i.e., a sum not exceed- 
ing that amount, that may be spent 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: AVe are not in the liritLsIi Parliament. 

Mr. M. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: Not in the (ioveriiment of India Act. 
Find out some other Act. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA G08WAMI: The point really i» 
that what we are asking for is the amount whi<*h we cannot exi’eed. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH Bt8WA8. Nobody (luarrels with that pr>si- 
tion. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TUL8I CHANDRA C08WAMI: If we are to exceed 
the amounts voted, we will have to come to the House for supplementary 
demands, but every year we have surpluses left over. Therefore, the amount 
of the demand specified is the maximum amount that the I/egislaiure allowa 
the Government to spend under a particular head. That maximum amount 
is arrived at after certain calculations but there always remain an unspent 
balance so that in ease we have to exceed that amount, we have to oomo 
again to the Legislature. If you are anxioua to Anew the proboblt amount 
of expenditure for the period from 1st April to 24th April,, it woulc^ bo 
aometbing like l/15th of the whole year’s demand, i.e., 7 per cent. Thai 
gives an approximate idea. As long as we do not exceed the total amount 
I think it would be quite all right; that is to say, we should not be allowed

to spend anything beyond • the amounts we are asking for taking into 
account what has been spent by His Excellency. 

Mr. SANTOiH KUMAR BAiUs I fully sympathise with the diffi- 
culties of the Hon'ble Finance Minister. His difficulties are many and 
immense and he has narrated these difficulties before the House. He cannot 
find out how much has been spent during that fateful period from 1st April 
to 24th April. He cannot find out the section which authorises him to 
bring forward a demand not exceeding a certain amount. He cannot find 
out the relevant section of the Government of India Act which legalises 
the demand which he has made and he says in the circumstances that is 
the best they can do and therefore asks the Legislature almost as a matter 
of grace to allow them to tide over this difficulty. Now, Sir, I was really 
waiting for some light to be thrown by the Hon’ble Finance Minister upon 
the legal position and he has frankly stated that he has failed to point out 
the section which would allow them or authorise them to bring forward 
the demand in the form that they have brought without specifying the 
amount at all but only stating that we shall not exceed so much amount 
under this particular head. I do not desire to take up the time of the 
House by discussing the matter at any great length particularly in view 
of the inability pleaded by the Hon’ble Finance Minister to point out the 
relevant section which justifies the claims that they are making. 

TN Hofl*lllt Mr. TULtI CHANDRA C08WAMI: There cannot be 
emy relevant section but a position like this was never contemplated. 

Mr. SANTOtH KUMAR BASU: Therefore, if 1 may humbly ad^dse the 
Hon’ble Finance Minister that it would be better to ask the Government 
of India to get His Majesty’s Government to amend the Government of 
India Act for the purpose of tiding over the difficult situation that has been 
created. My honourable frien<l says that there are no relevant sections 
available because the relevant situation never arose before, but that would 
cot satisfy the Legislature and the requirements of the law. In these 
circumstances, I would ask him to withdraw the demand in the form in 
which it has been presented, to think over the matter and try to bring it 
within the four corners of the law, this vade-mecum, the Government of 
India Act, which guides him and everybody else, and thus satisfy the law 
us it stands today. 

Mr. iPEAKBR: Mr. Basu, I think we are often beside the point. We 
are not here discussing the conduct of Ministers or of the Government. I 
4iuite understand that while discussing a point of order sometimes it becomes 
necessary to discuss the conduct of persons who have proceeded in a parti- 
eiular way but the main point here for our consideration is a great consti* 
^tional point. If the Hon’ble Finance Minister cannot render much 
atsistanoe, that is no reason why we should shirk our responsibility. 

Mr. iANTOBN KUMAR BASUl Not at all. Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER I If the law does not make any specific provision, so 
long as the law is not amended we cannot suspend our work. Administn- 
turn must go on. Therefore we have got to proceed in a certain manner. 
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Mr. SHAMtUOOIN AHMIO: Section 93 ie them. 

Mr. SPEAKER: We have to admit that section 93 is not applicable in 

»8e like this. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: It wa8 not applicable on the 3 let of March 
either. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I want your assistance to solve this difficult problem 
and the points as I have been able to understand are these. First of all, 
in the circumstances that have arisen, what is budget that should 
really come before the House? Is it to be the entire thing afresh, that is, 
is it to be that part which has been voted upon including that portion 
which has already been expended under the authorisation of the Governor, 
or is it to be minus that sum ; in other words, is it to be the entire thing 
including the 24 da 3 *s or is it to be the entire thing excluding the 24 days, 
or is it to be onlj' that part which was not voted upon including the 24 days 
or excluding the 24 days? These are the possible alternatives with regard 
to the guanturn, if I may use that expression, of the budget that has been 

presented before the House. That is the substantive part. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: There is one other point whether the 

Government does not find itself in such a morass that there is no way out 

of the difficulty. 

Mr. SPEAKER: These are my difficulties. For my guidance I am 
asking your advice. This is the substantive part. Then comes the 
question of procedure. What is the procedure to be followed with regard 
to whatever part we think should come before the House and in what 
manner. These are questions which require consideration in a case like 
this. 

Mr. DHiRENDRA NATH DUTTA: We all know that the amount 
must be definite and specifii'. 

Mr. SPEAKER: In other words it appears to me that the question to 
be solved requires a decision on these three points, namely, what is the 
effect on the budget presented by the last Ministry of the prorogation, of 
the proclamation and the subsequent steps taken by the Governor conse- 
quent on the proclamati(>n and revocation (d the proclamation and on the 
change of Government. These are the points that appear to me to require 
consideration and decision. Now I shall be glad if an^' of j’ou can give 
me any assistance in these matters. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, if .vou will kindly refer to section 7H(J) 
of the Government of India Act, you will find that the Governor shall in 
respect of every financial year cause to be laid before the Chamber or 
Chambers of the Legislature a statement of the estimated receipts and 
expenditure .of the province for that year, in this part of this Act referred 
to as the ''annual financial statement''. Sir, that was done in February 
last: the financial statement was caused to be laid by the Governor before 
the Assembly in February last. Then, Sir, if you refer to rule 14 of the 
Bengal Legislative Assembly (Governor's) Buies, you will find therein 
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that “on a day or days to be appointed by the OoTertor exeTcisin^ his 
individual judgment subsequent to the day on which the budget Is j^ressiited 
and for such time as the Governor exercising his individual judgment may 
allot for this purpose, the Assembly shall be at liberty to discuss thtc budget 
as a whole or any question of principle involved therein, but no motion 
shall be moved nor shall the budget be submitted to the vote of the 
Assembly at this stage.” That stage was also gone through. Therefore 
section 78 is the substantive section and rule 14 of the Governor’s Rules 
lays down the procedure for the general discussion of the budget. So far 
as that stage is concerned that was completely gone through. Therefore, 
the entire budget in the sense that it is a financial statement need not be 
placed before the Assembly because that has already been done. All the 
provisions of section 78 of the Government of India Act and rule 14 
of the Governor’s Rules have been complied with. The next stage then 
comes and that is with regard to .section 79 of the Government of India 
Act. There they have divided between the (‘barged and other expenditure 
first and then say, “So much of the said estimates as relates to other 
expenditure shall be submitted, in the form of demands for grants, to the 
Legislative Assembly, and the Legislative Assembly shall have power to 
assent, or to refuse to assent, to any demand or to assent to a demand sub- 
ject to a reduction of the amount specified therein”. There we find that 
the amount to be specified is the amount to be reduced. It has not been 
said that the demand for grant should specify any amount. It is simply 
misleading and the Opposition is trying to mislead the Assembly by what 
they have so far said. 

Then, Sir, the Rules of Business of the Assembly lay down the 
procedure. I am referring to rule 107 which says, “No motion for appro- 
priation can be made, except on the recommendation of the Governor” and 
“Motions may be moved at this stage to reduce any grant but not to 
increase or alter the destination (*f a grant.” If you. Sir, kindly compare 
section 79(2) of the Government of India A(‘t with section 107 of the 
Assembly Procedure Rules, you will find that the appropriate sections and 
rules have been fully complied with. According U\ the motions which are 
known by the name of cut motions, they were moved in the Assembly with 
reference to 18 of the demands which have been as.sented to by this House. 
No question whether section 93 was there t>r not or the House was prorogued 
or not. the subjects under those 18 heads were assented to by thi.s Assembly, 
and the question of lapsing does not aris<*. With regard to the 16 other 
items for which motions were pending before the House, not because of 
section 98, but bec'ause of the prorogation of the House, those motions 
lapsed under the rules of business of this Assembly. 

Now, Sir, individual Ministers have again given notice of motiona 
concerning the 16 demands which were not voted upon by the Assembly 
in the last session, and here we should proceed under section 107(7) of the 
Assembly Procedure Rules. These motions have been given notice of by 
the Ministers concerned; the motions a^*4>efore the Assembly; under the 
rules honourable members of this House are entitled to table cut motions 
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and that they have done and they are now to be considered by the House. 
Sir, I do not find that there is any other procedure that is laid down either 
in the Government of India Act or in our Procedure Rules. Sir, the 
Government have been proceeding absolutely in accordance with the provi- 
sions contained in the Government of India Act and the Procedure Rules 
of this Assembly. Perhaps members of the Opposition are thinking of the 
procedure followed in the House of Commons. There, there is a Finance 
Act, but we have no such procedure with regard to the budget of this 
province. The budget i'^ considered piecemeal by the Assembly and there 
is no such procedure here that the Finance Act has to be passed. In 
England the question of the entire budget as a piece of legislation comes 
in, but here no such question does arise. The only question is that the 
financial statement has to he laid before the House and that was done in 
accordance with the provisions of law. Now only the remaining portion 
of the budget has got to be taken up. Therefore. Sir, 1 re<|uest j^ou to 
hold that the procedure that ha.s Wn ailopted by Government is perfectly 
in order. 

Mr. ISWAR DAS JALAN: Mr. Speaker,. Sir, it appears to me that 
there are some misapprehensions when you ask the House to suggest as to 
how this defect can be remedied. Why I say this, Sir, is this. It is for 
the sponsors of the resolution to find out as to whether a particular resolu- 
tion which they are jdaciiig before -the House is in order or nf>t. So far 
as you the Speaker are concerned, your duty is to decide as to whether the 
motion which is Indore tlie House is in order or not. The moment you 
come to the decision that tliis motion is not in order, it is for the Govern- 
ment to find out proper ways and remedies and they may consult their 
legal advisers or they may consult His Exiellencv the Governor or 
Mr. Amery or any hod \ the\ like. So far as this House is concerned and 
80 far as your duty is concerned, you are simply to decide as to whether 
this motion is in order or not and not bother your head al>oJit the <onstruc- 
tive proposal as to what should be done by the (rovernment. If the Govern- 
ment feel that there is no way out of it, then it will he for the Government 
to move Parliament to amend the law as suggested by iny learned friend 
Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee. If there he any way to justify any proposals 
which will regularise the whole thing, let them come forward with their 
proposals and be prepared to support them in the Hous**. A very sad 
spectacle has been shown by the Hon’ble Finam^e Minister in defending 
his own proposal. He has simply stated something was done before section 
93 came into operation, something was left out, we are now weaving the 
thread; but that is no answer to the legal proposition which is before the 
House. There is the Government of India Act; there are the^rules which 
have got to he interpreted, and I respectfully submit, Sir, that the learnetl 
Speaker should only decide as to whether this motion is in order, and if 
be finds it irf not in order then he must throw it out and it is for the 
Government to find out a remedy to remedy the situation. 

Mr. C. GRIFFITHS: May I say a few words, Sir, to simplify the 
matter F The greater portion of the budget was passed by the previous 
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Awembly and the leaser portion had to be paesed. Then -the Goremor takes 
oTer and passes the entire budget. Now what happens? We hare been 
given a new Cabinet and only a portion to pass; how mnst we pass the 
Jot? Well, if we are given a portion we cannot pass the lot, and as we 
have to pass the lot we cannot be given a portion. Therefore it is not in 
order. (Applause from the Opposition benches.) 

Rai HARCNDRA NATH OHAUDHURIS Mr, Speaker, Sir, there is no 
doubt that the question before the House bristles with difficulties, but, Sir, 
the basic consideration that ought to guide us in finding a correct answer 
to the question is, I think, whether the budget is a unitary document or 
not. It is true that there is no provision for a Finance or an Appropria- 
tion Act in the Constitution Act but at the same time it is true that the 
budget as envisaged in the Government of India Act of 1935 is a unitary 
document. In support of my proposition, Sir, I would invite your atten- 
tion to section 78(1). You will notice that sub-section (1) of section 78 
runs thus : 

“The Governor shall in sespect of every financial year cause to be laid 
before the Chamber or Chambers of the Legislature a statement 
of the estimated rec‘eipt8 and expenditure of the province for that 
year, in this part of the Act referred to as ‘the Annual Financial 
Statement’.” 

There can be no doubt, Sir, that the statement envisaged in section 78(1) 
is one statement, one document. 

Then, Sir, you will notice that in section 80 it is said that (1) the 
Governor shall authenticate by his signature “a schedule” specifying such 
and such things, and then sub-section (2) of section 80 refers to “the 
schedule so authenticated.” So also sub-section 3 of section 80 refers to 
“the schedule” so authenticated. 8o, you will see that the budget even 
in this Legislature has to be one financial statement comprising certain 
estimates under certain head.s of revenue and estimates under certain heads 
of expenditure. Then Sir, you will notice that the budget has got to be 
approved or rather authenticated in one schedule which will authenticate 
all the several sums required for charged expenditure as a ell as the grants 
that have been voted by the liCgislature. That is, Sir, undeniable. Not only 
that. If you turn to the memorandum that has been circulated, the very 
first paragraph of the memorandum says that “the Government are advised 
that on the revocation of proclamation under section 93 of the Ooveimnant 
of India Act the grants authorised by the Governor cease to have foroi> and 
the revivedfopenition of sections 78, 79 and 80 requires that all expisnditure 
incurre<l after the revocation of the proclamation shall be coveted by a 
schedule duly authenticated under section 80”. This schedule, Sir, must 
refer to all expenditure under all heads. This schedule cannot refer only 
to those heads of expenditure which were not passed in the last session of 
the Assembly. The schedule contemplated here will have to cover expendi- 
ture under all budget heads. If that be so, Sir, there is no escape from 
the conclusion that the whole budget estimates of “the annual financial 
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gtateMni"’ as it is called incorporating expenditure under all the heada» 
have got to be presented or represented to this House. 

Then, Sir, you will see that the notificiition that was issued after thfr 
promulgation of the proclamation under section 93 also took the view that 
the budget was a unitary document. The notification did not take any 
notice of the fact that grants under certain heads of expenditure were 
passed by the Ijegislature. The notification included the m'hole of the 
annual estimate of expenditure for 1943-44 — heads of expenditure which 
were passed by the Assembly as well as heads of expenditure which wero 
not passed by the Assembly. Therefore, the notification clearly proceeded 
on the footing that the annual statement as referred to in section 78(1) is 
one unitary statement. 

Sir, the learned Chief Whip of the Government Party made a slight 
mistake in the matter of dates. He said that the grants that were made 
by the Assembly were not wiped out by the proclamation under section 93. 
If that be so, he ought to have informed the House why then the notifica-> 
tion under the proclamation included those heads of expenditure which 
were passed by the Assembly. Why were not those grants that were 
passed selected to be the subject of an authenticated sc^hedule under section 
80? But he went further and even said that those votes were nullified 
by the prorogation of the Assembly before. He made a mistake there, I 
believe. The Assembly was prorogued at least 2-') days after the proclama- 
tion was issued, that is, after the notification passing the annual estimate 
of expenditure for 1943-44 was issued. Then, Sir, you have been asked 
by the Government to hold that these motions are all in order. If you do 
hold that view, what would be the consequence? In the first place, your 
decision, Sir, will mean that the budget is not a unitary document. Your 
decision will mean that the budget can be taken and passed piecemeal and 
that certain portions of the budget can be passed in one session and certain 
others in another session. Your decision wall further mean in that case 
that the budget will have to be authenticated not by one s(;he<]u]e but by 
more than one schedule. Your decision, if it is in favour of the Govern- 
ment view, will land us in so many difficulties; and not only the budget 
will have to be taken piecemeal and authenticated piecemeal which is not 
the scheme of the Government of India Act but even demands for grant# 
will have to be 4 >assed which are all uncertain, unascertained and of 
unspecified amounts. My friend, Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee quoted to 
you sub-section (2) of section 79 which speaks of ‘"amount specified". I 
will^ Sir, invite your attention to section 80 which also speaks of definite 
amounts. Section 80(1 )(a) refers to the grants made by the Assembly 
under Ibe last preceding section, that is section 79 which speaks of specified 
amount. Sub-section (6) of section 80(1) refers to the "several sums" 
required to meet the expenditure charged on the revenues of the province, 
and the proviso to sub-section (1) of section 80 runs thus: "Provided that, 
if the Assembly have refused to assent to any demand for a grant or have 
assented to such a demand subject to a reduction of the amount specified 
therein, the Governor may, in bis opinion, etc., etc." You will find again, 
8ir, the words "the amount specified therein". You will therefore see 
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that BO far as the Government of India Act and the relevant sections 
regarding presentation and passing of the budget are concerned, they speak 
oaly of definite sums and of specified amounts. The motions which have 
now been presented before the House are therefore, I submit, irregular. 
In answer to your specific question as to “what then is your idea, do you 
think that* the whole budget will have to.be brought before the Assembly", 
I say “yes", Wause I hold that the budget is considered as a unitary 
document in the Government of India Act. If you will further enquire 
“well, what w'ill be the position of the amounts that have been spent during 
the interval between the Ist April and the 24th April", to that I cannot 
giv4 a definite answer now* and here immediately. It is a very diflScult 
point and I believe Government will have to take the advice of their law 
officers, and we on our side shall 

MFi SPEAKER: What is your last point which you are talking about? 

Rti HARENORA NATH CHAUDHURI: As regards the amount that 
was spent during the period from the Ist April to the 24th April, whether 
this amount wdll appear as a charged amount or not, or how' this amount 
will appear in the budget, that is a very difficult point and on that point, 
I am sure, Government will take the opinion of their law* officers 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. (Iiaudhuri, may I interrupt you for a moment? 
Government certainly have got the opinion of their legal officers and their 
opinion it appears is clear to this effect that they’ are asking for the assent 
of the Assembly to that part of the demands only whi(‘h were not voted 
upon minus the expenditure incurred between the 1st April and the 24th 
April. 

||>. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: ('an we be supplied with u copy of the 
legal Opinion taken by Government for your help at least, because w’e are 
informed on the authority of one of the highest Government law officers 
in Bengal that he was never approached and he never gave any opinion. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Mr Spe^iker, Sir, the point you 
liave to decide is w'hether the law or the practice of this House considers the 
Iiudget as one piet'e. In the House of Commons they bring in an Appro- 
priation Bill and then it is passed as one piece of legislation and called the 
Financial Act. Here, on the other hand, Sir, during mj^limited experience 
of this Assembly, we pass demands and grants. Government as such does 
not come in at all. It is the Governor who sends the financial statement 
and it is he who authenticates everything. The agents of the Governor here 
are the officers of the Crown called Ministers. 

Now, Sir, an interesting point for you and me to consider iaiiot only 
the letter of the law but also the spirit and the actual facts of the situation 

they were and are. Those who are opposing the introduction of these 
demands today w-ere the |»eople who appealed f«r our support ami they 
managed to get it for the 18 grants already passed up to the 28th Mar'ih 
last. The remaining 16 are also their own projHisals. What will happen 
to the expenditure between the 1st and the 24ih April, 19441, Ls a matter 
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which does require serious consideration, but from the way I look at the 
position now before us, I am of the opinion that this House cannot, and 
under the law, is not allowed to accept the budget as one single piece of 
legislation. Mr. Speaker, Sir, 18 grants have already been passed by the 
Assembly and there are 16 grants yet to be passed. (Interruption.) I beg 
of you, Sir, to stop these interruptions. I have control over mfself but I 
shall not tolerate these interruptions. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: We want to be onlijrhtened by 
Mr. Siddiqi on the point of law. ^ 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8I0DIQI: I cannot htdp dunces,

I have got to allow a obtain 
amount of latitude. The members are not trained lawyer.s arguing before a 
court. 


Mr. dOCE8H CHANDRA CUPTA: He is a barrister. 


Mr. SPEAKER: He may l>e a Ixirrister and there arc others who may 
be barri.sters. You yourself are a Uirrister. You will address the court in 
one way and when you address this House you will address in a different 
way.

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: A point of order, Sir, as I have 
always understood it, is a point on which the Chair gives its ruling, I 
would like to quote an Urdu idiom to put the objections raised in their proper 
setting.

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submit is that much has been made of the rule containing the words 
schedule’'. As you ruled yestegw||y under the General Clauses Act, a 
singular covers the plural and therefore “a schedule” may also go into the 
plural and mean more than one schedule. The Governor could very well 
have presei|ted a schedule to us for the 18 items pawd and another for the 
period fro^iTthe Ist to the 24th April and a third for the remainder of the 
period. ”A schedule” does not necessarily meau only one schedule covering 
all the aspects of the problem. 

Dfa SYAflAPRASAD MOOKERilEE: May 1 ask my honourable friend 
Mr. Siddiqi to explain one point? 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: I shall not give explanations beyond 
those I have already submitted. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Let him ramble. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: If this kind of thing is allowed 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: If that kind of thing is allowed this 
kind of thing may also be ollowed. 

Mr. SPEAKER: If my decision is that this motion is in order you will 
lose a pretty good time. Therefore it is better that you should not interrupt 
him.* Let us hear him. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Eighteen grants have been passed 
and there are only 16 grants remaining. These are their own demands. 
The main point to which I beg to draw your attention is whether this House 
has diacussed the budget according to the rules and according to the lines 
laid down by the Act. 

Dr. SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERJEE: May I just ask one question of my 
friend Mr. Siddiqi? He was, I believe, supporting the Government, but in 
one of his last sentences he said there was a reference under section 80 to a 
schedule, and that it might mean more than one schedule. Does he suggest 
that this is a new schedule which the Governor is now asking the House to 
approve? Is it the same schedule or are two schedules necessary? Is 
he supporting Government, or is he supporting us? 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: If you permit me. Sir, I shall 

answer it. I have never said . (Interruption.) TTill you please stop 

the interruption? If this sort of thing is permitted, we 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Siddiqi, you have been a member in this House 
for a pretty long time and you know one another. 

TKt Hon’blf Khwajt Sir NAZIMUDDIN: That is not fair, Sir. There 
is no reason why a special license should be granted to one. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have never suggested that. I have never done that. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Does the Hon’ble Minister mean that it 
^fipliet to Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi or anybody else? 
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Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: In this House whenever e oonsti* 
tutional point has arisen 1 have never tififken as a party man and I hope to 
God I shall not. Speaking with that attitude of mind I wont to inform the 
honourable member from the University of Calcutta that a schedule has not 
been given because iiSl perhaps the intention of the Governdr give one 
schedule for all grants. He could have given two and he couKfnStave given 
half a. dozen. Does' that meet his query? 

Mr. SUREN DR A NATH BISWAS: I would add only one argument 
to the arguments of my esteemed friend, Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuii. 
Supposing the motion is in order you would have to allow the members of 
this House to move motions for reduction. You know that in moving* ci 
motion for reduction of a grant a specified amount by which the demand has 
to be reduced htis got to be mentioned. If the amount of the grant is not 
known how c^an any member move a motion for reducing the Udjil amount 
by any amount? Therefore I am of opinion that this motion cannot be held 
to be in order. 

Mr. MANMATHA NATH ROY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 

Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR; May I say, Sir, a few 
words ? 

Mn SPEAKER: I have already called Mr. Manmalha Nath Roy. 

Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: We are far away to catch 
your eyes. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 shall remember that. 

Mr. MANMATHA NATH ROY: The procedure hiid down by the 
Government of India Act for the prep;imtion of the annual financial state- 
ment for the year 1943-44 was not completefl in March last as the voting 
was interrupted on the 29th March. Tlie Government of India Act contem- 
plates that a statement in order to be complete must provide for supplies to 
all the different departments. This procedure was not completed. It was 
followed by the Governor’.s budget. What was the result? The result was 
that the voting which took place up to the 28th of March lapsed. Therefore 
it is clear that another financial statement for the year 1943-44 has now to 
be introduced again in this House. With regard to the question as to 
whether the financial statement would cover the expenditure for the period 
from Ist April to 24th April I am also definitely of opinion tha< (he 
expenditure during this period must find a place in that financial statement. 
Of (onrs* all the items of this period will be open to criticism but the 
question whether they can be vcfted upon is a question which is not free 
from difficulty. 

Mr. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, After 
the presentation of the budget in the last session I think it was presented 
as An item of business end not as several items of business. Under section 
IS of the Government of India Act this House is entitled to passing Hr or 
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throwing it out or passing it with reductions by way of cut motions. What- 
ever was done in the last session/.! think, Sir, the budget was one entire 
piece of business and it is quite clear that it lapsed in its entirety as a result 
of the promulgation of section 93 or of the prorogation of the House. The 
budget contained several heads of expenditure and^^days were allotted for 
discussion ^n those heads and vote was actually taken on some of those 
heads of expenditure as demands for grants. The last date on which we 
met was the 29th of March and the House exercised its right of voting the 
demands up to the 27th of March. The entire budget, Sir, as it was 
presented to the House, was not passed in the last session. Some of the 
grants were voted upon already and then the unfortunate event happened on 
the morning of the 29th March when you, Sir, adjourned the House. Then 
came the prx)mulgation of section 93 of the Government of India Act on the 
night of the 3lHt of March and the rights and privileges of this House and 
the entire constitution were suspended. The budget was not passed even 
on the 31 st of March when section 93 was promulgated. This House was to 
jKiss the entire budget in the course of the last session but as soon as the 
oonstitution was .suspended it remained half finished, and then (^me in the 
authentionted budget of the Governor. The expenditure incurred thereafter 
from the 1st of April w^as not done from the budget ixtssed by this House 
but from the budget autheuticated by the (iovernor. Then on the 24th of 
April last sus[)ensiou of constitution was withdrawn and Ministers were 
np[K)iiited and the House regained its rights ami privileges. I ask, Sir, 
what would be the true interpretation of the withdrawal of section 93 on 
that (late when the rights and privileges of this House revived. Sir, my 
humble submission to you is tluit when the budget which could not be passed 
in the last session due to tliat unfortunate incident has again come before us, 
you must consider the whole as|)ect of the (vise before you give your ruling. 
Sir, after the withdrawal of section 93, the House was prorogued on the 
24th April, and I ask what is the effect of this prorogation? I submit that 
since the rights and privileges of this House revived after the revocation 
of section 93 and this House has agaiu got (X)utrol over the business which 
was left over during the budget ses.sion, the House must have the privilege 
of having the entire budget for its (xinsideration. 

Mr. 40CE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: Sir, it is a matter of unusual 
importanc'e and this is a question which ought to be discussed as beyond ony 
party jxditics. It not only concerns the privilege of the House but it also 
(x>ncerus the administration of the whole province. Therefore in discussing 
this question it is no use submitting before you certain opinion which is not 
supported by the provisions of the Government of India Act, 1935, which 
this House is Iwund to follow. The honourable member for the Calcutta 
University in bis iuimitiible style has placed before the House all the facta 
relating to thi.s important question. He has pointed out chronologically 
what has happened; he has also drawn attention of the House to the several 
sectMUM of the Government of India Act which must be complied with if we 
have got to pass a valid budget. I have not heard anything in reply to that 
either from the Hon’ble the Finance Minister or from the Chief Whip of the 
Government. The question is whether after the prorogation of the last 
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session of the Assembly it can be said ibat the remainiu |7 portion of the 
budget can be brought in and passed. The Hon’ble the Finance Minister said 
that the situation is unprecedented and therefore an unprecedented solution 
has been sought agaiait the provisions of the Government of Ii^idia Act, if 
I am not mistaken. But I have looked up the point and I wu# expecting 
that my friend Mr. Stark would at least assi>t the Speaker by pointing out 
what happened in his own country in such a situation. In this connection 
I may refer to page 499 of May’s ParliamenUiry Practice, Idth Edition, 
where it is kiid down tliat if prorogation or disjoint uui of Parliament takes 
place wdien the House is in possession ot the Appropriation Act, all the 
grants of the Commons are thereby nullified uinl the sjime must l)e voted 
again in the next session before a legal appr(»priation can be effected. 

Now, this clciirly puts the (jue.stion beyond any dou])1 . Admittedly in 
this case there has been a prorogijition. It the Assembly was simply 
adjourned for a time and then it re<»ssembled there could be some ground for 
arguing that the budget grants which remained to 1 h' piisse<l or voted uixm 
would be discussed. There may be .some ground tor arguing that the budget 
grants which remained to be ]Kis.>ed or voted u|hui can be <li.Hcussed though 
there are obvious <lifticultie,s having regard t<> the provisioirs ot the Act that 
it must l>e one annual stafemmit ami one .s<'hedule to be authenticated, but 
I submit the question ol prorogation is a settler. The prorogation is o 
constitutional irregularity, as tluTebv all tlie giants are nullified and the 
sums must he voted again in the next session before a legal appropriation 
can be effected. 1 almost thought that the (’hiet Whip of the (iovernment 
knew almut this provision ami therefori* he was trying to draw i\ distinction 
where none existed regarding I’inance Act ami Approjiriation Act. As yon 
are aware, Sir, even if the grants are voted upon lhe\ are not legalised until 
authentication of the scliedule just as grants voteil ujKm in tlie Ibirliameni 
are not legalised until there is the Appropiiation Act. Therefore if a 
ParlLiimeiit is <lissolved and prorogued before an Appropriation Act legidising 
the grant, all the graiit.s are iiullifieil and the sums must he voted again in 
the next .session. This, I suhniit, puts the whole question beyond any doubt 
and the way in whi<li the Government have put forward the propowils for 
voting upon the remaining grants must be held to be not in order, firstly, 
because of the fact of the prnrogat j<»n, secondly, becjiuse it c^innot l)e brought 
piecemeal, thirdly, because there cannot l»e more than <»ne annual statenienf, 
there cannot l>e more than one ant henticaf ion of the schwlule. If they 
wanted to bring it in any other way it would be irregular, if would be 
outside the provision.s of the Government of India Act — sections 78, 79, 81. 

Then again the question arises that unless .sperific grants are provided 
bow are we going to table cut msjtion? Your office will reject as out of 
order any cut motion which does not mention specifically the amount against 
which the cut motion is moved and who know*- that with an unspecified 
amount the cut motion will not exceed the amount which proWibly is oontem- 
plated in that grant. Having regard to all these insuperable difficulties I 
ask the Government to consider whether they will land themselves into a 
morasa by trving to get the renmining grants passed so that they will be 
lauded with a pieoemeal budget with two annual statements and idietber 
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afterwards there will be difficulties. I hope that you will give a ruling so 
that the expenditure of the province of Bengal may be legally incurred 
without any trouble, without having to go to law court to have a decision 
that this is beyond the acts of the Governor. This Assembly oanm>t do 
anything beyond the provisions of the Government of India Act. 

1 also would sound another note of warning. Let us hope that in this 
case they will not think of another ordinance either. That will also be 
beyond their fKjwers and we hope we shall not have to waste our time and 
that of the Judges in «invassing that such an ordinance is also ultra vires. 

^ With these words I hope you will hold that the mr)tion is not in order. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, I w^ant to say a few 

words on one p<)int only, viz., whether under the Government of India Act a 
budget is an indivisible unit. I will refer t-o section 78(2) of the Govern- 
ment of India Act. It says: The estimates of expenditure embodied in the 
annual financial statement shall show' separately — 

(a) the sums required to meet expenditure described by this Act as 
expenditure charged upon the revenues of tlie province; and 
(/>) the sums required to meet other expenditure profwsed to 1)0 made 
from the revenues of the province. 

I would also refer to rule 106 of our Rules of Business. It runs thus: 
A sei>arate demand shall ordinarily be made in respect of the amount pro- 
jmsed for each dejuirtnient of the Government provided, etc. A separate 
demand shall be presented. 

Now, a confusion lias arisen in the minds of many memWrs of the House 
on account of the fact that they have not reidised the distinction Wtween 
the procedure in the House of Commons and the procedure laid down by the 
Government of India Act. It has already been jwinted out that in Enghind 
a Finance Bill is pre.sented before Parliament. Now', w'heuever a Bill is 
presented, it cannot be {xassed piecemeal. There is a first reading of the 
Bill, then there is a second reading ami the Bill does not become law' unless 
it is jxassed in the third reading. But so far as our demands are concerned, 
these are not of that nature at all. Separate demands have to be brought 
and if one demand is passed, that is passed for all time to come subject only 
to the fact that it has to be authenticated by the Governor. There is no 
provision in law' under whicli a demand that has already been passed con be 
reopened in another session. Therefore, 1 think, the w’hole confusion has 
arisen on account of our failure to look into the distinction between the 
procedure as it obtains in England and the procedure laid down in the 
Government of India Act. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Khan, I am glad that you have introduced this 
thing, I shall l>e very glad if you point out what actmilly happens in the 
House of Commons. There a Finance Bill is introduced, it is debated upon 
and then passed or is there anything more? 

Tht Hoii’bit Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: I do not know the details. 
It is sure and certain that even in the House of Commons a Bill has to go 
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throiigrH several readings and it must go through the final reading before it 
can be passed. Therefore, I think if there is no doubt about that— 

.Mr. SPEAKER: You say that the procedure prescribed in the House 
of Commons is that there it is a Bill. The budget as it is presented here is 
not in the form of a Bill. It is only a demand presented before the House. 

8ANT08H KUMAR BA 8 U: May I just put one question? A very 
interesting jx)int has been raised by Mr. Tamizuddin Khan with regard to the 
analogy as to what takes place in the Uouse of Commons. There the budget 
is presented in the form of a Bill, one indivisible Bill. So far as this 
Legislature is concerned in section 78(1) the words used are “a statemSfnt 
of the estimated receipts and expenditure of the province for that year, in 
this part of this Act referred to as ‘the annual financial st 44 temenC.’' So 
that if it was a Bill, one single indivisible Bill in the House of Commons, it 
is one single indivisible annual statement before this Legislature. There is 
hardly any difference. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, I maintain that up till 

now no honourable member from the other side of the House has been able 
to show that there is any specific clause or section either in the Act or in the 
rules which is against the procedure that has been suggested by (Government 
in regularising the budget. A mere statement of what took place at the 

time when the Assembly was prtirogued or how it was prorogued does not 

.show that there is any clau.se in the Act which prevents Government from 
following this procedure. A tsintroversy has arisen whether the budget i« 
to be taken as one or it is to be taken piecemeal. I maintain with equal 
force as the honourable menji>ers on that side maintain that there is nothing 
in the Act in sections 78, 79 and 80 by which it (;4in be shown tlmt the budget 
is to be treated as one and not separately. As far as we are cxmcerned we 

have taken the best legal opinion and we liave l)een advised to follow the 

procedure which we have adopted. You your.self also know that the l>eHt 
legal opinion which (jovernment is entitled to tiike has been taken. The 
opinion is that the procedure tluit we are following is correct. If these 
honourable members who claim to be the members of the Bar also claim 
that they are l)etter judges of law, then of cour.se it is a different matter. 
Perhaps the Deputy Lender may claim to be a bigger lawyer than the 
Advocate-General. 

Mr. 1 IOCE 8 H CHANDRA GUPTA. I\lj«t about the Federal (yourt and 
High Court? 

Th 6 Hon*bl 0 Khwsln 8 if NAZIMUDDIN: We can only have guidance 
on a diflScult question from what is recognised to l>e the best legal opinion. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: l>o you mean to my 
‘‘Advocate-General” ? 

The HoiPble Khwaja 8 ir NAZIMUDDIN: Yes. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Let him come and face the 
House. 
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Tbt HOfl’blf Kbwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: The Hon’ble the Speaker had 
also diicussed the matter with the Advocate-General. Now, I submit before 
the House what is the fundamental principle and object behind the whole 
procedure that is kid down. The object is to obtain the verdict of the 
House as regards the money that is to be spent during the financial year. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI : Whatever may be the method ? 

Tha Hofi’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: That is the object. This 
House has got the right to express its opinion and allow supplies to the 
Government for the current financial year. Now we have got to see whether 
this object is being fulfilled or not. Ijet us see thiit if any other method is 
adopted whether we will be able to further this object or by the adoption 
of other methods that are being propose<l or suggested we will be 
jeopardising the rights and privileges which the members enjoy. 
This, I consider, is a very imj>ortaut consideration. If we adopt 
any other procedure than the one which we have asked the House 
to accept, then the House wdll be in a more dangerous position. The budget 
in that case should l)e brought dc tmro and then I submit that that will be 
to a certain extent curtailment of the rights and privileges of the House. 

Mr, 1IOGE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: How y 

TIhi HOfl’bt^ Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Becxuise already the members 
have had the privilege of expressing their opinion on 18 gmnts. The other 
10 grants can be voted upon and discussed witliin the next two days. 

Dr, NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: How does it c\irtail the rights y 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, it is said that this 
method is not correct and that the budget sliould ])e placed dc novo. This 
may take six w'eeks, 12 weeks, or four months l)efore the Hou>e may be in a 
position to express its opinion. 

Mr, dOGESH CHANDRA GUPTA: Why such a long time!' 

The Hofi’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Becau.se to be able to satisfy 
the House we will hiive to give specific amounts which 1 think under any 
circumstances can never l>e correctly obtained. The specified amount that 
has been spent during the period from 1st April to 24th April can never be 
correctly gauged. Therefore something you will have to accept as 
approximate. To be able to get that apj)roximate figure will take the 
department at least six weeks to eight weeks time. I have just consulted 
the Secretary. If you follow the normal metho<l then there is no reason 
why the budget in its normal way shouhl not be proceeded with. Other- 
wise, as I have said you will have to wait for at least six weeks for that is 
the usual number of days which aie required for the preparation of a budget. 
Then there are other factors also. There are Puja holidays and Ramzan 
both coming in one after another. It is therefore extremely debatable if 
it will be possible for the House to meet before November. 

Mr, I. D, dALAN: On a point of order, Sir. Are these relevant? 
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Mr# SPEAKER: I have allowed all sorta of things. 

Hr. I. 0. ilALAN: But not from the Chief Minister. 

’ Th« Hofi^ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: You will allow the Miuisters 

one point. I think one of the .speakers — I think it was Dr. Syamaprosad 
Mookerjee who said that here the Government had been earrying on with 
unauthorised expenditure for inonth.s by your action. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Could we Bumnion the 

House 

Tha Hofi’blo Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: If this prm'edure is ruled 

out of order and the budget is to be presented de novo, you will be permitting 
the Government to carry on with unauthorised I'xpeiuliture for some more 
months. 

Mri SANTOSH KUMAR BASU: That is the inevitable effect of what 
has been done before. 

Tha HOfl*bl0 Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Tlierefore the privilege of 
the members to express their opinion on the budgid at the earliest opportunity 
will be denied. The qu<*stion Inoe is which is th(‘ greatiT evil. 

Mr. J0GE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: Illegal budget is the greatest evil. 

The Hon’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Merely by declaring the 
budget an iflegal budget if does not become an illegal budget. The question 
before the House is which is the better method, and whether members of 
thi.s House are at a disadvantage because of the procedure which we have 
ado})ted. AVhat \> the right they liave got!'' To exjiress an opinion on the 
grants to be moved. They have already expressed their opinion on the 
grants. There are some Hi items remaining. I snhmit that there is no 
section hy wliicli you can disallow the verdict of the House and bring out 
a new issue. The House has expres.sed its verdict on HS items. There 
nothing to show in the Act that it sliould In* treated as cancelled. I say 
the provi.sion.s of the Act have been complied with. (Cries of “No", “no” 
from the Oppo.sition Benches.; It is only for the remaining 10 items that 
we have got to come before the House. It has been argued that because of 
the prorogation and because of se<*tion 9-1 there has been an inii^rregnnm 
and that therefore all that had taken place has to he taken into account. 
I submit that there is nothing to show that we have got a rule that under 
certain circumstances the matter that ha.s been placed before the Assembly 
is washed out, if there is a prorogation. It has already been said in the 
matter* of Bills, even in this House, after prorogatiim we have got to give 
fresh notice. The same is the ca.se with re.solufions and questions. These 
are specifically provided. I submit, iinle.s.H there is a specific provision in 
the rule.s or in the Act, that if a thing is not continued we have got to 
assume that it is the privilege of this House that whatever has been decided 
should not be questioned. It i.s the right of every member to express his 
opinion on the grants. The members have expressed their opinions. You 
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cannot challenge that Terdict unless you can show that there is a specific 
apd clear indication in any rule or section that this is to be treated as 
cancelled. 

Mr. 40CE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: Section 80 says that. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: It does not apply to this 
rase. (Interruption.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: I would request you, gentlemen, not to interrupt the 
llon’ble Minister. If you want to say anything I shall again allow you. 

Mr. JOGESH CHANDRA GUPTA: The Hon’ble Minister goes on 
repeating that there is nothing in the Act which is not true. 

Tha Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I submit that there is 
another consideration wliich I would like to place before the House very 
seriously. Supposing the funeral oration to which we listened yesterday— 

Dr. SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERJEE: Funeral oration of the Governor! 

The Hon*bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Funeral oration of the late 
Ministry. 

Dr. SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERJEE: Do dead men give an oration? 

Tha Hon’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: It has been said that the 
present Ministry has got no majority and the present Ministry' has got no 
popular support. If that had been true today it would be the Government 
who would have asked “Let this l)e postponed for 4 mouths and a fresh 
budget be brought in”, 

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERJEE; It is extremely discourteous 
to interrupt the Hon’ble Chief Minister and the Ilon'ble Leader of the 
House, but I am raising this point of order: Is his speech in ord^r and 
relevant to the issue before the House? 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: I would like to raise a point of order. The 
question before the House is 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is already half past seven. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ : I am only putting a point of order. I 
shall do it in a couple of minutes. The question before the House is whether 
the Government have brought the.se motions of demands for grants according 
to the provisions- of law. 8ir Nazimuddin's argument is that if some stupid 
idiot commits blunders these blunders must be condoned, otherwise in- 
C/Onvenience would result. I wish to give Sir Nazimuddin and his supporters 
Uiis challenge let them prorogue the Houvse now and let them face the 
country. (Interruption and uproarious scenes.) 

Mr. SPEAKER. The House stands adjounuMl for 15 minutes for 
prayers. 

(The House was then adjourned for fifteen minutes.) 
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The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZiMUDDIN: Sir, I do not wanf 

to take any more time, hut tliere are (»nly two things which I would 
like the honourable members of the House to take into consideration 
particularly. One is, supposing the House had met and this procedure 
had been given notice of it was possible that the (lovernmeut found them- 
selves in a minority and the Opposition were in a majority. Supposing 
the Government came forward with that plea, would you, Sir, in those 
circumstances consider the rights and privileges of the members P What 
would have been your attitude!" What would be the implication if the 
thing had been post|K)ned and aIIowe<l to come in after another four months. 
The reverse has got to be seen. \ on have got to consider whether this 
thing which we are placing before tlie House gives the members, parti- 
cularly the members of the Opposition a fair chance, a fair opportunity, a 
reasonable opportunity — an oi)portunity which their rights and privileges 
demand : that opportunity is being given U» them to criticise the budget, 
to express tlieir ojuiiion and. what is more, to express their opinion on the 
actions of the Ministry itself. 

Then, Sir, there is another ([uestion which T would like the House to 
take into consideration. S\ip])osing the budget was going on and in between 
on the third day of the budget the Ministry was defeated and a new Ministry 
came in power; the )»udget would go on as usual in that case. 

Then there is the lust (juestion : the Hon’ble the Leader of the Opposition 
has suggested by way of challenge that we should face the constituencies. 

I may remind him that previously at Nature and other places we have met 
his challenge. 

tlft 4IOGE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: Are we concerned with Natore or 
with Patuakhali? (Laughter.) 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Mr. Speaker, Sir. after the very able 
exposition of the point of order raised by Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee and 
Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri I did not feel that I could help you with 
any additional suggestion until I found that the Hon’ble the Chief Minister 
tried to take you astray. T submit that the main argument that T could 
follow of Sir Nazimuddin a[)art from his einlxdlishments 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I think the pull from both sides will keep me at my 
seat. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: I hope you are strong enough to resist 
either side. 

Sir Nazimuddin’s argument was that thi^i was the only possible method 
by which tlovernment (ould come before the House for regularising the 
budget, and that any other alternative would lead the House to a position 
which would either take away its rights and privileges or might make the 
passage of the budget quite impo.ssible. I submit thi.s argument is erroneous. 
In the first place Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri made it quite clear that 
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tte budget is one unitary statement of the financial position of the province 
in which the whole income is allocated under certain heads and the whole 
thin^?" has to be viewed as such. Certain parts of that had been assented 
to by the House under certain premises and under certain circumstances 
and the then Opposition had moved certain cut motions because the con- 
vention of this House is that members of the Government party do not 
move cut motions. They can raise such points and can have them decided 
upon in party meetinj^s. On the assurances of the then Ministers in charj^e 
certain budjret j^rants had been assented to by the House. We would like 
to know whether the present Government stands by those assurances. If 
the House has assented, as we presume the House has done, the assent was 
conditional upon certain fundamental premises. And if those premises 
disappear the assent naturally has to he reviewed. With regard to the other 
point the difficulties of putting forward a fresh budpret in the course of the 
next three months or so, I submit that the Leader of the House could not 
have used this arf^ument if he had looked up his diary. The Puja holidays 
come in the month of October and the Ramzan in the latter half of 
Septemlier and part of (October. Taking'- the worst view of things, therefore, 
Sir, if the whole budget is to be gone through, the House does not re(iuire 
more than fifteen days, which is the minimum. Some time must perhaps 
be allotted for general discussion. Then there should be a period of four 
days intervening for notices; seven days will be re(|uired for notices thus 
making up altogether 20 days. In calculating this I am not concerned 
with the Finance I)ej)artment. The department ought to be able to prepare 
the budget as ((uickly ns possible. So far as the House is concerned at the 
moat w*e shall not ti\ke more than »)ne month and we will have ample time 
before the Pu)a holidays and tin* Ramzan to com])lete the whole procedure. 
So far as the point raised l)v the Hon’hle the Finance Minister is concerned, 
I am not tpiite sure of his accpiaintance witli the department in the short 
interval, hut 1 am prepared to credit the department with a little more 
iiikdligeiice and assiduity. The department has got the whole schedule, 
department by department, ready and prepared and this has actually been 
prepared after three months of discii.ssion before the debate in the previous 
session. If a portion thereof has to he taken out, namely, the portion of 
expenditure between the 1st and 24th April, the department can either ask 
the Accountaiit-Geuerurs office to submit a list of actual expenditure during 
that period; in course of seven days this eould be done, or. Sir, they can, 
if they are not satisfied with the report submitted to them that there have 
been some expenses whii'h might not still be accounted for, do another thing, 
namely, that they can assume a lump grant for the time being and come 
forward with a reduced demand on such basis and then put forward at a 
later date a supplementary budget regularising the small adjustment that 
might be required so that for the time being with the figures that they can 
get from the department in two days’ time they can proceed with the budget. 

Then there is another factor to which I wish to draw your attention. 
We know. Sir, that during this intervening period and also during the 
period that this Ministry has been in office very large sums of money have 
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been spent and advanced beyond the budget proposals of certain grants. 
That being the position we should examine them here and now before the 
whole thing becomes difficult to reopen, and the Qovemment should come 
forward with a full scheme of expenditure for the whole year and the 
advances meant for the different sections and heads of the departments 
as soon as they are in a position to estimate the same. I find there has 
been a very unfortunate practice growing in that large sums of money are 
spent on the authority of the Cahinet without loming before the House 
in due time, and on the last day a supplementary budget comes up. That 
was the position last year and that is the position this year also, and in 
such circumstances the House has to vote on a question which has already 
been })ost nKtriein. Money is .spent and we have thereafter got to deal with 
the estimates post nK/rtem. That is a position wdiicli no democTtttic 
Legislature caif tolerate. We aic tlien thrown into a helpless position. 

I submit that ulthoiigii tlic (Jovernment ol India Act i.s silent about the 
time when the suiipieimmtarv bndgid is to be put my reading of se<‘tion 81 
is that as soon as (iovernincnt find that additional expenditure beyond 
that which is sanctioned is iicce^-'.irv. (iovernimnit must come before tho 
House. They cannot wait indeiinittdy although no particular date is 
given. Section 81 clearly givi‘> tlie indication that u.s soon us (iovernment 
is in a jiosition to kiu»w that a<lditionnl expenditure is likely to be involved, 
they mii.st come lietorc the Houm* They mu.sl not keep things back till 
the last day. 

Sir, regarding tlie ground that the demand.s have not been specifically 
made, that is tin* i>oint raised bv Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee, no reply, 
no explanation lia> been put fon^ard so far either by the l^iuance Minister 
or bv the Chiet Minister. So iur as that point is concerned, we have 
had no assistance or no reply from the other side. I believe, in the 
circumstances you. Sir, in your wisd«>m, will hold that the point of order 
raised by Dr. M<M)kerjee is perfectly admissible and the whole prof^edure 
now ])ro])<)sed is incorrect, ill(»gical and illegal, 

Mr. SPEAKER: Sir XaEimnddiii, I have got donhts in my mind on 
certain points. I slnmld feel tddii:«*<l if >ou kindly try to enlighten me 
on them. You say that the budget is not one unitary document, it i« 
not indivisible, but that it can be dividerl into parte. Now, do you main- 
tain that the budget can he presented piecemeal'^ 

Th« Hofi'We Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Hnder section 78 it in one 
and it cannot be separated. Hut under section 79 it is not so. It is not 
necessary that it must be passed in the same month. If Government and 
the Accountant-General, Bengal, are prepared to allow the Ministry to 
incur expenditure without sanction, there is nothing b) prevent half a 
dozen grants being voted upon in the month of Mareh, another half a 
dozen in the month of April and another half a dozen in the month of May. 
I do not find any reason why that cannot be done under section 79. 

Mr. SPEAKER: You mean to say that tho presentation must be of 
the entire budget, but at the time of voting, the voting may take place 
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at different times under different heads. The presentation must be one 
presentation, but the voting of grants may be different. 

The Hon'ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Yes, Sir. Sections 78 and 
79 are clear. The financial statement should be one so that everybody 
may know what is the position. Then the House should sanction grants 
under different demands. I can see no reason why this cannot be done. 
That is the only way to judge. There is no general question whether there 
is any bar, whether there is any handicap and whether the privilege of 
the House is in any way infringed. 

Mf. SPEAKER: Therefore according to you there may be as many 
schedules as the Ministry may like. 

Th6 Hofl^blt Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Authentication may be of 
one or of separate schedules, but in the end the whole thing is authenticated. 

Dr* SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERJEE: Sir, I could not follow the 
Hon’ble Chief Minister. What is the reply he has given 

Mr. SPEAKER: According to him there may be as many schedules as 
they like but the financial statement should be one. 

Dr. SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERJEE: May I just ask this question if 
there jnust be one financial estimate P 

tha HOfl’bla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: On a point of order, Sir. 
I understood that the discussion had finished and now you only want for 
your own satisfaction the clarification of certain points. If the discussion 
start afresh we can begin all over again. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Dr. Mookerjee, I do not think it will be fair. ^ 

Dr. SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERJEE; Sir, you will give us an 
opportunity 

Mr. SPEAKER; If net'essary, I will give you a chance tomorrow. 

Sir Nazimuddin, it appears to me then that according to you the 
Governor could have signed a schedule with regard to grants that were 
assented to by this House in March. 

The HOfl’bli Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN; That is my own interpreta- 
tion.' As I read it, I see no bar to the Governor having signed a schedule. 

MW IPEAKER: Now we come to another point. Is it the desire of 
the Government to have one schedule or to have more schedules than one 
after the House baa assented to the demands now presented before the 
Hoixie? 

Tha HoiYbla Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: We have provided a day 
for the authentication of schedules and obviously after all the demands 
have been passed, there will be one schedule. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: Now, therefore, you want to hare included in that 
schedule the expenditure incurred by the Governor betfreen the 1st April 
and the 24th April also? 

•Rtl HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: That cannot be. 

The Hcm’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDOIN: This amount has already 
been separately spent and as it is not possible to specify the amount, it 
will be there. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Y ou mean to say that the schedule will include the 
amount that has been spent under the authorisation of the Governor. 

The Hoffi’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDOIN: The schedule will just 
mention it as the auKuint cannot be separated and it has ^ot to be there. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: M ay I rise on a point of order? 
Does the procedure of the House permit the Chair to cross-examine members 
about what they propose to do and what they do not jiropose to do and 
80 on. It may be, Sir, that the Chair wants assistance from the House, 
but I do not think it is correct for the Chair, in my humble opinion, to 
cross-examine a member of the House. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: This is questionini? the authority* of 
the ('hair. It cannot be permitted. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Members of the Government or 
members of the Opposition, Ministers or non-Ministers, they are all to be 
treated as members. 

A|r. SPEAKER: Mr. Siddiqi, it is far from me to cross-examine any- 
body. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Y^ni have been doin^j: it. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Excuse me, Mr. Siddiqi. Will you please listen to 
me? 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: I am standing on my rights 
as a member of the House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I quite appreciate the remark that you have made 
that it may not be fair for the Chair to cross-examine a mcuiberj^ but it is 
far from me to cross-examine anybody here. It may be your opinlqik that 
I was cross-examining the Chief Minister, but I may tell yon that I already 
told the Chief Minister before I put any question to him that I wanted to 
remove my doubts with regard to certain matters regarding the position 
that Government has taken up. If he wished to give an answer he could 
give. If he did not like, I could not compel him to answer. Therefore I 
hold that what I have done is perfectly right. Sir, Nasimuddin, I do 
not want to put any further question to you unless yon feel that it is 
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detiirable that this matter should be cleared up before this House. If you 
do not care, I 9|%^ot going to put any furthcgc question to you, because 
an objection has come from a member belonging to you# party. 

The KHwaJa Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I would like to respectfully 

draw your attention to the fact that Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi has made 
it clear to the House that on constitutional issues he does not speak as a 
party member and we have got no control over him. 

(Cries of “Oh oh” from the Opposition Benches.) 

Mr, SPEAKER: Sir, Nazimuddin, you know that we discussed this 
matter in the Chamber just now and with your full approval I put to you 
this question. If there had been the slightest indication of any unwilling- 
ness on youT part, I would have been the last i)erson to put any question 
to you. Now that these tilings have arisen, I am not going to ask you any 
more (piestion. If I think it desirable I will hold a conference of the 
party leadawi and others who may give me any assistance in this matter. 
I do not think I need detain the House any longer.

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In 1925, tke clerical and executive estabiialiaieiits were sepitimtet^ and 
soon ae this was done Deputy Jailors were ordinarily recruited from outside. 
Then subsequently this system was also changed and now ordinarily Deputy 
Jailors are recruited from the results of the Bengal Civil Service Examiiia- 
tion. Recently, however, Government have again approved the policy of 
appointing four clerks to the posts of Deputy Jailors because of the ui^nt 
demand of Deputy Jailors in the Bengal jails and it wa« thought thar If 
direct recruitment had been made then the candidates would have to be senf^ 
for special training, but if by promotion jail clerks were taken in no special 
training would be necessary. That is the reason why the appointments 
from clerks by promotion were made.

In view 
of the statement made by the Hon’ble Minister that he takes no responsibility 
for what his predecessor in office had done, is it not his duty then to look 
into the matter himself and do things on his own responsibility? 

Tho Hon’blo Khwa]a Sir NAZIMUDDIN; I admit it is a constitutional 
question, but may I ask a pertinent question as to what date and up to 
what time can things be reopened?

Mr. BREAKER: The principles are always there, seniority pliu merit. 

Khan Bahadur 8HAH ABDUR RAUF: Will the Hon’ble Minister be

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I ask for notice. 

Mr. ISWAR DAS 4ALAN: N Otiie is there; the list (*f the persona is 
also there. 1*1 it not a ta<*t that out oi Its. about Ks, have been 

realised from the Marwaris? 

Tht Hofi*bl 0 Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I am not aware of it. 
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Ruling on the Point of Order raised by Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjae on the 
6th July, 1943, with regard to the admissibility of motions for Demands 
for Grants. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Order jdea.se. I have now g’oi to g^ive a decision on 
the j)(>int of order raised with regard t4> the demand for grant. The 
question for iny decision i» wdiether or not the nndious for demands for 
grants as projmsed to l>e made by the Government are in order. They have 
been atta^‘ked as out of order on the following grounds: — 

(1) That the budget is one unitary document and cannot be dealt with 

I)iecemeul as projMwd by the Government. 

(2) That on the prorogation of the Assembly all previous proceedings 

relating to the budget lai)sed aubmiatically. 

(d) That the G-overnor’s proclamation under section 9d together with 
his authfvrisation of ex|>enditure under i>ara|L*raj)h 3 of the said 
j>roclamation have the effect of wijdng out all jirevious |>rot*ee<l- 
ings of the Assembly relating to the budget held in February- 
April Session. 

(4) That the motions themselves !)eing for indefinite sums contravene 
’ the |)rovisionH of the law. 

It ai)pears me that tin* law contem})lates tlie annual financii^l state- 
ment to he one single (‘omjdete document to he prepared l>y the Government, 
laid hcf(>re the Assemhly, dis<‘ussed and %oted upon !)y it ami authenticated 
by the Govenior. 1 further think that the law aUo conteni])latt^ that the 
whole pnK’edure should he (‘ompb^ted in one st*SNi<ni of the Assemhly within 
the time-limit to he fixed h\ the Governor in accordance with the rules 
framed by him under tlie proviso to se<'tion 84 of the (n)vernriieiit of India 
Act, Ul'lT). It is <'lear to me that the law is defecti\e iiia,smuch ua it has 
not provided for contingencies which could have been forestH'ii in view of 
the provisions of se< tion of the Government of India Act. It may be 
that the frunjers of the Act contemplated that even in cases where the 
Governor would assume responsibility for the administration in case of a 
breakdown of the constitution the exj)eudituro im urred by him would have 
to be placed hefoie tbe Assemhly. It may he noted in this connection, as 
admitted by the Hoirble Finance Minister, Mr. Tulsi Chandra Goswami, 
that it is the inherent right of this House to vote 8Ui>pIies and the absence 
of any provision in tlie Act mukiug the exjienditure incurred by the 
Governor during the section 93 administration even charged on the revenue 
is very significant. It is noteworthy that even charge<l expenditure is 
subject to discussion, though not to vote, of this House. This view, how- 
ever, takee n(> noti(‘e of the fact that there may he caries where the operation 
of section 93 would last for a very long time covering a period of one finan- 
cial year or over. It upjiears to have been accejited in some other provinces 
in India that the authorisation hy the Governor for exjienditure for the 
jieriod during which station 93 would be in operation is not subject to 
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liineussioti or vote In* the Asseiiihly. Thus where section 9‘J has been in 
operation from hefiire the finaiuial year, the pnH'eilure followed in Oriasa 
' and Assam has been tliat only that part of the hudjjret which was covered 
by the period after the rev(H‘ation of the jinsdumation under set'tion 9^1 was 
discussed and voted upon by the House. The rules rejfanlinfr the time for 
presentation of the budj^'et, etc^, could not, for obvious reasons, be complied 
wi^h. Section 78 of the Act does iH»t prescribe any time when the financial 
statement is to be presented thoujrh Rule TJ of the (lovernor’s Rules does. 
It is only reasonable to hold that in extruonlinary circumstances not 
covered by the law it should be permissible to place the annual financial 
statement even after the year has commenced or proceeded further. I do 
not think there can he any serious objection to such a prtx'edure. But the 
main question that arises for consideration by me on the present point of 
f>rder is. not about the time when the hud^’et should he preeente<l, but the 
propriety or lef?-ality of dealin^r with the budget piineineal in more than 
one session. There is no precedent for a case like this. It is contended by 
the Cippositiori that such a pns edure is not permissihle finder the law. It 
is further ^‘ontended that on tlie prorojrution of the House all pendiuK* busi- 
ness of the si'ssion lajJM*'* e.\cej)( tlioM* which ur«‘ sj»ecifi(’ally providwl for. 
It is said that in the j>resenl case on the pron^f^ation of tin* Asstunhly by His 
Excellency the (b>veriio! <ui (lie 24tb .\piil. HM l, all pns’eediiij^s in that 
session lelaiin^^ (<• the l)ud^''el lapvd that a treih hud^^et for the whole 
year should have been |»reM*nt<*d and all to^nlallti^‘^ eoniplied wilb afresh. 

There is a ^nkmI <leal of ioree in this ar^runo*nt. Seetion 7-1 of the 
Governineiit of India Act makes express provision f(»r savinj^^ of Hills pend- 
ing'’ at the time of prorogation 'I’liere is no sueh piovision with re;.nird to 
matters relatiiif; t<^ the budo-et. It has been stated that rule 19 of the 
Ben^ral lye^^i.slaf ive .Xs^unblv I’rocedure Rules speaks of all pending notices 
and that in this ease ( f(>v eriiment have ^iveii notice of deiminds which 
accordinir to them lapsed. In other words. (lovenmient H contention is that 
the hudj^-et havin^» lH*en presented and diseiis.sed as provided for by the Act 
and the Rules, it lias remained ther«* unaffected in any way by the pn>n>fra- 
tion rom[»Ieted partly and unfinished partly and all that wiw neci*swary for 
the Government t<» do was Pi put in fresh notice f(>r the demands which 
were not voted upon for the consideration of the House and n(»fhinii;r more 
was needed. Whereas it has hwn eonlended In the OpjHmition that all 
proceedinijp* relating to the hu<l>ret in the jirevious session were dead and 
jrone immediately mi the pn»n>^ation of the sessi<»n. The presence of savinft' 
clauses in the Government f»f India Act relutiiijf to Bills and the absence 
of similar provif»ion.s relatiri^r U> the bud><s?t in the Act or in the Rulea 
coupled with the provision in the proviso ih) to .seetion 84(7) of the Govern- 
ment of India Art and the Rules framed therininder indieab* to my mind 
that, far from contemplating that the budget could be dealt with piecemeal 
in different se.ssions, the law contemplates that the wliole thing should be 
done in one session within the time-limit prescriWd by the rules. That in 
why there appears to he a provi^iion ft»r what is called “guillotining”. I 
doubt very much if the budget can l>e considered piecemeal in more than 
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one Hession. The provinions of section 78 to section 84 of the Government 
of India Act and Rules 12 to lo of the Governor’s Rules framed under the 
j)roviH(j to .sul>-scction (7) of section 84 of the Government of India Act 
seejti to indicate this. Hut it is not necessary for me to j?ive any definite 
oiu'nion ahout it in \iew of my opinion relatin^r to the other grounds. 

Assuming for the sake of argument that such a ])iecemeal treatment of 
tlie budget is i)ermissihle under the law tliere appears, in my opinion^ 
another difficulty in the way of the G<»vernment. On the dlst of Mareh^ 
the Governor issued the proclamati<»n under section 9-1 of the Govern- 
ment of India Act suspending the <‘onstitution. In exercise of the powers 
taken under paragrajdi d of the «aid i)rordamation the Governor on the same 
dat(* authorised a budget whi<*h is 4*xactly the same as the liudget which 
was originally piesented im-luding that part which was actually voted upon 
and passed hy the Legislature. It is clear, therefore, that even before the 
pror(>gation of the Assembly by the G(»vernor the budget demands already 
assented to by the Assembly had been treated h\ him as n(>t <'ompleted to 
be acted upon uml in my opinio!i this wa> rightly done The Government’s 
contention now is that on the rt*\ocation (d the pj-rtclamat ion on the 24th of 
Aj)rit, I94‘h the .Vssembly was restored, in spite of tin* said authorisation 
for expenditui’e and the subse<jm‘nt ]u<u’ogation h\ the G«*vernor, to the 
position in whi(di it stood on the 29th oi Mar<*h. IfM'l. The\ , at the same 
time, maintain tliat the Assenihl\ must not con''i(h*r tiie ex])enditure 
incurred by the Gov<*rnor between the Ut of .\pril, 194*». and the 24th of 
April, 194d, even in respe<t of the demands for uiants wdiicb were still 
iKUiding for consideration of the A^'semhly on th<* 29th of March, 194'>. 
This, to my mind, ap)K*ars to be an untenable i>osition. You cannot blow 
h<d and c(dd at the same time. In one breath you s;iy that in respect of 
the budget the Assembly has betui ivstored to the p(»sition in which it stood 
on the 29th March, 1949, and in the same breath you say that the Assembly 
stauds in the position where the Governor left it on tlie 24th April, 1943. 
Either of the positions may be tenable, but not both. If piwemeal treat- 
ment of the budget is permissible under the law, about which I have grave 
doubte, the Government must either place a new budget for the demands 
which they now jiropose io make for the ]>eriod from the 2oth April, 1943, 
to the 31st Marcli, 1944, (U* they must t<*tall\ igmue the authc^risation of 
expenditure by the Governor under these heads during the ]>eriod fnun the 
1st April, 1943, to 24tli April. 1943, and place the (uitire unfinished jHution 
of the budgt't tor the (‘onsi«leration and vote of the llou'-e. It is n(»t for me 
now to advis<^ the Government as t(* what the\ slum Id do. But there apjiears 
tu be no ew’ape from this position. 

In my opinion there is a good deal of force in the cmitention of the 
(Opposition that the motions as intended to be move<l are too indefinite and 
vague for consideration of the House. Goveniiutuit have not given any 
indication whatst>ever as to the amount of expenditure between the Ist 
April, 1943, and the 24th April. 1943. They maintain that it is not 
possible to dt» so. 1 am sure it is not jirai tieahle to g-ive the exact figures, 
but 1 have grave doubts whether or not an approximate amount can be 
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gireai. In budget iiuaiis estimate'^ of probable receipts and expendi- 

ture. I tliink there are ways out of the difficulty, but when Government 
maintain that it is impossible, it is not for me to give them advice. In this 
connection it may be mentioned that approximate figures were supplied by 
the Assam and Orissa Goveniment.s when they presented the budget in the 
middle of the year on the revocation of the priKdamat iiui by the Governor. 

The motions as they stand without the slightest indiiution as U\ tho 
amount of exiamdituie incurred during the period between the 1st April, 
194d, and the 24tli April, l!l4'b are, I am afraiil, inadmissible and not in 
order. 

I think, tlieielore, that I ha\e ^:ot no other altmaative but t4» uphold 
the jjoint of order raised, and I rub* that the motions tor demands for 
grants are out i)f order. 

The House stamU adjourned till 4-4o p.m. t<unoriow. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Hut. sir, there is uo businesn 
tmuorrow.

Ibat also attracts the 
criminal section of the people. Then again the police have been so much 
engaged in other activities that tbe\ have not been able to maintain normal 
patrol as effectively as before. We will get more armed p<dice shortly. Aa 
a matter of fact we g(Jt them in tlie last week of .fune and we liojn* they will 
be able now to increase the dacoit\ patnd more effectively than in the past.

I have got at le.ist 
four questions which have not vet been answered. May we know, Sir, 
if these questions will be answered during this session? 

Mr. SPEAKER : Yes, I .see from nn office re])oit that there are a large 
number of questions pending. 1 will look into the matter and take neces- 
sary steps. 

Non-official Reaolutions. 

Mrs. NELLIE SEN GUPTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I beg to move the reso- 
lution which stands in niN name, viz., that this Assembly is of opinion that 
the Government of Bengal should take immediate steps to — 

(ol set ut liberty all persons detainetl in prison or restrained under rule 
129 or rule 2t» of the Defence of India Rules or under Regulation 
HI of 1818 for their political views or activities; 

(6) release all persons convicted for offences connectt^d with the move- 
ment following the arrests of Congress leaders in August, 1942; 
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(c) appoint a tribunal consii.^tiug of at least two })ersons of the position 

of High Court Judge?, to review all cases of political security 
prisoners and convict^ after giving full opportunity to the persona 
concerned to meet the charges agaist them, if any, in case 
Government fails to release (he persons immediatelv ; and 

(d) appoint a non-othcial committee composed of all parties in both 

the Houses of Legislature to advise Government on the amenities 
and treatment provided for in the jails and detention camps for 
difterent classes of political prisoners and detenus. 

Sir, eleven years ago and man\ \ears before that 1 used to liear my hus- 
band appeal and urge the re]eu>e (d pcditical pri.sonerv. Since then I have 
lieard many people doing the same thing. I m\self have tried m\ best tr» do 
something, but it seems to me that (iovernment have become just like those 
people who live constantly by the side of a disturbing noise. If >ou ask 
(hem after a time “does not this noise disturb .\ou“, (he\ .sa,N “Gh, no, 
we do not even notice it” and it seems to me that it is just what has 
hapi>ened with the (Tovernment. Do (iovernment never think that these 
young men should have a chance to live a normal life^ Do (}ie,\ nev(*r 
think that these >oung men uant to live with their wivi's, children and 
]>arentsi^ Governmets c(une and Governments go, but our political prisoners 
are with us here at all tll^e^ I am not going to plead or urge or ap])eul for 
the release ot the'-e prisoners I know it is useless, but I am going to say 
that you must release the'-e people. How long can \ou go on keejiing 

them like this!^ The Higli ( ourt ha*- given a judgment that the retention 

of these boys under rule Jt) i> illegal, but has it made an> diflereneey The 
judgment has given tliem freedom, hut what has hajipfUiedl'' llefore they 
can even breathe the tiesh air of freedom, the\ are rearrested and taken 
hack to jail. I know you will say that these young men are a great danger 
in times of war. hut nia\ I remind you that hundreds of these young men 
were in jail long before the war commenced. War, it Heems, i.s for freedom 
for all nations, hut the Indiiln political prisoners come under a new category. 
They are not supposed to want freedom. Sujiposing I say if these young 
men are guilty and if there i.s a strong case against them, give them a (rial, 
bring them out and give them a (rial, but do not keep them locked in jail, 
(rive them a chance of showing what is right and what is WTong. You bav6 

kept them without trial. Is it because yt»u feel that if the> are put to trial, 

you will be the guilty people ami they will be proved to be innocent people? 
As I have said, I will not plead. 1 will not urge. I know how useless if is, 
but I will say ‘*You must release these boys, you must give them a chance 
of showing what they can do”. 

I want to speak also about overcrowding in jails. You arrest theae young 
men in numbers. You do not know whether (here is room for them or not. 
You do not know whether they can be treated decently or not. They are 
not criminals, they are political prisoners. If there is sickness and there 
,V-not slight but very serious illness —there is no proper medical atten- 
tion, there is no proper medicine for them. There is no proper food for 
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'iten those who are there. You have raised the allowance to Rs. 1-8. What 
a great thing it is! It costs them more than Rs. 1-8 to live now. One can 
hardly exist on Rs. 1-8. We ourselves know^ that this is quite true. 

In Dacca a young man died the other day. He was released when it 
was too late to save him. His old father went to Dacca to take him home, 
but he was too weak to he taken and his father had not enough money to 
take him home and feed him. You may say that he might have been better 
off in jail. But I say, no, that poor man had no money not because he had 
one son in jail or two sons in jail but he had three sons in jail and before 
even a small amount could }>e given to him as financial help, his son had 
died and his brother returned the money to me saying that it was too late. 

Then, Sir, 1 want to speak about the matter of interview. To get an 
interview with a political prisoner — unless one is a person who can* kick 
up a row, 1 put it in that way — is extremely difficult and people have to 
wait and w^ait before they can see their friends and relations. 

Then, again, there is the matter of delay for prisoner.s who sometimes 
wish to see their dying relations and who want leave on parole. The verv 
nature of that request shows that the matter should be expedited. But 
what happens? Sir Nazimuddin told iis the other day that questions and 
enquiries took such a long time and the man died and so no one bothered 
even to send a reply to the man. 1 do beg of you if wm do not release these 
men, at least treat them as ordinary human beings. 

Then, last but not least, there i.s the matter of internees. You must 
admit that an internee is a man who is not imprisoned for what he has done 
but he is a man who is interne«l for what he might do. 1 will give you the 
case of a man in ('hiltagong. Tliat man was a hfuneoiiatliic doctor. He 
was, it is admitted, earning Us. lot) a month and a man with Us. loO a 
month could educate, clothe ami feed his children fairly respecta})ly in 
those days. We all know' that if a man has an income of Us. loO, he is 
often expected to lielp his relations. This man also was not unusual. 
He was supporting his family and he was also educating his nephew. In 
October, l{)4‘-2, he was suddenly interned. I tried, he tried and others have 
tried to get an allowance for that man. Five months later in the month of 
February, 1948, he has been allowed the handsome sum of Rs. lo for 7 
people. We thought it was a mistake and the wife at first refused it. But 
hunger is a hard master and she had no <»lher alternative but to accept that 
fifteen rupees. I may tell you this also that the money was not granted 
from the day of hivS iuternment hut ”» months later. So, for five mouths 
nobody cared how- he lived. The allowance is not even r>ne-tenth of his 
income. 

I have another letter here from another medical practitioner. He worked 
in the Uamkrishna Mission. He writes to me — unknown to me and unknown 
to the public — *‘I have been i.ssued with an order of restraint which means 
that although I had a fonner appointment, 1 cannot work there as I cannot 
move from my house to my pharmacy”. I heg of you to have an enquiry 
made as to why 1 have been treateil in this way and how am I to meet the 
expenses? ^ ♦ 
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Then, Sir, I want to go into the matter of allowance. This is a dis- 
graceful matter. For months and months, weekly and even daily I have 
been receiving letters from people begging me to do something in the matter 
of allowance. So far it seems to me that no allowances are being granted 
and when there are one or two cases, the amount granted is between Rs. 10 
and Rs. 15. How is it possible for these people today to meet their expenses 
with this small amount)' Everyone knows that I am particularly interested 
in Chittagong naturallA, but I have received letters also from Rajshahi and 
other parts of Bengal an<i all of them beg of me to do something for their 
families and to see that they may have some allowanees. I have seen the 
authorities and everywhere I am treated with the utmost courtesy, but that 
does not feed wives and children of those political prisoners. 

I think this is all that I have to say. But before resuming my seat, I 
again say that you must release these young men. give them a chance and 
see what they are going to do. How can their release endanger the country P 
You have kept them locked up for years, (live them a chance. What is 
their sin, I ask)' Their sin is that the\ want freedom for their country, 
freedom for themselves aud freedom for their childrtMi. t^Xpplause from the 
Opposition Ben^lle^.) 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: Sir. we have seen that resolutions are 
tabled and m(»ved in this house. We have also seen that resolutions, even 
if passed, do not pmduce au.N result, hut tins time I rise with great hope 
and expectation l)ecause the Hon’ble (’hief Minister, just on the eve of his 
formation of the Ministrs, made a brilliant statement which we read from 
inside the jail that the\ were going to release the political prisoners. This 
resolution i.s nothing but the expression of the desire of the Hon ble (diief 
Minister whicli he declared in a statement before the formation of the 
Ministry. There is an amendment moved by friend 

Mr. SPEAKER: It has not yet been moved. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: It may be moved, Sir. In anticipa- 
tion of this amendment 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Kundu. if there is any difficult\, technical or other-

in this matter. Mr. Siddiqi came to me and told me that he would 
like tf) speak alter another speaker has spoken. That is why I called upon 
Mr. Kumlu. That is my own fault (cries of ‘‘No,’* “No” >. Mr. Siddiqi 
is not here. So it will Ije improper that in his absence in the House you, 
I)r. Sanyal, or anybody should speak. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: In the amendment 

Mr. 8PEAKER: You may refer to it in an inrlirect way. 

Mr. NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: In the propo.sed amendment it has 
been admitted that the release of political pri.soners is a matter w'hich has 
attracted the attention of an individual (^‘vernment member, but the 
diffetence with us is that Government want to release the prisoners by 
teViewin^*' individual ca.ses, whereas we press for who]e>ale relea.se. Sir, I 
w’as in jail for ten months. I say that at least !MI per cent, if not more, of 
the prisoners are detained for nothin^^ and that Goveniment are spending 
lot of money for their detention. My case will be that when the Chief 
Minister — when he was not a Minister — held out a jirnmise t-o release 
prisoners, the release of prisoners should go on as a policy of release and 
not by driblets by scrutiny of individual case.s, because even if there were 
reasons for their detention, their detention w'as at a time when the cir- 
cumstances were dilt'erent from the circumstances that are existing now. 
If these prisoners are relea.se<l I stnmgly believe that there will be no 
movement, especially when a man like Mr. liujagopalachariar who has some 
influence oVer the country is arranging fur a meeting (tf the All-India 
(\mgress Committee for revising the resolution of the Congress. I do not 
know’ whether the Congress will accept his view, but it may be told safely 
that even if these prisoners are released there is no danger td any subversive 
movenients in view of the fact that economic ctinditious are very very bad 
and unfavourable for any movement. On the contrary if these political 
prisoners are released whole.sale there will be a change in the political 
atmosphere in the country and I believe stiff problems like the food problem 
will even be solved, because these people who are in jail now are very 
popular figures in the country. If they go out, if they go to thwr people 
and try their level best, they may help in somewhat solving this problem. 
So my point is; release the political prisoners, release them immediately, 
release them not by driblets and not after the scrutiny of individual oasea 
but wholesale. What are these records, on which detentions have been 
based. The records are fx-parfr records without any legal proof. Some- 
thing has been written against them and these records have been taken to 
be true and they have been imprisoned without trial. So it would not help 
us in any way if they wish to release these prisoners by looking into the 
If cords. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will you give us your experienced 
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ilf« NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: I shall give my expeii«TtM. The 

resolution has two parts: one relates to the release of political prisoners 
and the other refers to the amenities of political prisoners. A committee 
Las been sugge.sted to he formed for looking into these matters. I want tt> 
place some of the facts before the Hiui'^e because if I am to go into 
all of them I would reiiuire mueh time. The fir.st thing 1 want to say is 
about the writing and receiving of letters b\ the prisoners. The letters^ 
Mhich are written by prisoners and the letters which are written to prisonerti 
are delayed in censoring. 1 have at m\ dispo.sal at least 50 letters and I 
can show that in at least a dozen cases a delu\ o\ 91 days. 70 days, and 74 
days ha.s occuiTe<l in the ])rocess <>f censoring. lUit when we looke<l into the 
letters actually nothing was ceus(>r<*d. A letter was sent and it was delayed 
in the censor offitv f(»r !U da>s Kven in tlicM- <litti<‘ult war times it a letter 
was dispatched from Cahulta to London it would reach there earlier than 
91 days. This privilege ot writing and recei\ing letleis has become a farce. 
The jmrpose of writing letters gots cleurl\ frustiate<l. 

As regards intiovicws. wt* find that months aie taken h\ tin* Special 
Branch and the Intelligence Bramh in granting the first interview. 

Regarding medical cu.st*^. I ma\ intoim the liousr that they are 
absolutelv negle<*ted. 1 will onl\ relate H cas<*s of scouritv pris(»nei*s. One 
case is that of Sri Aswini Kumar (inpta. He went to jail in perfectly 
sound health. He began to >utlci from b»w icvci, He was taken to the 
Medieval Ofli <‘er ot the .lail and examined with a view, if iH*cessarv. to send 
him to tlie Medical ('(diegr toi examination h\ a specialist Nohoily cared 
to see what the trouble wa> with him. After or .‘1 months' intense 
suffering, he was taken to the Meilical College and the sjiecialist there 
declared it to he a case ot T. H. He is now undergoing treatment in the 
Jadavpur T. 13. Hospital. 1 do not know whether he will he curetl or not. 

Even now, there is one case in tin* l*re‘-idenc> -lail. His name is Sri 
Bimal Nag and there is another whose name is Sri Nitai flana. They 
have been getting low fever lor the last two months in tlie jail. They are 
now in the jail hospital. As long as I was there, they were not sent to the 
Medical College for evamination hv u speeialist. In this way, eases wdiich 
could have been cured, if taken care of at the early stage, are neglected, 
and they are sure to die without being cared f(»r. 

There was one Sri Amur Mukherji who was suffering from chronic 
asthma. Since his detention he was always in -the jail hospital. After 
about 7 or 8 months, he was sent to the Mediial fNdlege. This is how' the 
affairs in the jail hospital are going on. 

Then there is the arrangement for furnishing us with clothing and other 
equipments. I was there for about ten months. T'early dues of clothings, 
etc., are given in two instalments. For a long time, till the expiry of six 
months, in ,»pite of iiiy repeated requests, they did not give them to me. 
There are many more in the Presidency Jail wh<i are being treated in the 
same way. The rules which are there sjwcifically mentioned in the Bengal 
Security Prisoners Rules are iin>re observed in their breaches. There is no 
regular arrangement, there is no regular system. The irregularity and 
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want of system are the fashion in at least the Presidency Jail. In small 
matters the jail staff will conduct themselves in a manner which is very 
provokiii#^. We once thought of approaching the authorities with a view 
to enabling us to have our night meal outside the dormitorj', because there 
was no room for taking our meal inside the dormitory. The lock-up hour 
was 8 p.m. We were moving the higher authorities for the extension of 
time. There was correspondence passing between us and the Inspector- 
(ieneral of Prisons. We suggested that though the lock-up hour was 8 p.m. 
till it w’lis extended they might allow' us to finish our night meal before S 
j).m. in the dining hall outside the dormitory. There could not be any 
objection to that suggestion being acc.epted. AVhat happened was this. 
On the 24th or 2oth March when the security prisoners sat to take their night 
Jiieal in the dining hall outside the dormitory, the Additional Jailor came 
with warders and asked us to get up when we had not finished our meal. We 
]>ointed out to him that it was not even loi k-up hour and told him that we 
were not going to delay the hs'k-up hour. But he withdrew^ those ordinary 
prisoners who were then serving our meals. This is how the jail staff treat 
the political prisoners in a very objectionable manner. It may be that these 
prisoners were there f(»r preventing them from comniitting a prejudicial art, 
but it was never meant by the Government to insult them, to drag them away 
from their half-finished meal. Tlnuigh it was never the intention of 
(iovernment, yet it is done in jail. 

Now, Sir, 1 must tell the House that there is again no arrangement for 
regular visits either by «»fb(‘ials or non-officials. Though I was in the jail 
for about 10 months the Chief Presidency Magistrate visited the jail only 
once. There is a provision in the Bengal .Security Prisoners’ Rules that the 
Chief Presidency Magistrate is an otbcial visitc^r ami will visit the jail every 
quarter. But he does not <lo so. During the period of 10 months wdieii I 
was there (Uily two visitors, viz., Mr. Mallik and Mr. Ab<lur Rahim visited 
the jail each only once. There is no arrangement for checking the high- 
handedness and the vagaries of the jail staff. The Superintendent is an old 
man, has no ability fo inspect or supervise the jail staff. He is old enough 
to retire. He is also not adequately qualified to hold such a responsible 
position. 1 do not know how he is there even up till now. I forgot to 
mention one thing and this is regarding the writing of letters. As I have 
been able to see the rules regarding writing letters, I am positive that 
the rules provide that the .security prisoner is entitled to writai.^q|i two sides 
of two sheets of letter papers but when he writes on two side#' it is always 
invariably withheld either by the jail authorities or censoring authorities. 
I do .imt know under what authority and under what rules they withhold 
these letters. Now, Sir. these grievances were accumulating and there was 
the most dastardly assault on us on the 2oth April. I was present there all 
along and we informed the authorities at once by telegraphic message about 
the incident. I am sorry that even when we sent telegrams to the Inspector- 
General of Prisons and to the Chief Minister, the Inspector-General of 
Prisons did not care to pay any visit to the jail. 1 must tell the House 
that wre also lodged a formal complaint before the Chief Presidency 
Magistrate which, however, has been pending without any orders being 
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pdsded. He has not passed any order whatsoever. Now, after coming out 
when I met the Hon’ble the Chief Minister he directed the Chief Presidency 
Magistrate to proceed according to law. I do not kn(^w if I am entitled 
to speak ab(»ut the details of the case but I must tell the House that this was 
a very serious case and the jail authorities, in my opinion, were responsible 
for the assault. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr sidinp. 

Point of ordor. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: ihi a point of order. Sir. I presume 
Mr. Siddiqi. as he was going to look into certain papers, was trying to move 
an amendnienT which has been circulated and placed before the House. It 
is supposed to be an amendment to the rencdution ol Mrs. Sen (hiptu 

Mr. SPEAKER; Y oil are raising a point of order on the proposed 
amendment ? 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Yes. and before Mr. Siddiqi i.s called 
upon to move the amendment 1 would like to have \our ruling, Sir, on the 
admi^sibilitv ot thi> amendment a" an amendment at all and I would base 
m> argument <*n t\v(» gnuind-' 

First rd all. Sir, thi-' a substitution of a motion and an amendment 
cannot be accepted whieb seek-^ to substitute the entire n*so]ution in a new 
form. An amendment can at most modify lertain portion or portions of tbe 
resolution nmved And even it a very substantial part (*oubl have bt*en 
kept out ami a .substitution inserted in its plaee there must )>e some portion 
of tbe oiiginal re^<dution left behiml. Sir, tbe present resolution or tlie 
projjosed amendment of Mr. Siddi(|i does not retain any part ot Mrs. Sen 
Gupta's resolution and therefore it i> out of order. 

Seeondl>. Sir, we find that this pn»po.s4*d amendment is in tlie form of 
rec(»rding an appreeiutitm of the aetivitie" <»f the present Ministry whereas 
the rules of the Assembly justl\ state that a resoluti«m this House or an 
amendment tberet<> should be in tbe form <»f a declaration of opinion and 
we alw’Hvs have re.sidutions to tbe effect that “tlii.s Assembly is of opinion, 
etc.” ! The “form * in which resolution.s are required to be rlrafted i« also 
indicated 1% the Hon'ble the Speaker by virtue of the power given to him 
under the rules and this is also indicative of the form that should 

be followed. 

Gn these tw(t grounds. Sir, I submit that this resolution cannot be 
accepted as an amendment to Mrs .Sen Gupta’s resolution. If such amend- 
ments were permitted there would be no meaning in giving previous notice 
of 21 dayi in respect <»f a resolution. t<» W lIlo^ed in the House. We can 
then bring in anything and everything by way of so-called amendments to 
resolutions that have got priority, in the House, of di.scussion, and thus 
nullify the right of priority by bringing in anything and everything we 
like by way of amendment. 
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Apart from these gnmuds there is another reason for luy objection, 
namely, that this motion goes even beyond the subject-matter contemplated 
bv Mrs, Sen (jupta in her resolution. This proposed amendment is really 
in the nature of a <‘onfidence motion in the (rovernment and if it is a case 
of m(>ving a confidence motion by the majority i)arty they can, if they like, 
come forward with an appropriate motion at any stage. So far as our 
motion is concerned we have given certain specific items regarding the 
release of jirisoners, and amenities to be given to them. But the scope of 
this ameiidnieiit to the main resolution goes very much beyond that. 

On these three grounds, Sir, I submit that this so-called amendment be 
de<lared out of order. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Sir, I would like to say a few 
W(»rdH ill support of Dr. Sanyars ]M>int of order. 

Mr. M. A. H, I8PAHANI: Sir, when this amendment has received } our 
consent, are honourable members in <»rder to raise point ot order and have 
a full-fledged debate on the admissibility of this amendment.s? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Mr. I.spahani, 1 called Mr. Siddiqi to move this 
amendment and that was why he .stood up to .sj)eak. Siibseipieutly, even 
knowing that full well, I have allowed this jxdnt of order. What i.s the use, 
therefore, (»f y<uir raising a techinii’al objection!'' 

Tha Hon’ble Mr. Khwaja 8HAHABUDDIN: On a point of order, Sir. 
Let Mr. Siddi(ii first place hi^ motion before the House and tloM» the ques- 
tion of its admissibility or otherwise will ari^e. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: AVe cannot all<»w this amendment even 
to find a place in the record of the proceedings (*f this House: that is my 
point of order. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Mr. Speaker. Sir. 

Khan Bahadur MOHAMMED ALI: Are you, Mr. Speaker, allowing 
a sj)ee<‘h on this jioint of order P 

Mr. 8PEAKER: If he wants to Ha> a few words on the point of order 
he may do so, 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Sir. this proposed amendment is not 
really an amendment as has been submitted by my friend but a inaiHB substi- 
tution of an independent re.solutiou in place of the original. Sir, the 
Assembly Procedure Buies do not give any scope to substitute one resolution 
in place of another. I beg to draw your attentiim to rule 91 of the Assembly 
prtwedure Buies w hich says “if a copy of such amendment has not been sent 
to the Secretary five days before the day fixed for the discussion of the 
resolution, any member may object to the moving of the amendment and 

such objection shall prevail I do not know whether this amendment 

was placed before the Secretary five days before the actual sitting: if it was 
not, I submit it is out of order. 

Hr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Sir. in moving this amendment 
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Dfs NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: I have raised a point of order. The 
question of moving this amendment does not arise because my point of order 
is against the moving of it at all. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Siddiqi, I do not want to waste the time in useless 
talk about technicalities. Kindly go straight to this mutter about the point 
of order that has been raised and then I want to finish. 

Mr. ABOUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Sir, I hold the view that (1) an 
amendment becomes inadmi.ssible if it negatives the original motion. (2)

Sir, 
that y<mr predecessor in office did allow motions similar tt» mine — I am 
referring to Sir Azizul Ha«jiie -atid the House will remember tluit in the 

last session, a resolution was moved h\ Khan Bahadur Auhol Husain and 

in dire<t eontradistinctjoii t«« it the Deputy Speaker, who then ruled the 

House, allowed the resedution moved hy the Secretary of the Progressive 

Part\. My amemlment, Sir, d<»es not, in any way, militate against eitluT 
the ruling'' ot \our predecessor'' or the lules of di.scussion in this House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: In m.\ ojunion thi.s amendmeiit is only a substitute for 
the original re'^olutnuj and if I had a tree hand in the matter 1 would liave 

disallowed if, hut a-^ i^ j»onil»Ml oui l)\ Mr. Siddiqi (lien* are certain 

precedents whieli go ayaiiiNf m\ own opinion and I think it will lie unfair 
at this stage if I «lisallow ihi*' amemlnient. 

AVith regard to the lime 'Mr Siildi(ji perleet1\ right. The original 
motion*' were reeeiveil up til) 0 even yesterdav. I allowed tlmt. Therefore, 
if an ailftNidmeiit (-01110 toilay I cannot disallow it on that ground. 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Where i.s the precedent that a 
completcl\ negative amendment 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have seen two cases which in my opinion h*iid simie 
colour to the contention rai.sed h\ Mr. Siddiip. As regards tlic fium I have 

got doiiht and 1 j»n»p((>e to Mr. Siddii|i to put his atiHUidmeni in tlii.s 

form: “This Assembly i" «»{ opinion that the efforts of the present 
Ministry to imiilement their programme in regard to the policy of release 
of political pri.soners and the amenities granted to them and their families 
are commendable and is of opinion that considering the present political 
conditions in the province (ioverument should expedite the release* of 
political prisoners by reviewing individual ca.ses*’ and so forth.

have been raise<l on the ground i»f inadmissibility because of such wording 
or form, 1 respectfully submit that we cannot agree tc) the amendment to the 
amendment that is now* being made and whii h is now being permitted with- 
out any notice whatever. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Sir, such things have been done 
in this House hundreds of times — not once or twice. 

Mr. SPEAKER! I allow it. Mr. Siddiqi. 

Non«ofllcial Resolutiont. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Sir, I beg to move by w'ay of 
amendment that the resolution of Mrs. Nellie Sen Gupta do take the 
follow’iug form that this Assembly is of opinion that the efforts of the 
present Ministry to implement their programme in regard to the policy 
of release of political prisoners and the amenities granted to them and their 
families are commendable and is of opinion that considering the present 
poUtioal conditions in the prt»vince Government should expedite the release 
of political prisoners by reviewing individual cases and should grant suitable 
and generous amenities to those who might not be released at onc.e, and 
their families.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: I am not questioning your ruling, Sir. 
You have in the previous ruling allowed a substitution. The language of 
that is substituted and when a resolution is .sub.stituted, it beeomes a resolu- 
tion or motion. My amendment is with regard to eertain wordings t»f that 
substituted motion and, Sir, that .substituted iimtion lias certain words whic h 
might be acceptable to us. 

Hoil'blf KhWiJa Sir NAZIMUDDIN: On a point of order, Sir. I 
submit, Sir, that the preneedings should be conducted in accordance with 
the rules. I do not think that at this stage Dr. Sanyal can propose any- 
thing. Y'ou have got a right to accept this amendment not; that is your 
discretion. I do not want to interfere with that, but Mr. Abdur Rahman 
Siddiqi kas moved jii* resolution (Dr. Nalinaksha SAirvAi.: Yes, resolu- 
tion !)- — no, no— his amendment and he has got to deliver his speech. In 
between no other person can speak except on a point of order. 1 submit, 
Sir, that Dr. Sanyal should wait till Mr. Siddiqi has finished his speech.

of people (A VOICE kmom the OmismoN Benches: Because it has got 

a motive behind it^ who have added their signatures to the resolution moved

S(dd to whom?) sold to (’ivilians w Ijoin thc\ were never fired of running 
down, have come forward to pul sp(»kes intt* the wheel of progre.ss — a wheel 
that, Sir, in time, will lead t<» the release, will lead to the freedom of these 
peo])le. (A VOICE fhom ill! Opcomtion Bkn( he.s : In time!) Yes, in tiihe 
hut not 1() months. Sir, I go further and ^ay that if vou had not inu(I(* them 
^utu'tu,t ojjivio on the 2!bh Mandi. nn>re ]>erniciuus i>ersecution of my 

bndhers and my sisters (rries of "(Mi! oh!” from tlie Opposition 

Benches) I give no mono]>ol\ in natitmalism to any sei'Hon, jiartiiularly to 
the political renegades to speak in the name of m\ fellow citizens and 
countrymen wdiom they sent to jails. These peojile wdio have now' 
metamorphosed from persecutors into advi»cates. Sir, 1 again repeat, w'ere 
eager to stick to office and midy to kiss the Ixuits that kicked hem. Now 
w'lien we haVb started on a programme of releases and amenities? they realise 
the magnitude their folly and wish Iti cover it up with makebelieve 
advocacy and unreal friend>bi]>. With your permission, Sir, I should like 
to read to the House the pidic> and programme along^mhich we Hit'll to 
proctM»d. My himourahle leader and the Leader of Hou.se, li*%re he 
took office, said^.^at the gnmp now sitting t(^ \our riglit will do its best and 
try to* get libewly of the Press and liWrty to lu>ld meetings; to make a 
national approach in dealing with arrests, detentions and triti.s for {lolitical 
-offences; regular and periodical reviews of the cases of politicar prisoners 
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by some independent tribunal ; to secure their release or to provi^ amenities 
for them — amenities for detenus abimt fm)d. clothing, medical attendance, 
interviews, studies, letters and uuscellune(»us sUpjAies; and family allow- 
ances to security prisoners. 

The honourable mover of the motion under discussion dbould iJave 
infonued herself before lending her name to it for the reason.

Mr. ABDIIR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: In December, 1941, when m old 
Council of Ministers resigned, political security prisouew under rule 2li, 
numbered somewhere between 1(H) to 200 or ‘2')0. On th^ 28tlft>f February, 
1943, a mouth before it went out. the number had gone uj) to 1.7'>9. Do 
they expect that by the pressing of an electric button, the Hon'ble the 
Chief Minister, who is also the Home Minister, will suddenly open all the 
dooi%nf *dl the jails and set at liberty all the prisoners in custody in Bengal?

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Till doomsday we have got to wait then!

more. Til be previous Ministry had been allowe<l to continue office, tho.se 
in prison more and many m<»re per.sonh would have been siMit to another 
place which 1 need not mention (rentlemen oppo.site arc trying to tench 
us what to do when the^ have sold (heir •^ouK, to my mind, w'ith sliame- 
facedness of a type thi|t would make un\ man liung liis head in sliame. They 
stand condemned in the e\es td their fellow countiMneu and will be well 
advised not to open their lip.*^ (ui this subject. Office was 4^arer to them 
than the liberty of then compatriots. Since taking office the present 
Council of Ministers has already relea.sed 110 prisoners and friends opposite, 
if I may call them friends, will realise that cases are being coi^idered and 
judged with the utliiost expedition and rt\inpath\, not because gentlemen 
opposite will shoei^but because. Sir, I cousider it a matter in wdiich the 
honour of the Muslim Deague is involved. Not they, but the Muslim 
League will bring about the freedom and liberty of Bengal. For honourable 
members oppf)site, it is a matter of political tactics; to me it is alujust a 
fundamental of faith. I want my Hindu compatriots to reali.se that the 
Mualim tjlfifue conaiders the question of the freedom aji4 liberty of the 
Hindu as equd to or even greater than that of the Muslim for the reason 
that the rights of tbnZunmi, as you know, Sir, if this were a Muslim Gov- 
ernment, would priority over the rights of the Muslim, 

0^^ NALINARIHA SANYAL: Not so for Mr. Jinnah anyw'ay ! 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: It ix difficult to nmnd . caste* 

ridden menta^ty to realise the wideness of the Muaiixn outlook becauao

Otf ’NALIMAKSHA *$ANYALl He is soaring beyond caste. 


Mr. ABDUR RAGMAN 8IDDIQI: I am soaring in regions (Dr. 
Syamaprasad^JdookHrje^*: Where angels fear to tread) into which it has 
been difficult for me to bring my compatriots. In this very resolution, 
Sir, as a Muslim poet has put it —

Where the quattion of the freedom and riglits of the citizen is involved, I 
would not lower it down to the level of sending letters, getting one more 
ounce of atta or two ounces more of rice and dal. 

Dr. NALINAKiHA 8ANYAL: Teach that to your Mr. Jinnah. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: I will liave to teach it to men whom 
my critics consider to be bigger than Mr. .linnah; men who ran away at 
the moment when they .should have been in the field of battle. ’ Sir, the 
case of India cannot be fought by men who possess a restricted vision and 
call themselves nationalists. 1 hope, and feel certain, that it will be fought 
and won by men with an international mind. 

Sir,# demands have been made that this should be done and that should 
be done. The two apeakers who preceded me appeared to forget that there 
is a thing lik^ w war going on on our eastern frontier. They forget that in 
Bengal nonnal law has almost ceased to exist. OrdinanCiB® are being inflicted 
upon us from the Centre from day to day. A suhurdinale tiovernment, and 
here I wao|^ to put in a hit of recommendation for mercy through you to 
the othifi.’ljkie of the House, a subordinate (lovernmeut has not got that 
liberty of action which it would have had in normal days. That being so, 
what can be done ia being done, not because tliere are people who wish to 
stick to office but because there are people who want to safeguard their 
hono^and the dignity and rectitude of the political faith to which they 
hold. The diflioulty, if I may put it that way, has been that the prede- 
cessors oC^W foesent Council of Ministers allowed Vi^tji^froni j>ad 

to worse. If 1 may describe the present Ministers. leannot do better"’flan 
call them a ’Salvage Corps. We find them in a condition in which if they 
are able to clear the mess they inherited in six montlis ^ahall be a happy 
mm. I once called them scavengers also but only po^ical scaveligers. 
The meaa that was left to them, the hopeless mess th^^revious Ministry 
lad made at a tlm when we should have b^n on the gtti t*ire all the time 
for our rifhte, had to he cleared. Now we are there with coiuageous hearta 
and strong ainem attd Qod irilHng, in proper time, we will clear it. 
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Th<^ resolution, SiiP, has two main parts and I do not kn6\»F^||Iegal 
gentlemen will perhaps correct me — whether, in view f%ihe fact tl^ nilc 
26 of the Defence of India Rules has btcotue a jndicifti football bet^MSen the 
High Courts and the Federal Court, we can discuss it in detail here. I have 
my views on the imiiit. That was the reason why, Jsiir, I wanted to remove 
it from my amendment, " ^ ' 

They have also asked for the release i>f people involved in the so-called 
“rebellion” c(»iisequent upon tlie arrest of Con^^ress leaders. «feo loM as 
Gandhiji and the ( ongress itself — I mean all the members oijilb Wonting 
Committee — are in prison, to make a <lemand for tlie ijnm^diate release of 
all political prisoners is to demand something which is uiiatlinnable and 
impracticable. If this (iovernmeiit couM <lo it, I would w(»rk^for, il like 
a slave for the rest of m\ life It is, as I have j)oin(ed Out, a subordinate 
(ioveriiinent . So long as the pre.seni (ioverii<jr-(ieirt»Tnl ia there and so 
long as the i»resent Secretary <d State is there, it is impossild^f to imagine 
that they will try to solve tins proldem. There is, iiowever, one point on 
vliich T should like to draw the attention i>f tin* present Ministers ami that 
is the application of Regulation III of ISIS to <letain politically-minded 
Indians. There wa.s no need to make use of it, especiall\ when the High 
Court had reb^ased pe<»i)le. It was a mi.stake and action w'as taken wdiile 
the (fovernor and the Home Minister were out of Calcutta, as was prf>ved 
by affidavit in tbe High C<mrt. I .should like to ap]>eal to the present 
Council of Ministers that tbe sooner they recall action under it. the sooner 
they forget tbat4here is an antediluvian law’ called Regulation III of ISIS, 
the better it will be for everybody in this province. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: Then, support this resolution. 

Mr, ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQi: I am carrying the resolution several 
steps flirt hejT than what the honourable member who. drafted it, desircil. It 
was to .save it against criticism au<l to defend better tke liberty of our 
brothers and sisters in jail, that this amendment was tabled. What 1 wish 
to impress upon the House is that the liberty of the person, the liberty of 
the citizen shall be safeguarded and action will be taken by. the present 
Council of Ministers in a manner that will bring honour to i ti|ii :.gpd happi- 
ness to our people. 

I should like honourable members opposite to see that this matter is 
taken out of party politics. They have taken up cudgels on behalf of 
political prisoners whom they incarcerateil, even members of 
They ooinidar that we are the givers of liWrty and treedom. Tlat is tbe 
^le bnrdifen of ^ demand. Release them all and releA«j^4hem at once. 
So far as the present Chief Minister and Horae Minister i# concerned, 1 
am convinced i|L belief and so should be at least member of tbe official 
Congress .Party^ that India has not produced a bigger liberator than the 
Hon*ble Sir lik|imnddin. (laughter from the Opposition Benches.) H 
tikis I am using language which is not my own. I am Oiii&g ike language 
of one of their own leaders with whom I had intimate and friendly relatitfelli 
If ever th^ get access to the conversations Gandhiji hod in Calcutta and 
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outside, regarding the release of political prisoners in Bengal, they will 
admit in their heart of hearts that the number of persons released by Sir 
Naiimuddin was several times larger than those released in all the Congresa 
provinces rolled together. A Congress leader of eminence also said to me, 
“Siddiqi, I started with a dislike for him but after coming into contact with 
him T must say, when Nazimuddin sa>s ‘Yes’ he means ‘Yes’ and when 
Nazimuddin says ‘No’ he means ‘No’ ” (loud applause from the Opposition 
Benches). 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY; He says “No” more than “Yes”. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IODIQI: Sir Nazimuddin has said “Yea”. 
He uttered it in his great statement 1 (pioted in my speech earlier “Wait 
ami See”. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: How longf 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN 8IDDIQI: Not for sixteen months. If you 
could swallow all the nonsense that was uttered and done during the sixteen 
months in which the previous Ministry held office, give Sir Nazimuddin 
also some time. I beg of them, Sir, to develop a better sense of proportion 
and not to give in to shoutings and meaningless twaddle. The matter is 
too serious to be used for party purpose.s. I want them also t(> realise that 
there are people outside their own little fold who hold to higher principles, 
who believe in higher ideals and who have a wider sense of brotherhood 
than they have showm during the lust six years that we have been here. 

Sir, 1 need not add more. Times are difficult. We can go on fighting 
inside this Assembly if it is so desired, but with tlie situation as it exists 
outside this hall and in the ct)untr\, with the obstinacy fif the Outral 
Ooverument not to take into account the wislies of the four humlied million 
people of this country, many (»f whom are shedding their })lood for a cause 
which is not theirs, for demociaes, even in the sense tliat an Englishman 
understands it, is being deiiie<l to us. we have to work untler many diffi- 
culties, On every si<le that we turn there is an Ordinance, there is obsti- 
nacy, there is intransigence and there are man> things wliiidi wi* do not 
like. I am speaking from my lieart. Sir. and I hope my words will touch 
a sympathetic chord in the hearts of homiurable geiithuueu opj>osite so that 
they may rise above purely part\ considerations. Here, let us all unite if 
we quu and find freedom for ourselves. Criminals apart, I am personally of 
the opinion that a man should not he persecuted for his poiltical faith. We 
are on tkis side today, we may have to go to the other side tomorrow*. If 
the honourable member for the University of Ualcutta becomes the Premier 
he w*ill not order me to hold a political faitli against ray wishes; he witf* 
not say that this or that is dangerous for the country. It is, therefore, that 
I plead to them, through you. Sir. not to put venom into their speeches, not 
to look at this problem in any other way but in the way in which we are 
trying, with great difficulty, to look at it with a view to find solutions 
to remove the obstacles in the way of our brothers who are being persecuted 
for bolding political opinions which are praised on the one side and denounced 
on the other. I commend my amendment to the House and 1 do hope that 
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the honourable mover will take my words in the spirit in which I am 
uttering them. We are all walking along the same path. We all want 
the same thing. There is difference of opinion almut the method as to 
how we shall attain the goal. 1 assure my friends, through you, Sir, that 
we shall not follow the lines laid down by the previous Ministry liecause 
their activities were confined to mere words, words and words: Innha- 
Allah, iiow" it will be actiiui, action, action. 

Babu MAOHU8UOAN 8ARKAR: Sir. 1 beg to move hy way of amend* 
meiit that clauses (o and (J) of the resolution No. t of Mrs. Nellie Sen 
(iui)ta be omitted and th<‘ following proviso he added, namely:-*-' 

“provide<l tlial l>y gradual examination ot each and every case, (jov- 
ernment are satisfied that the releuM* is not likely to enilanger 
the safety ami secuiit\ of the province or jeopardise public 
peace and traiKjUillil \ 

Sir, we have full ‘•yinputh\ foi the release of jioliticul b^'i'^oners. I am 
jiractically supporting ttn' rexfdutmn moved l)\ Mis Nellie Sen tiupta with 
this modification that xhe wants a tribunal to lu* appointed to review' tlie 
cases of pcditical jtrisoners. hut I think that a tribunal will lake a long 
time and tijat is a cunihrtm.s wa\ to review tlie t'ases I tliink (iovt»rnment 
ill the present situation .itc tin* fit ageticv to htok after their (*ases lit^cuuse 
(i<n'ermnent at the present stage ha\e lull sMnpalh\ for the p(diti(*ul jiri*' 
fioners. From their attitude it appears that during the sliort tenure of the 
present ('abinet a large mimlu*r fd p(ditical prisomus have Ikmmi released and 
at the saim* time tlieir allowance sanctione<l bclorc .lanuary has }»cen doiililed 
and tlieii familx allowance s.mctioned liefore .hmuar\ has been dotllded. 
Their siihsistcnce allowance also has been liberullv c(uisidered. In these 
circumstances I think tliat (iovernment at the present stage are the fit 
agem\\ to considei and expedite the release of pfilitical prisoners. We also 
want to expedite tlie release id political prisoners. If an\ (rilmnal is to he 
ap})ointed to review their case.s, I tliink it will fake a long time or rather 
it will be a polic\ to shelve the cases <jf piditicul prisoners. 

Sir, we liave full symj)ath> for political prisoners. Some of my frieiidi 
have .spoken ahout the grievance.s and sufferings of piditicul prisoners. I 
think these are the grievances and sufferings during the time of the late 
Mini.str>‘. I think during the time of the present ( abinet such sufferings 
ami such treatment are to be heard no more. 

In view of all these facts I have moved my uiiiendmenl and I commend it 
to the acceptance of the House 

Mr. OHIRENDRA HATH DATTA; Mr IVputy Speaker, Sir, I the to 
support the resolution that has lieen so ahly moved hy Mrs. Sen (lupfa. 
The resolution <Ieals with two classes of people. It deaK with detenus who 
have heen arrested ami ke)it in detention without trial for an indefinite 
period and it also deals with persons convicted since l>th August, 1042. 
One part of the resolution also deals with the appointment of a tribunal 
for reviewing the cases of those convicts and detenus and lastly it dealf 
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with the amenities and treatment provided for political prisoners in jails. 
The res(dution demands that a non-official committee he composed to advise 
Government on the amenities and treatment provided in jails and detention 
camps for ilitferent classes of political prisoners and detenus. . 

Mr. Deputj' Speaker, Sir, it seems to me that the Hon’ble Chief Minister 
who is also the Home Minister is in error w hen he says that with regard to 
the interpretation of rule 2(> of the Defence of India Rules the matter is 
gub judu'v. This matter is not suit judire. It has been found in the 
Federal (*’ourt h\ the Chief Justiee, Sir Mauricp (iw'\er, that rule 2f) of the 
Defence ot India Rules is illegal and uitni vires. This matter is not 
glib judire. In order to validate thi^, there was a validating Ordinance by 
the Governor-General with a view’ to amend the Defence of India Act. But 
it has been found by the Calcutta High ( ourt that this so-called validating 
Ordinance cannot be passed. This is also illegal and ultra rireg because 
His Excellency the Governor-General has not got the power to amend an 
Act of the LegUluture. So, Sir, these people were certainly detained with- 
(»iit trial and they were detained illegally at least ior a certain period, viz., 
between the time when the judgment of the Federal Court was delivered by 
Sir Maurice Gwyer and the time when the \alidating Ordiimnce was issued. 
During this period these [teople wen* detained illegall\ and 1 am tpiite .sure 
compensation can be demanded from the Governimuit for tlieir illegal 
^ detention. 

Then, Sir, 1 shall deal with persons who have Ihmmi convicted since August, 
1942. These people were convicted by Special Magistrates under the 
Special Courts Ordinance and it has been held by the High Court and the 
judgment of the High Court has l»een contirmpil by the Federal Court 
saying that the Sjiecial Court (Ordinance is illegal and ultra vires 

Then, Sir, His Excellency the Govern(»r-( ieneral of India has issued 
another Ordinance to the etteiM that a ccmviction by the Special ( ourt will 
be treated as a cimviction b.\ the ordinar\ court The matter stands thus 
and this Ordinance has also been disputed. 

So, Sir, so far as detention of detenus i.^ concerned, 1 may submit that 
this is really an illegal detention. It lias been said that these people were 
detained or arrested during the regime ot the past Ministry. But you must 
reinembe»' that since 9th August. 1102, there have been disturbances in the 
country and most of the arrests were made after the 9th August, 1942. 
Before 9th August, 1942, the number of .security prisoners were 447 and 
after the 9th August, 1942, the number has risen to l.btHI and odd. 

Sir, the question before the House is whether these prisoners should be 
released immediately or not. The programme of the present Ministry con- 
tained that these detertus would be released. After the pre,sent Ministry 
was formed on the 2oth April, aliimst three months have elapsed and it has 
been said that 119 prisoners have btsen released. But the question is of the 
110 prisoners who have been released how many were ordered to be released 
previously? There are about 1,799 prisoners still in jail and there are many 
prisoners who have Wcome invalitl. there are many prisoners who are suflfer- 
ing fnmi serious illness. I know of a case in Comilla Jail. Babu Sarat 
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Ckandra ChakraTartyi a man of TO, has been suffering from serious illness. 
This person also has not been released. There are many other prisoners 
who have been suffering from vserious illness. A member of the House, 
Babu Nikunja Beharv Maiti, has been suffering from duodenal ulcer in the 
Medical College Hospital. Another member, Babu Kamal Krishna Roy, 
has also been suffering from duodenal ulcer in the Medical College Hospital. 
The^e persons have not lieen relea.sed. I may mention that Babu Sarat 
Chandra Chakravarty who is aged 70 has been suffering from eye disease 
and I can .say from m\ personal knowledge that he will lose his eye sight 
in the C(mr.'*e of n few (lay>. But ..till he ha> not been relea.sed. Sir, in 
spite of the report from Intelligence Branch reconiniemling their release, 
these per.>on.s are not being released. Another person, Manmatha Nath Das 
who lias been suffering very seri(»us1\ has not been released, ('an any expla- 
nation be given by this Ministry a.s to i^hs tho>e persons who have been 
suffering from illness and have submitted their petitions for release and 
about whom Intelligence Branch have given their report favourably have 
not been release<l ^ Why have the\ not been released ^ Beouiise this (jues- 
tion is not treate<l with sympathi b\ the present Ministry. 

Apart from the (juestion of leleuse I ask what hn.s been done with regard 
to the convicts. What has ln*en d<»ne about their allowance and other 
amenities*^ It ma\ be contended with sonie force that the diet allowance 
has been increased fnun TJ annas- lo annas to Hs 1-8 In the year IMd’i 
when rice was nelling at Hs o-lll if 1 ina\ rememlnT correetK, the diet 
aliowatice wa- IN 1-4 Now nif selling at IN to Hs. (0 and the fliet 
allowance is IN 1-8 only 

Then with regard to the famil> allowance there are thousands of appli- 
cations and only about HM) persons have been rci’eiving fainil> allowance. 

\ oil do not leahse the ini-er\ of tbe dependants those ]»eo))le. 1 was in 

jail ami I know tliat fiersons who have lieen detained without trial and those 
persons who have been convicted b\ the court.s which have been found by 
the Federal Court a- illegal, .ue leceiving- letters from tlndr dependants 
almost every da> that ihei arc starving. This i.s due to the ahnormul rise 
in price not only of foodstuffs but also of other necehsaries of life. Look 
at the misery of the people The\ are in detention; the\ are helpless; hut 
in spite of that what has been done with regard to the famil> allowance 
I am told, and it is all right, tliat the maximum amount of family allowance 
is Rs. To ami the minimum is Hs. b, and it is said that family allowance will 
be increa.sed KMI j>er cent, in soiiie cases ami oB per cent, in some other 
cases. I do not know whether the family allowance has been increased or 
aot, but it has been s«»ught to bp increnseil .subject to one proviso. The 
proviso is that in no case the allowance should pxcee<l the income of the 
security pri.soner at the time of his arre.sl ^^ell. I mu,\ say that a person 
who used to earn Rs. IB at the time of his arrest, may earn Rs. I, BOB after- 
wards. Time.s have changed. Moreover, the income of a person who used 
to earn R.s. 3(Ht previously i.s Hs. 1ft according to the Intelligence Branch 
report. Mrs. Sen (riipta was giving an instance that a iloctor was earning 
Hs. loO, but according to tbe Intelligence Branch report hia income was 
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R». V) and he was given Rs. 15 only. If his allowance be increased to 
Rh. dO f>r 1(H) jier cent, even then it w’ould be quite insufficient due to the 
abrnuriial rise in the price of foodstuffs and other necessaries of life. These 
are the thing.s which should he considered at this stage, but these things do 
not weigh with the present Ministers. It is said that the family allowance 
wil! he doubled. But it will he increa.sed subject to a very bad proviso 
and thi.s proviso will really frustrate the real intention behind the increase. 
1 want to know from the Hon’hle Minister in charge of this department 
whether an^' increase has been allowed and what is the maximum amount 
that is now being grante<l. AVe know that the maximum is Rs. 75 now. 
To a person who has 5 to 10 dependants Rs. 75 is practically nothing. 
Rupees 75 of today is ecfua] to Rs. 15 in the past. Nowadays with one 
rupee you cannot purchase what couhl he purchased with even four annas 
previously. I say therefore that having regard to the rise in price of rice 
and other staple foodstuffs and other necessaries of life, the family allow- 
ance of all persons who have been detained witliout trial should he reason- 
ably increased. II this is not done, the concesison now j)ropo.sed to be given 
will mean nothing. 

There are other grievances which should he looked into. There are 
grievances w'ith regard to interviews, there are grievanc(*s with regard to 
letters and with regard to an absurd rule that the securit\ jirisoners will 
have to apply for permission to have their money deposited in the jail, 
i know in one case an a])plicati(m w'as made about !( m(»nths before but no 
])ermission was granted t(» him. What is the ne(‘essit\ tor permission to 
<lej)osit their mone> in the tail'' Bcsnles these. co<ike<l loftd not allowed 
to the security prisoiHU's in the jail. While 1 wa** ('oming to attend the 
meetings of the Bengal Ii«*gislative Assembl\ I wa.s told by a person that 
certain interview.^ liave been refuse<l b> the jail officers oi the (’omilla Jail. 
What are the reasons t<»i this!" .'so tai as the Midnajxue Jail is (‘(uiCerned 
internees there tire not allowed ain interviews. They are not allowed any 
letters. So far as tlie eonviets are concerned, they have got numerous 
grievances. T can cite one instanc<‘. Dr. Nripeiidra Nath Bose who is an 
M.B. and a good physician of Bengal and who had a leading practice in 
Comilla and eommuu<ls the respect not only of the jieojile of Tippera hut of 
the whole of Bengal while transferred from ( omilla to Alipore Central Jail 
or some other jail was handcuffed b> the Militarx Intelligence (,)fficer who 
went to the jail gate and handcuffed him. Throughout the journey he was 
brought liaudcuffed. In Bari.snl Jiandcuffs, fetters and whipping were 
resorted to. Sir, this is the treatment whicli is meted out to the political 
prisoners. In the Midnapore Jail these political convicts have heen put to 
the yhani. These are instances of mal-treatment meted out to the political 
convicts. The jaditical convicts are not allowe<l to mix with others. In 
their case rules have been brushed aside and they have heen put in a ver\’ 
insanitary and ilark room. It is impo.ssible to enumerate all the grievances 
of the iiolitical prisoners e.specially of the division 111 pri.soners. If you 
know the grievances of

Now, Sir, I have something to say about Comrade Siddiqi who has come 
down from Sind to Bengal to preach his sernrons as a Muslim pundit. He has 
tried his fortune in several parts of the world and could not suceed. Now 
here in Bengal he has taken his po.sition as one of the leaders of the Muslim 
League in order to exploit the Muslim Bengal as the owner, director and 
manager of an insurance company. His supposed .sympathy on behalf of 
the political jirisoners, I may humbly submit, is without any foundation as 
it will be jiroved by his very speech. 

The resolution speaks of two kinds of political prisoners and one is the 
class of jirisoners who were convicted after the movement of August, 1942. 
This kind of political prisoners the mover of the amendment Mr. Siddiqi 
keeps out of his consideration and he .sa>s that this kind of prisoners cannot 
be released liefore the resolution of the Congress is withdrawn. Then there 
is another kind of jaditical prisoners wIh) are in jail, as f(»r examjile the 
political prisoners relating to Armoury Baid of Chittagong. These prisoners 
have been in jail from the time even before the present constitution was 
launched and the Hon’ble Khwaja Sir Na/.imuddin was in liis ministerial 
ipidi for five long >eurs beftu’e Mr. A. K. Fazlul llu([ beiame the Chief 
Minister a second time. These people were not released tlien and I think 
that these men are not within the consnleration of the Hon’ble Sir 
Nazimiiddin. 

Then there is a kind of prisoners that remain and the\ are the prisoners 
who are detained or convicted under the Defence of Imlia Rules. We are 
not considering the cases of prisom-r.s who have been taken back again 
immetlialelv after their relea.se behind the prison bars by this benign 
Ministry. Therefore 1 submit that any kind of political jirisoners, convicted 
or detained, are not getting any consideration what.soever from the hands 
of the so-called champions of lilierty and human freedom. I submit that 
whatever Mr. Siddiqi has said has uo foundation. He has, I submit, only 
fired some blank cartridges without any intention of doing good to any kind 
of political prisoners. 

Dr. ABDUL MOTALEB MALIK: Then he is harmless. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: I submit that the speech of 
Mr. Siddiqi should be taken in its proper worth because the .speeches of 
insurance agents, insurance men and insurance managers are exaggerated, 
and without any foundation and have very little meaning as the world 
knows. I must finish iiiy speech with the remark that his s|H*ech is nothing 
but the speech of an insurance canvasser a> lie has come to Bengal as an 
exploiter from the remote corner of Sind. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN BIDDIQI: May 1 say a wonl. 
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|lr> DEPUTY SPEAKER: Mr. Siddiqi. there is no time. Now I shall 
call upon Mr. David Hendry to imike liii si)eech. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Sir. I have nnt finished my speech 
yet. 

Mra DEPUTY SPEAKER: I am sorry. I thought you had huished. 
You may go on with your speech. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN SARKAR: Ihditioal pri'-onern are not new iu 
Bengal. Some laws or some regulations were pas'jed in the beginning of 
the 19th century when the Mu.Nlim> trietl to regain iheir jiower. Kegulutiou 
III is one of the relics of the archaic laws Afier that, st-veral laws, several 
regulations, several Defence of Indian Hules and Detence of India Acts 
were pa'-sed and for the last Idl) \eurs Bengal has Iummi -ieeing oppression, 
repression and sujijiression ot all kintls ot ptditic.il woiktus. Xow this time 
also under the garb of the Defence of Intlia Bales hundreds of \oung men, 
patriotic gentlemen, lovers of .socu‘t\ aie behinil the pristtn bats. What is 
their fault?' Tlit‘\ ari* lovers of their eouutr\. the\ like to liherate their 
couutrv and for this leason the \s hite-tai ed i:»*iit lemen on iii\ left an* very 
cruel on them 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Un^^ <.,n ^ou sa\ that? 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN SARKAR: I am soir\. It is now a mutter 
of history that pen(de (d 1* ranee. ])eoph* <.1 Belgium and people of other 
subjugated countries are lienig instigated b\ the ^o. milled civilized 
Governments to rise against then established (tovei nineiit s. W’hat sin huve 
these peo])le ot Bengal (Mmimitted? U'hat ''in havt* thes«‘ |nv<*rs of their 
countrs , the.ne jiatriots oj India, committed that they are now thrown 
behind the prison bars under the garb ot lawless laws? It is said that 
some kim! (d prestige, the jirestige of tioveriiment, the prestige of the 
British jnsiple are at the back. I sa\ , we have s(»en what kind of jirestige 
these Eiirojiean (bivernnients iiave. We have e%en '•een that this British 
Government ha\e tun awa\ troiii Hongkong to ( hindwin — a distance of five 
thousaml miles — for safet_\. They ha\f‘ been oppressed )»\ the Jajianese at 
Hongkong, Mala\ and some other [ilaces. If fhe\ f<mld not take revenge 
for this under the garb of jirestige, I think if is an absurd thing to say that 
they are now trying to keep up then prestige. Now we find, Sir. that w’ith 
John Bull ITicle .Sum has joined, that is, with them the Muslim laMguers 
are now in alliance. The present memhers of the Government think that 
the Congress and the Nationalist (iroups are their political opjmiients. 
Therebtre it is clear that the Goveriiment in cfdlaboration or in conjunction 
with their foreign masters are trying to keep these political prisoners who 
belong either to the Congress or to tlie Nationalist (rroup.s behind the prison 
bar. Whatever they sa\ is a mere e> e-wash and they have no intention 
to release these prisoners. 

Today it ha.s been puldished rn pajiers that only per cent, of the recruitd 
of India are lieiiig supplied by Bengal. I ask now' very seriously what is the 
cause for this,** Popular leaders of Bengal are all now behind the prison 
bar. Maulana Abul Kalam Azad and Mr. Sarat Chandra Bose are in 
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prison, and Mr. Suhhas Chandra Bose i.s in wilderness. Unless and until 
these people are liberated there is no hope of mobilising;’ the forces of the 
country to stand against the aggression of the Japanese who are knocking 
at the south-eastern gate of our country, I very seriously ask the present 
Government to consider the present situation in the country and unless and 
until they take steps immediately to liberate tlie leaders of the country, it is 
vain to hope that this country will stand against the onslaught of the Axis 
Powers, especially Japanese aggression. 

Mr. DAVID HENDRY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I shall endeavour to be 
brief, but I shoubl like to express our attitude to this question of release 
of political prisoners. None of us can contemplate with any sort of 
happiness our fellowmen in detenticut. The jiersdiial liberty of the individual 
is a very sacred thing and should not be lightly taken away. I can well 
believe that it gives least satisfaction of all to the present Ministry to see 
so many of their fellow countrymen behind j)ri>on bars. There are circum- 
stances, however, Sir, in which detention is necessary for the safety and 
the maintenance* of internal securif\ of the ]>rrtvince as a whole, circum- 
stances where tlie detention oi a few means pie\enting miser\ and loss 
befalling u]Km ijiaii\ . 

Moreover, ue are in the mnlst ot war, and in war time internal security 
is more urgent and neces.sary than at any other time, not onl\ for the 
continued satet\ ot the province* but tor the promotion of the \sar effort and 
the spe(*d\ (b‘feat of the eneni\ at our gates. In the circumstances, restric- 
tions on the libertN ot (he .subject are untortinialely necessary which would 
not be ailmissible under normal (‘omlitions. We in thi^ jcirty dislike the 
thought of any one being detained under (ht* Deiem e ot India Hules longer 
than is justified, but the criterion must be th.n the (rovemment is satisfied 
before releasing an\ detenu that he will not be dangerous to (he province, 
to its war effort or to its internal peace ami security. 

There are. Sir, broadly spi'aking. three cla.sscs of persons detained under 
the Defence of India Rule.s at the present time: — 

Firstl\. there are persons who are members of subversive organisations 
who.se main aim is the overthrow of (iovernment established by law and to 
interfere with the internal peace ami security <jf the province. 

So long as there is no clear and definite evidence that the policy of .such 
euversive organisations has been cbangeii or that they are prepared to 
co-operate witli Government in the promotion of the war effort and support 
law and onler, we consider that there should be no question of wholesale 
release of members of such subversive organisations. 

Secondly, there is a class of persons who are not members of any 
subversive organisation, but who join in a mass movement. These are 
mainly the persons who were implicated in the sabotage campaign which 
followed last year upon the Congress resolution of August, 1942. This 
campaign, as we all know, did .serious damage to vital communications, to 
railways, telegraphs, etc., and to life and pnqierty. This campaign did, 
in fact, do serious damage to the war effort at a time w’hen the danger from

Japan was much greater than it is now.* Furthermore, it added to the 
difficulties which have led to the food crisis with which we are now faced 
and can only he viewed as being highly detrimental to the good of the 
country’ as a whole. That it did not do more seriou.s damage to war pnxluc- 
tion in essential industries in Bengal is due to the fact that the labour 
which is engaged in essential industries did not join the campaign ami the 
labour leaders with very few exception> .stood aloof from it. 

That ill-conceived and ill-a<lvised campaign has fortunately <lied down 
although we should like confirmation from the Hon’ble the Chief Minister 
that it has completely ceased, for example, in Mi<lnapore. There is also, 
w’e think, general rect^gnition tiiuf the campaign was a tragic mistake and 
detrimental to the true iuterest.s of the people of Imlia. The question now 
is, what to do with regard to persons detained because of their implication 
in that campaign. We mu.xt remember that tlie campaign has not vet been 
called off. AVe mu.Hf remember also that in tlje present cinMimstances 
sabotage and further interference with vital communications will not only 
gravely endanger the war effort but greatly aggravate the pre.sent food 
situation. 

In these circumstances A\e think (iovernment should exercise caution, a 
caution which it might forego in more normal circumstances. It cannot, in 
our opinion, indulge in the lu.xurv of a general release of all detenus, how- 
ever much they might like to do .so. We think that they should, however, 
follow a policy of gradual relea.se in hatches of tho.sp persons who they are 
satisfied, will not endanger the war effort nor the peace and security of the 
province. It would be neces.s,ir\ for them t(t watch the effect of tlie relea.ne 
of each batch carefully and liefore lele.ising fuither batches to be sure that 
th<»se already releastMl were not engaged in activities detrimental to the vvai 
effort and so on; and that {he> ueie themsrlves convinced that the campaign 
of sabotage in which tliey were implicated was ver\ wrong indeed. 

Tliere is a third class persons undei lestraint to which 1 should like 
to refer. This is a class of laboui agilatois cxlerned from industrial area.s 
or who.se movements are restnrled }»erause the\ are enga^^eil in promoting 
labour troubles in e.ssentiul indusliies Many labour leaders have adopted 
a more responsible attitude towards the war effort ami co-operated in the 
peaceful settlement of labour disjmtes. but tliere have been exieptions whose 
object has been tf) prevent peateful settlement, piomote strikes in e.ssential 
iudustrie.s and create trouble generall\. .Such labour agilatfirs should, in 
our mind, continue to be exlerned or kept under iletention, and we trust 
that no question of cancelling orders of exterument or restrictions against 
these agitators will be taken. 

For these reasons, Sir, we must fipjiose this resolution and we are also 
opposed to the immediate general relea.ses but favour gradual discriminating 
release of detenus under the Defence of India liule.s. 

With regard to the appointment of a special committee to consider the 
cases of detenus we have every confidence in the judgment of the Hon’ble 
Chief Minister in thi.s matter and we are also opposed to the proposal for 
the appointment of a tribunal to review cases of political prisoners for the 
•ame reason. 
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Mr. iANTOSH KUMAR BASU: Mr. Deputy Speaker, I accord my 
wholehearted HUjiport to the resolution which has been so ably and so 
feelingly moved by my esteeitoed friend -^Mrs. Nellie Sen Gupta. Sir, 
Mr. Abdur Kuhniau Siddiqi in hi^ ac’customed and inimitable style has 
indul^^ed in vitujjerati^m and invectives for which he alw'ays chooses to take 
credit in this House. The brunt of his attack ha.s been directed against the 
last Ministry. He has sought to show that the la.st Ministry was guilty of 
failure, negligence and deliberate acts of overlooking the needs and require- 
ments of the political juisoners in the matter of their amenities and release. 
Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiiji has held out the Muslim League in Bengal as 
the liberator of the jirovince and with the milk of human kindness his heart 
has overflown in the interest of his brothers and sisters in this province who 
are now behind the prison bars. 

While I was listening to him, Sir, 1 was recalling to my mind an 
expression which was used by the same Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi on an 
earlier occasion in this House when <luring the regime of the first Ministry 
which was formed in 1937 the case f>f the political prisoners came up before 
this House when >ome <»f them ha<l gone on hunger strike in protest against 
the treatment mete<l out to them in jail. It was this Mr. Abdur Rahman 
Siddiqi who then said, had the hanlihood and effrontery to say. that these 
political jirisoners C(Mi 1<1 not expe< t the treatment of damads or sons-in-law 
in their father-in-law''s house. It is the same Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi 
who now poses as the chamjuon of these ]>nlitical prisoners. 

Now, Sir, when the last Ministry came into office they were startled to 
find that it w'as Khw’aja Sir Nazimuddin in his cajiacity as Home Minister 
in the previous Government who had turned «lown the proposal of the 
Government of India mme tlmii onci* for an increase in the allowances of 
political prisoners. The Government (»f India on the recommendation of 
the committee upjiointed' at the instance of Mr. N. M Joshi had suggested 
more than once to the Government of Bengal that the upper limit of family 
allowances for security prisimers should be lifted and that the principle 
which had been adopted by the other Provincial Governments should also 
be adopted in Bengal. It was Khwaja Sir Nazimuddin in his capacity as 
Home Minister who had relentlessly turned down that jiropnsal more than 
once, (fries of “shame”, “shame” from Gpjxisition Benches.) One of the 
fi#«t acts of the last Government was to remove that upper limit and to lay 
dow'n the ptdicy that there wouhl he no upper limit and each case would be 
considered on its own merits. That was the p<dicy which was laid down 
by the last G(»vernmeut. But unfortunately for the last Ministry, in carry- 
ing out that policy, in the execution of that policy, the subordinate officers 
of the Police Department had gone wrong and repeatedly the Ministers had 
to raise their voice against the way the subordinate police officers were carry- 
ing on their duties in the matter of assessing the needs of the poor harassed 
families of the political prisoners. That was our experience. 

Mr. Abdur Rabuiau Siddiqi in his own felicitous language, which I will 
not compare even with the lauguge of billingsgate, chose to jeer at the last 
Ministry, i would only say that but for the last Ministry’s efforts it would 
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not hare been possible to raise the uppeV limit and to as far as Rs. 100 
in one case from Rs. 10, which was Sir Naximuddin’s final nuiximnm limit 
with regard to family allowairees. ((’rie.4* (0 ‘shame,” “shame” from 
Opposition Benches.) Now. Sir, credit may now be sought to be taken for 
having raised the scale of diet allowance in jails. Well, the answer is that 
all over India the scale has been raised because of the abnormal sky-rocket- 
ting prices which prevail today in the different provinces of India, particularly 
in Bengal. No credit i^ due to this Ministry for having done the barest act 
of justice when the purcliusiiig power of money hus g(»ne down a hundred 
times, or even three hundred or four hundre«i times. Is that a matter of 
credit for this Ministry for having done which was so obvious to be <inne in 
circumstances such as those prevailing today)' 

Then, Sir, with regard to release, look round and see what is happening 
in other provinces of India including the provinces which are administered 
under section 1)3. Releases are taking place there in much larger iiumlieis 
than can stand to the credit of the jirestuit Miiiistr\. Tl»e paltry number of 
lit) is all that the> can boast of. The programme of tlie Ministry which 
has been trotted out before by Mr. Abdur Huhman Siddiiji i^ a document^ 
of calculated hypocrisy designed tor the purpose of roping and netting in 
some Caste Hindu members of this n<»us<‘ in order to enable a Muslim League 
Ministry to be installed in Bengal. Some of these Caste Hindu members were 
looking for some )»retence (»r pretext to break away from their parties to 
take shelter under the protecting wings of ai Muslim League Ministrx, and 
in order to give them some chance a l aniouHage document was put forward u.s 
a pnigramme and nothing eKt*. ilbihu N \rkmmm N.\im\\n ('H.\KKAii\in v : 
Ho! ho!) 1 know’ the gentleman who howls from that corner, one whose 
voice had been choked and gagged liy the jirevious Ministry when Sir 
Nazimuddin was the Home Minister. It was by the last Ministry that the 
gag was removed and he was allowed to speak again as a free man. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER. Mr. Basu. do not listen to that shout. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BASU: Very well, Sir, I sliall obey your 
ruling and accept your advice ami will m»t listen to it, I kimw how' hollow, 
how unmeaning that shout is. That is the reason for that programme, and 
the hypocrisy of that programme has been exposed in all its luridnesK by the 
actual effect which has been given to that programme. About three monihs 
have passed and all that this Ministry can boast of is the rtdease 
prisoners when the last Home Minister, Mr. A. K. Fazlul Huq, had already 
decided and passed orders for the relea.se of otX) prisoners. ?fot one-fifth 
of them has seen the free light of the day or breathed the free air of the 
atmosphere. They are still pining away behind the prison bar. And 
what is more that lies to the discredit of this Ministry.*^ It is the resuscita- 
tion of the old rusty weapon of Regulation III of 1818. Persons who have 
been released by the judicial pronouncements of the highest court in the 
province have been locked in again under Regulation III of 1818. Each 
individual Minister ought to hang down his hear! in shame for having tarred 
the fair name of Bengal and for having blackened her face with ignominy 
and thame by taking recourse to Regulation HI of 1818 in respect of men 
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been decloJred free by the highest tribunal in the province. And 
«veu then they can come forward and put forward a man like Mr. Abdur 
Rahman .Si<Jdiqi who with venom in his cheek and poison in his tongue 
flings abuses against the last Ministry. I submit, Sir, that the record that 
this Ministry can ]>oust of is a large-scale assault on political prisoners in 
the Presidency Jail immediately on their assumption of office and the suspen- 
sion of all amenities including interviews with relatives for a period of one 
month or more. This is their record. They ought to be ashamed of this 
record instead of boasting of it. Well, Sir, I know that they have got to 
obey their masters in the Secretariat and in Clive Street. The masters have 
already raised their voice even on the floor of the House today. That voice 
raised from the European (iroup will alone prevail and is bound to prevail 
in the counsels of the Ministry. (Applause from the Opposition Benches.) 

Dfi 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: Sir, I also want to speak. 

lifi DEPUTY 8PEAKER: My difficulty is this. I have got slips from 
the leaders of various groups, namely, the Nationalist (troup, the Progres- 
sive Party and purti< ulurly the Ticader of the Opposition wants to speak. 
Mr. Kiran Sankar Boy wants t<» speak and the Chief AVhip of the Congress 
Party Mr. J. C, Oupta also wants t<» speak, but the time at my disposal is 
very short. So I have chosen that the Leader of the House will 8j)eak and 
if Mr. Kiran Sankar Boy so choose.s so that he takes upon himstdf the right 
of reply of the UKiver he <*an do so after Sir Nazimuddin has finished his 
speech. 1 am sorry I havo no time at my disposal. 

Ofi 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: You will .surely allow somebody 
from our party to si>eak. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I have no time I do not hold myself 
responsible for the time. It is very late now. Mr. Basu ought to have 
bi*en allowed lo minutes’ time to .speak, but I gave him only nine minutes. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: Mu> 1 submit, Sir, that ^len 
so many important points have been raised, it is necessary that you should 
give an opportunity \o the representatives of different groups and parties to 
express their views on this very important ipiestion and if it is not possible 
to comdude the debate today let the debate be carried over to another date. 

1 would appeal to the Chief Minister to give another non-official day to 
discuss this^iuestiiin. There is ample precedent tor that. It has been 
done in many cases. 

Mr. DEPUTY 8PEAKER. The difficulty is that there is no other non- 
official day in the pre.sent list of business. Let us hear Sir Nazimuddin, 
the l^eader of the Hou.se. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: May I have a word to say? It is true that 
the list of business as at present arranged does not provide for an extra day 
for non-official resolutiou.s, but there have been instances not one or two 
but several in which (ioverument has accommodated the Assembly to have 
debates which were not finished on the dates fixed by reason of the fact 
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not be the slightest doubt that this question of release of political ^psonera 
is of very great importance in view of certain facts that the 
Leader of the European Party has himself referred to. While, 

on the one hand, you cannot be lax, at the same tilue 

it is necessary that Government should take note of the changed conditions 
in order to introduce change in policy. Besides, Sir, you will have noticed 
that in the course of the speech various allegations have been made, personal 
attacks have been made even on the floor of the House which we can ignore 
but points have l>een raised wliich require clarification, and it would be 
extremely regrettable if \t)U allow this <lebate to come to a close simply 
for the reason that there is no other non-official ^Iny given by Government. 
If Government are not prei)ared to give us any oilier day we w'ill have only 
ourselves to thank because Government is not sympathetic. We have Lot 
got any power to force the (Government. We will then deptuid upon thfe 
good grace of (joverninent t<» give us amdher day to continue (he debate, 

but it will be siieer cruelty to keep us here till about midnight in order to 

comidcte this didiate. Thcrofori' my humble submi.ssion is: carry on to 
an,\ rea^onahle length of time \oii like hut if you cannot clo.si* the debate 
let it staiol over and it is tor (fovernment to deiuile whether they will give 
us another day or not 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER* I quite realise your point. In that case, 
I would a.sk Mr. Kiran Satikar Uoy to ‘»j>enk. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: Belore 1 begin, Sir, may 1 know how 
much lime \ou are prejiured to give me. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: Five minutes. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: Then 1 am .sorry I do not want to speak. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUODIN: As far as (iovernment are 
concerned, Sir, they are very anxiou.s to have the verdict of the House on 
the policy and prograinine for the release of prisoners which was enunciated 
by them at the tune of their assuiiiptiou of office ainl which is practically 
incorporated in the amendment that ha.s been mo\cd. Sir, we want the 
verdict of the House. At the same tune, 1 think it cun he done if the 
I^eader of the Congress Part\, Mr. Kiran Sunkar Uoy speaks first, then the 
Leader of the Oppo.sition and then I can speak. Thus we will be able to 
finish the debate at quarter i»ast eight, (Mr. S.rvTo.sji Kt’Mar Basu: No, 
no.) Sir, the debate has reached a stage when only Leaders of Parties 
should speak. 

Mr. SYED BADRUDDOJA: Sir, there are various other parties, 
namely, the Progressive I’arty, etc., ami members belonging to those also 
would like to speak. You have got to take into consideration their cases 
also. (Laughter from the Coalition Party Benches.) Don’t laugh. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: May I point out, Sir, that today is a very 
auspicious day for marriages and we have to attend about half a doaen 
marriage ceremonies today. (Laughter.)

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• Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I have explained my difficulty. Not only 
myself but Mr. Speaker decided that the debate should be closed at 7-30 p.m. 
I agree with him. So I want that the House should at least know the 
Government’s viewpoint through the Leader of the House, but I also realise 
that at least the Leaders of Parties should speak. There are precedents 
when a non-official day has been carried over to the next day. Even during 
the last session it was done. Under the circumstances, I have no other 
course but to adjourn the House, because if I adjourn the House for prayer 
now I will have to c^mie again and continue. It is impossible for me to 
carry on in this way. 

Tha Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Before you give your verdict, 
Sir, it should be clearly understood that there is no likelihood of another 
non-official day being given. Sir, if the House is anxious to hear the 
Government point of view on the question of release of political prisoners 
then I submit, Sir, that this should be done today. There is no chance 
or likelihood as we see at present according to the business that has been 
arranged that there will be a sitting of the House on Friday. We have 
given three days for non-official discussion of the food problem, namely, 
12th, 13th and 14th July — Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, and Govern- 
ment will recommend to the Governor to prorogue the House on that day. 
(Mr, Eikan Sankar Roy*. Have it on Thursday.) Sir, Government is 
anxious to have the verdict of the House on this question. (Dr. N.^linaksha 
S.\NYAL : There must be reasonable debate. Even the leaders have not 
been ^ble to speak.) One single question is being discussed for the last 
three hours. Then, Government cannot be held responshible. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: The Leader of the House will also realize 
that it is extremely unfair if the Leader of the Opposition is not given an 
opportunity to speak and if the leaders of different groups are not given 
an opportunity to speak. I may also say that the Chief Whip of Govern- 
ment wanted to have the debate closed at 7-30 p.m. So, I very carefully 
arranged everything, but unfortunately the debate went on. I am helpless. 
I therefore adjourn the House till 4-30 p.m. on Monday, the 12th July, 1043.

“If any member is unacquainte<l or not sutbciently acquainteil with the 
English lang’u.ige the Sjieaker ma> permit him to sjieak in any other 
language.” 

Now the (|uestion arises when the Speaker can permit a member to speak 
in any (dher language. It means that if a member is unacipiainted or not 
sufficiently acquainted with the English language then und then only the 
Speaker may jiermit him to sjieak in any <dher language. How will the 
Sjieaker ascertain whetliei a member is unacquainted or md sutbciently 
acquainted with the English language:" It mu\ l»e said that gentlemen who 
have got degree.s of Cniversities are accustomed to carry on their businesH 
in English. Tlie Speaker ma\ well ha\ in spite of whatever they may nay 
“1 take it that you are acijuainted or sufficiently acquainted with the 
Engliah language, and. therefore, I am not going lo permit you to speak in 
Bengali;” But the Engli.sh language is md the nudher tongue of most of 
us here. Thereiore it is ver\ difficult for the Speaker to say anything when 
a member .stuud.s up and .s.i\s that he is md sufficiently acquainted with the 
English language to express himself in that language even if he holdfl n 
degree of the University of Calcutta or any otlier foreign Vniversily. Some- 
times it l>ec 4 mie.s cxtremclv difficult for gentlemen to express themselves in 
amdher language, however ]»r<tbcient they may i>e, in that language and 
they will be able to express tbemschcN better in their own mother tongue.

^The HoiPble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, I rise on a point of 
privilege. I most respectfully draw \out attention to tlie remark made h\ 
you the other day in ronnei'tion with the admis'»ihi!it\ of Mr. Ahdur Uuhman 
Siddiqi’s amendment on the resolution for release of political pri.soners. 
You stated that you were not going to allow' such amendments in future. 
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J would like to point out that it would he curtailing the rights and 
privileges of the^eiiihers of this House as provided in rule 42 of the Rule* 
of Ihisiiie.*.>. of this Hmise. ruder that rule any ineinher can move any 
{onendnieiit which is relevant to and within the scoj)e of the question tf) 
which it fs proposed provided it has not im*rely >the effect of a negative 
vote. Sir, I would also like to draw your attention to i>age 282 of May's 
Parliamentary Practice \\ liere it is stated that the object of an amendment 
is to effect such alteration in a question as will obtain the support of those 
who, without such alteration, have to vfite against it or abstain from voting 
thereon- Amendments are also sometimes intended to evade an expression 
of (jpinion upon the main questi(»n by entirely altering its meaning and 
id»ject. This is effected by moving tlie omission of all the words of the 
resolution after the word “that" at tlie beginning and by the substitution 
of other words of a different imjiort. There are numerous precedent-* of 
dealing with a question in this way, but I v^ould like to refer to one quoted 
in May’s Parliamentary Ibactice at pag<‘ 277. On the 7th May, 1802, a 
motion was moved in the House of (’mnmons for an address expressing the 
thanks of the House to His Majest\ tor having been jdeased to remove the 
Right Hon'ble AV. Pitt from his Councils. An amendment upon thi" was 
jnoposed ami carried which left out all the words alter the first and substi- 
tuted others in direct oppositicni to them by which the whole policy 
Mr. Pitt was commended. In the same ,\ear an addit'^s was moved in both 
Houses of Parliament condemning the Treaty of Amiens. Amendments were 
moved in both the Houses justifying the Treaty and they weie carried 

Apart from the instances that I have cited ol tlie j>ractice that is follow- 
ed in thi, House of ('ommons, P would like to state that jiractically in all 
legislatures as well as in the annual meetings of the All-India Congress 
(’ommittee and the Muslim I>eugne, numerous instances can he found 
w'here amendments have been moved to resolutions omitting practically the 
whole and substituting it by others, and. Sir, from the example which 1 
have cited of the House of Commons. (Dr. N.^lixaksha S.\nyal : What 
booky) May’s Parliamentary Praetiee. (Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal ; What 
edition!^ Pith or 14th h*) 1 don't rememlier it. I have not got it here. 

Well, Sir, from that it will be seen that there is a special rule that an 
amendment was practically a negation of what the proposal was, but 
because it was m»t merely a negation but asserted .something positive it was 
accepted. So it appear.s that only tho.se amendments which were mere 
negations iiiftheir character were ruled out of order. 

I beg to submit first »)f all. Sir, that what happened that day was, in my 
opinion, mertdy an ohtter ilivtum and not a ruling, because your ruling was 
in favour of what 1 am proposing now. Therefore 1 think that I should 
takf the ffrst opportunity to bring it to your notice so that the privileges 
and prw'edure may be as they are all over the world. And in this connection. 
Sir, I may say that tliis question affects all members of the House. The 
Other day an amendment was moved by us, but it is quite possible that the 
Opposition may move a similar amendment next day and sometimes the 
minorities in the House are the people who^ move amendments.

The Hofilile Mr. H. t. iUHRAWARDY: I regret, Sir, that I am not 
prepared at this stage to satisfy the two jioints that have been raised by th# 
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Hon'ble Leader of the Oppositioa. There has been no change in the policy 
of this Governjuent owing to my attendance at the Delhi Conference, and 
hence any criticism or suggestion that may be made by the honourable mem- 
bers of the House can be made on the jadicy which the Government is 
pursuing. 

As regards the stiitistics of the f<K>d drive, I have not got in my posses- 
sion all the statistics, but the general picture which I may present to the 
House is this that practictlly in all the ])laces deficits have been reported. 

Mr. A K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, there is only one jK>int which I wish to 
make clear. It is one thing P> make any change in the policy. That T 
quite understand. It is well within the rights oi the present Government to 
adhere to the policy they have laid down or to make any changes. I was 
only asking if the Ilon’ble Minister has got any information which he can 
let the House know without in an\ way infringing any of the rules of 
procedure which ma\ j)re\ent him from imparting that information. It is 
information tliat I think we wouhl like to havt* and not the conclusion of 
Government bas(‘d on that infoiination. (jn\erninen1 may la\ down a policy 
and adhere to it but after that p(di(‘\ has been laid down (fovernment may 
<‘ome to know certain fa<*t'< and it may be tbal llio^e tact^ ma> not (diange 
thidr d(*cision. Hut it is opiui to us to decide whetber those fai’ts should 
have been (onsideratiou in older to introduce an> cliange in their 

policy, f^cts we want and. md. Sir, whether hicts havt‘ influenced the 
Government in an> particular wa\ 

Mr. SPEAKER: The Tlon’ble Mini ster a)>pears to be unwilling to 
make Spy further .stutiMuent. So let us be^in tAt this stage the House 
was adjourned foi lo mi miles )

Special Motions. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr Speaker, Sir, 

Mr. SPEAKER: M r. (’haudhun. hetore \oii imvve >oiir special motion, 
T may tell ;\ou that I ha\e some <huibt if the whale motion as (‘ontained in 
the agenda paper is in order. I think the pait which deals with the reasons 
for the faihir«‘ to tackle the lood situation is not in order. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, before you come to a 
decision will you permit me to urge m> points on the question. But before 
doing so 1 should like to know whether \ou wish to state your obje<Tion8. 

. Hr. SPEAKER: Yes. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Then I must sit down. 

Mr. SPEAKER: What I was going to say is this. 

Unfortunately this mutter came in quick succession and I have not been 
able to go tbrtnigh it carefully so far as the admissibility or otherwise of the 
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motions is ooncernefi. They have all been j>la<ed there subjfH’t to my deri- 
sion al^nt tlieir adini'^sihility in this House. Your motion stands thus: 
‘*Tbis Assembly is of opinion, etr., et<‘..“ and then yi»u ]>riieeed to enumerate 
four reasons. It appears to me. however, that this u.ssi^niinent of reasons 
fontravenes the rules. T think the rules about resolutions apply b> s[H*rial 
motions also. Ihile 88 is this: — 

“Subject to tile provisi(ui of the.se rules, any niember may move u resolu- 
tion relating? to a matter of j^eneral publie intere.st : 

Provided that no res(»lution ^hall be adiuis‘iible which does not ecunply 
with the following'- conditicuiv, namely: — 

It shall not eontuin ur^’-ument*'. infereiu-es" 
and so forth. 

I think, therefore, that it would he b<*tter it \ou delc*te that part of ycuir 
moticui which deal> with reasons which an* mere ar^ninicMits that you can 
Well advance in \our discussion 

I think the whole motion will la* in nrdci it it luns thus. — 

"Tlii" As>c*mhl\ i". of opini«ui that the* ]»resent (ioveriiment has failc'd to 
tackle* ''Uccesstullv the Ichk] situation in the province’ — and tlien vou say, 
“and is further of opinion that tlie tedhewin^'’ measurc*s he* immediately under- 
taken. c‘tc , etc 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: 1 Im^w to youf^iliuK. Sir. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYALs In conneMion with this ruliuK, Sir, 
particularly as it is likel\ to attec*t my motion us well, 1 have to make a Huh- 
mission. The word “aiyrument” alon^^ with the two other words that follow, 
namely. “inferen(*es’' and “ironical c'Xpressions" imlicateH not the'loj^ic’ of a 
resolution but some reflectixe oliservntions in the* body of the resolution. 
You c annot jcossibly, Sir. tliink of a conc lusion or an opinion of an Assembly 
heiii^^ giyen without any reason and it .stands therefore to reason Umt a 
resolution that is caused to he moved must have in the !»odv of the ri*aolu- 
tion siifticieiit inclications to help the* House* as wc*Ij us the (b)vemmenf to 
^'■et prepared or ready to mevt such things when tin* special motions are to 
he* moveej. A bare motion without iiicti(*ation as to why the motion souifht 
to he moved would lead things to the clark tc^ Mich an extent that it miijchf 
create in future* a bad firecedenf that would make if imfiossible for (Govern- 
ment to decide a« te* whether such a motion shcmld he jfiven ansent to or not. 
You will probably find that under rule u H|>e*<ial motion c'an only be 

moved with the consent of the Sjieaker and the sanction or approval of the 
Minister to whose department the motion relut«*«. Fnlike an adjournment 
motion where a brief statement of the reasons for the matter propoi»ed to lx* 
disouseed is required under the rules to be given there* is no provision under 
rule ^5(7) for a brief statement to be given. Therefore, if an adiJitioiial 
provision ’for a brief explanatory statement is given, that will give an 
opjKirtunity to you and the Minister in charge to find out wbat eia<;t(y the 
member desirous of moving the motion is driving at. It is only neceaaary 
that in the body cd the motion some indication should hh given aa to the 
nature of the matter that is proposed to be taken up, I further beg to 
19 
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invite your attention to the fact that in the past we had moved numerous 
motions of this character. We have not only moved in the form tkat “this 
Assembly is of opinion*' and given reasons therefor, but we have always 
started like “whereas such and such has happened this House is of opinion 
that such anchsuch steps must be taken.” In the case of the famous resolu- 
tion regarding the treatment of Indians in Burma drafted by my esteemed 
friend, Mr, Abdur Rahman Siddiqi, that was the form and that was 
approved of by your predecessor in (>111(1% Sir Azizul Haque. In the 
circumstances need not be too meticulous in the interpretation of the 
word “argument” in admitting a resolution. Sir, it make.s no difference to 
you or to the House* but probably it helps the (jovernment to know that these 
are the main lines of attack that are sought to be opened. It is rather 
helping the House, but if your ruling creates difficulties in future in bringing 
up matters before the House not (juite in the dark but in full i)er8pective of 
all the aspects of the question to be discus.sed, I .submit that you would 
kindly allow past pr(*ce(leiits to be retained and the nmtions in their pre.sent 
forms being allowed 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN: Sir, 1 b(*g to submit a tew words on Dr. 
Sanyars point of order. Dr. Sanyal think.s that it will be h(*lpful to the 
House: on the other hand 1 think it will interfere with the expression of 
correct opinion by the lloust*. In the.^e matters. Sir, tbougb man\ members 
of this House^uay find it difficult to agree to the arguments that are advanced 
by the mover they may agree with tin* text of the i‘es<dution. That is 
perhaps the reason why the mb* sa\s that no argument should be there in 
the body of tin* motion. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I uni not railed upon, 1 think, to give a general 
enunciation as to the exact fonii in which a resolution should be put. It 
Uppears to me that the riil(»s are c l(*ar in excluding argument.s — 

Rtl HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Yes. so far us resolutions are 
concerned, but not with regard to special motions. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am just coming to that. Now. therefore, it appears 
♦o me that if W’e allow reasons to be incor|H>rate(l in the resolutions there 
will Ih* no end of it. You can make it as lengthy as you like: you can incor- 
porate the whole argument in the resolution itself. That was a thing wiiich, 

I think, was never contemplated by the framers of the rules. As to the 
objection or as to the ground that this is a special motion and not a resolu- 
tion, if you kindly turn to rule 95, you will find that it says expressly “shall 
take plac'e othexwise than on a resolution moved in accordance with these 
rules, except with the consent of the Speaker ” 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BISWAS: Sir, it is in your discretion to give 
your consent. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I do not think it is exactly in my discretion to do 
whatever I like. An order to come within section 9b I have got to see that 
It complies with tne rules relating to resolutions as far as practicable. I 
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tliillk it will be better — of course I say without committing myself to any 
general ruling — I think in the present case it will be better if the reasons 
are excludeil and I rule accordingly. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, 1 bow to your ruling 
particularly when you permit me to introduce my reasons in my sjwch. 
The resolution that stands in my name runs thus : 

This Assembly is of opini<ui that the presfuit Government has failed to 
lackle suceesslully the food sitiiati<»n in the pn»viio‘e ami is further of 
©pinion that the following measures be immediately uiidertaiken to meet the 
aggravated situation and relieve the a< ute sutVering of the people, vix. —

organise and undertake reipiisite IcmhI supply throughout the j)rovinee 
accordingly ; 

{2) that all eXjHU't of fiK>d-stulV fnun the province on any acco\iiit should 
he cdunpletely st<ip|K'd and iiu»vement <d too(l-‘»futt (Uit of <lefi< it ureas within 
the j)rovinc<‘ he restricted; 

(J) that m-gotiations with the other l*ro\in(ial Govcrnm»‘n<s should be 
immediately nmlertaken tor iinporting l(MMl-stutt> trom the an'a*. adminis- 
tered hy them hy (lire<’t Government purchase; 

{4) that Govenim<*nt jmrehase of food-stuffs fiom othf*r provinci's through 
<’ertaiu favoured agents at the suenfire of ju'ONJiicial tuioN whouhl lx* 
almndoued ; 

<'>) that adequate (piantities of uheat and other food-^tu^l slionld he 
imfKUied from ahnmd and otlier pro\inceh ti* meet the deficits in normal 
requiremeul^j and provide fur additional demamls on account (d‘ the w*ur 
situation ; 

{€) that the scheme of anti-hoarding drive should he s<» ic\iM‘d as to 
properly define “hoarding * and to prote<’t the legitimate interests of growers 
and small consumers and n(>t to [)romote ln>arding hy hig stockists and 
traders; and® 

(7) that the More I’<Kid *’ ( umpaign should be seriously undertaken 

by— 

(<i) supplying suflBeient quantities of good seeds; 

{}>) providing tor adecjiiate irrigation facilities; and 
(r) making suitable advames t<» cultivat(»rs for |>ureliusing cattle and 
for expanding agricultural of)eration8. 

Point of onlor on the nature of motions in the form of no-eonfldonoe in 

Miniitors. 

Mr. FAZLUR RAHMAN; (fn a |K)int of order, Sir. This resolution 
of Mr. Rai Chaudhuri has militated against rule I02t/). There it is said 
that a motion — and a sf>ecial motion comes within it^ — expressing want of 
(confidence in the Council of Ministers or in a particular Miiyeter or a motion 
disapproving the policy of a Minister in a particular respi^ may be made. 
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Then the procedure i« laid down. That procedure has not been followed 
with re^^ard to this motion and here the wording is : This Assembly is of 
opinion that the present (jovernment — by the present Government it must 
he meant the present Ministry — hfis tailed to tac'kle successfully the food 
situation in the Province. That means disappnning the f(KKl policy of 
Government in a particular resjject. Therefore, I say this sitould have 
followed the |)ro<‘edure laid down in section 102(7). As that has not been 
done, this is out of order. 

Mf. 8URENDRA NATH BISWAS: Your jmrty moved similar motions. 

Mft SPEAKER: Mr. Rai (’haudhuri, have you got anything to say 
with regard to this point*' 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: A no-(‘onfidence motion, as 
contemplated in section 102, is something \ery different from the motion that 
I have tabled. Here there is an expression ot oj)inion that Government 
have failed. There is no doubt alnuit that, hut at the same time there are 
certain constnu tive suggestions and Government can, ot course, avoid censure 
by acce]diiig those suggestions. 1 do not sa\ that it is not a motion ot no- 
confidence. Surel\ it is a motion ot no-confidence Hut it cannot come under 
section 102 because ot the tact that there are certain constructive suggestion> 
and Government, it they are so advi.sed, nia\ accept them Government can 
ac(‘ept these constructive suggestioiiN and avoid censure it they no like. 
Although it (MUitains censure in the first part of the resolution, it is not a 
censure motion in its latter part. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, hetore \ou give \oui ruling, I 
would invite your attention to the special motion moved by Mr Tamizuddin 
Khan — now* Hon'bh* — as reported in As.sembl\ procee<lings, pages 14ti-147. 
The W(»rding ther(‘of was almost exactly the same 

Mr. SPEAKER: This again raises a somewhat imjairtant constitutional 
piiint and it also deals with the rigdits ami juivileges ot this House. If I 
am to accept the contention ot my honourable tnend Mr. Fu#ur Rahman, 
it w’ill come simj)l\ to this that thi** House lias got only one wa\ ot expres- 
sing its disapproval td' the cimduct or poli(\ ot the Ministry. I, being a 
servant of this House and the eustodian ot the rights and privileges ot this 
House, will be ver> slow* to ac<-ep1 an interpretation which will curtail the 
rights and privileges ot this Hou'^e. In the tirst place, we all know and it 
is a recognis«Ml and well-settleil pro<*edure that censure can he passed on the 
Ministry through cut motions in discussing the budget. Therefore, it is 
accepted that apart from the procedure prescrilH‘d in rule 102, there are 
other ways of expressing disapproval of the ]>olicy of the Ministry. Now, 
it may be said that when a speeific provision has l>een made in the rules for 
censuring the Ministry, no other procedure should lie resorted to. ’I have 
already stated what hap|>eus with regard to cut motions. Next, let us 
analyse what this rule says. The rule says this : “A motion expressing want 
of confidence in the Pouncil of Ministers or in a particular Minister or a 
motioii disapproving the policy of a Minister in a particular respect may be 
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made subject to the followin^r restrictions, namely: — leave to make the 
motion must be asked for after t|uestions and before the li<t (»f business for 
(he day is entered upon; the memWr askinfj; for leave must, btdore the 
commencement of the sitting of the day, leave with the Secretary a written 
notice of the motion which he j)ropt>ses to make. If the Speaker is of 
opinion that the motion is in order and is ni>t an abuse of the procedui*e 
provided in 8ul>-rule (/), he shall read the motion io the Assembly and shall 
request those members who are in fav<»ur of lepve bein^ granted bi rise in 
their places, and if not less than ei^rhty meml>ers rise accordingly, the 
8|>eaker shall intimate tiiat leave is granted and that tiie ni<»tiou will be 
taken on such day, n<d. Inking mcire tlian ten days from the day on which 
leave is asked, as he may appoint. If less than eighty members rise, the 
Sfieaker shall inform the memher that he Ims mvt the leave* of the Asscunhly.” 
An analysis of thin rule will clearly iiidieate that it practically dis)»enses 
with any period of notice, that it may he* brought in ou the very day, and 
it also lays down a safeguard against abuse that you cannot bring in a 
censure motion any day you like if you have not got the bac'king of at least 
8b ineml»ers cd tliis House, (In (he* om* hand it dispenses with (he cpiestion 
of timely notice; on the other hand it piescrihcs a rule which rwtricts (he 
right to the extent that at least 8(1 mc*inbers must rise to snp|M»rt the motion. 
Xow the rule does imt state that any ground whatsoever lias >jot (o be* stated 
ill the motion for no-confidence. 

Tn the case of resolution it is cpiite otherwise. You have got to give 
notice of a certain number of days, I think it is da>s’ notice*, and certain 
other formalities have got to he geme through I think this House never 
intended that the nietnliers will not have theii usual remedy by resolution 
against Ministers. That will be curtailing the rights of (his Hemse. This 
rule do(*s not restrict tin* rights of memb<*rs of this Hcoisc*, but it gives an 
additional right over and above the right which the House ma\ have in 
expressing its djsajiproval of the ptdicy of Minist<*rs. In tliis vi(*w, which 
I h(dd, I think this motion is perfectly in order. 

Apart from this we have got j)recedc*nts. Dr Sanyal has pr»infed ruit 
that the present motion is exactly the same* as the motion of Mr. Tamizuddin 
Khan who was then in Opposition. That motion ran thus: “’Phis Assembly 
is of ojiinion that (Government have tailed to tackle satisfactorily the prob- 
lems of supply and distribution of fcsHl-stuffs, kerosene* ctil, and other neces- 
sities of life and is further cd opinion . .. He then gave his construc- 
tive suggestions. I. therefore, hold that the present motion is j»erfec*tly in 
order. 

Mauivi MUHAMMAD ItRAIL: May I point out. Sir, in this connec- 
tion that fhi.s was an amendment to the Government motion P 

Mr. SPEAKERS If an amendment is |»ermissible, certainly a motiipi is 
also permissible. 
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Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in aecord- 
an< e with your riilinjf I had to omit the reasonH that were fpven in the 
resolution to censure the Government and as you were jdeased to permit me 
to incorporate those reasons in my speei'h, 1 would start with the ground 
which I should take in proving how the Government has failed to success- 
fully tackle the food situation. Had the expunged portion been there, the 
resolution would have been self-explanatory. The first part of the resolu- 
tion in that case would have contained in brief the arguments in support of 
my proj)osition that the Government has tailed to tackle the f(M»d situation 
and the second ])art would only deal with the constructive suggestions wdiich 
would logically follow from the first ])art. As much of the first part has 
been deleted, 1 have gf»t to deal in detail with the arguments in support of 
my first propositi(m of censure on the tlovernment. 

Sir, any one who will not take leave of common sense w'ill admit that 
you can cure a disease nr remedy an evil only if you have a clear apprecia- 
tion of the fundamental <’ause or causes that have given rise to it. . You 
cannot ignore the cause and ho])e to remove the effect or provide for effective 
treatment. There is a food famine in Bengal and there has been a serious 
shortage in rice jjnaluction in the ])rovince last year, i.e., lf>42-4'‘i. The 
yield according to departmental calculations has l>een only b,91b.()00 tons as 
against a produ(*tion of ,10,ltHb0(M) tons in 1941-42 Yet the ])resent 
Ministry of Civil Supi>lies in a statement ])ublished on 4th May 194-‘l 
observed : “The Hon’ble Minister is c(mvin<*ed that any deficit this year can 
be fully met from the carry-ovei <d 1941-42 as a result of the steps whi('h are 
being taken to rationalise the consumj)tion and to po})ularise the increa.scd 
use of substitute fiMMl-graius as \^ell as the reduction in consumjition due to 
the high i»ri<e level”. Three fiictors then have gone to balance our food 
budget ac(‘ording to the Minister »>f Civil Sup])lies, namely, if we begin with 
the last, (7) less consumption due to high price whi(‘h is an euphemistic way 
of stiying that many ]>eop[e have gone without IcxhI or have resorted to 
fasting or starvation tliet, rationalisation of consumption in which must 
be included, in the abseme (»f au\ kiu»wn or definite scheme of rationalisa- 
tion eating ol grass and herbs by many, and (J) carry-over from the last year. 

It is obvious that if most of the people take to prohmged fasting or 
eating grass as a substitute, there will be no shortage or may even be a 
surplus of rice m)W iuMhis province, but a well-j)aid Minister of ('ivil 
Supplies is not required ft»r balaiK'ing the fmal budget of the province in 
that way. As to the assertion that the carry-over fn)m the previous year 
has alsA> gone to Imlance the f«wd budget, let us try to understand what 
could the carry-over from 1941-42 be. Now, what was the rice production 
in 1941-42? It wa.s, as I have said, 10.190,000 tons. Now according to the 
departmental figure as given in the last session of the Bengal I^egislative 
Counoil the normal provincial requirement was 92 lakhs of tons jind 
economists hold that 10 j>er cent, that is 9*20 lakhs of tons have to be added 
to the figure for the abnormal requirements due to war and influx of refugees 
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and new ]>opulation. There can, therefore, be in^i^nifioatit or no carry-over 
from the procluction of 19414*2. particularly if we remember again that tlie 
year before, that is 194941, was an exceedingly bad rice year with a produc- 
tion of b, 043,000 tons necessitatinjr a pretty large amount of the rice yield 
of 19414*2 to be carried ba<kward to no^et the prior deficit. The whole 
theory of carry-over fnnn the ]>rodu< tion of 1941-4*2 canm»t. therefore, stand 
serious scrutiny, and because it lunnot stand an\ scrutiny, the fresh statis- 
tical details to deinonstnite sufficiency, that the Minister promised to the 
PreSvS Conferenie on May Sth would be shortly published, have not yet seen 
the light of the day and even today the Hon'blc Minister in charge of Civil 
Supplies has refused to come out with statistical details. It must be 
admitted therefore that there wa> a s«‘ri<»us, \cr\ serious sh(*r(uge in 194243 
when the tt»tal production of ri<’e uas only (i,91b,(KH) tons. Dr. lladha Kamal 
Mukherje4‘, not a politi<ian but an cc<nioiuist. the IhmuI ot the Department 
of E(*onomies of Luckn(»w Cniver>ity, lately observed : “llengjil's riee 
production in the pre-war peri<Hl averaged 19,2 17’, (MX) tons. For a provinee 
that has so far depended on exports of ri«‘e frtuii Hunna. Major-Deneral 
Wood (at the Press Conference field tins w(‘ek at W riters* Iluildings) sliould 
have avoided the war \ears for ealeulating the averagi*. Thus Hengars 
average rice output is lfl.‘21T,fMH) ton*' a.s against the Maj»)r-( leneraPs figure 
of 8,l8l,(KH) tons. ^'Flo* former figure was also usimI in tin* Food Production 
Conferen(*e in Delhi in April Pf4*2l. T«» this should lx* ailded her net rice 

iinportvS of 2tM),0(K) tons. The current year’s proilm tion in -Hengal is 
9.9lb.(HK) bins Tlius there i«. net rice shortage to tiu* extent of 3,591,999 
tons to which should be added again, lier normal im|M>rts of 279,999 tons of 
wheat and tetn-' of gram, excluding tlic prcs«‘iit rei|uiremcntH of the 

evacuees and of tin* army. Xo provini‘e that is not self-suffi<’ient in her 
food would hoard birge amounts in a regime of such extraordinary high 
jirices, as has been tsu ilely assumed especially in view of lier riee exports 
last year amounting b» 1 'od lakh tons, A deficieney <9 food to the extent 
of 3.877,(KKf tons implies shortage for about 29 million months to feed. 
Bengal has now' run short of IVkhI for one-third of her population. No 
wonder that jirices are sky-rocketing”. He concludes by saying that “it is 
not safe to take t<K> optimistic! a view of the f<M>d resources of Bengal in this 
crisis and stress merely the psychological factors of hoarding and holding 
out stocks rather than the e<*onoinic factor of seriems actual fcMnl shortajje 
that has to be wii>ed out by foc»d imports from the surplus provinces, and 
planned food drive in the province”. 

But Mr. Suhrawardv, we have seen, is continually harping on the 
BupfMised psychological factors ignoring the physical fact of stupendous 
shortage and the other fdiysical fact of widespread star\'ation. 

Now let us consider, how far he has Wen able to induce a spirit of co- 
operation and friendliness among the neighbcniring provinces whom he 
criticises and yet on whose good turn depends the solution of food shortage 
in Bengal? Not in the least, Sir, they would not submit to his policy of 
ruining their internal economy by agreeing to free trade at this crisis, when 
central planning and all-round planning instead of free trade, is so much 
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net*e«»ar.v and indeed a desideratum. Failing' with the neighbouring 
governuients, he goes with the beggar’s bowl in his hand to the Government 
of India, in whom no reKiduary powders should remain in the opinion of the 
Muslim i^«*ague, for coercing, if possible the neighbouring provinces. 
Akhanda Hindusthan he ridicules, but what does a unit “A” of the Eastern 
Pakistan say to the raising of the inter-provincial barriers in the scheme of 
free tra<ieK The following press-message will show' it. Shillong, May, 
19th. — ‘Tlecent Government of India Order of creating an eastern /.one 
consisting of Bihar, Orissa and Bengal and Surma Valley of Assam of 
comjdete free trade of good grains has l)een a bolt from the blue to the 
Government of Assam” said Sir Md. Suadulla, Premier in an inter\*iew with 
the Ass<Kdated l*ress. “This pro])osal,” he said, “was vigorously opposed by 
him” and he (concluded the interview' by saying that “the Assam Govern- 
ment have been compelled in the circumstances to lodge a dignified and 
vigorous protest with the (’eiitral Government and we are anxiously waiting 
to see the result. 1 appeal to our traders and also to our g^ow'e^^ noi to 
export rice and paddy for temporary gain in such (juantities as will encroa(;h 
upon the retpiireiiients of provincial consumption". 

Mr. Suhraw'ardy has no doubt appealeil to the Fnited Nations over the 
head of the Government of India, probabl\ as a Minister of the coming 
independent Pakistan, to c<ime to our rescue, but. Sir. as the following 
message indicates, we and otir great Minister shall have to put up for some 
time moi*e with the misfortune of dealing with recalritrjint neighlMuirs. 

From llidsprings (Virginia) — you are aware, Sii , that there was a F<hk 1 
Conference of the I’nited Nations there — the following message of May 29th 
comes : — 

“India’s rice problem is being consolered hut experts liere are td ojunion 
that little i-an be done by this Conference oi the Belief (\mference. which, 
it is anticipated, will be held slmrtly. India’s need for rice is fully re«'og- 
uised” but as an observer from anothei delegation said “Where is India to 
get it Burma, Si.im aioi Fiem h Imlo-China ha\e been cut oft. There 
may be a sidiition, but it is <lifticult to see it at prt'sent". 

When such is the case can we aftonl to kt*ep ourselves at arm's length 
from our neighbiniirs and inspire a sense ot insecurity in them by <'ur insis- 
tence on a policy of fm* trade or adopting a programme (d imjairt of fcsid- 
grains through agent.s free to purchase on thmr own account and also at 
whatever price they may cho(»se. No, Sir. Kverv effort should be made to 
eome to direct understanding with our neighbours cm a clearer recognition 
of our res|K»<dive needs and recjuirements and not to alienate them by a 
siipereilious attitude and by letting profiteers loose on them. This explains 
items (J) and {4) of my motion. 

In my resolution. Sir, I have referred to the anti-hoarding drive as ill- 
conceived ifhd demanded its revision. I.iet me explain. Sir, why I (‘Onsider 
a revision of the s<*heme urgently necessary. An aiiti-hoanling drive in 
inofussil Bengal alone can only mean drive into Calcutta and the excluded 
areas and immunity to large stwkists and traders. A drive against stocks 
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witliheld from the market by profiteers and middlemen was nrfr^ntly and 
imperatively necessary and could well be uiidertuken under the Defence of 
India Rules and the Ftmd (irains Control Order, but a reckless drive against 
growers and consumers at this part of the year when the sowing season urrivwl 
and when tlie principal rice cn>p of the year w*as fur off could not but be a 
downright act of zitolum. Large agriculturists have been wanied and 
proceeded against, says the Minister’s statement. Wliat justification can 
there be to atta<*h a grower’s stea ks whether a large grower or a small oneP 
His is his bank. 

It supplies not only his fooel but meets all his othei ree|uirements. If his 
stock can be attached and liquified why cannot. on a 

parity of reasoning, the big bank balances in the Calcutta banks? 
There is a food famine as well as a mone\ famine m spite (»f the fallen 
rupee w’hcn it is admitted that the price of rice has gf»ne beyrind and must 
in any event stand at level beyond the purchasing power of the poor 

section of the'|>eople. If, again, agriculturists or growers must be relieved 
of their so-called surplus stiicks why must not the (b>vernment tmrehase 
them at fair and reasonable |irices, at any rate at the price juiid by them 
to their agents!" It is said that what is intended is to loan out the surplus 
stocks to the needy. What is a loan that has n(» legal (’onttuct or security 
behind it but a simple loot!" What is the position in law of tin* local 
committees that are to take and <listribute tin* attached stocks and (udlect 
and return them to their owners!" Such a drive against prtalucers’ stocks 
cannot re<luce but will only add t(» the alleged fear-complex starteil with 
removal of Denial rice after the hilr^est of 1941-42 and if may be reasonablx 
apprehended that the thrift that could withstand the lure of high price w'ill 
be gone and with it the zest to gn>w more food and soon after tlie next 

harvest is gathered all surplus stocks in the mofussil will be parted with 

and will either swell export oi come to sleep in large godowii" ]>reparatory 
to juissing into black markets, never again at least to give an oppi^rtunity 
to a Minister to oppress hi*- r>wn peojde at the bid»ling of the powers that be. 
The result max be a wor^e famine with evi*n a better crop if the situation 
continues in this wax. You can create more and more cmnplexes by ill- 
directed coercive measures at the bidding of w»ur masters but can never 
resolve the complexes in that wax. 

To silence all criticism. Mr. Suhrawanlx h.is claimed remarkaliJe success 
for hi.H drive, though he is unable to state before the House even tralay 
what is the net result rd the drive in figures, except that he can only say 
that there is deficit and deficit and <leficit everxwliere. I.akh.s and lakhs 
of maiinds of ri<*e. n(»t exceeding of course eiglit miiiion rnauiids, have been 
xlehoarded. Trade frozen in its track is again on the run. Prices, he .said 
two month.s ago, must crack, and prohahlv in his opinion are md only 
cracking hut are crashing headlong downwards. Hut what do thc^ official 
reports .say!" We are all aware. Sir, that on the 7th dune the anti-hoarding 
drive xvas started and it continued for about a fortnight. For (he W'eek 
ending on the 9th June. the official report— (he I>i.strict Report— says: 

‘’The average price of common rice for the provinee this week is abiiUt 
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8eeTB per rupee. It han remained almost stationar^^ as compared with the 
price in the previous week.” That was in the first week of the anti-hoardinp 
drive. Towards the end when the anti-hoarding drive came to a close, the 
District Report on crops says again for the week ending on the 2‘3rd June: 
“The average price of cornmon rice for the province this week is about 
seeis per rupee.” Sir, that was liow the price cracked or crashed. Three 
months ago, — if you turn to the District Reports for the week ending 3rd 
April — you w’ill find that the average price of common rice for the province 
was about 2 seers per rupee and in the first week of May the average price 
of common rice tor the whole province was about 1 ^ feers per rupee. That 
is, Sir, how' the prophecy of prices coining down has biieu fulfilled. Two 
months ago, on the fJtlj of May or thereabout, Mr. Suhrawardy observed at 
a conference that “the solution i.s in sight”. Two mouths after, instead of 
a solution being in siglit the problem continues to be as grave as before 
although the aux is ripening and although, Sir. at this time of the year 
generally tlie price.s begin to come down. This is the net result of his anti- 
hoarding drive — this is the achievement of the Ministry working during the 
last three months w'ith the active help of the ]>owers that be. 

Mr. GIASUVeiN AHMED: Sir, I beg to move

motion, namely, “as it has been conclusively j)roved that there is no surplus 
in thi.s province”. That portion must be deleted.

“This A.ssembly is ot opinion that the policy enunciated in the Anti- 
hoarding Order promulgateil by the Ministry has utterly failed to solve the 
food }»robleni of the countrx . This As.semblv is turther of opinion that the 
Anti-hoarding Drive has caused positive niischiet by excluding Calcutta 
and Howrah fnun its operation and including the agriculturists in its 
opera! mn.”

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Mr. Speaker, Sir, on behalf of the 
Bengal Congress ParliameutarN l*arty, 1 beg to move thaf this AsHembly 
is of opinion that the Government of Bengal ha.s .m) far failed to satisfactorily 
tacJde the serious food situation in the province, and wtih a view to bring 
about earl.v relief the following measures should be adopte<l 4vilhout any 
fur^er delay ; — 

(/) the handling of the food Mituation should forthwith l»e taken out 
of the arena of party jmlitic.s and should be completely entrusted to a (Vntral 
Food Council representative of all major political parties and a few experts 
on production, transport, nutrition and distribution ; 

(ii) the province of Bengal should be declared as a famine area so that 
the responsibility for feeding the entire population may devolve upon the 
Government ; 
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(Hi) there should be a complete stoppage of all exports of food -stuffs 
from the province on any account whatever and there should be no scope 
left for public suspicion in respect to the same ; 

{iv) attempts should l)e made to procure, by negotiation with "respective 
Ooveruments, sufficient quantities of food-grains from other provinces till 
the Aman crop of Bengal is harvested; 

{v) efforts should be made to obtain imports of wheat and other ayail- 
able food-stuff from countries abroad as much to meet the present deficits in 
the nonnal requirements of the populaticui of Bengal as to provide for the 
additional demands on the resources of the province on account of the 
war situation; 

(r/) more vigorous measures should be adopted to promote the ‘‘Grow 
More Food Campaign” through (o supply of sufficient quantities of good 
seeds, (//) adequate facilities for irrigation, i^it) increased cultivation of 
cultivable waste land, (/r) conservation of cowdung manures and encourage- 
ment for the use of comp(»sts and other manures, including synthetic ferti- 
lisers, (v) encouragement to fodder crops, (r/) suitable advances to the 
cultivators for envying them to umlertake intensive cultivation, (c//) State- 
guarantee of minimum prices for food-grains produced by the agriculturists 
G)f Bengal foi a jieriod of at least three years; and lastly 

(c/M steps should be taken to ]U’event waste in the consumjition of food 
in any form. 

Sir, in moving m> resolution, 1 have attempted to cove? the entire ground 
with a comprehensive outlook and, Sir, I have tried to apply my mind to 
the (juestion more as a student of economics and one uiiMous to solve the 
very st‘rious situation that is facing ever\one of us than as a politician who 
is trying tti get some advantage out of the debacles in which the country 
has been thrown iiolr. 1 submit. Sir, that tiovernment has failed. That 
means not that the present Ministry alone has failed, but this Ministry has 
failed; (he previous Ministry had failed and behind the Uiiuatry the forces 
that are guiding the Ministry have bungled and, Sir, they have bungled 
mainly bdCKinlto of certain very patent reasons. 

The first and most important reason for their failure that appears to my 
mind is that neither the present Ministry nor the past Ministry, guideil 
as they^ were by considerations other than national, have approached the 
problem as they ought to have done to face a major national crisis. Both 
the present Alitti^ try as well as the past have tried to tackle the problem 
from the point of view of party politics. The position in the country is |uch 
today — and I earnestly appeal to the memliers of the House and to 
all sections of my countrymen — that we should shed all caste or party 
approach to solve this question. Sir, the most important and fundamental 
thing in connection with the solving of the f«K>d .situation is that we must 
create complete public confidence in the measures that are to be taken up 
and, Sir, the attempts made so far either by the present Ministry or the last 
Ministry do not show that such public confidence has been sought to be 
secured. 
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The second important reason for which Oovernmeut have failed is that 
Goveniment have approached the problem from the point of view of main- 
taining supplies to a comparatively small section of our j>eople, namely* 
those that are engaged in essential war work and essential ser\ices. Sir* 
the history of control, the history of supplies, tlie hislory of distribution au<f 
supplies in and around the city of Calcutta and the neighbourhood shows 
that Government have had at no stage uu\ comprehensive polio\ to cover 
all sections of Bengal, rural as well as urban, aiul even with regard to the 
urban population Government have not sought to .help all classes ot urban 
people. There have been uttenipt> to give supplies trt‘el> to imlustrial 
labour and to certain classes of emplovees onl> ^^ho in their opini<»n have 
been doing important war work. 

This, I submit, has been a ver> wrong approach however much there 
might have been the necessity for maintaining essential supplies and food 
supplies for such class of people. It is etjually necessary t<» remember that 
unless the morale of the civil population in general is inuintainetl and unless 
prices are kept within reasotiable limits for all classes <jf people it was sheer 
madness to think that hy mere tinkering with the prol)leni*.«b\ maintaining 
supplies for a small section of (iovernment servants and agcnco‘s onl.\ «me 
could solve a very serious situation (d' this chaiacter. 

The third important respect in which the Government had tailed, in 
iii\ humble opinion, is (his The G.ovcrnment ha<l adojiled measuie> based 
upon piecemeal contred of supplies and of partial contnd of movement, the 
removal of price coii(r(d and the enc<»uragenient of purchases <>f ru'e and 
padds within the provim'e at any jirice b\ (tovernmeut Agents, large dealers 
and industries. This is a polic.v which J submit was entirely wrong. On 
a previous occasion, Sir. on the ‘JTtli Fehruar\, llOd, in connection with 
another similar motion that we moved on behalf of this party in this Hnusi*. 
1 e^tplaiued in detail the difticulties we felt wdth regard (o the Government 
measures up to that^ne. Thereafter, the jireseiit Ministry has, in conti- 
nuing the same irdlfcy, a«loptcd .several ineusures. The action that the 
Government had taken was on the assumption (hat tliere was plenty.^ The- 
Government had also all along befooled themselves and )»efoolpd the country 
by proclaiming from house tops that “everything is all right; there is 
plenty of supplies, and it is onl> the villagers, hoarders and profiteers (hat 
are to blame”. Sir, the Government started all along on a wrong premise. 
1 sympathise with the Hon’ble Minister when he says that Governmimi, 
wanted to create some confidence in the mind of the public trji^stein the* 
panic-^tnplex which was already there and, therefore, he had to use t)ie 
language of consolation. There is wmiethiug in that. I fully realise that 
in a situation like ours nothing will help if we all go on shouting that we 
are terribly short and there is nothing to he given to (he people. At the- 
same time, whatever might have been uecessar> for the purposes of projia- 
ganda and creating public confidence, the measures that Government should 
have devised ought not to have been based on such false data. Knowing 
fully well that really there was a shortage, it was simply criminal on the 
part of the Government to waste their valuable time on measures which. 
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could hot Lave been thou^?ht of if they had known that there was not 
plenty. Sir, the Hon ’hie Minister in charge had stated that he was prepared 
for the worst and that he was planning his schemes “preparing for the 
worst but hoping for the best“.. 1 do hf)pe that he had prepared himself 
for the worst. 


The next important thing that the present (lovernment did was to insist 
on the (iovernmeut of India to bring about ilerontrol of provincial move- 
ments. Sir, in that respect, 1 must .say one word of appreciation to the 
present Government. 1 do submit. Sir, that it was a really forward step to 
be in u position to get the u.ssent of the Government of India to move 
supplies from adjoining Murplus provinces. But, Sir, as w'e did point out 
to the Hon’ble Ministei in charge during the time wTien this matter was 
under discussion on the 17th May last, the measures of riecontrol ought to 
have been coupled with certain ver\ heultlis stejLs immediately taken without 
which the entire decontrol scheme would break down and w'ould not yield 
the results. We expected that the adjoining provinces could never have 
agreed to absolute free tru<le in the.se areas, (bi the other hand, I had a 
talk with at least one ('hiet Secretaix ot an adjoining province and his 
Minister in charge wlio assured me that if there w'aA any necessit\ , that 
Government would make arrangements to give Bengal supplies at rea.sonable 
rates while keeping enough toi their own peojile and while keeping a 
margin of profit for tlie province to enable them, it nece.ss.»r\. to subsidise 
food at controlled cheaper rates where as a r(‘sulf ot Government’s action 
shortage might be experienced. 


Th« Hon’bl# Mr. H. S. SUMRAWARDY: The> <ame to that point of 
view later after free trade was introduced. 


Dr. MALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: The Hon’ble Minister knows full well 
all that. I am sure he also )iud a discussion with them on the same lines 
but somehow’ or other — 1 would not criticise any o — certain officials 
ot Government wanted to stand on official :«/. They did not realise to wdiat 
extent the position of the Provincial Government could make or unmake 
such decisfnns. The Provincial Government concerned did threaten that 
in case they were under law forced or compelled to Jl^rt with their stock 
it would be seen that not a single cartmau would take the stock, not a 
single cooly move the rice, not a single person in the whole province would 
hel|) to take out the food-grains from the province and that if there were 
lootings (^r any other criminal acts on the st(x?ks purchased the Government 
would not hold themselves responsible. Their Police might not be ijpquisi- 
tioued for assistance in coping with these things. That wa.s a prospect 
w’hioh the Hon’ble Minister in charge ought to have realised. Sir, it wa.s 
a great mistake to rely only on the Government of India’s fiat. 

The next important measure that the present Government did take was 
the measure of food drive throughout the length and breadth of this pro- 
vince. So far as we on this side of the House are concerned, we do appre- 
ciate, and we did make that olear^even before the present Government came 
along, the neceesity ff taking proper statistics of arvailable food for this 
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proTino^ before we can plan out its proper distribution and ©quifSIiile distri- 
bution. But, Sir the food drive meant something much more. The food 
drive did not fix any responsibility on the Government at all. It mainly 
tried to shift the burden of the responsibility on the people by asking them 
to organise self-help for themselves. 

(At this stage, the blue light was lit.) 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Ma> 1 have five minutes more, Sir? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Go on and let us >ee. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL* The food drive plan liy its very nature 
was bound to fail because it was ec«»uoiiiieall> unsound for while the food 
drive was pennitted to go on an<l while the village eoniinittees were allowed 
to have stocks estimated osten.sibl\ for the j>urpose of maintaining local 
supplies, there was no restriction put >)n large purchases by outsiders in that 
very area and removal of the stock to Calcutta ami other industrial areas. 
You could not have free trade and simnllaiieon.sly self-sutficiencv , The two 
are economically contradictory. The f(w»d drive also failed hef’anse in spit© 
of protestations and honeiNt attempts, 1 am piepured to give the Hon’bla 
Minister in chargi© credit on Ins part or on the part <»f his Department,— 
there has not been even in the most helpful part of the ccuintry a proper 
approach as detailed in- the mttes circulated by the Hon’hle Minister. In 
the first place we have repctrt- from almost eveiy ])art of the province that 
there was not a .single ca.se u here a food committee was actually formed by 
the villagers themselves assembled at a j)uhli(‘ place Fo<h] committees were 
formed l)y otticials who went and just g<»t togi'ther, as usual, a few persons 
from among certain j^ersoiis at their heck ami call and tliesc persons, -at 
least most of them were not, as (he Ilon’hle Minister contemplated, of the 
enlightened poor, and thev (heinselves might have been responsible for 
some amount of ljoardiiig-~aml it was these persons who were r(‘s]ionsihle 
for thi.s food drive. Apart frrun that, manv of them did not have that inten- 
tion of honest y for wh ich an fuith was proposed to he given to all of them. 
In these circumstances the drive couhl not have achieved the results that 
were expected. 

Then. 1 found that the pre.seiit (roverninent had certain measures for 
Calcutta and HoWiah. They wanted to re[»lace the present controlled ^hops 
by a number of (iovernment "liops. J am ver\ doubtful hoW' far such a 
measure could he helpful l)ecaiise if Government did not make proper use 
of the men in the trade, it would he nlle to think that some GovettHjMftit 
eervants appointed on salaries would he able to do the w'ork better anif' more 
efficiently and that they would all he h(»nest men who could come to Gov- 
ernment’s aid. The better plan would he to increase the nuinher of con- 
trolled shops and also to increase the number of inspectors. These men 
could have secured better contnd or better inspection could be ensured so 
that controlled shops may not indulge in black marketing. 

Sir, ray resolution has g<u five important [laxts. The first relates to the 
causes of failure and I submit that the failure has been not merely of the 
Ministry but also of those who take^he advice of the Ministers and who 
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nltimatify guide the policy of the executive. The second part, I think, 
Bays that in order to remove the present diffiulties what should have been 
done and what should be done even now is to give complete authority to a 
Central Food Council, merely to a mere ad hoc Food Council, but a 
Council which ought to function from day to day and take up the entire res- 
ponsibility for the whole province. And Government should be in a position 
to accept the whole recommendation of it whrtever consequence may follow 
and they should stand by it. That should be practically an autonomous 
bod> comijosed of all sections of the people and experts to deal with a food 
situation like this. 


Then the third part wants to place the responsibility for the whole 
population on the Government t>f Bengal by declaring Bengal as a famine 
area, especially when the Iloii’ble Minister has today acce])ted the fact that 
the food drive has revealed that in almost every ])art of Bengal there is 
acute shortage. In the fourth part I have suggested concrete suggestions 
as to how immediately we cun tackle the problem of stopping exports and 
ij^creasing imports. It has been said that there has been no export of rice 

for some time past Imt reports trickle down to us tlirough certain private 

iburces, that certain organisations known i)racticall\ like “A. B. S. D.,'' 
etc., that food-grains are going out through the ])ort of Calcutta. There 
must be no actual export at all and if there is no exjaut let the Hon’ble 
Minister be in a position to create public opinion in hi-' favour to bring 
satisfactory evidence before tbe public that thcrt* has been ieail\ no export. 
In the fifth part of the resolution I have made a jilea for a more real and 
vigorous grow-more-food campaign * 1 have seen the latest report of what 
the new Ministry has done in connection with the grow -iuore-t(uid campaign 
and I have noticed all that has been attenii>ted to be done as reported in 

T}ii' Hvnj)n\ \\ vt'klif a lew <lays ago. But in s])ite of all that I have 

noticed that money has been WHsfe<l more on mere advertisement and news- 
paper publicity than on real measures of which I have ^iven a catalogue. 
And last but not the least 1 apjieal to the (lOvernmenC and to the whole 
country to stop all kinds of waste in the matter of use of food. 

With these observations I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH SEN: Sir, 1 beg to move: “This Assembly 
is of opinion that the statement made by the Hon hie Minister of Civil 
Supj^dies on the otlt^July, on the food situation in the Province 

betrays a lack of appreciathm of the continued (leteri<»ration in the food 
situation in the Province on the part of the (iovennnenr and their failure 
to tackle the problem by shifting their responsibilitv and initiative^ in 
solving it to voluntary efforts of the people only. This Assembly is further 
of opinion that the Government should have declared Bengal as a famine 
area and tal^n measures for ensuring supply of food-giilns to the people by 
a complete stopjrage of all exports of food-grains outside the Province, by 
imports, through negotiations, from other Provinces, of adequate quantities 
of rice, wheat and other food-grains and through the good oflSce of the 
Government of India, from abroad, and by an equitable distribution of the 
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arailable supplx in rural as wt*ll as in urban areas wniie aatiSfvrnjgf 
accepted nutritional ‘Jtamlards, and by promoting’’ the “(trow More Food 
Campaign” b> making provision tor supply of ^ibc ienf <|uantities of good 
seeda, manures including synthetic fertilisers, Wop-]danuing, irrigational 
facilities, suitable agricultural lo.ans to enable cultivators to extend their 
operations, and utilisation of tallow ami waste lands.” 

Sir, it is with overpoi^ering sciist* ot grininess and tremendous character 
of the prohleni that 1 li^e to plaiv un motion before the ILmse. Tlie food 
situation in Bengal has now entered into its crueial stage. The 

solution hro(d»s no delax. and i>arty affiliations and piejmlices should not 
colour our vision and iinli'rncnt. Kvcr\h(*d\ present in this House should 
approach the pnddeni from an objective and scientific spirit, free from any 
communal juission and part\ bias (Mir discussion tonight should, there- 
fore. he carried on in a il ispavsionate and liclptn) manner. Let it not bt'i 
said of Us that at lliis hour »»t national ciisis, mflucncetl by ephemeral 
p(difieal eousidcrations. wc failed in oui dn(\ hy the jieople of the province. 
Sir, I will nitt ti\ to a[)portion hlano* as to li<»w and wliy the present acuMi 
fiosiHon lias Ix'en luonght about, whether h\ the hunglings of the (fovera- 
ment oi due to factors ovei which (he Pnivincial (iovi'rument had little 
contrid. This will add to our hitternesK and recriminations and will not 
help in the generation of that atmosphere of mutual trust, goixl will and 
( {i-opera( ion which i- s,i essential foj (he soluti«ui ot Mi<‘h a vast pndilem of 
vital nation..! importance 

The H oil hie Ml ^uhtawatdx has wa\<‘d elo<jUent o\e? the n‘sults of his 
great A nt i-lotard iiij^ I)ii\e and has jriveii expiession to his “giauit satisfac- 
tion ill the course of his statenient. That Mr. Suhrawardy lias reason to 
he gn'atly sati.sfiial is he\ond douht as he has been aide to place th«‘ unlimited 
resources and jniironage o) tlie ( roveiiimeiit at the di-'iposal ot his friend 
Mr Ispaliani, a prominent pillar <d the Muslim League in Bengal, for 
purchasing foocLgraiiis from the Kastein Zone for supp]\ to (he (jovern- 
ment. 1 will piesfoith revirf to this aspect of the <juestioii, hut let me say 
something about the diive wliich Mr. .Suhrawurd.\ hiMt so much trumpeted. 
Mr. Suhrawardy says that he has us a result of the drive all the information 
about food reijuiromenls, >tocks in band, seeds in band, etc., in a word a 
complete food census of the J’rovince. but be has not given us any figures 
which are the essence of an> statistical survey. Although be has not 
directly admitted shortage, the ver\ fact, as he has stilled, that it will not 
be possible to meet our reijuircinents without augmentation of the provincial 
resources by foodstuffs from other provinces is a rdear proof of sliortage. 
Tbt? further fact that in his anti-hoarding drive Mr. Suhrawardy had to 
envisage a provision of merelx four seers of rice per head per f(»rfnighf is an 
admission, though in an indirect wa\, of an acute shortage of rice in the 
country. , Will he ASow kindly enlighten us as t<» the exact ,,,jjumber of 
people of the Province for whom this starvation diet has been provided? 
That would indeed give us some picture of Bengal as it is now. 

Mr. Suhrawardy has now come forward with a novel explanation for his 
denying so long a state of scarcity. According to him, '‘insistence on 
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•hortege* would only inorease panic and stimulate hoarding and therebj 
aggravate the general food scarcity and push up prices.” On the othei 
hand, he has all along been con.stautly harping on large stocks having been 
hoarded by merchants and speculators. I am sure, all of us in this House 
would support any strong measure against the umsocial conduct of hoarders 
and speculators. But we must at the same time view the matter in the 
right perspective. What is after all the total quantity that has been 
hoarded, apart from that which form.s the normal carry-over of the merchants 
taking its own imurse to come into the market? On the other hand, does 
Mr. Suhrawardy realise that his insistenr e on hoarding and speculating as 
the main cause of the present trouble is capable ot creating and has actually 
<Teuted a imejudice against merchants in. luding the large number who have 
been currying on tbeir trade quite honestly, among the general public to 
the effect that it is they who are withholding siip|)lies from the market and 
are responsible for the pre.sent state of affairs? Thus fhe Government have 
provided an incitement to looting id granaries and stocks in movement — 
» matter of common occurrence in these da\s. Do the Government realise 
that while by thus overstating the part pla.ved by hoarding they are able to 
hoodwink the vast mass of our illiterate fellow citizens about their— I mean 
the Goveniment’s— responsibility in the matter of f<«.d-suppl\ to the 

people, they are also creating a serious feeling of disaffection among 

various .sections of His Majesty's subjects in Bengal? It cannot, therefore! 
be denied that the Government cannot entirel.v absolve themselves of the 
charge of heing responsible tor gram riots and other agrarian troubles in 
tlu* rural art^us. 

Hut what is the uetunl amount fft lioanls seized a result of tlu* drive!'' 
Mr. Suhnnvanl\ hiiii'ielt sa\s thi> amount to ht* apj»ro\imaiel\ 7 to S 

luillion maumU. an amount harel\ suffioiont f..r ilo* rittvirioo a*, a whole for 

not more than fifteen da\.H. the measuring rod hy wliich the sueeess 

or failure of the ^rreat Fofxl Drivr i>, tt) he ju.l^red provided h\ the pri.e 
level of ioofl-^rrains which, in.teafl of showing am of e.miiujr dovMi, 

IS increa.sin^r <la.\ hy day to ahnormal heipht> hevond the reacli of the 
majority of the people. 

Now, a few words regardinj; the action taken h\ Mr Suhrauard.x in 
entrusting to Me.ssrs. M. A 1‘ipahani the uork ot purcliasing riee tor the 
(iovernment of Heugal from the KaMern /one The explanation offered bv 
nittt (or this extraordinary aition are really amu-iing and even amazing. 
The long aiudogia offered In him in thu-s strengthening the hidd of the 
Muslim lit'ugue Ministr\ 1>\ the mo.st ohjectionahle method of offering 
(Jovernment patronage to a pillar ot the pait.N ^^oul<l appear to all uiil>ias>ed 
persons as m<»st uneonvineing if the> were told that Mr. Suhrawardy has 
tried to mislead the House In a misstatement of the grossest type. 
Mr. S^waker, Sir, I confe.ss I was very mucli surprised when I heard him 
state that iu this matter the (iovernment had consulted variou.s Tuerobants 
and ChamlH*rs and rould find no one who could undertake the task better 
than Mes.srs, M. A. Ispahaiii. I would like to state categorically that 
among the various Chambers whom. Mr. Suhrawardy say.s. he has consulted, 
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my constituency, the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce, is certainly 
not one. I am also authori<e<l to ^^tatt* that no member of my Chamber was 
given any opportunity either through the Chamber or in their individual 
capacity to consider any terms that might have b<‘en given by the Govern- 
ment for the task of purchasing rice for Bengal, neither were an\ enquiry 
made of them regarding their ability or willingness to undertake this task. 
My Chamber has ofticiallv put in its pr<»test io the (Jovernnieiit . and I want 
this protest also to be recorded in the minutes of the proceedings of the 
House. 

1 do not want, Sir. to be misunderstood 1 have notliing to say against 
Messrs. M. A. lsj»abaiu being given the patnuiagc of the (lovenimeut. hut 
what 1 object to is, firstlx. a palpab1\ wrong statement by llie Hou'ble* 
Minister to mislead the Hou^e, and s<coiidl\ , the hole ami couuT method 
followed in the matter ot entrusting a firm, howevci big it might be, to the 
e.\clu‘'i(ui of others with such an important task. 

Mr. Suhiawar<l\ has made much of the tact that at one stroki* of the 
j)cii Mr. Ispalmm agreed lo toiego a profit of some Hs 41) lakhs on th^ 
stocks which he po''''C*"'C(l E\idcntl\. the llon’bh* Minister seeks to convey 
the iinprcs'siidi that tui juihlic i^ood .Mi Ispaliani agiccd tn pul up with 
a lo''S ol thi*' huge •'iim. lint tlu- i»m 1 fact i> that iiistcail of imuirriiig any 
jmsitive hts^. Ml I'-pah.iiii agicrd to forego an additional profit of thal 
aimnint. a^ In*, actual < osi pro e must have been lum li below the pri<*c at 
whudi he s(dd lii’' stock' lo the lioxcrniiicnt Ami uii what I’onsideratiou 
did he agree to do s<i;'' Mi 1 sp,ili;ii( i has been ap]>oiiited tiie stde agent for 
purchase of tood-oiuiiis on ( iover a( count on a j eiiiuneral ion and 
given n blank ehecjUe with an ad\ame of Hs d eioies witli which lu- euiii 
make j)Ur< bases at an\ juices Ik* ina\ <-oiisidei uece-sai).

Mr* SPEAKER: How long will VOU take, Mr. Sen? 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH SEN: I will take an ther five or six 
minutes. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Try to finisli as <juickl\ as possible. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH SEN* It will also he realised from what 
Mr. Suhraward\ said that Mr. Ispahuni had so long been muintaining a 
stock, I shall not say hoard, wlii( h must not be less than lO lakh.i of 
maunds of rice at the miiiinium. This amount is equal fo one month** 
consumption of rice of (’ahutta ami rnily one merchant had been holding 
BUch a hig stexk ami thus withholding it from the market, perhaps not 
without the knowledge of the (ioveniiiienf . 

By the w ay. w ill tht* Hon 'hie Minister kiiidl) c\[dain to the Houae 
whether the resignation of Mr, Me fnnes has an\ thing to do wdlh this 
appointment of Mr. Isjjiahaiji as the sole Fwjd i*urchasing Agent? 
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J now propose to deal with Mr. Suhrawardy’s plan to distribute rice 
"aiid other neressaries of life in Calcutta and other urban areas through the 
agency of a chain of (jovernment distributing centres. Certain pertinent 
qiicHtions at once raise themselves. What will be the role of normal trade 
channels in this plan? Will they continue to function along with the 
Oovernnicut distributing centres? What will be the relation between these 
two agencies of supply? Crovernment have not definitely said whether these 
distributing centres will work in exclusion of or in conjunction with the 
trade. So far us inulas.>al towii-^ are corir'erned, the proposal to introduce 
rationing, among others , through reNpoiiNj))le pei>f)ns or organisations 
considered reliable and imbued with Mifticient spirit of social service will, 
I am afraid, open the gateway to the ver\ cfirrujit^n anrl inetHciencv which 
the (jovernment want to stamp out. It is neediest to state that a Ministry 
W'liich has come into power without adeijuatc i)art> backing should try to 
strengthen their hold by making their selection of distributing agents on 
considerations other than those of m*cessar\ trade exi)erience. efficiency and 
justice and fairpluy. It would most assuredly periieluate the same corrup- 
tion, maljiractices and ineflicicncy, per}^ap-^ in a more aggravated form. 
Oovernmeiil have not also said how will the> delcnnine the “market rates’’ 
at wdiiidi their distrihutiiig centre^ will ''Up|d> to tho^e who are above the 
minimum income group fixed lor the jnnpo-f II. however, (Tovernment 
propose to open a huge nuinher (d distrihuling c»‘ntre> in addition to. and 
not in replacement ot, controlled ^hop" that are now functioning. .«iome 
relief ma_\ he provided to the peoph* w'lo> au* now to stand and wait lor 
hours together in long (pieues in front of coiitiolled >hops. The (iovern- 
ment have announced that th(‘\ will ojxm SIMI Mieli di>trihutiiig celltre^ in 
(’afcutta and Howrah, hut <0 far they have opened onl\ one. It their 
8ch(*me priJgre.is «>nail-like in thi^ la>'hjon. it remain' a matter of coiijcndurc 
wlieii they will he aide to open all (he SIM) '.hop'^ The prnhlem cannot, in 
my opinion, In* tin kled idfei-t i\ el> 1)\ this mean> alom*. I wouhl therefore 
like lo record m\ empliatic j»rote^t a^alii''! lhi> ])olic\ of the (Jovernment of 
opening (Jovernment .^hops for the supply of foml-grains instead »>f utilising 
the services of existing trade channeU The expiTienci's ot countries which 
have adofited a rationing s^ stem aKo demoiiNtrate that they have always 
utilised the servii es of normal tradt* ( haiuitd" What I tiad is that it would 
be extremely unwise for the (Jovernment to di-'hnate the existing supply 
organisation. 

Now’, coming lo the (Jovernment ol India's hasn- food plan, 1 must sav 
that it is mainly tlue to the mishainliing of tiie situation by our (jovern- 
inent that the plan has been frustrated m) far as Bengal is concerned. 
Fnder the plan, the Central ( Joveruiiient were to prescribe the quantity 
which a surplus provima* or State wa.s to give and a deficit province was to 
receive. The Government have m»t ^o far said wliat is the monthly ijuola 
that has been assigned to Bengal under the liable ])lan, nor any idea has 
%eeu givu as to how much of this (juota has been received so far. 
Mr. Suhrarwardy has, however, Iveimmneil ilie lack ot good neighbourly 
feeling among the provinces of Bihar. Gri^sa and A^sam and their non-co- 
operating attitude for not falling in line with the (Jovernment of India’s 
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plan. I also share with Mr. Suhrawardy his regret for this exhibition of 
lack of neighbourly feeling on the part of these provinees, particularly in 
view of the fact that Bengal carries a large number of people of these 
Provinces. But did Mr. Suhrawardy ever enquire why they had taken 
this attitude? Is it not mainly due to the lack of tact and bad handling 
of the situation by the Bengal Government that these Provinces adopted 
this unfriendly attitude? In their anxiety to bring as much rice as possible 
into Bengal, the Government induced the (.’entre to declare the Kastern 
Zone as a free trade area uhich gave opportunil\ to >onic tavoured merchants 
to make indiscTiminate b\i\ing in the neighbouring ProviiK’es as a result 
of which prices there shot up also to abnoimal heights. The other 
Provinces regarded this f^tiou as u coendve measure. It was therefore quite 
natural for them to take .ste|)> for iheii own --atetN and >ecunty and no hlama 
attaches to such a 'onduct «*n their pan 

(At thi^ >tage (he memher reacheil the lime-limit hut was allowed one 
minute more to finish his spondi.) 

If instead fiur (rovt-rnment have negotiated in a friend), \ manner with 
these Provinces and ic(|UC''ted them to purcliase thiough their own agentH 
and hand ovt*r the surjdus to u^. tin* attempt would then haxe hiaui crowned 
with >ome mea^uir ot -.m ( e>s and gtani" would havt* started moving into 
Bengal. (iovcrnnuMit tlni" started at flo* wrong eml It i> fludr loingling 
in tlic matter that has made the neighhouring Provniecs reluetant to stipply 
wliUtevei suiplus possess to Bengal

I beg to 
move that this As.sembly is of opinion that the (jovernmeiit lias failed (J) to 
solve the fo»Ml problem of Bengal properl\ for whudi millions of people of 
the Province are almost without biod and are dying like (-ats and dogs from 
starvation; (2i to <leclare that the Province is under the grip of famine and 
to do nece.ssar> works for the relief operation; (d) to import riee, paddy and 
other foodstuff from the neighhoui ing jirovinces ami to supply them to j>e<iple 
at the cheaper price, at which the jieople can purchase; 14 ) to make untiP 
hoard campaign su<'cessful as most of the rice and j)add\ have gone outside 
the deficit areas and whii'h ha.s been purcha-*ed hy the (iovernment agenta;

producers and persons of comparatively modest means hi the runil areas. 

This Assembly deplores the failure the (h^vernment to take advantage 
of the situation created b\ the removal of intei-proviiieial trade-harriers by 
negotiations with other I’rovineial (Tovernmeiits and their adoption for the 
purchase of food-grains ot a procedure based on patronage instead of 
considerations (»f public i\clfaic 

This Assembly therefore (hvlates that in order to prevent the aggrava- 
tion of the situation hexoiol recoveiy. the following steps must be 
immediately taken

Sir, tlie resolution speaks fm itself ami inaiix wokK arc not maaled to 
explain the object of im\ motion Maii\ of tlie points liave been ably 
discussed by some ot ni\ tnemU ami other ttituois who will speak later will 
discuss them in more (b*tail I would mily make a few general observations 
as it is no good rejieating arguments 

The present crisis is due entirelx to th<* utter mismanagement and 
unsympathetic administration as eNer> actimi of tin* j>resenf Ministry ia 
meant for the benefit of the Theatrical (’oinpan\ and not for the good <rf the 
people in general. The\ have no wide tunlook, no heart in the administra- 
tion. 

Sir, 1 warn the Oovernment not to jday with hnmun lives. The Hon’ble 
Mr. Tamizuddin Khan during tiie last food debate expecte<l a rebellion W’hen 
the price of rice whs Rs. Id per maund hut. Sir. today it is Rs, 3o per matUld 
and still there is no revidution Ami wli\ J' Be+ause (he pe<»ple of this land 
do not believe in violence and so the Ministr\ is still safe in its peacock 
throne, but the da\H are not far oft when the vomc from the land of dead 
would demand your explanation even l>efore the day of judgment, Theif 
voice will haunt \ou in your parlour, in your dream and in yimr fileep. 
They have lost their lives due to your criminal negligence. You have failed 
and failed hopelessly to relieve thg distress of the people. You have 
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(lisregaidefl the people, you have disregarded the parties who could give you 
support, who could give you brain and help you to remove your brain fever. 

I would now pla(^* betore the House extracts from the speech of one in 
whom the Hoirble Mr. Suhrawardy has the greate.st confidence and I would 
not hesitate to present the same before the House as my own. These are the 
factors: “liefore I sit down I make a final appeal to the House. I beg it 
to realise the veiy serious nature of the situation. Jt i» not that we intend to 
make jjolitical <apital out of the criminal conduct of the Ministry but 
things have come t(> su<‘h a puss, the Province is already so near chaos and 
disorder, dangers ahead are ‘*0 considerable, the Ministry is so thoroughly 
ill. f)mpeteiit and w’<»rse, that^if the honourable inenihers have any regard for 
tli'‘ future and better government of this l^rovince. it the\ have any concern 
foi good order, good muiiageincut of this Province, it they have any concern 
for the very lives of the people, if they wish to save the unhappy masses 
fi(»ni starvation and death then 1 would a}»peal to them, particularly those 
who sit in serried ranks behind the Mini'^trc. to .support our motion and 
rei’.ord their opinion that this Mini''tr\ has detiiiitel.v tailed to do its duty 
by the jieoplc. How long, 1 beg ot the lloii^e to consider, are we to bear 
tlie dead weiglit ot this Ministry, bankrupt and stciileV How long are 
personal reasons, the prospect ot a tew jobs, pronii-'o of jiatronage, benefits 
already received, being received ami dm* to be reci*ived going to keep you

Rai Bahadur dOCESH CHANDRA SEN: (hilN a few lines more, Sir, 
aiuk^hen 1 will place the issm* |)etore tlie IbuiNt* ami tell the House who the 
Vifljor is. 

The Hon^ble Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: I am the author 

Rai Bahadur dOGESH CHANDRA SEN: “How long aar those who .say 
that the\ want an etheieiit ami reliable administration, an administration 
that diseharges its duties ami tultils its assurances, bow long are those who 
talk ot cleanliness in the admini.stration and justice ami fuiriilay to all, 
going to eontiniie to support a Ministiw utterly denuded of decent standards 
and confessedly iuconqietent ? The food problem is one of the major 
problems of today. It attecU.s every one of us. It affects primarily the poor 
and the masses whose interests must alwu>> be ])aramount, far liigher than 
any other cousirklration. Let us in considering this problem not be 

iufiiienced by political "sentiments but do our duty by the people and throw 
out a Cftvernlfient that has proved itself thorouglily incapable of handling 
the situation and place, it we can. the interests of the people above our own 
personal and political interests, and then let us togetlier and tackle this 
problem under a decent regime, wedded to the welfare of the masses.” 
This meuu>rable s])eech was delivered by no other person than the Hon’ble 
Mr. H. S. Suhrawardy, the Civil Supplies Minister, who was only 

Mr. Suhrawardy then and aspiring for this exalted p«>sition. 1 believe he 

will admit now that what is sance foj;;jBie gander is sauce for the goose. 
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All4hat be said on that day was not true. But that cap fits him now and 
he must wear it. Durin^r the la>t debate ineinbers on the Opposition 
Benches sug^^ested shooting, hanging and penal st‘rvi(ude for the incom- 
petent Mini^'ters but. Sir, I di) not believe in violence and this 
time I would suggest that the ine«»nipetent >et be got rid of by non-violent 
means. itli these words, Sir. I loinmend in\ motion to the acceptance 
of the Hou.^e.

It i*- a ^imple motion .iiid ^peak^ loi it^^‘l^ and I thendote do not 
propose to take 11 ]) iiim h time oi t)ie Hon»)‘ Sii. during tin* last Ministrv, 
we in thi^ HoUNe, had a gt»od deal of disi’u<»sion. A" a lesult theia'ot, a 
sel)aralt* poittolio ua> rieaieil ,uid Mi I'lamatha Natli liaiierjei* was 
entrusted with it. But duiing the iniamv ot the K«»od Mini'ler. the last 
Mini‘'tr\ liad to oo out. It eould not handle (he sehi'ine that was formulated 
and eiuim iated h\ that Mini>ti\ Tliat Mini''liv eould not do many thiiigs 
as it had to work uiidei advei'.e and unta\ ouiahle (Oieuinstam e-t. Durin]/ 
tlie regime of the la^t Mini-tr\ and duiing the la-t s»*N,ion ,,t llifc A ss»*mhl V, 
luemher.s now shining in the mini^trrial ht'nehf' •‘hmie in the Oj»j) 0 ',ition 
henelu's aiol niji friend Mr Tamizmldiu Khan moved a niotioii ot thi-^ kin<l 
whi<‘h waN treated a-' a eenvure motion against tin- pievioun Ministry. My 
friend Mr. Tamizuddiu Khan wa^ ver\ loml in In^ npeeeh and t»)ok that 
Ministry to ta-k for’ not tackling the food pridilem vef\ sal i-^faetru il\ and 
from the right aiigh* ot vi‘*ion. Tlieii. Sir, in\ honoujahle friend 
ifr. Suhrawardy was ver\ loud in hi'^ ilenum iatioii of the hlm k markets and 
profiteers and we exj)e<‘ted that after the assumjilion of otliee hy these 
gentlemen there would be an iitiemi)t made at least tor improving the 
situation, if not for finding a thonuigh solution of the |irobjeni. Instead 
of the .situation being im])roved, 1 would submit to uoj. Sir, the .situation 
has gone from bad to wor->e. (Dr. Annii- Moialku Maukt Anff due to 
what?) The situation has gone from had to woio* and I shall now satisfy 
the House that the manner in whieh the preouit Ministry is pursuing its 
policy is tar from satisfactory and there is no hope that the situation will 
improve at all. 1 shall tell (he House that these Ministers do not aeriously 
mean what they say. I thought that the Hon’ble Mr. Tamizuddiu Khan 
and the Hon hie Mr. Suhrawanly were very serious over the food problem 
of the Province when they eoniiu jtol ied on the action of the la.st Ministry 
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during the last session. But, Sir, from their subsequent conduct and from 
the policy tliey pursue I am fully convinced that these two gentlemen shed 
only crocodile tears for the poor starving milli(»ns of the Province. Sir, 
they did not mean what they said on the flf>or of this As.semb]y, A few 
days ago, these Ministers, 1 .should say an army f»f Ministers, had a profiteer- 
ing tour witli tlieir Parliamentar\ Secretaries all over Bengal, It was not 
for ascertaining the real condition of Bengal from the standpoint of the 
food i>r()blein hut it was for receiving receptions, getting caskets and 
addresses of welcome. On tlie 5th <»f May last Mr. Tamizuddin Khan and 
Mr. Shahahinldin Itad been to my place. When I learnt that they woubl 
be going there, I invited them to dine with me while they were there. 
Mr. Shahabiiddin refused !n\ invitation on the ])lea that the Cabinet had 
taken a de<*i.sion that tlie Ministers should not dine with gentlemen in the 
mufassal ami should not take anything publiclv in the luufassal. They 
were naturally hus\ witli the to(»d problem and so b>ng as tliey c(juld not 
solve the food pnddem, they could not aecept invitations. But what did 
we see when they went to that place After finislmig the conference work 
and after they were decorated with garlands and after tlie\ had re(“eived 
addresses of welcome and after heaiing tlie sliouts of "ZnuldlKuV' in the 
evening I saw thes were taking their tea juihlicK and eating good dishes. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I.h that all relevant'^ 

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERilEE: It is a solution of the food 
jirohlem. 

Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: Wl.at I nnos ^iven to 
understand was that their dominant leason uus that h\ taking dishes, 
2(1 palatable dishes, they (‘r)uld find a solution of this piohlein. So. it is 
quite relevant. However. Sir, 1 leave it at that. The ]>resent Ministry lia.s 
come out with denounceineiit.s ol Idack-markets 1 ha\e got mans things 
to say aluMit hlack-markets hut due to shoitncs*. oi linu* 1 shall not refer to 
tluMii. But I sa\ most emjihatieally hlack-markets ami the ver\ worst kind 
of them do exist mainl\ at the eonnivame of the present Ministry. So far. 
Sir. about hlack-markets. 

Now, Sir, I shall take the House with me t<» the scheme formulated by 
the present Ministry uitli regard to hoarding and an attempt has just been 
made by them to solve the present pndilem by an anti-hoarding drive. But 
the farce of the anti-hoarding drive heeame apparent as soon as it (*ame to 
light that the big ri<e mugiintes of Calcutta, the big (iovernment agent.s, 
the big rice stcukists and traders were to be excluded from the o])eration of 
that dri\*e. lioreover, they have even now l>eeu given a tree band to 
purehase riee in the interior mufassal of Bengal at any jiriee the,\ like. I 
wish to lake the House with me into the interior mufas^val of Bengal in 
order to place before them the true picture ot what this anti-hoarding drive 
of Uoveriiment has done. This drive was carried out in the mufassal by 
the otficers ef Hovernment and by some (ttiicial institutions. This army of 
officers, unskilbnl. untrained and ignorant in the line and the so-called 
squad masters have had an opiH)rtuuit\ to take recourse to corruption and 
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ixribery. That these officers and s(|uad masters were utterly ignorant of 
what they were entrusted with to do be(‘ame apparent in some cases in the 
mufassal when they distributed and used wrong fonns in connection with 
thtiir work. Sir, it will be a suriJn^e to the H<mse t<» know that everyday 
five to seven hundred peoj)le a'^seiubled bet(»re the offices of the SubdivisionaJ 
Officers for taking out j)ermit^ Sir, (MHintry boats were being iletained for 
want of permits to carr\ ri(‘e. and i woubl request the Htuise to imagine the 
loss which the cargo boal> have ^uttered fnuii the ojh of June last up till 
now. Sir, the matter ua> reierre<l to (iovernnient but (lovernment reniuined 
silent. May I a^k the (iovernmeut. Sir, a'' to what they intend to lio with 
these hoats}^ Can you imagine. Sir. tor a moment that from the -3th June 
up till now they are l\ing in anchor at <lifb“rent stations while the people 
of the localities are without aiiN food whatsoever ami many of them are 
dying of “tarvatiou? Sir, the mercliants purchased tliese food-grains at 
Es. 13 or K". 1<> per mauud and they were t<» take them to deficit ureas in 
Dac(‘a and in the subdivi>ions ot ^^adaripur ami (miuIuikIo. Sir, if during 
the present detention ot these boats priies <-oine down what will be the 
effect ot that fall in prn-es ujMm the trailers!^ 

Now. Sir. I come to the (piesti<m whether there is t'xi'ess of food in 
Bengal or whether there is s)i,,iiage Sir, so far as the anti-hoarding drive 
is com eriied it was duci ttMl not against the cajiitalist hoarders and big rice 
liealei's but it was diici ted onK against the poor cultivators and growers 
and housc-lndders m the inteiior imilassal Ami just before this debate 
commenced we hinc hcanl from tlo- Hon’ble Minister in (diargc of Food 
that the leport has tnim- that there i- «leficit in the Province. Ma_\ 1 ask 
tlie Hon’ble Minister To explain as to liow be could tliink of launching an 
anti-hoarding drive iij»on the assumption that there was no shortage ^ Sir, 
the Hon'ble Mini.ster waxed t*lo(|m-iit in seaxm and out of season on the 
((Uestion of lioarded iicc which was i(*sj>onsihle bu the pre,m*ut scar(‘ity, and 
1 h' (»wes an explanation the House as ti> his assumption that there was 
hoarded rice m the Province Now that his j»-| fheor\ of hoanliiig being 
responsible for the j>rescnt sufferings of the pe<qdc having been e.\j)b>d(*d, 
will he now come (»ut with a < iit-and-dried s< heme as to what he proposes 
tu ilo in the present circuiiistahcos But, Sir. instead of jilanning any 
scheme for the immediate future he ha*^ again come out with high liopes 
about the next bumper <///.< and onuin ciops. 71ns shows that he is incapable 
of doing aii\ tiling f(»r the starving jicojde ex<ept giving them high hopes. 
But, »Sir, even in the matter <d the next aun and (iinnu crop he is hopelessly 
ignorant of the actual state of affairs in the countryside. Even the 
prospects of the next and antnn harvest is very gloomy. In flie low^er 
hil areas in my part of the Provim-,- which grow nun paddy, if was impo.v 
sible to have proper sowings in the sowing season whicli began in the first 
week of March last due to heavy rains which caused flooding. The fields 
are still under water and no s<uvings are possible. This is the condition 
with regard to the cultivation fd nun padd\. So far as other areas are 
concerned, the sowing sea.son conituenced in the beginning of April Iwit due 
to want of rains sowings were late but immediately after the sowing came 
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in floorl-wafer wlinh submerged the plants. AVhen this is the position in 
the rouijtrv‘<i{le, Sir, the Hon’ble Minister has come out with lii^h hopes 
about the next tius crop . 

The Hon'ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: n do hope that the honour- 
able member i** not ascribing the failure ol hum and <immi crops to political 
reasons.

Mr. 8PEAKER: Mr. Kbomlkai, ma\ I just remiml you tliar the 
question of cattle e])ideinic is not ijuite relevant to the jiresent debate. 

Mr. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED KHONDKAR: Sir, I have referred to 
cattle ejiidemic because I want to ^how to the House that due to very heavy 
loss of cattle the ( ii ow-Moi e-Food campaign is iiound to tail. In some 
parts oi Faridpur district, a> m> tnend, Mr. Suicndra Xath Biswa^, will 
War me out, peo}de could not even plough thcii lands tor '(Fftnl ot cuttle, 
but Govt’^rnimuit <lid md caie to btdp the ]u*op)e to ]iur{dia’*e cattle from 
other places b\ lending them mone\ in the ^ha}>e either ot agricultural loan 
or loan trom co-operative societies. 

Then. Sir, for want of food-grains the poor cultivators have already 
eaten uj) tfieir seed-grains and unlcs^ and until suj)pl\ (d seed-grains is 
available fnun (tovernment there will no sowing of paddy in many parts of 
the l*rovinee. Cioies ot rupee.", 1 understand, has been ])n>vided in the 
Bmlget tor the supply ot seed-grains but altliough t\ii> is ilie middle of 
July, no aitioii has been taken b\ Government for tlie >upply ot seed- 
grains, Tlie sowing season is just expiring in man\ districts and in others, 
espeidally in Bakurganj which is a one-crop district growing am/tn paddy, 
sowing season has already begun. Xo distribution of seeds or money for 
that purpose will la* effective and will do any good to the country unless 
it is takeu in band immediatajy. Sir, seeds are being puri'hased and are 
being distributed through Government official agency. We have tha agency 
of departmental demonstrators whose posts are temporary and who are 
drawing a salary of Ks. 2r» a month. This is the manner in which the 
Gro1t“More Food Campaign is carried on by this Ministry. This Grow 
More Fut’M tlampaign has failed. 
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Then, Sir, I have already drawn attention to the policy of Oovernment 
against the big hoarders and big traders and agents of Government. These 
agents have been advanced crores of rupee*i by (lovernment without any 
interest for purchase of food'^tiiff and things are not better in any way. 
With this policy this Minisfry cannot expect to imjuove the food situationv* 

Mr. CHARU CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I formally move m\ motion that 
this Assembly is of opinion that the continued deternuution in tlie ft>od 
situation and the jjrolongcd suffering of the ]ieo]de foi Want of food evidence 
the failure of the (Tovernnient to tackle the food ]»roblem in tin* 1‘iovince.

at Ks. 9 per maund and lice at Us. fo, but be cannot sav that with that 
stock he will be able to meet tlie demand of ])add\ ami lice of all the people 
of this Province, lie lias left the lest of the .supjd> to the trade, but unf>)r- 
tunately be has not mentioned what juices the tiade will bf* enlitleil to 
demand. 

Sir, far back in December la.st when the jire.sent jiaddv crojt was being’ 
harvested, I put up a projmsal before the then <i<*verniiient for taking stock 
of the food and of controlling the price,*.. But for some reason or other the 
last Ministry could not |)erhuade the authorities to do so. Although 
apparently they were the authoritie.s but for practical purjames the authorities 
were iwjmebody else and those authorities could not }>e persuaded to agree 
to the taking of stock of the entire rice and paddy then existing in this 
Province. Had such stock-taking taken jilace at that time, then, Sir, I am 
suits such a catastrophe would not have fallen. Bengal would ther^uive 
been known to be a deficit Province, the deficit being of f %ery %igb 
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percentage, and it would have been diflScult to rob Bengal of her paddy 
and rice. That was the reason why the authorities did not like that the 
stock of paddy should be taken. Now when much of the paddy and rice 
had been exported out of Bengal and every union had been suffering from 
serious shortage f)f food the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawii^dy came out to take 
the stock. A cruel joke indeed! It i.s clear that he did not intend to take 
the stock of food. His real intention wa*. to further drive the food out of 
rural Bengal. 1 should congratulate Mr. Saheed Suhrawardy for his 
tiaving successfully driven out food of the rural area.s. It is in his own 
writing — in his statement he sa>.s that alnuit 80 to 00 lakhs of maunds of 
paddy and rice were .sold In the rural stpckists just before the drive started. 
May 1 know, where ha.s that paddy and rice gone? Mr. Suhrawardy says; 
Before even the drive started persons who held stocks actually sent for their 
poorer neighbours and lent them sufficient (juantities of rice and paddy. 
The situation was immediately eased and grain began to flow f)nce more 
into the market and persons who could not ])rocure food were enabled to 
purchase rice in the market. 

Sir, there are rejiresentatives oi rural areas in this House. I am asking 
each and every one of the repre.sentatives of rural areas who are sitting 
here whether they sub.scribe to the statement which has been circulated. 
((Vies of “Yes” “Yes” from (Tovernment benche.s ) Yes, because you will 
blindly follow him and because it is \(mr ])art\ siutement. But. Sir, I am 
sure — and I can give evicbmce. if necessarv, — that the major ([uantity of 
this paddy and rice which had been s(dd by the rural stockists out of panic 
just before this drive started were purchased h\ merchants whom some of 
my friends have iiame<l as Ispahaiiis, Shaw Wallaces and the like. When 
food w’as rt‘(|uired to b<‘ imjiorted. food was thus diiven out of the rural areas 
by this drive. What was the result ? For a few da> s only while the panicky 
sale was going on. the price of ric'c* came down by two to three rupees per 
maund. but as soon as food was taken out of the rural areas, the prices 
again shot up and now the price-level in rural areas higher than that in 
Calcutta. That is the position 

Now, Sir, if the (Government want the jioor j)eo])le to live, if they want 
that the poor people should be able to purchase rice and get their food, 
then they must control the prices and reduce the ]>rices to .i level approach- 
able by the poor peo])le. t>r. if the lloirble Mr. .Suhrawardy wants to 
adjust his halance-sheet of demand and sujiply, as mentioned in his written 
statement, hy refusing supplies to the poor i)e(»p]e. because the poor people 
cannot purchase rice at the prevailing prohibitive price, let him say .so or 
instead of saying that even, let him pass an ordinance ordering that the 
poor people be shot to death because they have no right to exist. Either 
you shoot them down ti> ileatb or you must provide some measures by 
which these poor people ma> be enabled to get their rice. By these poor 
people I mean not only the poor agriculturists and the poor labourers but 
also a large st>ction of the middle class people without any distinction of 
Cftite or creed or coiumuiiit> . Today even a middle class family whose income 
is Rs. 100 per mouth is unable to carry on. I ask the members of this 
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Hohm how many middle class families earn Rs. 100 a month. Yet take 
the case of the head of a family whose income is Rs. 100 a month. The 
average monthly requirement of a fannly is at least three maunds of rice. 
If he has to purchase three maunds of rice t«ula\ , he has to spend Rs. 100 
on ‘rice alone. Where is the money left to purchase'^ the other essential 
requirements of his family? He has struggled hard all these montlit. 
Today he is absolutely lielpless. Sir, the situation has come to such a pa.Hs 
that some steps must he immediately taken to reduce the prices of foo<l. 
The Hon’ble Minister should not be content b\ merely saying that he will 
sell the small stock of ri(‘e in hi> hand at Rs. lo j)er inauml. That is a drop 
in the ocean. Tlie only little ijuantity of rice still available is with the 
trade. But he has left the trade free and he has left the price of rice, so 
far as the trade is concerned, to the law of demand and supply. The supply 
being .shorter than the demand, tlie trade lias raiseil the price ami is not 
expected to bring it down out of its own a<‘cnrd. J would ask the Hoirblc 
Minister to con.sider tlie fact that the trade will not reduce the price unless 
it is forced by law to do .so. Therefore. I want that soim* legislative 
measures should inimediatel\ be ad(»pted to reduce the price. 

Then, Sir. I submit that tlie price control .should he extemled to the 
coming padd\ also. I am sure that a.s s(»on as ni*xt aus crop comes to the 
inark(‘t that cnq) aUo will >ell at the prevailing high rate. When the amuii 
crop will be liarve.sted then that crop also will .sell at the prevailing high 
price if the pi ice i> noi conirollod I feel. Sir. that tocluy no Ministry, no 
power on earth can ^olve ilte food problem in aii\ I'ountry. Kver.\ country 

has tor a long time been in deficit ot fraid thcr and above that, the W'ar 

demands for foo<l have made the jMisilion worsi* So long as there is war 
there will he a large demand for war ])urposes on the food-slufVs of every 
count r\ Tlie t<iod rtMjUired foi civil pojiulation is bound t<i tall short in 
evei> coiintrv. And that has been the position in Bengal also Hut I 

would a^'k the House to cf)nsi<l(*r this that *<0 long as thiuc is jic«* available 

in a shop wdiy is it that we shall have to j*urcha.se it at Rs. do per miiund ? 
A very few are in a iMj^ition to puicha'‘e at lis. ‘{'1 hut that does m»f s(dve 
the prolilem. You have lo consider the case of the vast majority of people 
to whom the price is ])rfd)ibiti\e 1 would a^k the Hon’ble Minister to 
seriously cunsiiler their case. 

A que.stion may, howe\er. ari.se: if \ou contnd tlie price there will he 
a black market. Will the Hon’ble Minister not say that he has been able 
by his food drive to have control over the hoaid? I am sure he will say ho. 
He will say tliat he ha.s already got a niachiner\ to control the hoard. Then 
where Ls the difficulty in controlling the price? 

Then, Sir, I would like to criticise the steps token by the food drivers 
in rural areas. The Hon'ble Mr. Suhrawardy appeulwl to our mmieyed 
countrymen l)Oth in the urban and rural areas to co-operate with the Govern- 
ment hy coming forward to help the people with supplies of food-stuffii at 
cheap rates. I know of many countrymen of our.n who have been helping 
the poor people. I shall now tell the House how they have been ill-treated 
by the £ood-<lrivers. 1 shall cite the case of one gentleman. He' U Bei

Satish CbarKlra Chauclhuri Bahadur of Mymensingh. He is known to ^nany 
memberH of this House. He had purchased several thousands of maunds 
of paddy long before the Hon’ble Minister issued his appeal or started the 
drive and at a time when paddy was selling at Rs. 9 to Rs. 9-12. He pur- 
chased that paddy selling it at Rs. 8 to the poor people. The quantity 
of paddy which was in stock after being sold at that cheap rate has been 
seized and requisitioned. Then again, Sir, he has got a charitable dispen- 
sary in his village within Tangail subdivision. He stocked some rice for 
the consumption of the inmates of that hospital. That rice had been 
previously seized and requisitioned by the Subdivisional Officer of Tangail 
about a month or so ago. The Rai Bahadur thereui)fm approached the Sub- 
divisional Officer and represented that the rice was necessary for the inmates 
of the hospital. The Subdivisional Officer then enquired and found the 
representation to be true and accordingly released that rice. But, Sir, 
again that very rice has been seized and requisitioned hy the same Subdivi- 
sional Officer in the (‘oiir.se of the food-drive. tMr. Audulli-Al M.\hmood: 
Sir, he should not be allowed to say things which aie not correct.) If my 
honourable friend wants (‘vi<lence J can read out paragrajihs from the written 
statement filed by the Rai Bahadur, in the conit i>f that Sulidivisional 
Officer. 1 have got tl^t document with me and it js here. 1 can read 
out what I have sai<]. I am not in the habit (d ‘'a\inf’ untrue or irrelevant 
thing.s. No^’, Sir. 1 ask -was it foi such treatment that tlie Hon'lile 
Minister wanted the co-opeiation of our hene^oh‘nt country men I want 
a rejily. AVitli regard to the food <lrive I \\ish to sa\ ‘something else. My 
honourable friend Bai Harendra Nath (’haudhuri ha'- comjilained that the 
Food Minister has not submitted the much ailveitised bal.tnce "lieet of the 
re([uirements and available stock befoie the Houst* tor scTUtin,\. 1 want to 
know here and now from the lloirble Minister uhethci he is j>repared to 
do so. I am sure he is not. because he is not in a position to teed the j>eople 
of Bengal. If he is not, then he should confess without any hesitation 
that lie has failed to .s<dve the problem. H<* should, therefore ask the 
members representing all groups, to join him and evolve a formula as to 
bow to solve this piaddem. With whatever <iuantit,\ ol }>add\ and rice we 
may start, we must evolve a formula as to how to give equitable supplies 
to our poor jieojde. But thaf is not ]>os.sib]e \Mthout .in all-part\ Ministry, 
because a party Ministry will md dare do man} things out of fear of being 
thrown out, although those things may be urgently ami t*ssentially necessary 
to be done. 

There is another point and that is the “(Trow-more-ftnMr* campaign on 
which I want to speak. As Bengal stands in need of more food. I suggest 
that it .should be announced by the (tovernment that for the next year no 
jute should be grown on any land other than those lands on which no other 
crop except jute can be grown. Sir, if the (lovernment promulgate such 
an order, they will be able to get about 4o lakhs of acre- of la ml fre^' for 
paddy cultivation, and that will bring additional bTo lakhs of maunds of 
paddy to this Pnivince. I am talking about this very seriously. I am a 
member of the Jute Advisory Board and I know how the resolutions of the 
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members of the Jute Advisory Board are set at uaught by the Government 
at the instance of the higher authorities and uls<i of the Government Jute 
Expert. I know that expert otficer. He know^ nothing about jute. He 
was asking me the other day “tell me how many s^^ers make a maund’* 
(laughter 1 . 1 would ask the Hon’ble Minister to seriously consider this 

question. If more food is to be grown (iovernment should proinulgate an 
order directing the jule-growers not to grow jute on an> land other than* 
lands on wdiich nothing hut jute can he grt»wn.

IL* is nf o))inioii that the ste])s that 
he has taken from time to time have aneste<l tin* deteiKuation at the mo.st 
ciueial moment. 1 suhmit. Sir, that it is not a tael that the deterioration 
has iu'en arresttal — — 

Mr. J0CE8H CHANDRA CUPTA: l'h<* Hon ”lde Minister in charge 
is not here and, I think (lie House shouhl a^\all the jdeasui(‘ (d his arrival. 

Mr. SPEAKER: T think sfniiehndx tds(* js u. itching tilt' procet-dings 
of the House. 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Khwaja SHAHABUODIN: Sn. he Is \ei\ busy in 
dealing with an iinjautuni business 

Mr, DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: I submit. Sir, tliat the situation 
has lu*en deteriorat ing and (b*(eriorating eve!\ day. s<> mueh so that at 
present the real pi( ture of the situation has leil been t»dd and is nor before 
the Hon'ble Minister. I am afraid that he is mU alive to the gravity of 
the situation. 1 eome from the district id ripjiera. and I know the situa- 
tion that is prevailing in the Chittagong Division. Sir, deaths mo meurring 
in the ilistriet (d 'rijiiieru. There h.i'i been a large influx (d jieojde from 
the (listriit of Xmikhali — male, temale and ehildren. They are all starv- 
ing. They have got no Hesh in their body. The skin has stuck to the bone. 
Keally it is painful to look at the condition of the people; especially, at 
the Akhaurn Station people are d\ing in great numbers. It is impo.ssible 
to give the figure, hut it is a faid that theN are dying not «»nly hy hundreds 
but by thousands. Day before \esterdav we found in the paper that the 
Bnr Anssociation of Hhola in the district of Barisal has telegraphed that in 
Bhola sulxlivision of the liarisal district people are d\ing by thousands. 
This is the situation. It seems to me that the spirit of complacency that 
u to be found in the statement does not give the real picture of the situation. 
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Tbeii, Sir, the Hon’ble Minister in eharjre t>f ('ivil Supplies has staled 
iu hia report that he has taken steps and he has been completely satisfied. 
What are the step.*i that have been taken by the Hon’ble Minister since the 
Ministry- lias been formed? We find that the first step is the food drive 
or the anti-hoarding drive; ami the second step is the building up of a stock. 

AVith regard to the first >tep I should like to say that the foml drive has 
been approached from a wrong point of view. Heully it was starteil oti the 
assumption that there was no ‘shortage of food, hni there was lioardiiig in 

the mufassal areu'i ^The llon’hle Mr. H. S. St uh \\\ .iRl)^ : No, no.l 

Sir, a cen.sim was nece^^arv, hut the ceiiMis as taken h\ the Mini.'*lr> was 

a defective cen.sus. Tlie Him'hle Minmter ha^ been suti.sfied with the result, 
hut the result, in fact, is otherwise. Iteally a jiroper census 

has not been taken ami tlie foo<l committees that have been 

formeil are not representative committees. I (‘an tell him from 
my experience in m> own diNtm-t that real food commit le(‘s are 
not being formed alter a met'ting which is ncc(‘ssur\ for that 
purpose. No meeting was hehl ami no repr(*senlative food committee w'as 
formed. This is tlie situation. To crown all I ma\ say here that a.s the 
food drive was going on, the agents fr(un Calcutta were purchasing rice 
in tlie mufassal aiea'. Tin* drivo was taken up for the ])urpos(‘ of maintain- 
ing the supplies, hut instead of supplies h»‘ing^ maintaim'd, the siipidies 
have been really withdrawn. Food-grains ha\e Immmi withdrawn from the 
deficit area-> to ( alcutta with the result that the alreadv deficit areas have 
l)(‘eii further dcnmhMl of the cnip Thi‘ dri\(‘ has a disastrous result, and 
my honourable fncml no. 1 do not claim myself to he a fri<*nd of his- -and 
the HojiTde Minister ha" hcmi ver\ inmdi satisfied with tin* result, 

Another step said to havt* been taken by this Miiiistrx is this, that be 
has been aide to build iij) a "to<k and with regard to tins stock I want to 
put a few question", I hope the Hioi'bb* Minister will give replies to these 
(jue.stions. Tlie fii"i (luestnm 1 w.int to ask is, Wfiat jier emit, of this 
.stock ii.i" been jmri Ini'etl tiom the niut.i"sal aieas ;ind whtit per cent, of the 
stock lias been purclia"Cfl ln>ni ont"ide the j)ro\inre? Then. Sir. it lias 
lu^en said that Mi. ]"pahani bad ,i huge "toek at tin* time when he took up 
this onerous duty. He sa\s that he has sacrificed about Ks. 4t) lakhs. It 
seem.s to me that at the time when there was a huge Ht(K‘k in his {Ktssession, 
that stock .should have been requisitioned under Jtule TdA of the Defence 
of India Rules for withholding jliis stock from the market. In many cases 
stocks of this kind have bt^en re(juisitione<l. I know in Narayangaiij a stock 
of 20,111111 maunds has been retjuisitioiied on the ground that the .stra'kist 
committed an offence under the Food lirains ( oritrol Order, His oflerice 
was that this .stock was withheld from tlie market for a long period. Now, 
Mr. Ispahani had a large stock so much so that he could make a profit of 
R». 40 lakhs. That stock was in his pos.ses.sion and certainly he was with- 
holding this stock from the market. That stf>ck ought to have been requisi- 
tioned under section 7oA of the Defence of India Rules. But this w’as not 
done and instead he has l>eeii congratulated Ha3'ing that he is a young man 
and be has done an onerous duty for helping the poor people of Bengal. 
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This titock will he utilised, it has been stated in the report, in this way; 
that “stocks requisitioned from traders who have committed offences under 
the F(K)d Grains Control Order are to f^a into a pool from which the needs 
of the deficit areas will he met hy retail sale through controlled shops at the 
rate of lis. -f per iiiaund for paddy and Rs. 1) for rice, for payment of test 
relief wages in kind.” May 1 know whether any controlled shops have 
been started in the mufass^l areas'^ (The Hon’hle Mr. H. S. SriiR.\WARDY : 
Don’t you knowi^) In my district no sho}>s have been .started in rural 
areas. I know some controlled sliop.s have been started for the benefit of 
the privileged classes at the cost of the public of Bengal (Cries of “Shame, 
shame” from the Opposition benches.) The s\stem is altogether rotten and 
had. The Government servants are getting the benefit of these shops. 
These controlled shop‘s have been started in the mufassal areas, esjiecially 
in the district aieas, Ici the benefit of the privilegerl classes at the cost of 
the jiublic. I know, Sir. that the members of the Bar Association of 
Comilla wanted to be included in the j>mileg(‘d classes. Df) \ ou know, 
Sir, that the* lawyers do not get any support from Government because they 
are HUjiimsed to be aiiti-tfovernment and that even the teaidiei’s, iiowever 
lowly ])uid the\ are, cannot receivt* an\ helj) from ti)e Government as the} 
are alst) consi(bM’ed to be aiiti-Governim*nt 

The Hon'bie Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: That is m )t the Government’s 
fault. 

Df. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL! That shows that \ou cannot control. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: I know that the Disuh t Magistrate 
stated tliat a mule \^as a hundred times moie valual)le than a non-combatant 
Indian. This st.itenient was ma<b* in a juiblu* plaia* by the District 
Magi.strate. I'his is the leal state ot things prevailing in the mufassal. 
You cannot i-ontrol District Magistrates. \(»u cannot exiua is,* any control 
over these Imperial otticeis. The\ declare juiblicly that they are Imperial 
officers and are not theret»)?e bound to obe\ the edicts of Ministers. 

Th0 Hon’blo Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY; Did he make that statement 
from the point of view of food ct)iisiiiii]>tion 'i' 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Yes, this is the report. It is also 
reported that the\ MUj)]>oit (biverninent seivants and are not prepared to 
treat the members oi the public in the .same generous way, as according to 
them the jiuhiic are aiiti-lrovernment . The^e are the twai steps on which 
the llon'ble Minister in eharge has made a statement that he has l)eeu 
eoinpletel} satistied in this mailer. Sir, there is no reason for congratula- 
tion over these two steps. The question is how to tackle the situation. 
M^V answer is abs<diitely clear. To my mind the situation cannot be tackled 
satisfactorily unless supply is received from abroad. There are plenty of 
supplies in the suh-coiitinent of India for militarj' requirements more than 
what is necessary for them. These supjdies <»r a little portion of them may 
be relea.sed for the relief of the civil pojmlation of Bengal. If .such supplies 
cannot he obtained, we must necessarily control the price of these food- 
atuffa and intrmhice rationing. The policy of the Government of India is 
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that the maximum price cannot be fixed. We iii\Kst realise the fact that 
unless the maximum price is fixed, it is impossible to bring down the level 
of price. You may Lave supplies, you may have stocks, but they must be 
made available to the people at j>rices which should be within the purcha>»iug 
pow4r of the people. The situation has greatly deteriorated. When the 
present Ministry took up oHice the price of rice was Ks. '*'2 to Ks. 1*4. It 
has now gone up to Its. '‘It). Ks. .I'l. Rs. 114. K>. and more. In ni.v own 
district, w’hen I left (’omilla, coarse rice was •celling at Ks. Mv and medium 
rice at Rs. 36. In the district ot ]tari*<al I hail a talk with a manager of 
a hotel. He said that in his village licc was stllmg at Ks. 40 per md. 
The situation has gone heumd control Control the price, tix the maximum 
price, obtain supplies from outside ami thus tr\ to impntve the jmsition.

Hyacinth Act, 

The whole thing i" that all the supplies that we may get from abroad 
must be equitably distnluKed. Another imjMirtant point which appears to 
me is that there should be a change of dietarv ami if ne<'essiir> legislation 
should be introduce<l in order to put tliis into effect. I’nless these things 
are done it i.s not possible to solve the jirohlem. If such a state rjf affuir.s 
would take place in uu.\ other country the {lecqile there w<mld liuve risen in 
revolt. If such things would have happened in Kngland what would have 
been the situation there y IVfiple here are living b\ fliousands and they 
will doubtless die by lakhs and the situation may he such that no (iovern- 
ment would be aide to carry on the administration even for a single day. 
People must shake off the terror of death. We should aUo reiireserit to 
the people to change the diet. 

Government must take hold steps to relieve the ,>ituation, otherwise 
there will l>e no end of troubles. I am afraid if this state of things continue 
for one or two years more ’>6 per cent, of the people of Bengal will die of 
Btarvation. Today I am speaking here, but it may happen to be my lot 
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that I may also die of starvatiwi* The situaton demands immediate att^- 
tioa and we must take a dispassionate view of things and save the people 
of Bengal from disaster that will fall upon them if the situation* is allowed 
to continue any more. We must all sink our politicaj„ differences and try 
to find a solution for the disaster that is impending.

Mr. MONMOHAN DAS: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the most burning question 
of the day is the question of adequate food-supply and the calamity with 
which the country^ is now faced has reached its climax. Today the question 
is not whether there is hoarding, and whether that hoarded rice can meet 
the requirements of Bengal. It is now an admitted fact that there is deficit 
everywhere in Bengal, and that the worst sufferers are no doubt the poorer 
and the backward section of the people. As a representative of the scheduled 
castes who are the poorest and the most affected section of the people of 
Bengal I think I shall be failing in my duty if I do pot give an expression 
to my feelings on this most burning question of the day. Sir, I have bad 
personal experience of the horrible picture in the mufassal of suffering 
humanity as a result of the present day acute food shortage. On the top 
of that, Sir, came the anti-hoarding drive of the Hon^ble Minister which was 
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directed not towards the capitaHit hoarders of Calcutta but against the 
poor agriculturists in rural areas, 99 per cent, of whom were on the verge 
of starvation, not to speak of surplus stocks lying with them. As you 
know, Sir, 70 per cent, of the actual tillers of the soil Iiave been reduced 
to the position of day labourers. They are all starving or are having at 
most half a meal a day. Furthermore, it is a dire tragedy today that the 
female section of agricultural labour is not in a position to come out of their 
houses for want of cloths to secure their daily bread by manual labour. 
Can anybody imagine that the poorer section of poor Bengal are able to 
obtain their daily rice at the unprecedented and abnonnal price of Rs. 37 
**^per mauud that is now prevailing in Bengal? Sir, 1 agree with the Hon’ble 
Mr. Suhrawardy that the food question should be promptly and adequately 
tackled, but I cannot congratulate him for his blaming the fanners and 
peasants for hoarding rice. I quite appreciate that the duty <lf Government 
should be in the first instance to come to a solution by taking a bold stand; 
they should take a complete stock of the entire foodstuff available in the 
j)rovince; they should make a correct estimate as far as possible of the 
actual requirements of the province us a whole and then they must make 
the best effort to feed the hungry people of the deficit areas by bringing 
in food from the surplus areas of the ])rovince. fnun other provinces and 
from ablPbiid, Sir, the anti-hoarding drive has proved itself to be a failure 
in that it has not brought in hoarded rice as had been expected by (bn'ern- 
ment. Now, Sir, there is no other course open to tiovernment but to a<lopt 
rationing for the w'hole of Bengal. The scheme of the Government in the 
matter of rationing should be on the basis of ten chattaks for every adult 
male, seven chattaks for every adult female and six chattaks for every 
child. In this connection, Sir, 1 may refer to the recent statement of the 
HunTde Minister that people must economise in their use of food even to 
the extent of using less than what is absoiukdy necessary. I feel m>self 
inclined to ask Mr. Suhrawardy whether he is prejiared to deny himself 
the pleasure of liis dainty dishes, his tea, his shnrJmt and his other luxuries 
which he is in the habit of enjoying times without number^ I think I 
should not be wrong to say that the rural Bengal labourers take their food 
at least thrice a day and at each meal they take 8 to 10 chattaks aud the 
cliildren from the age of one begin to take rice. This anti-hoarding drive 
and the rationing formula have created panic in the minds of the poor 
agriculturists. 

Sir, the last Ministry in reply to questions and answ’ers and during 
debate, both inside and outside the House, declared that Bengal is a deficit 
province, but 1 do not understand what is the motive behind this Ministry. 

As soon as this Ministry came into office the Hon’ble Minister for Civil 
Supplies and the Ministry as a whole declared that there is no deficit in 
Bengal. I think I shall not W wrong in saying that only with a view to 
the real thing Ibd to dupe the rural masses they have not declared 
llkAt Bengal is a deficit province. They did not dare because of the fact ^ 
that a time will come when they will have to be in charge of rationing all 
over the province. 
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Sir, before I take my seat I would lilce to appeal to my frieuds of the 
Scheduled Castes by giving a reference to a particular leaflet that was 
published by the Governmeiit in the Department of Agriculture and 
ludiistriej^from which we find something* which is contradictory to the 
statement of the Hoirble Minister for Civil Supplies, that Bengal is not a 
deficit province. From this booklet which has been published for the 
purpose of “Grow More Food” cami»aigii we timl that Bengal is really a 
deficit province in respect ot many important foodstufl's. This is what is 
stated therein: “Though the poets have des<Tibed Bengal as 'a land (»f 
flowing rivers, smiling fields. an<l radiant skies* it is a tragedy that sht^ 
does not produce enough food-stufls re<|uired f<»r her population. And nof 
to speak of any ‘luxury {(n>d’ she lias \o ilepioid very largely upon outside 
supply even for some items of food which are necessary* to enable her popula- 
tion to keep tody and soul together. For exainph*. she imports, on an 
average, about 41*^ lakhs maunds of rice from Burma and other places. Jn 
other words, taking the consumption of nee at an averag<‘ late ol tJ maunds 
per head per year al»out (IS lakhs of people will go without any focal and will 
die of starvation if this supply is not availahle. And this figure represents 
about 1 /10th of the population of the province, ( an an> more unsatisfactory 
state of things be imagiiieil 

1 w’ould like to ref»‘r this to m\ honourahh* fi lends of the Scheduled 
CtfStes. The Scheduled Castes are the poorest sc'ction and they are the most 
suffering section. I understand tiie\ comprise 1 /oth of the total population 
of the province. If any section is to die for want of food, if any section 
goe.s without food, it is the Sche<luled Castes, and it i'^ tlie first and foremost 
duty of the Scheduled Castes to co-opeiate in solving the food problem. 
During the time of the previous Ministry we were opposed to. tlieni on the 
ground that that Ministry coubl not solve the problem At tlnit time rice 
was selling at the rate of Bs. !-'» per maund. If has now gone up to Bs HO 
or Bs. Ho ])er maund, still my friends an* waiting for the mercy ol Uie 
present Ministry. 

Maharajadhiraja Bahadur UOAY CHAND MAHTAB, of Burdwani 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, much has already been Hai<l on the floor of this House 
with regard to the failure of (iovernment to tackle the food situation pro- 
perly, and several re.solutions also have been moved to the same effect. 
Moreover, in a recent statement in the House the Hon 'hie Minister in charge 
of Civil Supplies admitted that us a result <»f the statistics availahle so far, 
as a result of the recent food drive practically deficits have been reported in 
all places and districts. In view of this statement I am afraid that w^e must 
presume that in spite of the GciveriimenCs drive against hoarders and in 
spite of the inter-provincial barrier having been droppeil for a free circula- 
tion of food-grains we have still not enough to meet our requirements in 
these abnoniial times w'hen over and above the ftMliiog of the normal 
population of Bengal, Government have to consider the huge amount of food- 
stuff required for the ever increasing number of military and evacuees who 
have settled down in this province for the duration of the war. 
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Sir, may I through you remind the House that I gave a note on the 
food problem in Bengal as far^back as the 23rd February, 1943, in which 
I pointed out a certain percentege of deficit to the then Ministry and after 
a lot of discussions pointed outHbe possibility of a shortage. A]^ough the 
then Government disagreed with my percentage they still held that Bengal 
should be considered a deficit province so far as the position of rice was 
concerned. Sir, I do not intend to dilate in detail upon the statistics 
contained in that note of mine this afternoon, for in view of what the 
Hou’ble Minister said on the floor of the House yesterday it now appears 
that although, the present Government have not attempted to declare that 
this is a deficit province it is quite clear that our demands are much greater 
than our supplies or stocks. There is no doubt that today there is not only 
a very great shortage of the staple food-grains in our province, but I do not 
think I would be far wrong if 1 say that the Government will probably, 
although it is trying to put off the evil day, have to declare famine condi- 
tions in certain areas of the province. What is preventing this declaration? 
The present drive against hoarders, a term which has led to much criticism 
and sarcasm, has yielded according to the Hon’ble Minister seven or eight 
million maunds of rice. Even if -this be true, there is no doubt that if we 
take into consideration the actual deficit as disclosed by the recent food 
drive we are still not totally out of the woods. 

Sir, I think that the high price of food grains and the subsequent short- 
age was due to the lack of an adequate policy of control on the part of 
Government. Big employers of labour were allowed to purchase any 
amount of food-stuffs for stocking and distributing amongst their employees 
who are supposed to be engaged in essential services for the furtherance of 
war efforts. I do not grudge them being allowed to purchase and stock 
food-grains and give it at controlled rates to their employees. But some 
limit should have been put upon the amount they could buy and stock. 
I am afraid Government too have bought up a lot of foodstuff for the same 
reasons. I wonder whether we can call these two people hoarders. Coming 
from a rural area as I do, I must say that whatever little stocks the poor 
agriculturists had in this area have more or less been taken over as a result 
of this drive and if proper control is not exercised by Government I am afraid 
that the result will be that the people in the rural area will feel the pinch 
much sooner than those living in Calcutta or those who are employed by 
Government or big firms. I w^ould request the Hon'ble Minister in charge 
of Civil Supplies to pay special attention to what I have said and try and 
prevent this sort of unsystemetic method in trying to get together as much 
rice as they can lay their hands upon in order to meet the demands of the 
people. They should consult their Di.strict Officers and ask them to submit 
schemes of requirements of the particular area first before taking away 
surplus stocks, if any. 

Sir, I do not kno# why Calcutta and Howrah have been left out of this 
drive. As this is a very curious matter I do not propose to draw hasty 
conclusions or to cast any reflections as to the reasons why this was done, 
for I think it is up to all of us to try our best to help in solving this most 
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difficult problem. Casting refleotums on the past Ministry or mud-dinging 
at the present Ministry, I am afraid, will not solve the problem, nor do I 
think this drive of Government will be successful without getting adequate 
eupplies from other provinces. I do not know whether even that will help 
in meeting our demads. Although many years ago, Burdwau was known 
as the granary of Bengal, today it is more a myth than a fact and 1 hope 
government will not fleece this district in such a way that the inhabitants 
might be the first to face starvation. There can be no analogy between 
East and West Bengal, for in West Bengal we get very little crop” 
and in consideration of the present state of affairs prevailing in West 
Bengal I would like to impress upon the Government the needs of carrying 
on relief works till the next harvest, that is, fill December to save the 
people from utter ruin and starvation. 

Sir, I am afraid that in all fairness we should say that the Central 
Government is also responsible for the shortage (d f<»(Kl in this province. 
Unless the Central Government has proper scheines it would be very diffi- 
cult for any Provincial Government to tackle this very serious problem 
adequately and satisfactorily. Even if the Central Government took charge 
of supplying the extra popiilutioii ot our province. I mean the military and 
the evacuees, etc., I am sure it \ioubl give some relief to the Provincial 
Government if they were not responsible for supply to this extra 
po|i Illation. 

Sir, I am sorry for having taken up so much time. But before 1 conclude, 
may I in all earnestness ask the (tovernmeiit to treat this matter with all 
seriousness anfl to forget parl\ politics and help to save the millions of the 
province from starvation ? I am afraid there are still some people who think 
thht it is not true that many people in the rural areas are practically living 
on one meal a day and some are not lucky enough to get that even. I am 
sure that if anybody has seen tlie sites near dustbins in this city wbere 
half-starved women and children in the midst of filth hunt for a small 
morsel of food, they will realise that there is a very great deal of truth 
in what is said. Moreover, the increase of crimes and lootings are also 
another factor which gives us the idea that conditions are such that certain 
people for reasons of want have to resort even to looting and theft. So 
there is no doubt as to how serious the whole situation is. I only hope that 
although the Government has been unable to formulate a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the food problem so far, they will try and <lo it as soon as possible 
for further delay will not only lead to calamity but may even lead to the 
disintegration of the Ministry. (Applause from the Opposition Benches.) 


Mr. ABDUL WAHAB KHAN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, now it is admitted on 
all hands that there is heavy shortage of foodstuff, particularly of rice in 
the province of Bengal. I appreciate the compiling of a complete census 
of food requirements, forid stocks and seeds and seed requirements and the 
organisation of food committees and the plan to bring about through the 
committee an equitable distribution of food. 
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This drive ha» practicaHy demoiuilfated what we were telling before- 
hand. We from Bakarganj waited upon the Hon’ble Minister in chnrge of 
Civil Supplies and the Hon 'hie Chief Minister in May last on deputation 
and tried to convince them that Bakarganj which was at one time supposed 
to be the granary of Bengal was a deficit district and further export from 
that district should be stopped but the export was going on even after that. 
Although official correct information is wanting, it is rumoured that the 
deficit in Bakarganj district has been to the extent of nearly 70 to 80 lakhs 
of maunA^tf not more even according to the subsistence ration laid down 
in the scheme of the anti-boarding drive. I repeat, Sir, what I said on 
the floor of this House on the 2bth February-, IfMJi, that the districts of 
Bengal were surplus or deficit only relatively and if proper statistics were 
taken it would be seen that all the districts are deficit. Bakarganj was 
wrongly declared a surplus district althougli statistics of the Agriculural 
Department even did not permit that. We repeatedly asked the Govern- 
ment not to lift the embargo Imt it was done. Even before the embargo 
was placed late in January, IfGJ, large quantities had already been exported 
and during this short embargo period large (piantities went out by pennit 
system, on the requisition of other districts and also by other nefarious 
methods and when the embargo wa.s lifted the flood-gates of exports were 
open through the agency of the Government of India and possibly of the 
Government of Bengal as well and the so-called free trade. I doubt very 
much how far the neighbouring districts were benefited. I would pa.ase 
for tt reply from Mr. Surendra Nath Biswas who was crying hoarse for lift- 
ing the embargo. These agents purchased any available rice at any price, 
resulting iu the shooting up ‘of prices beyond the reach of the common run 
of people. 

Further free trade for which Mr. Surendra Nath Biswas was crying 
hoarse exploited the situation and helpe<l the exports on receiving commis- 
sion. These dishonest people of the free trade cared more for their money 
than fr)r catering to the neetLs of the people. These traders even the Bagu 
merchants did not care to store any rice; they thought it safer to act as 
commissioned agents us the rice hoards might be seized by the Government 
as it was done during the food crisis of September, ]!>42. Bakarganj, Sir, 
was depleted of whatever rice it liad and I will be failing in my duty also 
if I do not say that for want of proper propaganda beforehand the ignorant 
and illiterate cultivators did not understand the implications of the anti- 
hoarding drive and in utter ignorance being apprehensive that even their 
little stocks would be seizetl some of them sold away their stocks just before 
the anti-hoarding drive. The result can he more imugine<l than described. 
By the uncontrolled drainage from a relatively surplus area Government 
have brought down all the districts to more or less the same level, and 
the magnitude of the problem has thereby been increased. 

Now that the requirements have been found out and the food census 
taken it is only the determined surplus that should be allowed to be taken 
out iu future. 
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Where are actual famine condiAolia prevailing in some parts of the 
district: Of this Bhola, Sadar subdivision, Pirojpur north and some parts 
of Patuakhali deserve mention. I have toured Bhola and Sadar north 
and hod reliable reports of actual death from starvation. There are lots of 
destitute, diseased men, women and children and a good lot of ablebotlied 
with famine-stricken look.s and, hnding no work to do, are going without 
food. They are also unable to do any physical labour. There are women 
who are unable to go out even fur the purpose of begging owing to the want 
of even rags to cover their shame. It is u fact that girls aBPdf%t)men are 
beeing taken from Bhola to Kalaiya side in l*utuakhali subdivision and 
practically sold. Some people have been compelled under the circumstances 
to divorce their wives for being unable to maintain them. A lot of people 
have been taking uneatables and are being victims of cholera and other 
stomach troubles. It is a fact that in one place per>ple took meat of dead 
cows only to save their lives. Even after midnight 1 personally heard the 
piteous wails of starving jiersons when 1 was in the town of Bhola. (Iruel 
has become a rare commodity and an object of quarrel between beggars. 
We and the District Officers wanted sulficient money for test relief and we 
got only Es. 5(1,000 which was spent in Bhola alone in a few days and there 
78,085 adults, 500 females and 8,484 children worked up to 5rd July, 1045, 
and taking two children into one adult the average wage per head pt^r day 
was only annas 8-5. Another fifty thousand was sanctioned but it is 
ej^tremely inadequate. To u(bl to this. Severe cuttle epidemic has been 
raging for months and unless .sufficient agricultural loan is provided for the 
purchase of cattle and even for the sustenance of the bigger cultivators, not 
to speak of growing more food, there will be very little food grown in the 
district. Agricultural loan has been asked for, and about a immth back 
gratuitous relief was asked for by the District Officers but up till now 1 find 
that no gratuitous relief has been provided by the Government. Private 
charity has been absolutely exhausted. Government should take immediate 
steps for procurement of good foial-grains by negotiations with other pro- 
vince.s of India as they have already started ami also with the allied countries 
such as America, Australia and f'anada, and the supplies should be equitably 
distributed on a well-planned and well-rationed basis through these food 
committees which have been formed with some members added to it, if 
considereil necessary. 

The Government should also adopt an effective plan of fixation of statu- 
tory prices of all articles of daily use which should be enforced, with u penal 
provision iluring the abnormal times of war. The Government should uIjwj 
guarantee to the cultivator.s the minimum purchase prices of food crops in 
the villages and also the maximum sale prices to the consumers. The food 
committees can be easily converted into co-o[>erative supply soeieties and 
stores all over Bengal. Share money would not be wanting. Well-to-do 
people will come umler the scheme. The Government can also render 
financial assistance in the .shape of interest-free loans. So, sufficient funds 
should be available to purcba.se food-grains in the villages during the next 
harvest and to loan them or sell them at cheai>er rates. This can also be 
the buying agency of the Government also. 
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Lastly, I will try to impress upon the .Qovemment of extending canteen 
privileges to the employees of the loca| bodies, such as district boards, muni- 
cipalities and dispensaries. They are all doing works of public utility. 

I am afraid that with the half>fed or starving employees of the local bodies 
the administration is bound to sufer or even to collapse. 

Mr. C. GRIFFITHS: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 would like to point out that 
with the loss of Burma the food problem for Bengal becomes absolutely 
hopeless. The “Grow More Food** Campaign last year succeeded in placing 
76 lakhs ol acres under cultivation for rice and millets. This increase was^ 
secured by substituting food crops for money crops and as much as 36 lakhs 
of rupees was paid by the Government as subsidies. Therefore, we find 
that all land with reasonable irrigational facilities was already under culti- 
vation and any further increase of acreage is practically impossible. 

I^et us therefore face stem facts: (1) What is the normal rice crop of 
Bengal? (2) What are the present requirements? (3) What was last 
year’s crop? (4) What is the deficit? (5) Last and not least what is the 
remedy? Sir, stern measures are necessary if we wish to save Bengal. I 
would ask the members of the House not to shirk their responsibility and 
duty. We have no better illustration of the saying “while Rome was burn- 
ing Nero was fiddling’’. Here, Sir, it is while Bengal is sta^^iug the leaders 
are squabbling. (Laughter.) 

The normal rice crop of Bengal is about 8') lakhs of tons. This would 
allow a population of 5(1 million people each 1/2 seer of rice per day rfhd 
judging from what the Police authorities are allowing the Civic Guard, 
under my control at Entally, 9 chittaks per day; this estimate appears to 
be correct. Again since 751) lakhs of acrcas all over India yield 250 lakhs 
of tons of rice, therefore, 3 acres yield 1 ton of rice and as the entire area 
under cultivation of rice in Bengal is not more than 240 acres, therefore, 
our estimate of 85 lakhs of tons would not be unreasonable. 

The present requirements for Bengal must be abnormal. Calcutta was 
the great distributing centre of all rice imported from Indo-China, Siam 
and Burma to various parts of India, especially to Cochin, Travancore and 
Ceylon. Then there was Persia, Iraq, Arabia, Ea.st Africa, South Africa 
and Mauritius all of which depend on Bengal for their rice. If we take a 
moderate estimate of their needs and place their requirmenta for 10 million 
people at ^ seer per hea<l we would need l/5th more of our normal crop, 
that is, 17 lakhs of tons and if we were to further calculate the demand for 
evacuees and the army taking it at only 3 lakhs of tons, we would roughly 
need 105 lakhs of tons of rice. So we begin with a deficit of 20 against 85 
lakhs of tons. But what was our actual rice crop for 1942-43 — only 69 
lakhs of tons! This is the figure supplied by experts like Major-General 
Wood and Mr. D. N. Sen of the National Chamber of Commer^, because 
they calculated that the Miduapore and Orissa cyclones destroy^ about 15 
lakhs of tons. We need not consider what was carried over from the 
previous year because Burma was in the hands of the Japs by May, 1942, 

7 months before the harvest. The ej'-Premier, Mr. Failul Huq, wame<l the 
House this year (1943) in February before the budget discussion began of the 
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serious food shortage due to the suppli^ of rice being entirely out off from 
Burma and other eastern countries. *JBut what steps were taken by our 
leaders? None. There was no constructive work but only destructive 
criticism offered. The Chamber of Commerce, business! ike immediately 
made provision for their labour staff so that industrial centres would not be 
disorganised and our war efforts hampered in any way. The utility services 
followed suit and so did the Calcutta Corporation mainly to keep their 
scavengers at work. Then (‘aim* the army with their requirements. Indian 
troops at every theatre of the war had to get their supplies. Food is a most 
powerful w^eapon of war. Napoleon said, the army marches on its stomach. 

Next came the demand from Ceylon and other overseas countries which 
got their regular supplies from us. Could Bengal refuse their wan^s? If 
so, what right have we to expect rice from Assam. Bihar and Orissa and 
to get wheat from the Punjab and millets from Bombay Y Free trade means 
**give and take” and not only “take”. Last of all. the (Government stepped 
in with their control shops to help some of the ju>or. leaving the rest to 
look after themselves. These half measures iiiiiiiediately shot prices up. 
The law of supply and demand drew out stock>. Hoarding and the black 
market became the order of the day, and then Ldlowed the mysterious n*sig- 
nation of the Fazlul Hu<i Ministry for an all-parties (ioverument. 

Now, Sir, is the present Ministry an all-parties (Government? (A voiCK; 
No,) And can the present Ministry solve the food situation? If we all 
mifst suffer, we all sliould take responsibility. It seems impossihle to solve 
the prohlem. Miracle.s cannot be performed t<Mlay. The price of rice has 
risen to Be, 1 per seer. This should be c(»nt rolled to help tbc poor. This 
is only July. What reserve has the (Government? We have t() face five 
more months of scarcity before the next harvest is gathered in. It seems 
fearful to picture what the .*<uftering of the poor will he. Substitutes like 
wheat and millet may help with rationing all round, but I have my doubts 
of any great success. The root cause has been the loss of Burma brought 
about by anti-British propaganda. The politicians to whom the British 
surrendered power are responsible for the present state of affairs. (Applause 
from the Government Benches.) The only remedy now is to find a strong 
man with pro-British tendencies who can unite the pcojde, working with 
Hindus, Muslims and the British. This is a national crisis and we demand 
a National Government — a Government that is not strong to include 
Christians comprising of Europeans, Anglo-Indians and Indians has no right 
to our vote. At this stage we cannot have a communal Government. 
History does not record a single in.stancc of civilised people enjoying peace 
and harmony when one race or community is singled out for hatred. The 
Indian nation is a mixture of Dravidiaii, Mongoloid and Aryan races. Who 
are the Aii'ans? Not only Hindus, but Persians, Afghans and the Anglo- 
Saxon people. If we were to consider the invasion of th<L Arabs and the 
Turks and take into account the different communities, India would be 
best described as a Noah’s ark of races, because as many as 222 different 
languages are spoken here. Then why this hatred lor a particular class of 
Aryans? By ^ngaleee claiming (o be Indians, countrymen with the 
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Pathans, Punjabi Muslims, Sikhs, Higputs, Marhattas and Guiichas, do they 
become overlords of these martial races? The self-government, the equality 
we enjoy, is the gift of the overlords whom we wish to drive out of the 
country. (Cries of “Hear, hear”,) Let us again face stern facts. Who 
is to be the paramount power here? It took China years of civil war before 
Marshal Chiang Kai Shek became overlord with his party and then we find 
Japan attacking her. The leaders should call a halt and not sacrifice their 
misguided and helpless supporters. It is a dreadful price to pay for those 
who preach racial. hatred, indulge in political blackmail and extort from 
weak Governors and Viceroys positions to suit their selfish ends. It appears 
that 'fJemesis has now come to deliver her retributive justice. It is grati- 
fjing to find that the Nawab of Murshidabad presided over a meeting at 
the Town Hall on Sunday, the 11th instant, when the Metropolitan, the 
Mayor of Calcutta Mr. Badrudduja, Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee and others 
attended, emphasizing the need of communal unity among Hindus, Muslims, 
Christians and Buddhists. 

Yes, Sir, let us unite and drive the enemy out of Burma. Mr. Fuzlul 
Huq was on the Viceroy’s Defence War Council. He is surely pro-British. 
AVhy can he not come across with his group of Ministers, including the 
Christians who hold <‘11 seats comprising Europeans, Anglo-Indians ami 
Indians, and join hands with Sir Nazimuddin? Let our slogan be — England 
for ever: India for Indians: all for the Empire. (Cheers and applause.) 
Then there will be n(» need of food drives under the tucktaposh, AVe could 
then prou(f]y exclaim — 

The drive of Mr. Suhrawardy 
Will now be up the Irrawaddy 
To give us rice, 

At pre-war price. 

(Laughter and applause. Cries of “Well said”.) 

Mr. 8HAHE0ALI; Mr. Speaker, Sir, that the food problem is the most 
a(‘ute problem is admitted on all hands. Since the inauguration of the 
present Ministry there has been statements an<l counterstatements as if the 
solution of the food problem entirely depended on the issue of statements. 
The la.st statement that has been presented to the House by tha Hon’ble 
MinistiT clearly indicates that what is good to one is death to another. 
Mr. Monmohan Das has already stated that during the last discussion on a 
special motion on the fooil problem members who are now on the Govern- 
ment side were in the Opposition and they levelled criticisms against the 
activities of the then Government. The same thing has happened now. I 
ask my honourable friends opposite to request the Hon’ble Minister in 
charge of Food and his friends to take a note of the critici.sms tk^t they had 
levelled against the then Ministry when they were in the Opposition, and 
if they can do that the problem will be easily solved. Sir. the irony of 
fate is that although at that time the then Hon’ble Minister and his 
supporters declared tluft Bengal as a whole wa.s a deficit province though 
some of the districts were surplus districts, and they were censured for their 
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fifcilune'^to tackle the food questiou properly, the statement made by the 
Hon^ble Mr. Suhrawardy on his assumption of office as Food Minister was 
that there' was no deficit and that the present food crisis has arisen as a 
result of rice being hoarded by capitalists and merchants, which on the 
results of his pet anti-hoarding drive has been proved to incorrect. In 
spite of Mr. Suhrawardy’.s failure to find out hoarded rice and his admission 
that Bengal is a deficit province he is still being supported by my friends 
opposite although that was the very ground on which they opposed the late 
Ministry. 

Sir, the Hon’hle Mr. Suhrawardy has said that there is deficit , in 
Bengal, but he has not yet given any idea as to what exact amount of rit e 
is required for the entire population. When there is a deficit which has 
now been admitted by all, our fir^t and foremost duty would he to find out 
what is the anumiit of that deficit and how to meet that deficit. That can 
be done in different ways. The first thing is to get rice, if possible, from 
outside. You have read in papers. Sir, that the Assam tloverument has 
asked the Central Government to get ri<*e from Brazil and if they gel it from 
there, a part of that rice should he* reserved for Assam. It clearly indic'ufes 
that Assam is not prefjared to give its own riee f<» Bengal. So is the case 
with Bihar and Orissa. It should therefore he otir duty to gi*t rice from 
outsi<le, whether from (dher provinces or from outsiile India. If it is 
possible to get food from Australia that should also he tried. Vnless food- 
stuffs are imported from outside our peojile will die. If for argument’s 
sake it is said that it is not possible to get food from outside, in that rase 
our duty will be to see how with our existing food-grains we cun survive 
the difficult times ahead. This, Sir. is possible only by rationing. But in 
the matter of rationing what we have seen is that rationing has not at all 
been in the interests of the poor, as, for example, I can say that Khan 
Sahib Mafizuddin Ahmad has god a card for jiaildy and rice from the 
Controller and the .same is the case with Khan Sahib Fariduddin Ahmad of 
the Legislative Council but this poor person, Shahedali, has not got a card. 
I ask, why this is so.^ With all the jmwer that 1 can command 1 beg to 
request the Hon’hle Minister to see that there is no ilistinetiou in the matter 
of rationing of food, which should be distributed without any distinction 
whatsoever so that all can get rice in proper quantity. 

Now, Sir, Government should also stop all sorts of exports from the 
province. During the time of the la.st Ministry rice has been exported 
outside Bengal without their knowledge and sometimes with their know- 
ledge. Some officers have l>een appointed by the Central (iovernment to 
take away rice from this jirovince. This allegation we have heard and 
when this was levelled gainst the last Miiii'^try, there was no answer. I 
should asl^the Hon’ble Minister that the .same thing should nr)t I)e indulged 
in and that rice or any other foodstuff sh<ujld not on any account be 
exported from this province. 

Sir, I should like to refer to another thing. Black markets should be 
stopped. I should saj that a genuine attempt should l)e made to stop the 
black markets. In the statement we have heard so much about 
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Mr. Ispahani. He waa willing to give a go-by to the extent of 40 
lakhs. Messrs. Ispahani & Co. have been here for a number of years but 
what have they done to the people of Bej|gal the past? Have they done 
anything for the people of Bengal at the present moment? I ahould say 
that if they want to do anything, let them do it in a public way. If tliey 
do anything in a private way, that should not get any place in the White 
Paper. 

Now, Sir, I ‘Would like to draw the attention of the Hon’ble Minister to 
the fact that at the time of the food drive, they instructed their officers to 
distribute rice according to the number of members in the family. Now, 
cultivators, besides members of their families, have generally a number of 
labourers for thei» cultivation work. There has been no provision for 
them and as a result the poor cultivators could not get anything for the 
labourers and the result has been that they have n(»t been able to harvest 
their crop for want of food for the labourers. This is esseAtially necessary. 
Suppose a middle class family has got ten members. It will require X 
amount of rice and for the labourers it will require Y amount of rice, but 
the people who went to ascertain the quantity of rice required have taken 
into account the X amount of rice but did not take the Y quantity into 
account. So, it will be impossible for the cultivators to harvest their crops 
in future. 

Another aspect of the problem, Sir, is the “Grow More Food” campaign 
and that should be done seriously. The cultivation of jute should be 
reduced to a great extent. If you say “Grow More Food” and at the same 
time you say that there should be more acreage for jute, it will do no good. 
So, I would request the Hoij’ble Minister to see that the “Grow Moie 
Food” campaign is attended to in right earnest.

Miulvi ABUL HA8HIM: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 wit^h I could convince my 
honourable friend Mr. Bokainagri that the people of Benj^ul are not just so 
foolish as he likes them to be; condemning thi.s Ministry hr their alleged 
failure to solve the food pn^blem, he thinks he i.s giving proof of bis 
sympathy for the starving masses. AVe know how much weight is to be 
put on the words of those who, when in power, did nothing. 

Sir, I congratulate tlie Hon 'hie Mr. Suliraw ards if not for anything else 
at least for his ability to correctly appreciate the situation. He has very 
recently in one of his .statements said: — “J .shall organise Bengal on famine 
basis”. I congratulate him for this statement, 

Sir, this province is really passing through a first cla.ss crisis. We are 
here talking <»f starvation, pestilence and d<*ath. What %iins me i.s that 
even when we are passing through this great crisis wc have not been able 
to come to <»ur proi>er .senses A Parliament, eonstituted on the moilel of 
that political system known as westerit democracy, is supj>o.sed to he a 
mac'hinery through which the will of the naticm speaks, hut in reality it i.s 
a ntuehinery tltrough which the will oi the majority and more correcti^ the 
will of the coterie that domiuatc.s the majority speaka. J do not know whut 
actually happens in the Mother oi Ihirliameiits, hut, Sir. in this daughter 
of the mother 1 have never, in the eourse of my si'ven years' experience, 
wen any matter being discus.sed on its merits. Kver\ thing proceeds aeecird- 
ing to prearranged ]»art\ [ililns. I tliink that this should 1 m‘ made an 
oecasioii at least for (jod's sake when things may be diKcussed on their 
merits in view* of the pestilence and disease, in view of the unthinkable 
sutBferings of those whom we are supposed to repre.sent. I do not think that 
any man, einuimstaiiced as we are, can sedve the food prrdilem alou« unless 
he l)e aided by (lod. We are all Muslims. The Jlon’hle Jaoider of the 
House, the Chief Minister is a Muslim; the Hon’hle Minister in <*harge of 
Civil Supplies is a Muslim and fortunate!} the honourable lander of the 
Opposition is also a Muslim. We Mu-hHiiis believe in (iod. Let us, there- 
fore, take it that Providence in His wisdom has placed Mr. Suhrawardy in 
charge of the Supply Department. We have at least this satisfaction that 
we have placed the best amongst us in charge of this department. He has 
done all that a human being in the cirrumstanees could possibly do. 
Failure and success are in the hand.s of Providence. We are not responsible 
for failure or «uct‘ess. Our responsibility lies in our doing our duty well 
and we are s^sfied that tbe Hon'ble Mr. Suhrawardy has done bis job 
well, and I hope that in all fairness everyone concerned will have to admit 
that. 

Sir, il any piece of legislation or if any sty lb of oration cxiuld solve 
this problem, then we could have all sat together and passed that piece of 
legislation or delivered speeches in that style. Legislation or oration cannot 
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Mte the people. The only thing that can save them is an united action. 
Instead of indulging in party politics let us all combine together in a 
religious spirit and try to solve this problem. 

"^^Sir, Mr. Suhrawardy, like all other human beings, is not infallible. 
He has made mistakes and he may in future also make mistakes. Instead 
of showering curses and abuses on him for his mistakes, let us in his moments 
of disappointments fill him with energy and courage. I would appeal to 
the Hon’ble Leader of the Opposition and through him toi his party to 
consider whether it is time for us to take any political advantaga%out of this 
grave situation, out of this starvation and out of \he sufferings of millions 
of our country men.

Sir, we may have causes for fighting one another or making peace with 
one another, l^t in order that we can fight or we can make peace with 
one another it is necessary tliat we must live. I would most seriously 
request all to defer their petty squabbles for the present and to deposit ail 
the causes of their political quarrels in their political reserve bank. Let 
us survive first and then let us see whether we shall have to fight or to make 
peace.

Mn. NELLIE SEN GUPTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I wish to say a few 
words about this question. We have heard so much about the condition of 
Bengal, but I still feel that Chittagong is in a much worse condition than 
many places and Fahall give you some of the reasons fbr my feeling Jn that 
direction. 

As you know, we used to have a lot of rice, a great deal of rice, from 
Burma. In fact, many Chittagonians used to live almost entirely on 
Rangoon rice. That rice has not b**en forthcoming now for many months. 

Another thing is that last year’s crop was a very disappointing one, 
mucl^dess than we had hoped for. Another reason is that two lakhs of 
evacuees m come from Burma. They came to the Chittagong district last 
year. They came with practically nothing, without money and certainly 
without food, and they had to be ariven food. 

Then, there is the military and last but not least the mules of the 
military. I know that the military has to be fed. I know that the mules 
have to be fed. I for one w'ould be loath to see even a dumb animal go 
unfed. But you cannot go on feeding the military at the expense of the 
civil population for all time and that is what is happening in Chittagong. 
People starving in Chittagong were asked to grow more ric^ not for them- 
selves but for the military'. I do realise that the military must be fed and 
that the mules which carry their kit must be fed. But I do feel that the 
District Magistrate of Chittagong is there to look after the civil population, 
and not the military. There are plenty of people to look after the 
military. 
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Then again, there are so many families in Chittagong with almost no 
earning members. Many of the menfolk are p<)Iiti(‘al prisoners. Many of 
them are detenus and last year several huudre<ls of people were kille<!. It 
means again there are so many families with no earning member. 

Then again, I have to grumble alnuit what I feel is the unfair 
way in whioh tbod distribution is arranged, (ioverninent servants, as 
Mr. Dhirendra Natli Datta has said. <‘an get rice at seers per rupee and 
sugar at iS annas a seer. Kation card is given to tho.se i>eople who earn up 
to Rs. a hionth. Y’ou cun just iinugiiie the state of tho.se people who 
earn a rupee a dny^ M liat can a lul>ourer who earns a rupet* a day do^ 
Sometimes people earning Rs. :»tH) takes advantage of the ration card. A 
dai]\ labourer who eariiN a rupee a da\ has to pa\ 10 annas per seer of 
rice. AVhat is that to tee<l a tamilx Y I do sa\ that the arrangement that 
has been made tor the <listrihution oi‘ food is e\treiiiel\ Unfair. 

J lieu again, there are tin* H-^hernieii id Chittagong and they are in a 
terrible crisis. .Vs \ou know, lioats have been removed and conse(|ueutly 
no Ikiat can go into the Bay oi Bengal which means that the livelihood ot 
fishermen has gone. 'I'lieie is plent\ ot siope for fishers in Chittagong 
rivers and tanks, ljut that does not give much work to the fishermen. These 
fishermen have been fisheimen toi man\ giuieiations and even their women- 
folk are Used to helping them lather than doing other w'ork. (lovernment 
hifvt* dlstiihuted Mune spinning wheels and sonii* seers of cotton. A man 
who has not been used to that kind of work cannot at once get much out of 
it and it means that the uniount he earns is ver> , ver\ Hinall, e(*rtainly not 
enough to live on.

Then again, 1 would draw voiii attention to the roving begg#r.s. Tliev 
Used to he fed b\ jieojile but now ever\ grain of food counts and they I'unnot 
get anything. No one can give any grain of food to these beggars. People 
are boiling the leaves ot mango trees and eating them and they are also 
eating red potatoes which are undoubtedly very substantial but not good for 
stomach, (.'holera and malaria are taking a heavy toll of these people. 
There is no medicine for cholera and tliere is no medicine for malaria. 
Recently six or seven fishermen died in a vcr\ .small urea in a smalP 

tank and nowadays when we talk of jieople dying of starvuWm I wonder 
whether we reali.se .seriouslv what it means. J have alway.s realis«*d it and 
1 have admitted' it. 

There ia another matter on which I would like to say a W'ord. 1 know 
for a fact — I am not s|>eaking from mere hearsay— that a man who wanted 
to send att<i to Chittagong applied for permission. At first he could not 
get it. Next time he went with a ver\ nice present and he was succesaful 
in getting the permission. A day or two later, the embargo was removed 
and the man felt that his present had been wasted. He went to the officer 
and said “let u.s make it half and half". In the end he managed to get 
back more than three-quarters of the present. One thing I must say that 
the man who gave that present is not going to he the loser. It is the poor 
man who is going to buy that atUt who is going to payJ'

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There is niueh that I want to say but I have no time. I feel that you 
must send rice to Chittagong and you must see that it is properly 
distributed.

Mr. ATUL CHANDRA SEN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in the short time 
available to me I propose to focus on the centre spot in the picture. You 
know that the last Governinent were manoeuvred out of office and the 
present (iovernment installe<i in their place on the food question. I am 
therefore entitled to ask the (jiiestion as to what have been the achievements 
of the present Government in the soluticm of the food (juestion. Tlie present 
Government have he^ui in office for more than three imuiths. (The Hon'ble 
Mr. H. S. SriiHAWARDY; Xot thiee months.) stand corrected, about 
three months, and what have the> achieved so far^ Sir. this (juestion may 
be answered in one short .sentence: While f(»rmerl\ tfiere was starvation, 
today there is death. I use no language of exaggeration when 1 say that 
today there is death : apart from (‘a.ses of actual deatli from starvation 
reported from various parts of the countiy the disea^es that are reported 
t(Klay to take a fieavy t(dl of human lives are reall\ diseases (d no food. 
How can people have food when then* is no food ^ How can poor people 
have food when the pri<‘e has shot up to as much as cent per cent, since tlits 
Government accepted office. So people are starving anxl <lyi»ig. This is 
the first quarterly halan<*e-sheet oi the Nazimuddin administration in the 
mutter of food, I^et us .see liow tliis baian<‘e-s]je(“t came to be ])repart‘d. 
As 1 have alreudv said, the hi''! (io\einmcnt weie manoeuvred out of (ffftce 
and the present one installed in their place on the food que.stion. Sir, it 
is no use recalling how His Kxcellency Sii dohn llerbeit h_\ ajiphcation ot 
questionable methods installed hi.^ prize-bo\ , Sir Nazimuddin, in office. 
Sufli<*e it to .sa> for our juesent puipo>e that the Hon’ble Sir Nazimuddin 
anyhow got installed in office and immediatel\ on ai ceptaiiee of office he 
thought and naturally tliought that lh*ngal might forgid the grievous wrong 
ttjbiat she had suffered in the hands of a reart ionars and partisan 
Governor tlirough Sir Nazim’s insti umeiitalit> if he and his Gr»vernment 
could solve the food problem to somt* extent. Sir Nazimuddin applied 
himself to the solution of the tr»od problem ami in lliis gigantic task on 
whom (’ould he depend hut the little wizard ot the Muslim League, the 
Hou’ble Mr. H. S. Suhrawardy. Mr. Suhrawardy is young, energetic, 
and clever — —(Mr. Kir.an S.ank.\r Hoy: He is not >oung!) Youth is more 
a psychological phenomenon than physitdogical Let me say, he is young 
psychologically; and I should say he is generally well-informed and well- 
read; hut he is erratic and above all he is a magician and like all magicians 
he believes a little too much in trickeries. He lias apj>lied trickeries to the 
iolutiou of the problem and has brought the provime to grief. Immediately 
on aeceptanee of oftiee the Hou'ble Mr. Suhrawardy undertook to repudiate 
the obvious. He began to preach his pet uo->hortage theory. The 
Miuister-magieian by the sleight of hands, as it were, tried to convert the 
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obvious shortage into sufficiency. What did it matter to Mr. Suhrawardy 
that the supply-demand position of food-grains in the provim-e had greatly 
deteriorated.*^ What did it matter to Mr. Suhrawardy that supplies from 
Burma had been lost to the provinre.*^ What did it matter t*) Mr. Suhra- 
wardy that tljcre hacl l>et'n tailure of crop.s over a «ide area owing to 
<*yclones, floods and other natural causes ^ \\'hat did it matter to 
Mr. Suhraward\ that the demand ot tood>tuft‘s had greatly extended owing 
firstly to the influx (d a large nuiiiher of p«*ople in the industrial areas of 
Calcutta ami Howrah, sectuidly. tt» tlie influx ol a large nun>lH*r of evacuees 
from Burma and Mala\, and la>tl\. owing lo the >tatii»ning of a hig army 
on the eastern frontiei ut tin* pruvinre*' Tlie man in the street knows all 
these patent facts hut Mr Suhrawanl\ pretends flint he iliil not. He 
listened to his Mast4*rs* voices; was it not Mr I, S .Aniery who speaking 
on the general f(M»d situation in India said that it was m*t a (juestion «*f 
shortage hut a <juestion tif maladjtistineiit ?' (The Hon’hle Mr, H. S. 
SuiiK \\\ AK‘l)^ : Hi* ^p<^ke afiei I dnl » In that ea*'!* lu* lielp»*il Mr. Amery 
to make that ptepostercus stati'iuent .\g^am wa" it not .Majoi \Voo«l who 
speaking on the Betigal food '.ituation fiefote Mr Snliiawaid) said that in 
Bengal it was not a (jncstion <d ph\*'i(al 'shortage hnt a <jU(‘sfion (d 
hoarding. On llii*' iniaginarx hoarding. Mr Su}iraward\ set hi" !n*art. 
He imagined he could s<dve Bengal " food piidilem h\ dehoatding this 
imaginary hoarded "feck He did not l(«>k for the-e hoanU in )daci‘s where 
tl*e\ might exist, viz . in the god<»wns of t'ahutta and Howrah, specially 
in the hig godowns of the Hnr<i S/thihy <d ('ii\e Street, hnl he proposed to 
find them, magician as he is. in pla««‘s where the\ eonld not and did not 
exist, viz , in the poor men’s hovels in niufassil He initialed his nieinoruhlc 
antisiioarding drive witii gr*«‘al <*eienion\ and tiumpeiing, From whal he 
proclaimeil alvout the food drive, one might havt* lhoU}.'hl that he woultl 
flood the whide province with the dehoarded stock, hut at lon^ last —only 
yesterday — like a im*ek lamh he Ideated out in n*pl\ In insisl«Mil (jUeiies, 
yes, tleficit has fieeii reported from ever\ area All right, it is never too 
late. Have the cmiragi* now to sa\ that Bengal is a didieif jirovinci*; hav»* 
the courage to declare Bengal a famine area; liave the courage to say that 
not au ounce of foodsTuft shall go out from Bengal to any country whatsoever 
and have the (murage tti fell His Majesty’s (jovernment that Bengal has got 
to he fed if the war in the Fast is to Im* won and ajiproach His MajcHty's 
Government for .suyiply of ffaidstufts from overseas'' 1 knf*w tfiat he wdll 
not have that courage. 1 know that even if he makes that demand he 
cannot make it irresistible It was mereh to make this demand irresistihle 
that we on this hide «)f the House made an offer t<j them for an all-partiea 
Ministry, hut the\ turned down that pr(»posal under the protecting wingM 
of a partisan (irrvernor and t}ie\ will go down to history as a nutiiber of 
people who have lad rased a great cau^e siiid who have thrived and 
prospered on the ruinatnm aiHi «ieath jd their e(Mjntr\men It is for them to 
an.swer what they will (h». l»ow tlM‘\ will H<dve the i»r<d>lem, 

Mr. I. C. KENNEDY: Mr SjHakei. sir, we in this part\ are op^Kised 
to the special motions moved by the Opposition in sj, far a« they ceuHure 
Government for failure to tackle the food problem. As regards remedi.s, 
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for a ver\ serious situation, there are many points in the special motions 
on which all parties couhl a^ree. We consider, however, that Government 
in the short time they have been in office have endeavoured to tackle the food 
juohlem with energy and determination, and that they are not to blame -for 
the deterioration which has occurred. The present is not the time for 
<eiisun* and recriminations. Mistakes — serious mi^^takes — have been made 
in the past, but it is futile now to rake these uj) for use as political 
bludgeons. The situation in this provin(*e is critical and, if it is not to 
become more so, all the skill, knowledge and resourcefulness of all parties 
must be thrown into a common pool. 

1 think lionouralile members will agree that Beiigars food problem 
cannot be separated from the food problem ot India as a whole and 
doubtless they wel(;ome, as we do, the directives issued recently by the 
Central (jovernnient following the Delhi eonierence. 

Now, Sir, the (Vntral (lovernment in its statement of food policy 
rightly lay stress on the rigorous enforcement of the Food (irains (’ontrol 
Order. This order, we understami, is in force in Ifengal. and gives the Local 
Government great powers to control the trade and movement of food-grains. 
It will be interesting to know from the Hon’ble Mini>ter in (‘barge of the 
(■ivil Supjily Dejiurtment how tai this order i'' being enforced, tiovern- 
ment should in our view exercise strict control over all rice mills in the 
proviiK'e a.s we te(*l that it is through these mills that th(‘ movement of rice 
can best be controlled. Dice mills are, for the most part, highly concen- 
trated in c(*rtain areas, and have clearly defined normal sources of supplv. 
A large jiart ot the rice crop passes through the mills on its way from the 
producers to the c(msumers, and it seems t(» us obvious it is here that the 
main flow of nee to the general public can l>est be directed and controlled. 

I suggest that (invernment should establish a spetdal staff for their 
inspei’tion and supervision 

Much ciiticism, Sir. has be(*n levelled against the rei*ent anti-hoarding 
drive ot I In* Bengal (foveinment. Stuue is pertinent, tor we in this party 
believe that il was a mistake to extlude llowiah and Calcutta from it', 
scope, e think that this drive will have .served a most u.selul purpose 
if it has resulted in filling, however. inmleijuutelN , the gap which exists in 
our food statistics. Its main value, however, has been to effect some 
measun* «»t redistribution in the rural areas In this matter Bengal has 
given an important lead which the Governinent ot India is urging other 
provinces U> follow. 

Sir, before Government can tackle the problem food distribution, they 
must concentrate tirst on the elimination of hoarding and profiteering, and 
deal mercilessly with black marketeers. I think that no matter how severe 
are the }>enalties meted out to those gentry, they will have the whole- 
hearted approval ot the people of this provinee. No longer can action be 
restricted to issuing vague threats and prosecuting |>etty traders. It is the 
big hoarders, those who hope to profit on a large »t;ale, who must be 
brought to b(H>k. Again I think it is no exaggeration to say that the 
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people of Beiijral will aid Oovernineiit to i^niell out tliejk* pests once tKev 
*re convinced that tiovernineiit are determined to stamp them out by all 
inean;^ in their |M>wer. 

^Reference has often been made to the stocks of rice and other foodstuffs 
held by industrial employers for the bt*uetij of their workers. Such 
employers have frequently been blamed for iucreasinjf the fcmd difli<’ulties 
of the province by buyinjr at hiffh prices in the open market. In the 
absence of (jovernment assintance in the matter *»f supplies they have been 
forced to do so. The syNtem is not a irood one. and has inherent in it the 
danjfer of competitive buyinjf, partii‘ulurl> in a market free of all price 
control. 

It njay interest honourable mmlM*rs to know that the u^^regate stocks 
of rice held hy participants in the Beiifral ('hainhcr f<H»d scheme on the JitHh 
of June amounted tr) u supply sufficient onl\ t4» mwt fonr and half weeks' 
requirements 4»f the total labour forces catered for l)y the scheme, on a 
rigidly rationed hjisi«. (»f s<M*rs p«*r we<*k tor j\ite mill and inisc'ellaneous 
factor;- labour, ami -U sccis jxr woek foi 4*n#i’im'erin^ and juihlic utility 
labour. Tlie prices at which net* and tUloT ftaal ('ommoditics ar«‘ made 
available to industrial workers an* thosr fi\rd h\ the (iovernment of Meni;al 
on the 18th Sej)tcnihcr. Iftt*..* Ind\istiial woikcrs an* tlius obtaining 
at aj>pio\imat<*iy thre«* annas a st*fr a^rainst a 4Mist t<» the employers of 
tkirt cell annas p«T si'cr. 

Sir, (fOV4*rnmcnt has h<*»*n blamed tor its tailuic to sc< un* supplies of 
rice from nei^hhourin^^ provimes, and it must la* pointeil out in all fairness 
that the lailure was <lue in the tiist pla<-e to the retusal of the surplus 
provinces to fulfil the basic j»lan of the tiovernineiit of Itiilia. and in tin* 
second place to the steps which they took to prevent fiet‘ trade. 

The important ijiiestidii <d prices hail mm*h to do witli the failuie of 
free tragic as tlie danger oi a hi^jh prii*** level in Bengal, at tract more 
than surpluses from Ben^^aj's neighbours, was j^^reat. As it is - prices of 
rii'e in the iicio-hlmur in^^ surplus provinces have shown a marke<l sympathe- 
tic rise -completely unjustified h\ the extent of trailc which ])asHed. 1 
wtiuld warn tlic Hon'hlc Minister that internal food prices must be 
drastically lowered],' and held at a much lower level. ln*tore ad«*(iuafe 
supjdies will he willinjfly forthi'omiiij; from other more huppilv situated 
provinces. 

The people of Benjfal. .Sir. have suffered jrr<‘atl\ from lack of prejiaration 
to meet a food situation which many montlis aj^-o threatened to develop inh» 
the crisis of t4>dHy. This must not happen ajraiii — urnl (iovernment in spite 
of pre-oecupatioii with' the [iresent food difficulties — must look and plan 
ahead. Are plans bein^f devised to ({iiifnd and distribute the next rice 
crop, and the one after that'r If so, I wmuld ask the Him’hle Minister to 
give the House detail of micIi proposaln. 

More food must l>e grown in Bengal and. while we feel that the present 
Government are tackling this jiroblem seriousl,;, much still re^iiiains to be 
done. There is the question of irrigation whi<h is fundamental to the 
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increanefl prodiution of food crops in the province. Sir William Stampe 
has, M'e understand, recommended certain steps in this connection, and we 
should like to know what action is being taken on them. Doubtless, certain 
equipment will he re(iuired which, under present conditions, may not. be 
easy to obtain. We, Sir, feel that this difficulty can W overcome if the 
(ioveriiment of llengal jiress their claim in the proper (iiiarter with sufficient 
determination. 

Mr. HEM CHANDRA NA8KER: Mr. Speaker, Sir, before I commence 
my revi(‘W' of the statement on food situation in Bengal made by the 
lloirble Minister in charge of (.’ivil Supplier, J w(mld congratulate the 
Minister in charge* on his bringing out such a nice pit'ce of literature that 
contains pregnant statement on food >ituation. As a ni(‘c piece of litera- 
ture it not only contains the* heaeity eef explosion, vocabulary, Ntyle and 
dictum and maste*rl\ hanelling the subje'ct (d dis<-ussion, but elaims right 
ap]ue*e‘iation of ihe* climax ed his expeetation and aiiti-edimax marked and 
admitte*el In him in his pathetic mde (d stern reality and pre*s<*nt state of 
things. Sir. iti the meuieegraph ])ubhshe*d b\ the* Hon’Iele Minister 1 find 
see many “wiirs” to murk his luture* e‘\pcetat ions and big hopes, and so 
many ve*rbs in the* prese*nt and past te*nse*s tei exjdain the* various grounds 
e)f his se*lf-e‘ulog\ em the re*e*e*nt feeod elrive* as \ve*ll as the e)utbursts of .senti- 
ments e)n the exi>ting state* of affairs, while* thousand's ed the unfortunates 
of this ])re)vince‘ are* slaneling on the* veTge* ed d<*ath anel destruction feu* 
Hhee*r want ed their <lail> mors<*ls It is a niee* thing indeeel tee make an 
hone'st attempt tee re*me)ve* from the* mind eet the* dying multitueb* the panic 
(d death of .she*e*r starvation. It is a pieuis jeeb ineie‘eel tee eb'vote all emr 
euiergy tee the* refeermalieen e»f eleviN ami puig-e* the*n- hearts off their greed 
of spee-ulat ive* gains, while the*ir vie tiins an* aln*ael\ bre'athing tht*ir last. 

Sir, it is a e|Ue*sti<en ot life* anel death 1'he* soriousm*ss of the preeblem 
e*un hardl> be* e*\agge*rate*el It require‘s imme'diate seelutieen. But what 1 
finel in the slate*menl eef the* Heen’bb* Ministe*r in e harge. falls far sheut eef 
what e*ver>eene* expeedeel. It is over twee memths iliat the* pre‘sent Ministry 
has bee*n in eeffie*e. but elo we finel e*t an.\ appre*e lable full in the prie e eef 
rie*e* anel (dhe*r css<*ntial e euumeMlitie*s in this preevine e* i' Do met we still 
find the starving anel nakeel millions threiughe>ut the* length anel breaelth of 
Bengali^ l)e» we* yet hear eef impeertations of the* neeVssar\ ejuantities of 
rice* freuu e>ther pnevinces. which have surplus to spare feer us^ What sure 
step has as \e*( been take*n te» ste»p further t*xportatie>ns of rie'e anel either 
femelstuff freuu this preivinceJ^ What aiimunt of beans has been granted to 
the poeir e ultivators e>f Bengal te> ensure future ereips?'

Where are the answers to these ejuestions. Sir. in the statement e>t the 
Hon’hle Minister in charge? As yet 1 elo md find the actual figure of 
stocks that have been seized in the ree*ent drive. The*re*s a whisper in the 
air that there was no appreciable steak throughout this province to be 
seiaed, as in the recent drive the offie*ers appointeel in it failed to discover 
an\ sU' h iif spite of their siiic*ere and honest attempts. Unless and until 
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the actual figure is dijw'losed the truth of what is heard is sure to stand 
admitted. The Hon hle MiuLster seems to In* so very jubilant over the 
sueee>s of the equitable distribution of the seized stuff in the last drive; 
but may 1 know why the erx of starvation i> still heard throughout this 
province?^ Whx the influx of ^tJ^rving villagers still <‘rowd the streets of 
this city of (’alrufta:" 

There is no denial ot the fart that ot all the other pn»viiiees in India 
the position of Hengal has heroine worst The supply-ilemand position of 
hers has deteriorated most misfrablx . The demand of rice has, in this 
provime. greatlx expande<l as a result of a large influx of xvorkers into the 
Calcutta industrial aieas and other militarx xvorks and of evacuees from 
lUirma and Malax as well as the stationing ot a big army on our eiistem 
froiitiei To make matter xxoise tin- hapha/.ard judirx of the (lovernment, 
nlxvaxs tailing in rtb*rtivrlx r<»-i»rdinat ing and «’ontr«dling the different 
tlepartinental functions, has hiought about the link of I’onlidenee of the 
general piildic and husinessmen in the ahilitx <»f the (ioviunment. 

Sir. I do not hnd anx reason win the present Ministry should not 
declaic Hengal as tlic iamim- area, while the naked and starving millions 
ot tills piovinee ale alreadx praying toi death, which tliex now consider 

to he the onlx soho e ot tlo-ir lives I think it to be tlie solemn duty of the 

(iovei nmeiit now to declare Hengal as the famine area and take over the 
respoiisihil It X oi feeding the hiingrx people ot tills piovinee and clothing 
tliem

the fruitless drive he had undfertaken with a view to escaping from th 
heavy responsibility of making a correct approach to the solution of th 
intriguing food problem. Sir, the Hon’ble Mr. Suhrawardv has beei 
playing the role of the hero in the tragic drama that is being ‘enacted oi 
the stage of this unfortunate province today. Like the Pied Piper hi 
tried to bring out all hoarded stocks and he' feels that he has transferrer 
the panii' from the people to the hoarders. I must only tell him that hi 
has forced Uie poor cultivators to part with their little .stocks, often withom 
any immediate return and nipped in the biid the (trow More Food Schemi 
launched b> more sensible iiersons. I am sure. Sir, cultivators will not 
feel encouraged Ui grow more crops for the fear that whatever stock they 
will build up, will be taken away by the (iovernment Agents under execu- 
tive threats. So long, most of these cultivators had some stock to fall back 
upon ill critical days. Now, Kir, they will he in distres.s and resort to 
looting and Hon'bic Mr. Suhrawardi has to ihunk himself for these 
increasinj; criineH in llie countrvHifit*. 

Sir, the Moirhle MiiiisU*r for Tivil Supplies him not told u.s whut jseful 
statirtticrt ho has been able to twruro a.s a rosult of Avhat may be called his 
“ui.dei drive. What even the late J)e.hbaiidhu Chittaran^a 

Dart could not achieve with a band ot saerifieinK- workers, we are told the 
Hon’ble Minister has attained in course of a fortni^rbt.— he has laid the 
foundation of Pallimanj^ul Sumities. Hut from all aeeounts, people are 
dying of hunger, lakhs of people are living on Mith,, jack fruits and even 
mango skin, w<mien with children are begging for a eup of riee wafer, and 
teing desperate, men are eommitting suicide in order to escape from the 
responsibility of muiutaininjf starving families. Thanks to the Defence 
ot India Kules, the press is torbidden to publish these harrowing tales. 

, Sir. I have to thank the Hon’ble Minister lor admitting that he counted 
his chickens before they were hattdied and that he was able to state with 
a clear <-o«»cienee that there was or would be sufficiency^ because food- 
grains were coming to Hengal. I wonder how the Hon’ble Minister, who 
is reputed to be an intelligent man, could insist so long that there was no 
shortage of ric'e, knowing it fully well that Bengal has been a deficit 
province since the beginning of this century and had to depend for her 
rice supply on the Jar h<asteru countries and her neighbouring provinces. 
Sir. the Hon ble Minister must have been aware that the total deficit in 
rice requirements for Bengal amounts to approximately six an^^a half crore 
maunds per annum in a normal average year with a normat population 
and after the fall of Burma and Siam, and with thevinflux of lakhs of 
people into this provin<‘e, there has been an increasingly heavy shortage 
of rice, Mr. H. 8. Suhrawardv told the House in March last that the 
neighbouring provinces were not helping Bengal because “they are not 
satisfied^ , Sir, I am quoting his words — “that the Ministry in this proviaoe 
are dealing a^^uately with our own resources, that you are distributiiig

But, Sir, although the Hon’ble Mr, Suhra- 
wardy and his competent colleague.s were ushered into the stage,, with 
the blessings from Olympian heights, the neigh l)ouriiig Provincjal Govern- 
ments would not realivse that a new Messiah had come to Bengal and would 
not co-operate with him. Perhaps, they have realised to their cost that 
the Mini.stry has not only conspired to choke the normal channel of trade 
but are out to give legal prottM'tiou to Imanlers. with whose help they have 
to keep themselves in power. Sir, I am tohl on the very day the embargo 
was w'ithdrawn in As.sam, the agents of the Government of Bengal pur- 
chased rice at fabulous rates and even the man in the street of Assam, 
Central Provinces and Bihar knows that a particular Calcutta firm is 
responsible for sending the j^rices up to the spiral and yet llon’ble 
Mr. Suhrawardy expects that the neighbouring pr«>vinces will allow his 
agents to inflate the prices. 

Sir, (tn the ‘list Decemlier. IIG‘2. Mr H. S. Suhrawardy as Se<*retBry 
of the Bengal Provincial Muslim League and of the Committee appointed 
at 4U. Theatre Bond, to consider the food problem in the province, issued 
n circular letter to as mun> as associatioiiN. The saitl (\unmittee inter 
alui recommende<l that (t(»vernment ><houId adopt the poliey of ItMl per cent, 
contnd and that all export of riee tmtside Bengal shouM be stopped, 
besides regional rationing of food •supplies must be iutrodueecl. But today, 
""TW. can Hon’lilc Mr Sulirawardx tell us what lias been done by him to 
bring intci effect the ^ai<l reM)lution> of hl^ Committee for tin* wholesale 
rationing <if Calcutta witli gnarant4*ed regular ^upplie•^H Whih* lie sent 
his militia under thoiisand.s 4»f ^^^uad masters m ijiiest of honiwlers in the 
countrv.side. he had m»t the coiiragi* to ascertain the qiiautitv hoarded by 
the Kuropean traders ami utilitv eom'erns in Calcutta and ifinM’uh. He 
cannot think ot introducing even a partial <'ontnd tcuhiN ami perhaps has 
DO strength ami stamina to stoji the military purchases as also exports of 
rice out of this depleted jirovinee. Will the H<m'ble Minister tor Civil 
Supplies tell the House it even on the 2nd dune last, tons of rice 

were ex ported^ from jjrfcutta*' ]hM*s he know that rice is still Indiig pur- 
chased ill C5#utta in the shape of ration for the sailors of ships arriving 
in the Port anW^a huge <(uaiitity is being taken away “oft the record”? Sir, 
it is a common knowledge that niilitarv aiithoritii's hava* ucmimulated huge 
etocks of wheat and rice ami in absence of proper (‘are and preservation, 
part of it has to be de.stroyed when it lK‘comes unfit for human consumption. 
It is high time that these stocks were placed in the market and the military 
authorities were requested to make purchase from surplus areas from time 
to time aofwding to requirements and according to quotas to tie fixed by 
the Government. If panicky purchases by fiov’^ernment and utility 
eems are allowed, I wonder how the price can be brought down by the 
Hon'ble *Mini8ter for Civil Supplies, every thunder from whose office has 
been so far responsible for (treating newer complications. And thanks to 
the crusader-like zeal of Mr. Suhrawardy, merchants have been driven out 

trade, the normal channel of tracle has been clogged and the much 
advertised scheme of purchases and distribution with the ^co*^peration o( 
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the people's committeeH has been given a decent burial. The so-called 
people’s committees, his executive officers have been able to set up, will be 
obviously the agents for distribution or maldistribution of the little stocks 
that may be rightly and wrongly seized. Sir, so long as purchasing on 
behalf of the Government is concerned it has been entrusted to Messrs. 
M. A. H. Ispahan!, who, it is announced in all seriousness, were approach- 
ed to make a big sacrifice again for the sake of mother Bengal. Sir, 
Mr. Suhrawardy has told the House, that he consulted various Chambers 
and found no one who could undertake the task Better than this firm. I 
would inform the House that so far as the Marwari Chamber and Marwari 
Association are concerned, this is far from the truth and I would ask 
Mr. Suhrawardy to let the House know when he invited the representatives 
fif the dift'ereiit trade organisations in order to discuss the matter. Sir, 
my information is that there are many competitors, who are ready to accept 
the otter even on a lesser commission and I liave yet to he convinced that 
the firm appointed will have to undergo a sacrifice. Is the Hon'ble 
Minister prepared to appoint a small committee consisting of some members 
representing the trade to examine the acccniuts of this firm as also its 
method (d' purchase!'' Then, Sir, I want to know tlie terms mi which this 
sacrificing firm has been appointed as Government's jmrchasing agents as 
alsii the powers that are going to be delegated to it in tliis behalf. AVill 
Mr. Suhrawardy let us know the terms on uhicli the aiijiointment has been 
made, the reasons why he has appointed onl> one a^eiit, whether (»r 
any money has been advanced to the agent and if so, on what basis and 
against what security as also what the amount'^ If im security has been 
taken, why notP Whether any direction has been given to tlie agent to 
purchase any fixed (juantity of a specified iiuality of rice within a fixed 
urea P Has the agent- been given any directions as to the price for which 
they are to huyy If so what steps have been taken to a'‘(‘ertain and secure 
compliani’e with those directions by the agent!'' Or has he been given 
unlimited powers as to the rate at which purchases have to be made!' What 
is the guarantee that the agent will not purchai^ on its own account 
directly in his own name or indirectly in the name <^*its dunimy duplicate 
firms!' Does Jiot the Hon 'hie Minister consider it tiw^Jbc seriously 
prejudicial to the interests of the Province if the agent iT^s so and does 
he propose to take steps with a view to checking this sort of purchase? 
May 1 know whether the purchases that are being made by the agent and 
its dummy firms are being carried on under the direct suiiervision of the 
local authorities or they are carrying on their activities aat free lancers? 
Have the Government checked the accounts of the agent or do they propose 
to do so by comparing with the accounts of the firms from whom the agents 
have pun hased the gtHnls? 

Sir, these are some of the questions which naturally arise in uur minds. 
1 know agents have been appointed by the Government of other provinces 
also, but nowhere the ap[>oiutment has gone to one fortunate firm. Besides 
the activities of the agents appointed are being directed and sujwrvised in 
minute details by officials and their accounts are almost daily checked and 
verified .

Sir. thc' HoiTble Mr. Suhrawanly knows he or Ins (adh-agues cannot 
8(dve the food problem but still be lias to be ver\ bus\ iii nuinufaeturing 
new plans not for •‘olution ot the problem but lor raising Iresh smoke- 
screens to avoid the real issue. .Tingling silver M'ill f(dlow into the pockets 
of their supfiortt'rs hut the Hon ble (.'ivil Supply Minister will, so far as 
the poor are eoiieeriied. eontinue t<» imitate the famous JViiice of Arabian 
Nights whose least to beggars was rich dish covers with nothing below 
them. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NARAYAN MUKER4I: Mr. Speaker, Sir, T riae 
to support the resolution brought by my friend Dr. Nalinaksba Sanyal. 
1 am a mufassal meinb*^r rejiresenling the rural const it ueney and naturally 
the acute distress prevalent in those urea.s appears uppermost in my 
thoughts. 

But, Sir, today when <*oijiing to this Assembly from my residence in 
South Calcutta, 1 saw a sad sight at the corner of Gariahat Hoad and Dover 
Lane junction — Iwiy (d H) years lying on the pavement — flies swarming 
on his mouth, tears rolling down the cheeks in death agony. This part of 
the town is inhabited by affluent people — people with heart too. But they 
feel that they are helpless to tackle the problem, as the foodstuffs in 
quantity required by them are not available even by spending money. 
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Everything is under control, and unless the Government comes forward 
nothing can be done by individual efforts. This is not a solitary example 
but may be a daily (K‘currence in different parts of the country. 

Sir, I had been released from detention only about a fortnight back 
and naturally have not been able to cover the vast rural area fully. The 
Hiiiall area that I have been able to move about has given me sufficient 
general information to justify my criticism against the Government. I do 
admit, Sir, that the Government has undoubtedly shown quickness and 
dash that is wanted under the present situation but, Sir, the Ministry I 
understand did not take all the parties fully into their confidence when 
planning food census and for that the working out of the scheme has 
suffered — nay, deviated as originally planned — in one word we may even 
say, it has failed. 

Food (‘ommittees were formed by the local officials which were filled up 
with their protegees and favourites. The Congressmen and men of 
independent views have been religiously excluded — nay, avoided. Petty 
officials were vested with extensive powers. Corri]i)tion and bribery were 
rampant. I have received many comi>laints and 1 cite a case as an example. 
This case went up to the Subdivisional Officer of Arambagh 

“40 maunds of paddy was recorded to be 000 maunds and after petition 
to the Subdivisional Officer a fresh enquiry was made and stock found to 
be only 40 maunds.” 

The reason for overestimate. I understand, is for refusal to i)a\ brih(^ 
1 have this information in writing from Mr. Radha Nath Panja, n.L., 
practising lawyer of Arambagh (’ourt. 

The Hou’ble Minister in charge of Civil Supplies has mentioned in his 
statement on page 3 that the District Magistrates sent for the large agri- 
culturists and impressed ujxm them the u<lvisahility of liquifying their 
stock by selling, loaning or by charitable distribution. They \M‘re warned 
also that failure to do so would mean requisition of the stock at price 
eousidereil reasonable by the (lovernmeiit. 

What was the result I read a relevant portion of one letter I have 
received from Mr. Mutilal Roy of Indus 

“On the whole this Drive hu'^ done more evil than good to the villag^es, 
where in near future the number of starving population will he multiplied. 
The authorities failed to impress upon the people the intention of the 
Ooverumeut in inniiguruting this Drive, and the result was that those who 
bad surplus stock of food got panicky and sold tht*ir surplus slock before 
their houses were searched. And now there is practically .speaking no 
surplus food in villages and there is no alternative left to save the situa- 
tion.” 

The letter from Mr. Rauemlra Nath Singha Roy of Darhatta, Hoogbly, 
states : — ^ 

“The food census drive has made the matter worse as the agriculturists 
not knowing the benefit of the .scheme and also from many rumours, most 
of them sold their crops at any rate to the big merchants of the town even 
not thinking of their own necessity.”

I alwi read out a jHirtion of a letf^er I received from Mr. Narendra Nath 
Sen, no lejw responsible person than the Vice-Chairman of the Hooghly 
District Board : — 

“The present Food Drive has made the people apprehensive that their 
stork of paddy would be taken away and many of them sold away large 
quantities of jnuldy at low j)rires and these liave probably been taken to 
f^alrutta and Howrah. Practically famine conditions are prevailing in this 
district dm* to acute shortage of rice and the high [>rices of all foodstuffs., 
and other necessaries of life”. 

I Wlieve this is nu>re than enough. 

I hold the (io\eriunent reNponsible for this situation. Their intention 
ntight have be<*n good at the start but due to faulty planning and apathy 
t(> (‘ollaborate with responsible parti<*s. the situation has worsened. 

Now. Sir, about the .scale of rationing. It is very much underestimated. 
The agriciilturi>ts are in the habit of taking much larger iiuantities. Kven 
the (iovernmeiit Jail (‘ode allows a prisoner 12 chattaks a day rice diet. 
The hard labour the agi icultui ists will havt* to «lo in tlu* sowing season 
demaniK largei latioiiirig. Inadeijuati* jirovi^ion uill tell upon their health 
and coii^eiiueiit l\ atlect the “(iion Mole Food” campaign. 

iMirthei allowance ot Kt per lent exce***' due to maiiitename of other 
•4ioUM*lio)fl expf'Uso sin li as clothes, mednail necessities, etc, besides the 
food requirement, is, 1 consider, not «inly inadequate but absurd. In this 
connection 1 cannot but comment on tlie want of juaetieal sense of the 
authorities PKoisinn toj gi\ing alms and «‘\penscs ioj- drilv stieh us 
Durgu Puja expenses and chaiity ilnnng' Hamjan period, i*(c., have not 
been considered. 

Now. Sir, m\ district is a ileficit <listrirt tor >cars. I learn that in 
Arambagh subdivision ahme five lakhs of niannds shortage have been 
estimated. All the dT unions in Serainjiore subdivision as well a.s those of 
Sadar subdivision have been de<lared as deficit areas. 

No doubt test relief work has been started, but the rati* of wages are 
not only inadeijuate but aNu foodstuffs are not made available in the area 
so that people working in the relief works can Imy rice. 

In this coMiiection I read out the (’orresjmudenee between the Vice- 
Diairman of the Hooghly District Board and the District Magi.stniU*, which 
runs thus; JlV’^ith reference to \our letter No. dated the 2()th May, 

1943, regarding selling of rice at Ks. id to the labourer ernphiyed in Test 
Helief Work, I liave the honour to sfat^* that the high prices of rice were 
taken into consideration when the rate of wages was fixed and it is for thift 
ahnorma) high price of rice the rate has Wen enhanced considerably. If 
GoverniVient sells rice at Ks. Id after purcliasing at the market rate Govern- 
ment will have to incur additional loss. J therefore think that no utieful 
purpose will be served In moving Government in the matter. And the 
rale of lab<mr i harge is onl} nine annas per rlu> aiol he has to buy rice 
at 14 annas j*er seer. 
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The V ice-Chairman’s letter runs thus: With referenee to your letter 
No. 253, dated the 27th May, 1943, I have the honour to state that at each 
of the test relief centres about Rs. 1,2(K) is paid daily as wages to about 
2,(>t)0 workers for tlie purchase t>f rice with the money and experi^ice 
utmost difficulty for want of sufficient stock in the village as about four 
niaunds of rice which can be purchased wiHi Rs. 1,2<M) is not always avail- 
able daily in one or two or three villages near the test relief centres. The 
result is that rice of inferior qualities and at prices higher than the market 
rate have to be purchased by these workers and there has l>een scarcity of 
the articles in the locality so that the villagers are sometimes unable to 
get adequate supplies fi)r their families. 

So fur no action has been taken. 

Situation has been further complicated by this drive resulting in the 
outflow of whatever little surplus som(‘ peo])le had. So with all the 
emphasis that 1 can command I ask the (jovernment to declare famine in 
my district and to arrange for the import of food.-.tuft‘s inside the district 
as well as put embargo on transfer of the individual surplus out of the 
unions. Sales are still being eifecteil and rice being hcnt away. It is 
surprising that paddy is now being sold out of the district as seed; this is 
only possible where everything is in a mess as no seed is re(|uired at this 
time of the year, sowing being aln*ad\ complete. 

J further ask the (iovernment to start free canteen immefliately as su^ 
gested in the statement of the Ilturhle Miiiisttu*. 

Another point on which I would like to draw the attention of the 
Ministry is that in the planning of the “(irow More Food*' camjiaign they 
shoubl take all the parties and holders of the nations in confidence and try 
to work out tlie campaign in c<dlahoratn>n with thc*«c leaders and e.xperts.

We are fm ing a national crisi^. Let me ho])e every (Uie of u.s will rise 
to the occasion forgetting party politics, 

Mfi PUSPAillT BARMA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, three month.s or more ago 
we had a discussion on fimd in this Hounc when the price of rii'c was Rs. 15 
per maiind, and today we are di.scussiug the jiroldem ot fiK>d when the price 
of rice is about 35 to 4t) ru|>ees per niaund Sir, we shall not |>erhaps be 
incorrect and unjustified if we sii> that t<»(lay w’e are discussing the question 
of life and death of the pe<»ple of Rengal. Sir, it would not 4>e unfair if I 
say that (he fmxl crisis has appmied in the province for the shortage of fiKid- 
graius due to natural calamities and he;ivy influx ot people. Inith civil and 
military, in Rengal. Rut it would also mu t>e untrue and an exaggeration 
to .say that the present acute food (uisis is mainly the ilirect outcome of the 
half-hearted, unwise and insim^ere judicy of Kith the jKist and the pre.sent 
Ministry of the province. 

Sir, we agree with Mr. X. R. Sarker who delivered a thoughtful speech 
on the other day in the F<K)d Conference that the question of^iHwl i.s an%»ll- 
Imlia question ’?and it shouhl W discussed on an all-India Ixisis instead of 
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wgioDol or provincial basis. But when we compare the food position of 
otTer provinces such as Bombay, Madras, Assam and Bihar whicli are ih» 
less dependent for food-jrrains on other provinces we find that they are in o 
comfortable and l>etter position thjin Benjral. 

Sir, the food situation in Beujuri^l has reache<l its present j>osition neither 
in a day nor in a year but it had befruii to ileteriontte from more than two 
years a^fo. It was and it is due to the Imlf-hearted, thou^fhtless and 
insincere policy <d the and the present Ministry that had hc»en followed 
and is beinjr tollowed from time to time. 

Sir, the fis>d |>ositii)ii has reached to such an extent that the people, 
8peciall\ in rural area^^, are Hcllinjr their last helonffiii^rs to provide them- 
selves with bncd and cloth". They have lost their home, they have lost their 
shame ami the\ ha\e lo"t their everythiujr which distui^niishes human hein^r 
from be;ist. Th<‘y are swelliri}; the numbers of street be^m'ars in a half- 
naked or naked c-ondition and ti^htinj^ with street do^s for a scramji of fiMwl 
in the street" of the towns and in the houses ^d the villa^^ers and increasing 
the numher ot death" in the "ticket and in the huts. 

Sir, such I" the* condition of the |H*ople of the province. The prices of 
f<H»d-grains are "oarin;/ hivrher and higlier day hy day. The long suspected 
shortage ot t(od"tutt has hroUirht the prices of IcHMl-grains abnormally 
higher. X<d)od\ knows when tlie soaring pric-c" would n*acli to its last 
Jjanit. Price ot nee now varies fi'om IN. do to ps. 40 per maund in different 
parts ot the pioviii<4*. The tcsnl situation has reached to such a stfige that 
some places ot the pro\in(e sliouhl he «le<lared famine areas. 

Sir, there is undouhtedl\ shortage ot rice in the prccvince and there is no 
.suspicion alnuit the fact. 

Sir, in the inaiketing- report on rice the Government ot India cslimaie 
the coriNiimption /or cdjHttt to !»»' d44 Ihs. a year. According to this 
calculation Bengal reipures lakhs tons of rice j>er year foi the consumption 
of 6t)d million [>eople in a normal time. 

The averag^e <d last 11 roars' rice produc tion of Bengal, acionling to the 
statistics ot the Direc tor ot Agriculture, Bengal, is H'l o lakhs tons and 
according to India (ro\ernment’s estimate Bengal has a pernuinent deficit 
of fio lakhs tons of rice per >ear. 

Xow, Sir, Beng-al meets iliis deficit hy inifwirting nee from Burma, Bihar, 
Assam, Orissa and Xcjial hy known and unknown traders h\ knowti am! 
unknown routes. It is no denial of the fact tliat the Ixirder <listrict,s of 
Bengal are generally fed In the rice of the l>order provinces, dims, Sir, 
according to India Government's estimate of consumption Bengal juenes to 
be a cleficit province hy alxuit (i a Isikhs tons in munial time. 

Xow, Sir, it is said that the year I94I-4‘J was a surplus y«ir. But the 
calculation, taking Government estimate into account, shows that the year 
1941*42 was iM>t a huge surplus year. Taking into account the Director of 
Agriculture’s repcjrt on production of ric e whic h was estimated tsi lie 99 lakhs 
tons we find an excess production of Ido lakhs tons on the basis of average 
of last 11 year’s production. 
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Now, if we calculate the normal import of 4 lakhs tons of rice from 
Burma which has already been stopped in the year and the export oP3-5 
kkhs tons to Ceylon and other places and the excess consumption of rice 
due to shortage of wheat supply we find the balance excess of only 5 lakhs 
tons. And now if we consider thi Director of Agriculture’s report of produc- 
tion of rice for the year 1941-42 to be true and if we calculate the India 
(ioverninent’s estimate of consumption at 344 lbs. per capita per year for 
(iO-3 million jieople, then our excess production of rice comes to only 7 lakhs 
tons, and ag4iin if w^e suhtwict the rice exported to Ceylon and other places 
which is 3-5 hikhs tons and the excess consumption of l*lakh tons of rice, 
then our rice |K)sition comes down to 2o kklis ton> which is a very scanty 
surplus. 

Now, Sir, the year 1942-43 can never be a surplus year a*' the production 
of lice according to the refwirt of the Director of Agriculture, Bengal, is 
about 79 laklis tons and if w<* consider the consumption at 344 lbs. per 
capital per year for 00 3 million people, whicli is 92 lakh'* tons, we find a 
deficit of 10 5 laklis t<»iis ot rice in this year.

Mr. PRAMATHA NATH BANERJEE: Mr. Spe^iker, Sir, 1 CH>me May 
to bury Cspsar uiid not to praise him. Bengal today is under the grip of the 
biggest famine in the course of its chequered history. - Pestileuoe is waiting 
round the corner. The Floud Comuiission l{ej)ort in the course of its 
historical survey recorded that between ItiTo and 193() the highest price of 
paddy recorded in Bengal was in 1J129 — the price of rice stood at Rs. 4*14 
per maund. 1929, ^ou will remember, is the \ear <»f acute ecMuiomic crisis 
within the British Empire. Madras iworded its highe.st price for pad<iy at 
Rs. &*14 p^r maund in 1919. The price in the Tinted Provinces in 1920 was 
the same. Bombay price in 1919 wa-^ Rs. .‘>-12. The >«ars 1919 and 1920 
are years when dovelike [)eace returned to India’s shores after World War 
No.'l. 

AVhen the Ministry that has gone hy was severely heckled before the 
House in March last for it> alleged inability to s(dve the food probletn of 
Bengal, the avenige price ot the medium rice st(K>d in January, 1943, at 
IT. 10-12 per maund and the a\crage price of (XKir.se rice was R.s. 8-10 per 
maun<l. In Februar\ , 1943, the price st<KMl at Rh. 12-Io and IN. 10-13 per 
maund res{>ecti\ely. In March, 1943, the pa>( Ministry st<KHl di.ssolved after 
^Wiad fought down thr(*e ('ensure Motions on the food question. The average 
price of medium rice tlien ruiige«l between IN, IS and IN. 20 per maund 

and the average price of ctxirse rice varied between IN. 10 ami IN. IS per 

maund. In April, 1943, when Bengal was enjoying the caresses of rule 
under section 93 the price of medium rice and the pric^e of coarse ric.e rose 
to Rs. 24 and Rs. 22 respectively. On the 24th of April, 1943, the present 
Ministry came to power. In May, 1943, the average price of medium rice 
ranged between IN. 30 and Rs. 32 |)er maund and the average price of course 
rice Po.se to Rs. 28 to IN. 30 f>er maund. Yet we find in the speech of 

Mr. Suhraw’ardy that with tlie al^olition of the zonal barriers in the east(»ru 

region and the system of {)erinits — I am ciuoting his words — “There was a 
definite arrest in the price of rice. Along witli it the enunciation of a (dear- 
cut policy directed against hoarding and black-marketing prevented further 
sjveculatiou in price.s.” A little self-in trcispection on the jwirt of my 
honourable friend might have avoided a confusion between the past and the 
present with the future. The prices are still soaring rocket high. The 
following figures between the third week of May and the second week of 
July with regard to the price of rice in (’alcutta I present to him for further 
study ; — *

I nhall not imitate the inimitable method? of my lionourable friend with 
rejfard to hi? own statement on the food situation. (The Hon^ble Mr. H. S. 
Schkawardy: Silly.) My honourable friend calls “silly”. His methods 
are inimitable. W'hen Mr. Suhruwardy in course of the debate in the Bud^ret 
Session in March, 1943, described the Budget Statement of Mr. A. K. Fazlul 
Huq, the then Finance Minister, as a mere scrap of pai>€r, I looked in vain 
through the statement of the pre^ient Minister of Civil Supjdies to find out 
the policy behind the scheme. In March last I heard the booming of guns 
from the European benches when they demanded whether the policy ot 
Ministry that was to go was the jxjlicy of control or was it the p(dicy of 
decontrol. I ask the present Ministry today, is it the policy of control witb^ 
what they allege with thirty thousand paid s<|ua<l masters and one and a half 
million members of the Food Committee throughout Bengali Is it the 
policy of c!outrolK Is the policy one of decontrol!" Does this Ministry 
follow the basic plan enunciated by the (lovernmeut of India!" With the 
sympathetic concurrence of the provinc'es and the States in the Efistern 
Kegion Mr. Suhrawardy tells us in his optimistic language, “stocks are 
l)eginuing to follow. The trickle from the neighbouring provinces has 
started and oui supplies are being slowly hut surely augmented.” As yet 
the leNtd <d piiie.H d<»es not betray any evidence of augmentation. I should 
have imagined that the statement nf the present Minister of Civil Supplies 
wlio was the past Minister of Finance in this province would be replete with 
concrete detaiils. Figure.? dance liefore his eyes. Mr. Suhrawardy has not 
given us any Kalaiu'e sheet of the food p<»sition of the province. He is not 
sure whether there has been shorUige of rice in the province. He who 
pretended t(» umlerstand the psychology of the masses lietter than anybody 
else on the 2(»th March, 1943, is a(>ologetic today. He .says, “It appears 
to me that insistence on shortage would inrrea.se panic and stimulate hoard- 
ing and thereby aggravate the general foo<l scarcity and push up the prices.” 
He is very well sati^fied with the results of the food drive. I like the 
expres.>lon “drive”. The race of slnve-<lrivers <loes not seem to l>e extinct. 
In his statement without giving figures Mr. Suhrawardy i.s supposefl to have 
dehoanled stocks in the region of seven to eight million mauuds — he did not 
tell us wdiether of rice or piubly. I^st night he made a statement on the 
floor of the House that his comprehensive census betrayetl deficits in almost 
every district in Bengtil, Shall I attempt to accHuint for the figure — seven 
to eight million maunds with reference to Major-General Wood’s figures? 
The current year’s production he estimated at six million nine hundred and 
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sixteen^* ihouf^ud tons. The c«rry*over from the last year he eatimated at 
one million tons. The Central Government’s proposed supply to Bengal is 
to the extent of five hundred and fifty thousand tons. The gmnd total 
therefore is eight million four hundred and sixty-six thousand tons. The 
average annual pro<luetion from I9‘Ui to 1941 is eight million one hundred 
and eighty-one ihousjjiid tons. So aocxmling to these figures there is a 
surplus of two hundred and eighty-fiYe thousand tons. It is signihoani that 
Mr. Suhwiwardy’s dehounled figure of seven to eight million mounds 
approximates the carry-over figure of Major-General Wootl. 

Mr. Suhrawardy has not calculated the requirements of the year within 
the prov'ince. If we asMime that the rice-etitiiig p<»pulatiou of Bengal «t 48 
million souls, and if we assume further that the per capit/i consumption of 
11 chattaks per day, then in ac(*ordaiw*e with the forecast of 1942-48 there 
will he a deficit <»f (J -9 million maiiiids. I may hardly jmint out that the 
Jail Code assumes a c(»nsiimption of rice of 7 maunds |H*r head per annum. 
The figure given hy the Land Beveiiue CommisMon is 9 maunds per head per 
annum. The figures tor consumption mhipteil h\ the present Ministry 
regarding the recpiii ements of tamilie.s with stin ks are 14 seers per month 
for males and 12 seeis pci month toi temales .md sccus per month l)el<tw 
the ape o{ 14 \ears and a}»o\c the apo* of 1 \cars. ( liildien below the age 
of 4 >earH ha\c no re(juirements. l’he\ do imt <*al >et the\ live. They hu\e 
certainly rmt votes. 

I do not grudge for a moment the se!f-coinplaccnc> ol the Minister. On 
tlie 2nd June. 194‘{, a Pres^-note of the Ministry of the Civil Supplies sjioke 
as fidlows : “There is every reason to helune lliat prices have reached 
their ficak. Witli the estahli‘-hment ol free traile in hxistern Zone and the 
Steps that are being takiTi to tighten up the administration of the FikmI 
Grains Contrid Or<ler and to unearth luKirds, there is grouml ior solid 
confidence that prices will begin to fall.” 

On the 3rd June, 1943, there was a discussion befw<»en the Premier of 
Assam ami the Premier ot Bengal. I shall he glad to hear the results ol the 
discussion. On the .siime day the Orissii .States imfM)sed export duty of Bs. 4 
to Rs. 10 per iiiaund. On the 8th June, 1943, Mr. Sii lira wordy iinifle the 
following statement to the public: ”My visits t4» Bihar and Orissa have 
yielded satisfactory results and we have been able to appreciate each <ither’« 
point of view and difficulties. lioth pmviiices ha\e agreed not to requisition 
stocks in future or to interfere with the movement of f<K)d-grains in any way. 
They liave also agreed to look into the previous cii.ses of re([uisition of stocks 
which were meant for Bengal. The food-supply officers of lK>th the Govern- 
ments have agreed to examine each oase and merchants who have any com- 
plaint to make regarding the various orders of reijuisition or freejsing should 
apply to them as early as possible. Both the Governments liave also 
instructed their various officers not to requisition any further traders’ stock. 
Traders ’and merchants therefore ran continue to purchase sU>cks in these 
cones and move them into Bengal without hindrtmee. The Assam Govern- 
ment have similarly opened their doors to free trade. It is hoped ihtti all 
these vill result in rice foreinfj^ into Brvfpil from all directions and bring 
prices dotrn all round tn Bengal^ hut in other provinces as well,** 
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Hia prpmises have not come true. Bengal has not yet acquired any 
advantage. The other provinces within the Eastern Zones have merely been 
dragged up to Bengal’s price level. It is the good tale of Icarus of old. I 
wonder if the Bay of Bengal will be christened by the present Ministry the 
Icarean Sea. I now come to the measures adopted by the present Ministry 
for the solution of the food problem. The abolition of zonal barriers is not 
the policy of the present Ministry. They are claiming credit for Govern- 
ment of India policy. The food-grains control order has indeed been 
tightened, but the policy of allowing big industrial (‘oncerns of Calciitta as 
also Government agents to purchase rice unfettered from within the province 
or from outside the province included within the Eastern Zone at any price is 
a policy not of free trade. The ordinary civilian producers and ordinary 
civilian coiisuniers are both placed in a position of great disadvantage. Thi.s 
indicy reminds me of the doctrine of freedom of contract illustrated by 
Dickens with his immortal wit — the contract between an elephant and 
chicken for the pur[H>se of dancing. Free trade within the province and the 
right to piircha.se un fettered without fixation of price are inconsistent, 
illogical iind uneconomic propositions. 1 sliould like to know from the 
Minister (I ) whether the Ministry has made up its mind to stop export from 
tire pix)vince; {2) whether the Ministry has seemed aderpiate tran‘iiH)rt 
faeilities from the eeirtre. It so to what extent!^ (3) Whether the 
Ministry has been able with the con<’urrence of the military aiithoritie.s to 
release sufficient inland transport for inter-district tr*affic; (4) whether ih^ 
Ministry lias been able to secure ade((uate (plant it ies of rice and other food- 
grains from outside the province — I do not want to know the figures at the 
operational stage. I should like ts) visualize Mr. Suhrawardy's “trickle”. 
(5) 1 sirould like to know the (juantit> of horo crop — it has lieen harvested, 
and also tlie forec'ast of the aus crop. t(>) I should like to know to what 
e.xtent black-market lots been penalised. 1 should like to know if influential 
profiteers and hoarders have been brought to hook. (7) I should like to know 
if Mr. Suhraward^ ’s oath of honesty ha.s been administered to the hierarchy 
of ofti(‘ial.s in the Supply Dejwirtment, against wlioiii allegations are rampant. 
(8) I should like to know why Calcutta and greater Calcutta have been 
excluded from the anti-hoard drive. Is it becanise this is where we live and 
earn^ Is it because the trade-l»arons of Calcutta have all adopted philan- 
thropic mission of Messrs. M. A. Ispahani*' (9) I should like to know the 
amount spent by the Ministry on the agricultural hwius between the 1st 
April, 1943, and today, I should like to know the amount actually spent 
on test relief works on these dates. (10) I should like to know the amount 
spent on gratuitous relief. (11) I ‘should like to know if the Ministry has 
succeeded in obtaining the transport facilities for the purpose of bringing 
wheat and other foo<l-grains from across the seas. What are the terms of 
Mr. Suhrawardy’s appeal to the United Nations!^ 

In my opinion famine and pestilence can never be solved by large promises 
and smooth excuses. Nor can they he solved by a far-oflF White Hall Moghul 
who on June 3rd, 194-3, ivS rep<»rted to have stated as follows: “The rice 
situation causes anxiety and must continue to do so as long as the Burma 
crop is lost to us. The chief concern at present is for Bengal and specially 
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Calcutta where the price of rice is over eight times pre-w’ar.'* His premise 
were wrong, his theories are wrong, hi.s expectations hove not yet come true 
The establishment of a National (ii‘verument in India, to my mind, iij th< 
only solution. The “Grow More F<kh 1 Campaign” will hardly solve ou 
sufferings. From 1891 to 1941. i.e., in the course of fifty y«*r», BengnFi 
p<»pulution according to census figures has d.mbled from thirty-one millioi 
souls to si^t\-one million souls. The net aresi which was sown in Ilengai 
with fiKKl crop between 1940-41 is 24 7 million aus.

Mauivi AHMED ALI MRIDHA: Sir, I will not make any oration now. 

I will only give certain facts which are directly in my po.ssession with regard 
to the food situation in my part of the country. You know. Sir, and I hope 
Mr. Banerjee over there who Mas in direc t posse.s.iion cd all these fac'ts 
knows this. In my part of the country, I mean the subdivision of (loalundo 
which is my constituency, crop failed in July, 194‘J. Mr. Banerjee was 
g(K>d enough to reply to my <iuesti(uis in the Assembly and admitted that . 
crops failed. It remains a fact that in that ]>articular subdivision more 
or less acute distress jirc‘vailed sim-e IJb'S. To our misfortune the entire 
crop failed in 194v and so the di^tre^s prc'vailing toda> can better be imagined 
than descril)ed. I d(» not know definitel> what is the (ondition in the sub- 
divisions of (?ontai and Tamluk in the district oi Midnapore. 1 believ*" 
there the condition l)eggHrs description. Thcdr condition i> such whicdi 
demands every sym[»athy and .support from any administration that may 
exist. Neverthel(‘ss, my part of the c’ountry also demanded re.sponse from 
the administration since the time the crc»p failed in July, 1942. 

Sir, I made u referencM* of this to the llon’ble Minister by questions in 
the Assembly and thereafter by representation and by submitting notes by 
putting all suggestions pc>s8ible, and even scuiietimes I attempted to put 
certain sc-hemes tojiim. Then, Sir, I went begging with a begging boMl 
before him and alsc> before the Hon'ble Minister in charge of Food Supplj, 

I mean the Nawab Bahadur. My letter*' were generally responded to by 
Mr. Banerjee but M'hen questions were raised as to uhat was the jaissible 
solution he always referred me to the Hon'ble XaMab Bahadur from uhom 
nc» restKmse was received. When 1 approached Mr. Banerjee for assistanc^e, 
help was rendered by a reply referring airuin to the Hon'ble Nauab Bahadur 
of Daeca. Vnfortunately callousness continued until I came in lebruary 
to make a rejuesentation in the matter. A (question uns put by me but all 
my efforts to get redress were in vain. Mr. Banerjee could not render any 
help. We came running up to the FchkI Minister and I also met the Direc- 
tor of Civil Supplies not once, twic'e or thrice hut more than that. I made 
representations and I am happy to say that after the formation of the 
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pment Ministry the people of my suhdirision are jrettiiiir some supplies 
since then and the pcwrer sec tions are gettinjr supply of rice at Rs. 15 per 
maund. (Cries of “Hear, hear’’ fnmi the Coalition Party benches.) In 
this. way, Sir, although the distress continues. j>eople are suffering acutely 
and thev have not suftirieiit food, still something of a supply is available 
and the people are not entirely without supply Wause timel\ help is being 
reriileied by the |)resent Ministry. I may tell you, Sir, that at least some- 
thing of an equilibrium has been established in my district. Sir, I know 
of a man in my subdivision who had a huge stiuk, but he refused to give 
n)e any supj)ly. But something had to be done because mv family was 
there in my village home. I ottered to purchase .sto<‘k from him. but he 
refused to give me any supply at all. Sir, ns soon as the fofwl drive was 
launche<l its effect in the (i(»alundo subilivision eoiibl be seiui then and there. 

I reeeived a letter fnmi that partii'ular gentleman offering to give me 
supjdies and I was requested to send mv man to receive supplies 
from him. 1 did accordiiigl\ and 1 got the supply. If tin* foot! 
drive has not done anytliing els«‘, it has at least established something of 
an e(juiliht ium in the countryside and in man\ pboes people are getting 
supplie.'i for 15 days or ‘Jtl dax" or one month. There has been some supply 
of rice and people of all 4iadi‘s or positimi who were starxing Indore are 
now getting a supply and are m»t erxing for a morsel of food as before. 
(Xoi-e from tlie Opposition benches.) I know, Sir, wliere the shoe pinches. 
(Laughter.) In the couiitrxsidc I notice a marked improvement in the matter 
of siip|)lie-. I also notice that stocks are being moved to (’hittagong, 
Faridput. Dacia and other di'*tiicts — east. \u*st and north. This is the 
efteet ot the present Ministry’*. tiMid drive. 1 also notiie that from otlier 
countries. I mean Biliar. Orissti jumI otbet places, soim* supplier bnve iMone. 
are loniing and will come. Smiething we ba\e got, are g(*tting ami will 
get. 

That is all. Sir. that I have got !•» sa\. Theiefore, Sii, the tuikling of 
the f(K>d jiroblem which was a failure before has beconie a success due to the 
eft'oits of Mr Suhrawardx juid lor this we are all grateful to him ((’lies 
ot “Hear, hear ’ from the (’oalition Faitx benches.) 

Kazi EMDADUL HAQUE: Mr Sfieaker. Sir. sitting as I d«» unattached 
with any party (»r group in thin Huu^e. I think it behoves me tliat I slioubl 
not support or opjmse any j)art\, be it (fovernment or ( tjqiosition, in a 
partisan spirit, Vuit I should exerei-e my free judgment and take decision 
on the meiit of the nu»tions before us. # 

Sir, nothing on earth is dearer than life, and for the jireservation of 
this life food is esssential. So when foodstuftn lH*come scarce in the country 
the anxiety of the j>eo|)le Irecoines very mm h acute. And more the anxiety, 
the more perturbed do the people become and in their utter helplessness 
thev look U[) to the sovereign autlu»ritv or more approjiriatelv, the (iovem- 
ment of the country, for help and succour. Our Oovernment here is 
represented by the Ministry which i-* coiufKised of men elec ted by the [M.»ople. 
Let us therefore see how our own men sitting over our destiny dis<*harge 
their obligation. 
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Sir, now to deal effectively and satisfactorily with the food problem at 
a time when the calamity has spread all over the province is out of the 
question. To tackle the question with a view to giving substantial relief 
is also an uphill task and cannot be done overnight. For this some -time 
is necessary. There must also be a clear-cut policy, a comprehensive scheme, 
a definite programme and a willing heart. The Food Minister has furnish^ 
ed an elaborate programme. It comprises a definite programme and a plan. 
Tie has visualised and rightly visualised that imf^ort of foodstuffs from 
outside the province and utilisations of internal food stock.s would contribute 
largely to the solution of the problem, and be rightly thought that there 
are large stocks locked up in the godowns of the greedy nuihajanx, and 
that they must be found out and made available to the jieople. With this 
'view in mind the hood Minister laun<‘hed upon an anti-lioarding campaign 
and the result of it is that the mahajam, the traders, will now be compelled 
to surrender their hoards to the (Tovernmenf on recpiisition. It was in 
]>ursuance of that scheme that fhe f<H)d drive was undertaken. The food 
drive was undertaken not in a spirit which j>romj>ted anti-hoarding campaign 
but it was done with a view to ascertain the real stock of the people and 
the food requirements of the particulai areas. With this end in view, the 
food campaign was re.**orted to. Now, the (loviernment is in possession of 
the actual figures of requirements of the country as well as of the fond 
stocks. So fur so good. The food drive was carried on in a spirit to which 
the people might md take exception. Instructions were issued to the offi- 
cers that they should, after consulting the opinion of the people and 
addressing them, form food committees. Food committees were organised 
accordingly. iSurely these have been organised to serve every village and 
hamlet. In short, everything pos.‘»ible has heen done. Now it reijuires 
(Toverninent to put into action the ]»rogramme that they have in view. 
Surely there are (’ertain drawbacks and objectionable features in that pro- 
gramme, but in spite of su<*h shortcomings the Si heme presents a workable 
basis. Criticisms by different s[)eakei> have already brought to the notice 
of the House the defects of the scheme. The (juestion of the exclu>ion of 
( ah’utta and Howrah fnuu the food drive has already been refeired to as 
unjust and improper. It is said that on account of a<lmiinstjative reasons 
Calcutta and Howrah were left tuit, and that the Minister in charge has 
taken step.s to take uj) those plaees ere long. If there is cogent rea.son for 
exclusion, he (‘ertainly has his reasons for not doing it so long, but not 
otherwis<* : on this matter (»pinion will have to he formed by me after hearing 
the Hon’ble Minister's reply. % 

Now, Sir, it was a great mistake on the part of the Ministry to have 
fixed 10 chittaks as the ration for a male per day. I think it, to say the 
least, is half the daily requirement of an individual. Again, I do not 
know what has induced the Ministry not to make any provision for children 
up to the age of 4. Perhaps it is not within the knowledge of the Hon'ble 
Miui.ster in charge of the Fo<»d Department that rice ceremony takes place 
on the 7th month after the ba!)y's birth. After the rice ceremony has Iteen 
gone through the ehildreu are taught to eat rice. Therefore provision ought 
to have been made for the children as well. How did it escape the notice 
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of the Hon’ble Minister I do not know. He ought to hare consulted his 
party men who come from rural areas. They could have enlightened him. 
The Hon*ble Minister seems not to have consulted them. Be that as it may, 
he opght to make a clear statement to explain why Calcutta and Howrah 
were left out. He must not make a secret of administrative reason but 
must divulge the entire facts to the House. 

Then he has asked the ])oor agriculturist people to make 8a<‘rifice of the 
surplus stock of food in their po.s.session in times of need for their neighbours, 
but that is not the ba.si8 on which he should have proceedetl. This is 
indeed an abnormal situation and no human being cun cope with it. I 
regard it at a visitatiim. a punishment from al)ovi‘. in consefjuencj,* of our 
Godlessness. God has sent down His wrath on u^. If. therefore, the 
Minister wants to do justice to the cause of the hungry he must look to 
Heaven and the Holy Quron when* lie will find a re.il solutiofi of the pro- 
blem. 1 hope the llon’lde Minister will try to n*ad (he passag«*s on ('hurity 
in the Hol\ Jlook. There charitic'' an* < laste<l imder two heiuls- compul.s<try 
and optional. He has been rlealing with the < harit\ optional. He has uske<l 
the village peojde to releiisr their tuiplus too<l in laMtu) id their more 
m*ed\ tellnw-bn*tliren, but lie has not similarly asked tin* great mi’ii who live 
sumptuously to make the "aiTihce as well, althoutdi in their cast* such 
.sacrifice is (‘ompulsory. Kxtractions should he mailr from the rich : a sort 
of tax must he levied on them in oidn to ti*ed the poor. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Ho w long will \ou take to finish. You havi* alieurly 
exceeded the time. 

Kazi EMDADUL HAQUE: Oril\ tw'o mimite.s more, Sir. 1 would ask 
the H in’hle Minister over and again to read the Hoi) (^uron, specially the 
passage' in which charitv ha^ been diseUHs<.d. I would ask him to pay 
sfiecial attention to that, so that he will be out ot the wood ami money 
might he available in order to feed the poor. I beg oi him to 
take a lesson from the Holv t^uron where he will be abb to find a right 
solution in the right direction. Gtherwi.si* he will be groping in the dark, 
dumbfounded. 

La.stly, I would ask the Hon’bb* Mini-tcr in charge to make a clean 
breast of the reasons why be left out ('alcutta and Howrab troiii lii*- food 
census while giving reply.

That la'ing- the ease they insi^te-d that Be*ngal must 
supply Mauritius, ('ey Ion and other places m the Middle Fast aricj we haci (o 
comjily with that because \\v liad practically im ofhcT figure My siihmissjon, 
Sir, is, had the* Hon’hle Minister takc*n pains to look into the- anhive*s of the 
AN riters Buildings he would have fa^en satisfied at ome that Bc*ngal is a 
deficit province and he xxoiild })a\e rake*n all soit-.! of pre*c'aiilions and would 
have also warned the jieicjdc* of Bengal to ccoiscrve what little* they had 
already got. 

The next thing that I yyant to place ladore tlie House is that hy this food 
drive which had been undertaken by this Ministry of lale they created 
disaster in the minds of the people jisychologn ally. First of all, the 
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Miiiintry had allot ted 10 rhattaeks for a working? adult. You can very well 
that thin is too iiwufficient a (juota. By that allotment the 
j»oor agrifulturiHts were thunder-struck, they were outwitted as to how it was 
j»ossil)Ie for them to he en^^a^^ed in ^^row more f(M>d with the ration allotted 
to them. The\ are a.skin^, “how can we ‘grow more food’ w'ith such small 
ration and even if we ^row' more food wliat is the utility if we oiir.selves are 
j>o<jrl> fed and we cannot feed our de])endaiit.s.” So psychologically it has 
done a ^^neat harm to the countryside aiul to the a^-riculturi-st.s. I would 
ajipeal to the Hon’lile Ministei that he should he jiractical so far as the 
agriculturists are conrerned. rulers that miscom eption can be removed from 
the minds of the agricult uiu^ts 1 think no amount of jilanning in Writers’ 
Buildings will help this country. 

With these words, Sir, I hoja* that the ll(»n‘l)le Minister will take realities 
into considerat ion .

waH the belief of the Oo vein merit tJiat it wan the only unsocial activities of 
the hoarrlers that were responsible for the prevailing? acut^ distress, that 
stocks were just sufficient to meet the demand and all that was needed was 
to (hem by an energetic and ruthless camiiaign, the procedure of 

which couhl never be imagined by any man of common sense. I don’t deny, 
Sir, that there is no necessity of stock-taking. In fact the last Government 
of wliich I had the honour to be a member, tried to do its best to have a 
s(o<;k-(aking thixnighout the province, but not in tlie manner in which the 
pre.sent Ministry has done it. Put that was never allowed by the 
olistructionist policy of the Governor and the officials who dominated the 
Civil Supplies Department then. 

The food dri\e iiegan on the 7th ot .June and ended on the 20th ot June. 
Subseituently he made anotlier speech in the Rotary Club. I don’t know in 
wbat m<H)d be wa.s then. He said, “He is no longer in a numd to dispute 
the existence ot shortage in the ^uppl\ id rice whatever its magnitude may 
he.” Then he began to speak of Inaccinacv in the census <d f<M)d jio^ilion. 
Some amount of inaccura<\ is iiie\itable, but its significame should not be 
exaggei^ateil It .shoue<l that he \\;i> lealising that inste<id of shitting the 
resjxmsihil it \ ot H»Iviiig the t(H)d jiroliltMii on the people, the ( r<>vernm(*nt 
should take ujion itself the resimnsibilit \ of s<d\ing the |»roblenj Then he 
announced a new method also; instead of coiitKdled sho])v he will f»{>en 400 
shops on behalf id the Government in the ci(.\ its<dt and 400 in the '.^lburh^: 
ill all 800 shops to bi‘ ojieiied h\ (ioveiniiient that these Government shops 
will rejilace the c<mtrolled shop*, that aie at present tunctioniiig. He 
invented aiiothei new thing. H(‘ said in the Rntar.v Club speech — “it free 
trade (in the MasPon /one) was allowed full pla> , it would have brought 
4ibout a belter distribution oi OkmI stocks and solved the bnid problem.” 
Mr. Suhraw4ird\ forgets Ibat a lenibb* wai i" i aging and the province is 
affected, and with the shortage ot suj>plv . the ditficulties of tixinsjvoi t . free 
trade, ot which he is the staunch ailv^ieate. ha'« no meaning and «:iii never 
etfectivelv vidve the IikmI pix)bleni. 'I'here is anothei’ verv great inijxutant 
thing which Mr. Snhrawardv found out that the jiieserit tinid situation and 
its comple.xit ies and the talk ot supply trom si^tei provinces must have given 
a rude shock to those who visuali.se India a" an eiititv. 1 oiinnot understand 
how Mr. Suhrawnrdy who at beli<>\«r in Paki'-tan, eould have the aiidaeitv 
to go 4»nd knock at the gates ..t tin* nindusthaii Miiiistnes, I mean the 
provinces of Hihar jind Griss,a. 

Now. Sir, I have given all these cjiiotations from Mr. Suhraw'ard v .s 
speeches before be became Mim.^ter and after bis a-'sumption ot office, only 
to show the absurditv oi his po^ition. ot liis views and of his feelings about 
the people ot the country, if any. Let me nov»- try for a few minutes to 
des<‘ribe the motives ot the last aiiti-lmarding drive. Mr. Suhrawurdy, as 
1 have pointed out, was of the view that people in mufassil had hoards, 
and therefore he wanted to liuut up these hoards. As 1 have alreadv stated, 
I am personally in favour of .stm*k taking st» lar as food-grains are eoueerued, 
but (he manner in whieh the drive was conducted and the method whieh was 
adopted to unearth the hoards were not onlv c riminal but it showed utter 
luck of knowledge of the position ot the Bengal euitivators, and their 
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difficulties. Sir. I am charging the Ministry with having* conspired with 
British Imperiali*im to follow the dictates of the white masters. Mr. Amerv 
crie<l from hitehull “there is ample food in the country; it is only 
hoarders who are responsihle for the present food position in Bengal'’. 
Delhi also e( hoeil same MMitiment. Sir .lidin Herbert installed iSir Narim- 
uddin in p(»wer aitd Mr Suhia\\ard\ luHame Food Minister. The drive 
went on to fin<l out hoard'' What was th»* cah'ulationy The basis of 
(‘ub'iilation was that an atlult male should have 7A (‘hittacks of rice for *24 
hours — no ration tor ('hildren up to 4 years of age so that after the ('alcvila- 
tit>n is made, it might be Nh(»wn that there is no shortage But let us look 
to the actual position ot a villager. An ordinar\ peasant ordinarily takes 
three no'als a da\ and would take halt a s««cr (►( i ieo for t'uch of tin* two 
major mt‘als~ inidda\ ami night meals and -1 ehittaeks early in the morning, 
before he goes (nil to w oi k in the fields This will make a total <»f at least 
1] stH'rs a da\ In that place, the btaal Ministei calculated on tin* basis 
ot ehittaeks j)ei head pel d,i\ Sir. I ti*cl vci \ strongU on thiis parti- 

lular i-'sm* I sa\ . Sii, emphatiealK that this was onl\ a deviee or a 
cloak t(t shift ihe losp.iiiNilolitv ,01 the people in the statement W'hii’h 
r Suhi.iwardx pho ed hetore the lloiisr the othfM da\ he staled, “Tlu* 
diivt* h.is ai liievcd om- gie.it thing It has n*stored eonfidiMiee aniongsi 
the p<MU and has <lii\en the p.inn to the minds of the hoarders I'rankly 
Spc.iking. I am g-Teath S.itishcfl with tlie lesult The heait of the people 
Js sound and I hope 1 'liall he paidoiicd t<o saving so | joe! th.it it beats 
with It" I say. Sit. .\f f ^uhi.iwardv teels that the h«*art id the people 
is sound and lh.it the he.iit beats with him But that was beeaiise ln‘ do(*s 
not know then hearts; a man who has not the eonimon sense, the ordinary 
Jii toi m.it ion what an ordinal v eultivatot lakes everv dav, ean nevei truly 
gauge the situation that h** has ereated hv liis anti-hoarding dnve. 

In anotln't jdaee he lots stated, “'I’heie were two major factors that we 
have to rleal with one, the panic hroiight about liv tlie iiismtem** on 
shortage and the other, the greed hiought about h\ speculative rise 111 
pi ires Sir. m.iv I s;i\ tiiat Mr Suhrawardv * as « reated parin’ in tin* 
minds <d the [e-ojih* by his anti-houid campaign Ihe ordinarv peasanlK 
had iio hoard. It mig'ht la* that some log jotihn^ <0 sjone hig^ agriculturists 
or some traders might h.ive some hoar<l-, hut as then* was n(» bar to Calcutta 
firms making tree punliai-es ot foodstufls in the inufassd, whutevi’r rice 
could he h.nl w.is iiaiisjeired to Cah iitta as Cahiltta was eveluded from 
the operatnm of the drive. Sir. 1 niav tell \ou that this House, arnl 1 
belii'Ve the niajontv of the nn*mlH'rs <»t (his Houso who come Irom the far 
oft villages of Bengal, realise that then* has lM*en a panic created amongst 
the peasants of this unfortunale land to su< h an ♦‘Nt4*nt that tln*\ (»n* even 
expressing lelintaiiee to grow more tood h»*eause thev realise that evi'ii if 
they grow more food that food will la* takiri awav from ttiem on the basis 
of eah’ulation at ih ehittai’k' per In-ad per <la\, wliieh is not onlv dangerou.s 
but deceptive and erinniial. W’iiv slooijfi they then uinlergo the hardships 
and difficulties of eultivating then lands to grow more food? Uecently, 
Sir, 1 i^rtUell H cireiilar ein|uiriiig about the result.s (he drive as Secretary 
of the Nikhil Bangu Krinhak J^roja Samil\, about l.(jMH) in uuiulrer, to the 
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different d.etrnt, of Bengal. I hare received in reply a large number of 
.orrenpondenre ,n wln.-h they have stated inter „ha that those who started 
this ant.-hoard ,lr.ve ..ampaign possibly have no heart, possibly they have 
no knowledge of the position of the cultivators of Bengal, otherwise they 
would not have eal.-ulated on the basis of 7* ihittaeks per head pe' day' 
Ihey have expressed their horror as the Government would seiae the crop 
and wily Hnould they more food. ^ 

My Mr Suhrawardy, while speaking on the food situation in 

the nimith of thaitra, apprehended inas^ starvation in Ashar. May I ask 
him, this iH the end of Ashar, what will happen to the people of ‘Bengal 
when the pnee ot nee is ruling between Us. :i:, and 4(1 > He apprehended 
mass starvation when the priee was ruling between lU 14 and lU 15 and 
today after be has sueeesHfullx driven out whatever riee the a^^rieuUurists 
Ignorant as they are, kept for the eonHiim]>tion of the family and of the 
a oiirers whom they would empbty for agricultural juirposes, after all those 
etoeks have been taken away from them, what is ^.oinj, to happen to these 
HKneuIturist.s, who have nothing with them jiraetieallv at the present 
moment V Mr. Suhrawardy fouml fault with the last Ministry for deelar- 
inR sliortuKe ()f nee in Helical and ereatin^r panic by that. May 1 erKiuire 
Mhat sort of panic he has created by his anti-hoarding^ eampai#;n!^ The 
situation IS certainly abnormal and for a one-partx Ministry to try to solve 
that problem is a vain hope Mr. Fazlul lliu, alwavs ^ai.l that he was 
certainly in favour, if necessarx , of an all-part , n Government in the province 
H(» that all the major pndilems nn>ht be sucfcssfully ta(-kled Undue 
advantaKe was taken of this view and this Ministrx was ' installed in power 
with the result that in jilace of juice ruling between J(s. 1.5 and Bs. lM) 
dunn^r the regime of the last Ministrx. the price of rice is ruliiiK between 
Bs. ;i.5 and Bs. 40 jier maund today. What a shame and utter barefaced- 
ness of the jmsilion of the Mii.istrx which sits tijrht in the Treasury Bench! 
Sir, It is not for me to ^ive this Ministrx an\ formula to solve this' problem. 
This Ministry never wanted our <-o-oi>eration. The way in which we were 
treated - we were asked to particijiate in one or two conferences— was 
nothiiiK short of a scandal. After Mr Suhrawardy had already issued 
instructions about his aiiti-hoardinj? drive, he jilaced before us his printed 
leaflets. 


As I know the jiresent jmsition, jieople are d> in^r of starvation, jieople 
have been reduced to skeletons and the m<»re seriou-^ situation is that paddy 
seeds whiidi the cultivators had, have all been eaten up and if within a 
very short time, rice is not sujiidied in larjre quantities to the mufasail 
areas, because those areas have been ilenuded of ri(‘e on account of the 
drive and the drive only — there will not only lie mass starvation and deaths, 
but chaos, disorders, riots, plunder and loot and all sorts of thingrs that I 
cannot visualise with equanimity. Sir, as 1 have said, there was a motive 
behind the whole drive. Even stcwk taking? which was the intention of 
the drive could not be taken as the peojile ffrew panicky. If a declaration 
had been made that it was the Government's intention to only take stock 
of the f(K>d-jf rains and that it was not the iutentirm to seise any g^rain that 
would be in ext'ess of actual requireinenbi, I am absolutely certain that 
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there could have been a real stwk taking. Sir, the (Government took a 
great responsibility in declaring that TJ (‘hittucks was sufficient for an 
average adult in Bengal who either cultiyates in the fields or works in 
factories. This may be the (‘a^e with those who fill their ladlies with bread, 
butter and all kinds (d meat whe^ther i|ue*itiimable or (dherwise. But this 
could never be true tor those who only take ri<‘e ami (hiL 1 am not in the 
habit of treating these things hghtl\. The Krishak Proja Parliamentary 
Party <*f which I hai^pen to be the leader and the Nikhil Banga Krishak 
Samity whi<*h workN in the countryside stand f(»r the cause (»f the peasants 
of this country. The p<dic\ of the pres^uit Ministry in making this drive 
has done not onl\ grave njjustice btit a ermd wnuig to the p<*nsunts of this 
country. 

Sir . I am nt»t in tlie habit »d throwing «un i halleiiges, but 1 am here 
standing l>eiore this Houst* m all sen«»usm‘ss on liehalf of the starving 
millions of peasants of the eountr\ and I throw out this <hullenge to the 
Food Miiiiste! and the Pliiet Minister that 7.} ehittarks is not the basis of 
the ( ulculation . Pet tlieie be a plebiscite of tilt* jifttple taken tt» know wliai 
is the real truth 

Sir. btdore 1 Mt down I will speak a lew wt»rds about Mr. Suhrawardy's 
activities. Mr Snhrawardv li.i-' deelaretl that he is >a1islit‘d with tin* result 
of this diive, 1 sa\ , as I have alieath repeatetl before, tin* tirive has b(M*n 
a failure Tiie dnv<* lias (Teatt‘d a panic in tiie niintls ttf the p<*ople. It 
has Hot even .sue< t-eded in ai tna! stock-taking as was <lt‘sired by tlie Food 
Mililstel 

Sii. lit'tore I com hide 1 express the same sentiment which Mr. Suhru- 
waidv tlid ill the com Imiing jnution t»f his speccli delivcn*<l on the lOth 
of Maieli tin the siieeial motion, 'I’ht* food jiroldem is serious - the situa- 
tion at the present moment is s<i eritieal tlial it cannot be solved by a one- 
purtv ( iovernment . All tin* different jiarties shoiihl sit together and a 
rejiresentative (iovernment of all parties nIiouM 1m* allowt‘il to funelion ho 
that this very serious probh*m might he tackletl sueeessfirlly. Therefore, 
in (‘tmelusion. I would ajijieal rri the name td all lliat is saered ami divine, 
in tlie name of the jieojile nt the entire province, in the name of the 
oj}]iies>ed, suj)pr(*sse<l and the <le[)ressed ot the count ry. in tin* name of 
the starvirjg millions of jieusaniry who are dving for a morsel of food 
today. I would appeal to the Indian members id this House to cast their 
votes in favour of the motion that is before the House.

Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: Mi Speaker. Sir. the suhieot 

under discussion is not onl_\ an iinjiortant oio' hut a v<*r\ seiious one too. 
Tlie situation is indeed an ahnorinal one due ii(>t to loral c<»nditions hut to 
the ciuiditions prevalent in the whole \^orl<l toda.N hv which evervhod\ is 
more or less utiected. On the one haml tiiereiore the situation calls for a 
strong and iletermined a<*tion and on the other it is necessary that those 
who are enti listed with this v^ork should have a syiiipathefii' consideration 
and shouhl he assisted by useful suggestions so that they may guide their 
activities along right lines. There is no room therefore for any caustic 
and destructive criticism, nor is this the time tor introducing political or 
party considerations. 

So far as the subject is (‘oncerned, no less than 111 resolutions were tabled 
out of which 9 have actuall\ been moved on the floor of the Hou.se. Alle- 
gations of various kinds have been made tending to suggest that the present 
Government of Hengal are .solely and wholly responsible for everyone of 
the items of difiieiilty and misfortune which have happeue<l in this province. 
Suggestions have also been sought to be given as to how’ the situation can 
be tackled. If one were to analyse these suggestions along with the reasons 
which have been advanced in the course of the debate, it will appear that 
these are so mu(‘h at variance with one another that one will surely find 
himself at seoi, should be be seriousl\ called upon to accept all the same. 

Within the very short time at luy disjMisal it is not my purpose to deal 
with the resolutions on their merits. 1 .shall (‘ontent myself on this occaaion 
to speak in general terms with regard to one or two of the subjects which 
appi>ar to me to he somewhat of an important eharacier. 
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Much has been said abtmt the shoHafre of fomi^^raius sj>ecially of rice 
in Bengal and suggestion has been made that it should be detdared a 
famine area. I do not know how a de«*laration (»f that chura<‘ter will solve 
the difficulty. The situation is well known and such steps us are po.ssible 
for any human institution have been sincerely and seriously undertaken. 
There may be shortage now in the country hut there could not have been 
any shortage in the months of Januarx and February immediately after 
the harvest of the 4tmtm crop. We kimw however that there was a <Ty of 
shortage raise<l in .lanuarv if not earlier causing an unpreceilented panic 
in the minds of the innocent people in the interior, resulting in liourding 
as far as possible in inan> instuiu't'.s. So far as we know, no attempt was 
even then made a.^ to how pe<»plc <*oubl help themselves to get out of this 
difficulty beyond asking the su|M*rior authorities to make a ilcclaration that 
there was a shortage in this province. It is a matter of gratifi<*ation that 
measures are now being taken in the right direi'tion advising and guiding 
people to utilise their vacant lamK attaidied to their homesteads at least 
for the purpose of growing vegetables and such othi*r fiMid crops. 

In the next place it is alleged that the pi ices of nee and other articles 
of food have gone very high and that nothing has been dom* t») arrest the 
same. l\*e liave had historical dis(*ussion of stutistii'.s in the past two 
days. It mav be recalled howev4*i that the prices of rii'e and othtT food- 
stuffs were on the rise troin .lanuarx. We wer»* not then informerl 

it any steji wa> at all taken to •.top its progn'ss in this upward direetion. 
Jt i^ a matter of elementarx principle that when the producer of rice has 
got to purchase cloth, oil and other necessities of Itfe at a much higher 
I»rice. he should have s<mie price for his rie«* as well. Tlo'se rises of price 
cannot b<‘ said to have injured a true agi iculturist who grows his own rice; 
but since he is only one of the links of the social chain he has got to be 
kept under cmitnd so that be max not beak awa> from the main chain. 
It is for this reason that the prices sljonld be bi’ought under some (ontrol 
as siKin as it is feasible to do ho. These high prie4*s have affected th<* middle 
classe.s whose income is limite<l ami the laiidleHs labourers who have to 
dejiend upon manual ialamr tor their t<M>d hikI the earning under present 
coiiditioiiH is insuftiiieut to give them u suiiare meal. These prices have 
therefore affected those following ^Mune sort of parasitH' (Hs-upation depend- 
ing on others for their maintenance and it is correct that my profession of 
law ha.s been hit the lianie.st in the present times. 

These high prices of rice again cannot be said t«> be an uninived evil; 
for, I have hud refiorts from many places wh<‘rc the agiiculturists have 
utilised these high price.s in paying up their dues to the landlord up to 
the last farthing and also in clearing up their <dd debts to their mahijans, 

The real difficulty does not seem to fa* ho much in the ris<* of prices of 
foodstuff' which must be of a temporary character and which has affected 
the whole world but it is more or less due to not being able to find occupa- 
tion and employment for the people who have not got much of the lands 
for their maintenance. 
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It has Wn said that Bengal has supplied occupation and food to millions 
of non-Bengalees but she has not been able to solve the problem of the 
children of the soil. It is a great pity if things are allowed to continue 
even now in the old fashion. One of the reasons as it has struck me is that 
the illiterate Bengalee is hopelessly home-sick. He would not stir out of 
his home and village even if he is offered some occupation at a distance. 
I think attempts should be made in this direction to see that able-bodied 
men find occupation as it suits them so that they do not become unnecessary 
burden upon tlie society and the Oovernment. 

A large amount of time (d the House has been spent in dilating upon 
the statement that food drive has not been undertaken in Calcutta and 
Howrah because there are a large number of mills under the control of the 
non-Bengalee employers. Mr. Kennedy was good enough to say that this 
should have also been undertaken so that people would have known of their 
own re([uirements and that they would have g(d some assistance as to how 
they could help themselves. I wish those of the honourable gentlemen, 
who addressed v(‘rv severe language to a few Kuropean employers of labour, 
had known of the large <}uantit\ ot labour they have under them. The.se 
emidoyers are md only Europeans but there are a largt* number ot Indians 
as well. I am md in a p<>sition to hpeak on this subject with an> authority 
but I can <‘ertainl;> sj)eak about the collieries and the large volume of labour 
(On])loyed by them. It may be a pie<‘e ot news t«» the House what the three 
Associati«ins conne<‘ted with the.se ladlieries-- Indian Mining Association, 
Indian Mining Federation, Indian Colliery Owners’ Association —have done 
t(» feed the millions ot labour eniplo\ed under them at a very great loss to 
tliem; lor, besides ])uying their <luil\ wages, ea<'h cd’ the labourer.s is supplied 
with his weekl\ i at ion at a very concessional rate ami the employers pay 
the balam'c themselves. It is erne thing t(> sa> that all that is expected 
has not been done; but it is «*ntirely different to sa.\ that nothing has been 
done. 

A cry has been ruise<l even now in the course of this debate that all these 
calamities as are ]»revulent in this province are due to the fact that there 
is no National Ministry functioning in Bengal today. I never expected 
that honourable memluMs ot this Hou.se could have been so short-sighted as 
not to reali.se that this problem is md only a problem ot this province but 
it is a pndilem of India as well and perhaps of countries all over the world. 

Again 1 do not know’ what a National Ministry means for I do not find 
it defined anywhere nor has any definition been attempted even in the 
course of this debate. If it means however a Ministry, who feels being 
sandwiched between the head of the administration and the permanent 
officials, if it means again a Ministry wdio d(»es not carry conviction with 
the public, if it means a Ministry who does not command respect from 
dnybtwly, if it means a Ministry who have no confidence in themselves, if 
it means a Ministry who have no regard for the people nor for themselves, 
if it means a Ministry w’ho seek to intrmluce })ersonal considerations in the 
affairs of the public administration and in short if it is one, a description 
of w'hose achievements and activities has been given in the five statemente, 



oae made in February last and the other four made on the 5th July laat» 
we would only pray to God Almiprhty that He might save us and this un- 
fortunate provinte fnuu such a National Ministry. (Cries of “Hear, hear” 
from the Government Party Benches.) 

It has to he admitted that a trovernment is composed of human beings 
and they are not all powerlul nor even omnis<*ient. One must admit that 
the steps so far taken in the course of the la^t two months and a half by 
the present Government are not ot a 'iniall order. Tl»ev have, as it appears 
not only from reports but from fact^. with the assumption of otHces at a 
very difficult time, not shirkeii their rojxmsihilities but have tried to solve 
the difficulties that are before them a-' best as they p<vssibl\ cun. They 
are assisted at least in the Department «if Civil Supjjlies h\ m body of officers 
of His Majesty’s (lovernment most ot \\lu»m are known to be 1 m. nest, 
industriousr^ loyal and keen to ih* their very he.^t in s<*rviug this province. 

1 feel therefore that tiie >ugge>tion^ made through the it resolutions 
are varied so much from one amuher that it is impossible for one to act 
upon the same. I tru?'t hovv<‘v«‘i that (fovernmeiit will be good enough to 
consider thest* ^uggl*^t ioH'* and make the \ei\ bi'Ht Use of those of them 
which may be made Use of in view ot tin* j)rest‘nt cireum, stances. We huvt? 
kimwn the Hon hie Ministei in chaige of the Civil Supplies of the Govern- 
ment of Bengal for years n(tw Personally 1 have had an opportunity of 
working with him in chtst- (piarters bu 4 >ears and S months and although 
there were man.\ occasions when we could not see e\ e to e\e, still 1 have 
always had the highest admiration for his <*ourage and industry and for 
his anxiety to do his ver\ be.st in the midst ot difficult circumstances. I 
thank my honourable frieml Dr. San>al when he sa\s that political (‘ontro- 
versies should lx* kept aside at a time like this tluuigh the lunguugi* of hi? 
resolution is different fr(»m what he has sai<l on the floor of the House. At 
a time, when (piick action is necessary, no (’ommittee <'an be of any avail. 

The Ministr\ are al-o anxious to have discussions with the leaders of 
the various groups of this House as the\ have alreadv done on several ocea- 
siouH in the past. In this view of the matter. I feel that this is not the 
time to rai.s<* any aerimoni(Mi> diseus-^ion hut to help those, who have under- 
taken responsibilitie.s, in the discharge of their <luties. 1 do riot think 
therefore that the resolutions, even if any one is ui'cepted, will solve this 
real problem. 

In this view of the matter I have to oppose all the resolutions. (Aiiplause 
from the Eurojiean ami (joverniaeiit Parts Benche.s.) 

Mr. DAVID HENDRY: Mr. Sj>eaker. Sir, thi.s is not the first food 
debate we have in this Assembly, nor iu it likely to be the last, for as I 
see it the question of food is likely to engage our attention for at leant the 
period of the war and for some time afterwards. But the fact remains that 
this by .far the most important problem of today, is so serious that I have 
been greatly distressed during the past ten' days by the political activities 
which can only have the effect of making a solution of the problem more 
difficult through diverting attention and energies to matters of relatively 
much less importance. 
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The food situation in this province has been deteriorating for well over 
a year, and the fact that now in the middle of July, 1943, it is not worse 
than it is, almost give.s me hope that we may soon be able to see round the 
corner. Anxious and difficult months undoubtedly lie ahead however and 
much must be done to ensure that the position does not get out of hand. 
I personally have never subscribed to the belief that grain shortage js so 
acute us to reproduce the circumstances of previous famine years. But 
scarcity there is, and the present fantastic prices for rice have produced 
a price famine wlii(!h is having the most disastrous effects upon certain 
classes of peojile in Bengal. Starvation already exists in many parts of 
the jirovince and deaths from this cause have undoubtedly already occurred. 
Only the strongest measures (‘an prevent conditions from becoming worse. 

As far back as September last >ear, it could be seen that new 
and sinister features were already appearing in the difficult fofwl situation. 

Standing crops of paddy were then being purchased at prices which 
meant subsequent high prices for rice and the full significance of this entry 
of speculation into fhe staple food crop of the province was neither realised 
nor dealt with by the (iovernnient of the day. I hope, Sir, that the present 
Government is bearing this in mind and that the object lessons provided 
by other provinces in India in controlling forward dealings in crops are not 
being lost upon the present Hon'blc Minister for Civil Supplies. No attempt 
to control the main arnafi crop last year was uiidertuktui and little lias been 
done to obtain control of the forthcoming au.s crop. There is still time, 
however, and this is important, to take steps to control the forthcoming 
aniaji crop on which so much depends in Bengal during the forthcoming 
year. 

Sir, when this subject was debated in the Feliriiary-Mareli session, our 
complaint against the Ministr\ of the day was that tliey had failed to apply 
their minds to the food problem or make any genuine effort to tackle it. 
I notice that the same accuvations are now being made in the special cut 
motions by the 0])J>(^^iti(^n against tlie present Ministry. But we as an 
im]e])eiideiit pnrt\ can see a tlifteieiice 

Rai HARENORA NATH CHAUDHURI: Questhm, question! 

Mr. DAVID HENDRY: There is no (juestion. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: We do que.stion that. 

Mr. DAVID HENDRY: It is lor me to say whether we ag an 
independent party — and 1 reiterate that we are an independent party — we 
can discern a difference in the manner in which the respective Ministries 
have tackled this problem. Enough has probably not been done by either 
of them. But the most prejudiced observer cannot deny that the present 
Minister of Civil Supplies has nut only applied his mind to the problem but 
Las done so with energy and imagination. It is too early yet to raise the 
question of confidence or no confidence in the present Government in their 
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efforts to solve this food problem — they have only been in office just over 
two months — and time will k1k»w how effective their steps will be. The 
Hpu’ble Minister has been left a terrible lejfacy by his predecessors but 
in the short time he has been in office he has in our opinion been doinpr every* 
thing possible to mobili^e the internal resources of the province and to 
secure supplies from other provinces. These efforts have not ypt been 
completely successful; nor have they shown any substantial results so far 
(cries of “Hear, hear” from the Opposition llenches), hut I think that they 
will and we think that the Hon’ble Minister should have the whole-hearted 
support and confidence of thi.s House in continuing his efforts. (Uai 
Hahendr.^ Nath CiiArnin ui : For lailurc!) 

Sir, Mr. Suhrawurdy's fooil drive ma\ not have achieved ail that we 
should have liked but it has j)robabl\ achieved all that could be exyiected 
and it was certainly an essential preliminary step in dealing with the situa- 
tion. Accurate agricultural statistics in this province are unfortunately 
not available and I should like, if 1 have time, to return to that (jiiestion 
later. Ilut although the offoct of the dine can have juodiiced notliing in 
the nature of .iccurate ^tatistn's it must have ])rn\ided vuluulde iiibuiiiation 
about llie cornlitifUis throughout (h«‘ countis which can form the {oiin<)atiou 
of future mea^uie«. in tin* lural aieas. Altliough all the food-grains which 
liuve gone uiidoi giauind ina\ not have lu*eii i<*\eale«l, it soynis eleai that the 
pofition of food -.upplie*. up to tin* end of (hi.s yeai is V(»iy -erious indeerl and 
that It will he neco-sai \ for ( iovei ninoiit to orj^aiiise tlie deficit iimmis, boih 
Ulban and lural, on a rt*lief ha*.is This, Sii, will reijuiie a Vfi\ extensive 
organi.sati<»n thioughout the countiy and I shoiihl be grateful if tlie Hon‘ble 
Minister for ( nil Supplier would tell m whethei an\ thing so lai has hceii 
done in this diiectnui. Non-(»fficial agencies will of coursi* have to he used 
to a large e.xfeiit but it is essential that there should be a nucleus -if 
G(»veriiiiient distnlniting centres to guanl against total breakdown and as 
a check upon other agencies. While, Sir, we consider that the foofi drive 
was sound and imaginative, we, in comiimn with inari\ others in this House, 
are at a loss to understand why Culcutta and Howrah were excluded. It 
may have been tor administrative reanuiH or it ma\ have l>een for a suhtle 
purpose which has not yet been «livulged. Hut 1 would strongl> urge that 
this exclusion be terminated at once and that ( ulcutta and Htjwrali be 
thoroughlx combed before tliis moutli is out. There is in* time for delay 
in this matter. This is the time when such a survey within tlie ( alcutta 
and Howrah urea should be d^uie and in that tase I believe that the previoua 
exclusion can be turned to very good advantage indeed. Before this drive 
takes place within the ( allutta and Howrah area, I would also suggest that 
it is highly desirable that we should he pnivnled with the definition of \/hat 
hoarding is and what profiteering is. Without that, the drive will fail to 
yield results which otherwise might he exjiected of it. 

So far as imiiorts of foodstuffs from other provinces are concerned, the 
main difficulties appear to have Iwen transport and the very frequent changes 
in the policy of the ( entral Government of India itself. 1 see from the 
papers today that the free trade system is again going to be jettisoned and 
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I conHirier that a firmer control of the provinces is the better policy of the 
two. But we shall have to wait and see how that policy is- carried out. 
No policy unless it is firmly and efficiently carried out can be of any benefit 
whatsoever. 

Transport is, as we all know, a very major difficulty in these days and we 
would be very interested to know what action the present Government is 
prepared, or is proposing, to take regarding transport from the Punjab 
which 80 far has been unable to send us such wheat and rice as has been 
promised. If, as has been statf*d, the quantity of food-grains to be brought 
into this province will amount to 200 lakhs of niaunds, handling and trans- 
port of this large quantity will in itself be a major task and it would appear 
that it would be necessary to have a transport section in the (’ivil Supplies 
Department to carry this out efficientl\ . Transport is a very difficult job 
and not one which can be handled without a separate individual who knows 
what be is doing in that matter. I should be grateful to the Hon^bln 
Minister in charge of Civil Sup|)liC'. it he would t(*ll us whether he has tliis 
very important mutter in hand. 

So far as supplies from other provin(‘e.s are (‘(mcerned and tar as their 
trans])ortatif)n into this province i> concerned 1 hope that Govenimeiit will 
keep up their pressure upon the Central (lovernment for this province of 
Bengal stands in 41 class by it.selt. It has ji ver\ ■special case to ])ut forward 
and it is entitled U) the highest priorities Ixith as regards su])]>lips and 
transport to bring them here. Situate<l as we are with the enemy on our 
borders and witli a large portion of the heavy war industries of India within 
our borders, Bengal is entitled to miicli more assistance than any other 
province in India and I liave no doubt that tlie Hon’ble Minister for Civil 
Supplies is making full use of this argument in our present difficulties. 

Suggestions have been made in this House that the Government are 
in the hands of large employers who have received special assistance in 
obtaining food supplies for tludr labour. This, Sir, is not so and in fact 
we consider that the very opposite is the case. From January to April this 
year memlM^r firms of the Bengal Chamber of f’ommerce did receive small 
«upplie.s from (fovernment and the> were in fact unable to buy for them- 
selves in the districts at all hecausi- of the movement control enforced by 
Government. At ;the beginning of June, Chamber members were told by 
Government that they mu.st fend for themselves and, in the second place, 
they were compelled to reduce the ration they allow to their labour. There 
is no special tenderness for employers and their labour in these particular 
actions and the sudden reduction in ration without any previous notice did 
in fact cause a certain aimuint of labour unrest. As was pointed out b}* 
Mi. Kennedy yesterday employers held stocks for their labour for 4^ weeks 
only, at the end of June; the supply is now less and at no time, as was also 
pointed out, has there been any hoanling for profit. In fact, in buying rice 
in the open market at Ci annas per .'ieer and selling to their labour at 3 annas 
per seer, they have undoubtedly provided a valuable check on the level of 
prices. And nowhere, not even in Mr. .Suhrawardy’s white paper, have I 
M^eu any appreciation of the public service which these employers have done 
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in supplying cheap food to their worlters. numbering COO.IXK) in all on a 
strictly rationed basis. Sir, I maintain that .siiihcient appreciation of the 
public service done by these employers has not yet l)een voiced in any 
quarter and I should like to have some modicum of appreciation from the 
Minister in charge of Civil Supplies himself. Food-grain is distributed 
by employers on a very strict rationing ba^is of seers per w€K*k for ordinary 
industries and seers for heavier industries. If and when rationing 
comes into force in Calcutta, and we in this party consi<ler very strongly 
that the whole of ( alcutta should be rationed as early as possible, 1 hope 
when this rationing does c<»inmeiu'e, that this valuable rationing organisa- 
tion which has been in operation for so man\ months and has already gaineti 
much experience will he made full use of. 

Sir, so far we have been mainl> concerned with short-term policy for 
meeting our inimediatt* needs; thes«-, (tf ('(Uiis,*. are undoubtedly the most 
pressing nei'essities of the moment, and the ie-,])()nsi]uhties of this (jovern- 
ment in providing for these iinme<liate needs are very gieat indeed and fiuve 
already been sufficientlv urged in this House The food drive has evidently 
made available an immediate surplus of ^even to eight million imuinds; 
but that, after all, represents onl\ alMuit 3 pei cent (»f tin* total uniiual 
provincial consumi>tion, i.e., ab<»ut ten da\s’ needs for tlie province and 
there must he somewhere, I still maintain, \er\ largt* stocks of rice wloch 
have not been unearthed, hut I am not endeti\ (Hiring to cast aspersions upon 
the foo(] drive because it has uiniouhtedl\ skived a useful pur|K)se in many 
(jthei diiecti(ms besides giving us .se\en m eight million maunds of rice. 
But when the ininimuni reipiirements Imve been met, as, I liope, they will, 
the long-term p<dic\ is (»ne w liii h re(juires \ery urgent and immediate 
attention to prevent a recurrence of the ]>resent lamentable conditions. An 
early <lecision. I liave alrea<]\ ‘*nggeste<l. Sir, is re(juire<l, with regard to 
the treatment to la* accorded t<> the next nimut ci<»p. As regards the ainan 
crop it appears to me tiiat there are thiee alternatives wliii'h are open to 
Go\ernment. Fiistls, they might allow inule to (Miry on without restric- 
tion; sec()iidl> , ihe\ might bu\ up the whole emp ; or. thirdly. Government 
might (’<»nfine tlieiiiselves to bu\ing >iir itlu-'e-*, leaving sufficient for local 
reuuirements. Obviousl\ (ioveininent <lo not jiosvchs the necessary 
machinery for buMng uji the wlode crop, and m aft\ case it is highly desir- 
able that the tiade sliouhl he allowed to ium tion as jar .is possible. In view 
of past exjienenee, however, strut contnd (*l that trade is iM|uallv essential 
and ever> thing must he doiie to redui e i*]»portuniiies for sjieculation which 
have already brought such serious trouble. 

It will be necessary for (Jovernment through their own purchasing 
organisation to secure large stocks in order to ensure supplies for urV>an 
and other deficit areas and to ensure the efficient working of au> rationing 
scheme which may be introduced in the.se areas. There is no use introducing 
a rationing scheme without supplies to ration and it is inctiinbani upon 
the Government to provide itself with surplus st(»cks which will enaVde it to 
put a reasonable rationing scheme into eflect. 



With this should go, as was pointed out yesterday, strict enforcement 
of the Food Grains Control Order and the introduction of really effective 
measures to deal with hoarders and profiteers. 

The Central Government's decision not to attempt for the time being 
to enforce maximum prices does not absolve this Government from - the 
responsibility of dealing with these profiteers and hoarders in a severe 
manner, and the Central Government has in fact urged Provincial Govern- 
ments to deal ruthlessly with such people. Nowhere have we seen or heard 
of anything like deterrent penalities being imposed on those who had been 
convicted of hoarding or profiteering. In most cases, it would appear that 
the wrong person is being punished, namely, the small dealer, and that the 
larger operators have managed to escape. I would suggest, Sir, that 
profiteering offences should be made cognisable and should be tried by 
special tribunals, punishment h> imprisonment without the option of fine 
being generally imposed. 

Sir. I should like to return for a moment to statistic.s if you will kindly 
grant me a little more time. T^nfortiinately, Sir, there is in this provi.'ice 
no agricultural statistics of any value wliatsoever. The Permanent Settle- 
ment is largely responsil)le tor the inferiority of our statistics compared 
wdth those of other provinces, hut that is no reason wliy correct .stati.stical 
figures should not he obtained and no rea.son why we sIkhiUI continue to 
labour under a permanent disability. We have found in the j»respnt crisis 
that the lack of these statistics has placed us in an awkward j^o.sition which 
it would have been easier io remedy if uccuiate figures had been available 
both to the previous (lovernuuMit as well as this otje. The data on which 
our statistics are haseil at present an* faulty in tlie extrtone ami no statistics 
can he better than the materials upon vvhit'h tlie\ arc based. Exten.sive 
crop-cuttings are, as 1 l)eliev»*. alie.idx being ni.cb‘. and I should like to 
know what informaiion ba-. lieeii t*btained from ihest* ci oj>-cutt ings and !u 
particular wliul steps aie being taken to set up a reliable bureau of 
statistics. 

Finally, Sir, and before I conclmle, I should like to refer hriefl\ to the 
proposal whit’ll has been made in several motion^ that (jfovernmeiit should 
constitute a committee consisting of all jiarties to deal with tliis food 
problem. No one is imue anximis tban 1 have been m see an all-paily 
Ministry, anti we have urged repeatedl\ frtua these benches that an all- 
party Ministry i.s desirable and sboubl be formed. Tiiat unfortunately bus 
not been possible either for political tu’, it ma\ be personal, reasons and it 
does not apjiear to be practicable now. In no circumstances. Sir, can any 
self-respecting (iovernment ubroirate its functions to a committee. It is 
essential that the Government of today shoubl deal with this problem and 
it can not divest itself of this responsibility. Therefore. 1 would appeal 
to the members of this House of all parties to co-operate with the present 
Government to overcome our present ditficulties. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I rise to accord my 
whole-hefirteil support to (he resolution moved by my esteemed friend 
llai Hareudra Nath Chaudhuri and so effectively supported by him with 
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tflpimenU, facts and figures. He has also put forward in his resolution 
some sound constructive suggestions which, if put into execution, will go 
a long way to appease the hunger of this famished province. i 

Sir, sitting through the long and aearv hours listening to this debate 
one’s memory naturally travels back to the scenes which were enacted in 
this chamber on the identical problem three mouths ago. With a few 
significant exceptions the actor^ have changed places: those who have not 
changed their places have completely changed their tunes. Last night, on 
the 13th July, my friend Mr. Nareiidra Narayan ('hukrabarty was loud in 
hLs declamation against the la>t Ministry. It was on the 10th March last 
that Mr. Narendra Narayan Chakrubarty was pleased to express him.self 
in the following terms : —

That was Mr. Narfoulra Naravan ( bakrabartx onl\ three months ago. 

1 would not have tifHihled the House with an e\lract from a speech mmle 
lt\ Mr. Narendra .Narayan ( liakrahartN had it n‘»t furnished a t\ picul back- 
ground of some ot the actors m the x-ene*. which are now being etiaeted in 
the present .session. 

On the .same day, Mr. 11. S. Suhraward\ bitterly complained in course of 
hi.s .speech that in the Noakhali <!istnrt pad«ly was .selling at Us. 10 per 
maund and rice at Us, 1>. At .Sandwip it was U.s. 18 pel maund and even 
that aljHi wa» not available. Ihis he described as famine conditions appear- 
ing in the rural areas. Rice i.s selling today at an average price of Us. 3o 
per maund in the rural areas and « an hardlv be <»btained in the market. The 
Home Minister has drawn a gloomy picture of riots, looting and dacoities in 
the countryside ow'ing to the appalling food situatirm in the country. 
Calcutta, in his view, has become a city of lieggars. Hunger, disease, 
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pestilence and crime are stalking the land. Mr. Suhrawardy and Ids 
august colleagues are flourishing is ministefial glory amidst famine, 
starration and ruin. 

The one panacea for all these evils prescribed by Mr. Suhrawardy and 
his supporters during the last debate was the immediate termination of the 
Fuzlul Huq Ministry; and he went on canvassing for tfe support and the 
verdict of the Assembly. That verdict was denied to ipm more than once 
b> the Assembly. But his importunities did not go^nnheeded in other 
quarters. On the 24th April the new Ministry came into oflice with the 
Hon'ble Mr. .Suhraw’ardy as Civil Supplies Minister. They have been 
accorded all possible facilities to carry out their task. They have attempted 
to secure supplies from within the j)rovince ])y what has been described as 
the anti-hoarding drive. They have been given immense facilities for 
obtaining supplies from outsi<le the province by the Government of India 
who have lifted the provincial barriers. 

Sir, wlien the last Ministry insisted on a food inventory being taken 
tliroughout the province in the course of a fortnight by mfd)ilising the man- 
power of the Government, the\ were met with the rei>ly that Government 
officers could not be diverted from important war work. 

So far as supplies from other provinces are concerned, the Government 
of India had just promised to come to the rescue of Bengal and food-'grain^ 
were about to move from some of the provinces through the agency of the 
Government of India when the last Ministry went out of oflice. The benefit 
of those negotiations was reai»ed i)y the present Ministry when the provincial 
harriers were lifted soon utter the> to<»k office. 

Then again with regard to the personnel of the Directorate of (’ivil 
Supplies, the present Minister has got under him frtun the Director down- 
wards a team of otticials the like of whom the last Ministry had repeatedly 
asked for and had been repeatedly denied. Mr. Suhrawardy has taken 
credit for the colossal amount ot work which the Ministry have j)ut in and 
has claimed that the present Ministry are doing tlieir he'.t. Is it not a sad 
and miserable confession that even their very best has been wholly 
inade(|uate to the tusk,'' 

The que^tion naturally arise.*, why they have failed They have failed 
heiaiuse, u.s was to he expected, the party piditician in Mr. Suhrawardy has 
got the better of the adiuinistrutor — with apologie.^ to Mr. Uendrv who has 
pleaded for a non-party approach to the question. Mr. vSuhrawanly seems 
to have conceived the idea that the tragic f(K)il situation in the province and 
the resources of Government placed at his disposal should he exploited for 
tlie purpose of glorifying himself an<I liis Party as the new liberator and 
the new saviour of Bengal. What else can explain his action in hatching 
and launching upon a province-wide vseheme keeping the different party 
leaders completely in the dark)^ The only answer, according to the Muslim 
League Food Minister of Bengal, is that no other Party should have any 
hand in approaching the people of Bengal in this crisis and that no other 
Party should have any hand in the setting up of packed food committees 
upon which the Food Minister has laid so much stress. 
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Take again the question of supplies from Orissa. AVho is to he the sole 
agent of the Muslim I/eague Miiiist«*rP Why, if must lie a firm which, 
according to Mr. Suhrawardy. could deliver the goods, their sympathy ftir 
the Muslim League being well known. Mr. Suhrawardy in a confe.ssional 
mood has talked about the selection in an apobtgetic fashion. If it is a 
question of a fabulous profit to be made out of this deal as the sole agent 
of the Muslim I./eague Ministry, it must be a firm in which one of the high 
lights of the Muslim League Part\, i> a prominent figure. Again, if it ia a 
question of sentimental generosity by agreeing lo forego at once by a stroke 
of the pen a profit of Kh. 4ff lakhs — a somewhat strange feat in u rapaciiMia 
world — why, the credit must again go to the big Muslim T^eague firm. 1 
am imputing no other motive at the time in the absence of more definite 
materials. (The Hon'hle Mr. II. S. Si hk \\\ vhi>v : (’au't expe<*t you to 
understand it.) 1 do not want to understand \our rubbish. 

Mr. Suhrawardy is bitterl\ lamenting fbe result of bis mission to the 
province of Orissa. In spite of Mr. Subra\\ ardy’s faith in the stamina of ' 
Mr. Ispahani's organisation io face the diflieiiltieH of the situation and the 
ojiposilion of otliei (ioveriiments, he has egr<‘giously tailed to take advantage 
of the extreimdy favcoirable situation (oeafed b\ the Oovernment of India. 

Now, Sir, the (jiie'^tion of the exclusion of ( alcuttu and Howrah from 
the jiroposed food «lii\e has been repeatedly rai-^ed in course of this debate. 

I might inform this HmiHe that the day before the food drive was luunchtMl, 
Mr. Suhrawardy was jdea^ed to call a conference of jiarfy leaders — the first 
and the laat that he has d<»iie — where this proposed food driv(‘ was consider- 
ed in its different aspects Not a whi'»j»er wa.s uttered by Mr. Suhrawardy 
on that occasi<»n that Calcutta am! HomAIi neie going to he excluded from 
the scheme. The whole <ii.-‘CU'<“'ion pna-eeded on the footing that (ulcutta 

ami Howrah would he as much a part of the scheme as the rural areas. 

And, lo and belodd. yye were startled to find next morning in a Press Not# 
that Calcutta and Howrah had been ex<du<le<l. This is the way in which 
he has taken the party lea<lers into his confideniM* in .i major malter such a* 
the fixul drive in Hengul. Is it then, Sir, in these circumstamu's at all 
strange that even Mr. Hendry han been coiistiained to remark with regard 
to this exclusion of Hoyvrah and ( alcutta that a subtle purpose which has not 
yet been divulged might be }>ebiii<l tln'. exclusion ^ 

Well. Sir, Mr. Hemlry in the exiibeiance of the felicity of his expression 
with regard to the present Food Mini*tt<‘r and the Ministry has said that (he 
purpo.se of the food <lrn> has heeii served So far as the members of thin 
House and the public of Ileiigal are oMiicerneil. they are yet in this jiosition 
that not one single item of infoniiatifjn has Ix^en vouchsafed to them as a 

result of the drivi' except a mere speculation that 7 or 8 million niaunds of 

food-grains have been <li.scovered. an amount which is insign ifi<‘ant com- 
pared to the requirements of the province. Then again the only other piece 
of information which the Foo<l Minister haa been jileased to dole out to thin 
House is that every urea has reported a deficit thereby Ixdyiiig the robuat 
optimism of the Fmal Minister before the food drive was undertaken. 
That is so far the net result of the energy and application of the Hon'bl# 
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Mr. Sahrawardy on which he has been profusely complimented by the 
European Party and ray esteemed and honourable friend Mr. M. B. Mullick 
(Mr. Mukunda Behary Mullick: Thank you.) (Dr. Abdul Motaleb 
Mallik; And also Mr. Bankim Mukherji.) 

Now, Sir, I do not desire to prolonj^ the af^onies of jny friends opposite 
who are feeling restive bec ause o| my speech, but I would only conclude by 
drawing the attention of the Hon'ble Minister to one passage in his famous 
apeech delivered on the 27th March. He said: “Our people are patient, 
they <*an starve, they can commit suicide, but a time will come when their 
exasperation is bound to break the hounds of law and order. And then 
when it passes beyond endurance, you will have looting which has already 
commenced, you will have arstm and other crimes.” I will give the present 
Government a fair warning. If tlie\ do md desire to jxml all the resources 
of the province in the political a> well as in the economic sphere for the 
purpose of finding a solution of this all-imi)ortant problem, the results 
which Mr. Suhrawardy had forecast in his speech are bound to take place 
and that sooner rather than later. (Applause.) 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: Mr S) weaker, Sir, for two days 
we have debated on the present f(»od situation in the^ province. It goes 
without saying that we .stand face to face before a national crisis. 
An attempt has been made on behalf of some of (he spokesmen of (i.overn- 
ment to suggest that the j)resent situation is due tt» a legacy left by the 
past Ministry. Sir, 1 do not propf)se to enter upon a »letaile»l rliscussion of 
the good and weak points of the past Ministrx. Gne thing stands out 
pt*ouiinently before our e\es; the past Ministry did attempt t(» solve the 
food situation but where it di<l n(d*succeed, it <lid not kee]) the reasons back 
from the Ijegislature or the public ot Bengal-. There were certain policie.s 
which were forced on the province more on account (d the decision of the 
Government of India than (d the Provincial Ministry . more on account of 
the obstructive and interfering conduct of the (iovernor than of the Ministry, 
relating, for example, to tin* denial polic\ . to huge scale exports and the 
purchase of rice b,\ or on behalf of the (lovernment of Iinlia. Those w'ere 
panicky weeks and month.'» when the authontie.> tliought that Japan after 
con(|uering Burma would invade Bengal, and the main thing that could 
prevent Japan from occupying this province would he the removal and des- 
truction of Ieak> country boats and cdhei conveyances and of stores of rice 
from the coastal districts of Bengal. Sir, the then Chief Minister made it 
ubuuduntly clear that on account of ihe (d)striictive attitude taken up hy the 
Governor ami some of the permanent othciuls it was impossible lor the then 
Ministry to carry into effect the policy that it advocateil. Today as my 
friend Mr. Suhraward> has pointed out, the Department of Civil Supplies 
can boast of Indian officers of repute, althougb that very same attempt 
made by the past Ministry yvas vetoed by the Governor who yvas not prepared 
to hand over key positions in this ilepartment, acting in his individual 
judgment, except to European memhers of the Indian Civil SeryTce or non- 
oEicial Euro}>eaus. 1 have nothing to say against them, but the fact remains 
that the policy which they tried to introduce and give effect to failed. The 
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officers are still there; some of them have been promoted; some of them are 
siilfenng from nervous breakdown, but no one is here taking into account 
tlie horrid state to which they had reiluced the province. A Judge of the 
High Court was hurriedly brought from the Bench to preside over the 
Department of Civil Supplies and he did not know how quickly to gu back 
to his old place again. But, Sir, the point k^fore the House today is, I 
submit, not what the past Ministry did or diil not do, })ecause it is out of 
office today, and the main onslaught on the past Ministry during the March 
session was due to its allegeil failure to I'ontrol the food situation. Tlie 
point before the House toda> is. what has tlie prt*spnt Ministry done and 
whether, considering the situation dispas.-^ionatel^ . the Hou.se will agree 
that given the opportunitie.> that the present Miiiistrs has had from the 
beginning of its office, it ha^ jii'^tihed the >tei).s that it hu.s taken anti has 
really served the larger interests of the province. 

Now, Sir, I come to the stuteineiits which the non’})le Minister for Civil 
Supplies made since the beginning of his new office. There was one thing 
which the jmst Ministr\ di<l and that ^'as to declare that Bengal <lid suffer 
from shortage of fooii-grains. That wa.s one dehnite eontributiiui to the 
credit of the jnist Ministry and it also made the (njvtTiiment of India agree 
that the situation facing the piovincc wa^ a serious one due to .sjiortage of 
foodstuffs. That was m Match In Apiil Mr. Suhraward> took office 
as Minister of Civil Supplier 1 have setiitinised tlu‘ numerous statement.s 
couched in beautiful languaL-'e vUiiidi were i.ssued b\ him or on ludialf of 
the new Miinstr> and tbul knows win this attemjit was made h\ him to 
pla> a cohussal hoax on the unfortunate people <d Bengal, namelv , to deelare 
that tlieii* was reall\ no shi»rtage of fo(M]stutt no shortagi* of rice in 
Bengal and all that had happened was that there was maldistnhution and 
small hoanleis, ]>rivatc con-umeis ami agi icult ui isl s wcie responsible for 
the present deplorable state of afl.urs. Now, Sir. in one (d the staieineiits 
issued b\ Mr Suhniwaid\ it was said that the worst featuie of the last 
Ministry s food polic\ was its insistence on shortage. I'hat wa.s on ITih 
May. Then ag.iiii. he s.iid. “There is in fact a sufficienc\ of food-grains 
for the people of Ben^iar* I ask "pecmlK the memhers wh<» are sitting 
opposite anxious to gne their support to the Minisir\ to demand an expla- 
nation from Mr. Suhiaw.mK What w^ie the data befetre him wfiicli 
justifietl him to make that lemark that theie wa.s in fact a .suf1ieienc\ of 
food-grains for the [leopie of Bengali Not safisfi<*d with liis laire statement, 
he proceeded to remark. “Full statistical details, whirh will (dearly 
demonstrate tliaf tliere is a suthrieiiex . will shortl\ b»* ptihlished”. Where 
are tho.se .statistics Have theso statistic- been crdlec ted or are they being 
manufactured ^ 

Then again, Sir. be sa\^ m a statement which wa** issued on behalf of 
Oovemmeiit both in Bengali and in Fnglisli : — 

“An Api>eal and Warning". 
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‘^You must not grind the faces of the poor’\ 

Who is that “you”*^ Is that Mr. Suhrawardy standing before a mirror 
and addressing himself or was he seriously addressing the people of Bengal? 

“TOri? (Mi iPfj icm i” 

'‘Is there a real shortage of food in Bengal? No, most certainly no^’, 
says Mr. Suhrawardy in spite of the soaring prices and in spite of the untold 
sufferings of millions of the poor!

That W’as the statement which was issued, that w’as one of the official 
documents issued, by the present Ministry of Bengal: there was no shortage; 
there was ample foodstuff' and it \\a.s the i)eople themselves who weie 
responsible for causing suffering. And it was not the big hoarders, big 
stockists and big pr(»fiteers like A, B, (' and X, Y, Z whose stock.s were 
searched and unearOied, but it was the ordinary people, the private consumers 
and agriculturists who were alleged to have been grinding tlie faces of the 
poor and a crusade was directed against tliem. Now, it is curious tliat 
simultaneously with tliis announcement made b\ the new Ministry of Bengal, 
■which had the special bles.sing of the (iovernor of tliis province and a section 
of permanent officials, His Master’s voice spoke out in the House of 
Commons. There Mr. Amery declared, “Y’es, there is some trouble in India 
and in Bengal but there is no shortage of food-stufts in the country; there 
is only Intarding and muldistributnui and the (iovernment is booking alter 
this aspect of the jindilem. The false i)icture j»ainted by a •'O-called 
responsible Ministry just enabled the lepieseiitative of His Majesty'.s 
(Iovernment to get up in the House of Commons and to announce to the 
world that the serious situation that threatened Bengal, whicli was near the 
eastern war frontier, was not due to the pursuit of any wrong jiolicy by the 
(iov(‘rnment either in Ihdhi or in Calcutta but due to the foolisli and fdjstnic- 
tive attitude taken up b\ the peojde themselves. 

Now, Sir, what happened next? Mr. Suhrawardy declared tliat there 
was plenty of foodstuff’s in Bengal, All tliat had to be done was to find out 
tlie foodstuff’s even from under Uiktapifslus. Alter a tireil and busy night, 
he seriously made a speech declaring that, if necessary, he would himself 
go under the taktnposli of every h(Uiseh<ddcr ami bring out the rice. I know 
that many householders got nervous. If Mr. Suhrawardy really starts 
entering int«> households and going under taktnpo,'<h at night or even during 
day-time Heaven protect those householders from the after-effects of the^ 
ministerial attacks, (’ould there have been, I a.'^'k, a sillier approach to a 
problem vitally affecting the lives of millions of people? 

Now, another reason put forward hy Mr. Suhrawardy was that the 
problem was mainly psychological. I do not know when Mr. Suhrawardy 
had become a student of abnormal psychology. His place would then be 
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Eanchi and not Calcutta because that was the place where persons suffering 
under delusion and anxious to study abnormal psychology were properly 
de^lt with. He says that the problem is psychological. And how is that 
to be tackled F People are merely to be told "Don’t get panicky. I am 
here sitting as the Civil Supplies Minister and telling you there is plenty 
of foodstuff. We have statistic.^ which we »io nnt intend to publish. Every- 
thing will be all right. Don’t get panick;^.” Even if he as the spokesman 
of Government is to try some sort of appeal, reassuring public mind, is he 
capable of getting the people round him ps\ehologically by simply a wave 
of the magic wand from W titers’ ItuildingJ^ 

There was no question of his taking advic«^ from ilitterent parties. He 
talked of psychology. He talked loosely of appeal f(»r co-operation. Hut 
he never cared for popular support; he never honestly sought thi' co-opera- 
tion of all parties. He was saayeil b\ party piditics him.self. The party 
leaders \\ere -ent for on 17th May It is no secnM. The demanil was made 
by all, including the admiring group of the Eurojieaii I’arty, that the whcde 
scheme of the Government must he place<l in the hands of the leu<lers before 
any opinion could be expiesscd. A sidemn asMirance was given by the Civil 
Supplies Minister and the Chiel Minister that c<q»ies ol the scheme uhicli 
the Gon eminent had in view would 1 m* phieed betore the party letnler.s. W hat 
happened then^ .Days and weeks passed 'I'hen suddenly only a few dayH 
before the actual famous food diiv«* with an incompetent and ill-eijuippeil 
coachinun was to be started in Hengal. the party leaders were hurriedly 
summoned in the Hengal Legislatne Assembly House. W\* hud bwoi meun- 
while to some district towns and there wt* were given copies of tiie scheme 
by othei- who liad already received them, eiit ami dried, eiieiiluted through- 
(oit the e witij insirmuoris that il '*hould he given eflei-t ti> frmn the 

Sth or tbli dune. This earmniflage ot cousulfution hi'tween the Minister and 
the party leaders took place ahoul a few days before tlie actual food <lrive 
was to have started. That was the sr)it of <*o.operation whuh the new 
Ministry wanteti to de{>end upon to make a psy < hological approach to the 
problem. 

Now, Sir, what about the details of the food driver' I am not g(»ing to 
trouble the House with the details of the scheme. There is mme who will 
object or wdio can object to the pro[>osal that u censu.s of stocks should be 
taken ia the province. In fact that should have been done long ago and 
wa.s actually decided upon by the last Ministry . It is no secret that tbi» 
decision was upset by no other person than His Excellency the Governor 
himself who said that it was not necessary because there were more urgent 
and important things to be done, relating to the removal fd rice mid boats 
from the coastal parts of Hengal lest the Japs should come ami take advantage 
of these great resources of the province. 

Now,. Sir, so far as taking stati.stics i.s concerned, no one cun have any 
objection to that. But the scheme was much more than mere stock-taking. 
I got a copy of a Bengali pamphlet only this morning eoniing from a 
distant part of Bengal which is the real basis of the great scheme for which 
originality has been claimed by Mr. Subrawardy. D appears tha^ before 
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the new Ministry came into office a circular was issued by the Palli Unnayan 
Bibhag — I believe, the Village Reconstruction Department — under the sig* 
nature of Mr. Ishaque which was practically the basis of the scheme which 
the new Ministry after devoting hours and days of thought was supposed 
to have discovered for the benefit of the people of Bengal. There is one 
main difference in the scheme which Mr. Suhrawardy has placed before the 
people. While calculating the surplus stock Mr. Suhrawardy directed that 
children below four years of age of poor families were not expected to take 
any rice and should be excluded. Weil, he did not even know that they 
could not live on other fo(»d lik<^fIorlick’s milk and other delicious children *s 
food ordinarily available for richer people. Mr. Khaque, the Director of 
Rural Reconstruction, had the goodness of including even children who 
were aged l>elow’ four. Rut Mr. Suhrawardy came and the great reform 
he made was practically to suggest that children might be starved I (Mr. 
Kiran Sankah Roy: Becall^e he has no eliildren.) I do not know that, but 
tlii.s omission showed up his mentality ami methods. 

Then, Sir, what was the rt*sult of the food drive!'' The food drive went 
on. We stated from the beginning that the food drive wa.s not going to 
lead to anything but simply to criminal waste ot most valuable time. An 
order w’as issued under the Defence ot India Hiih's that no newspaper would 
be allowed to comment on the food <lrive unless the editoiiaU were placed 
before the Home Department for ])revious scrutiny. That was a taste of 
the new regime of the liberator ol Ireedom, t«) quote Mr. Sidditji. It people 
wanted to criticise and point (uit what was tumlameiitally wrong with the 
scheme — they \vere to l>e gagged and no article was to be published without 
pre-censoring by the Home Department. The scheme was made to cause 
a tremendous stir. What was exactly the scheme, we aske«l the Govern- 
ment (►fticers and Mr. Suhraw’ard\ at the conference \\e attended. What 
did the Ministrv actually intend to do.'' There was no guarantee to make 
up ileficits. In one place the Ministry stated that it wanted village self- 
sutticiency, it w'anted local .self-sutticiency ; it di<l not want that any surplus 
rice should be removed from any area unless the nee»ls ot that area were 
first met. In the same breath we found tliat ricdi traders and profiteers 
were allow'ed a free movement in all parts of the province and out of the 
panic of application of IMence of India Rule-^ ami forcible .seizure the rice 
which came out was purchased at fancy prices by these profiteers and traders 
w'ho were moving round Bengal like so nian> vultures and mainly removed 
the stocks to Calcutta areas. What was the result ^ The result was that 
whatever rice was or might be available was taken away from rural areas. 
Practically tbe entire rural area was denuded. And except on paper there 
was no attempt to make up deficits. Mr. Suhrawardy in one of his state- 
ments stated: “it was significant that this drive has already resulted in a 
sharp drop in prices.” Two or three such statements appeared and then 
the statements also vanished as rice began to disappear and the prices 
starteil rising up. has been discreetly silent about prices during the 
last fortnight. We have not yet received reports from all parts of Begal, 
but I take upon myself the responsibility for stating that in about eight 
distircts from which we received information the price of rice has already 
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gOfl€ up from 3 to 5 rupees per maund more than what it was on or about 
the 25th June, 1943. At Sili^ruri it is + Hs. 4-8; at Raiijfpur + Rs. 4; at 
Maaikganj, + Rs. 4; at Myiueusingh, -hRs. 4; at Netrokona, -f Ks. 0; at 
Jee8ore, + Rs. 5-8; at Khulna, + Rs. 5; at Satkhira. + Rs. 5; at Diuajpur,+ 
Ra, 5; and so on. That is the net re>ult of the food drive. And why were 
Calcutta and Howrah excluded!^ If you uere really «*i»oere and genuine, 
if you wanted that there should he a full .--tock- taking, you should have 
started W’ith Calcutta and Howrah. Wh\ did ii<*t nou fake the stocks of 
tho.se w’eulthy profiteers like Messrs. Ispuliarii t o, who, according to 
tlie Minister himself, can foda> forego a j>rofit of 4n lakhs for the benefit 
of rhe poor people of this province. There ni.i> lu* Shaw Wallace & Co., 
there ma\ he other people. Wh\ did you exclude these particular firms H 
AVhat was the reason I' The reason was that there were certain firms which 
cannot he easily touched; the rea‘*on wa.-< that fheie weri* ceriain t|uarters 
near which the might\ Mr. Suhrawardy dared not go, hei’uuse the,N were 
the people on wliom tlie Mini^ti^ had to depeiol tor e\i''fen(*e. So iliey 
had to he left out, and this so-called d!i\e had to he uiulerlaken against 
poor consumers and agriculturists, tlf eour'«e, aii\ stock-taking in ( iilcutta 
now would he meaningless, as stated in a leaflet rireulaf«*d h\ on<* of the 
sup]>orters of Mr. Suhiawar(l\ criticising his activities that even if a drive 
was now umlertaken in ( alcutta. one eanot gel at the truth heruiuse rice 
would he removed from this partiruilur area to other parts meanwhile. 

Now, Sir, so far the deficit is concerned, Mr. Suhrawanly has given 
u.s no information, for lie sa>s collection of stati.'«fjcs is not yet completed. 
The .statistic.s will never he puhiisheil for they would sliow c<dossal figures 
of deficit in every area. He says that he has received information that a 
surplus which would amount to six to seven million maunds has been 
secured. The figure is illusory as it doe*^ not take the <lefirits into account. 
Rut is he really correct about the figures!'' Six to seven million maunds 
means htt to 7tl lakhs of maunds. When Mr. Suhrawanly will give his 
reply I hope he will please check the .Mfafement he has made because it is 
contrary to a statement which, though not an authorised one, was published 
a few days ago in a ( alcutta newspaper to tlo* effect that thi* stock would 
be about eight to nine lakhs and not iiiillicms of maunds. Sir, there is some 
difference between 80 lakh" and H lakhs. Even if it is HO lakhs, as 
Mr. David Hendr\ ha.s pointed out, it would mean food for fifteen days 
onlv to the people of Hengal, on the supposition there was no rleficit, w^hich 
again was far from the truth. What then!' I wouhl ask Mr. Suhrawardy 
to answer this question, what next!" Before he launched upon this pro* 
gramme we warned him about a possible failure of the drive to discover big 
stocks sufficient to serve the people. We said, “\ou are evading your 
responsibility, you are throwing the entire responsihility on the people 
themselves. If you fail here, what next?’' He said, “I do not know’». 

Ttit Hofi’bla Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: I did never say that. 

Dr. tYAMAPRASAD M00KER4EE: Y«u did say: "1 do not know", 

II you want to witL<iraw the statement now, you are quite welcome. 
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Thf Hoil*bl0 Mf« Ha 8a SUHRAWAROYs I said I did not know what 
next to do. 

Dfa 8YAMAPRA8AO MOOKERJEEs Sir, he admits he said that he 
did not know what next to do^i Does he mean to saj’ that a responsible 
Minister should have launched upon this drive without making himself 
certain as to the steps he has to take next in case the drive fails, as it has 
indeed actually failed v Sir, is this the way in which he discharges his 
responsibility (Mr. Suhrawardy utters something.) It is no use his 
coming here and speaking in a tone which befits the residents of the Zoolo- 
gical (hardens. If the position he took up was that he did not know what 
he was going to do next in case the drive failed, I would say he shirked 
his responsibility and is not fit io hold his office. 

Sir, let me come to the constructive part of the Ministry’s activities 

the great free trade zone in North-Eastern India. That was a great triumph, 
Mr. Suhrawardy said. Sir Nazimuddin expanded him.-elf when he sai<l, 
“We have got free trade in Eastern India”. T()da\ that free trade is going 
to disappear without bringing an\ rice to Bengal or conferring any benefit 
to the jieojile at large, except the contribution ot Mr. Suhrawardy to make 
Mr. Isfiahani the sole purchas<*r for Bengal ( rovernnouit on mysterious terms 
to which 1 shall refer presently ! I say, Sir, that the Ministry bungled from 
the beginning by failing to take proper advantage of the free trade scheme 
on account of its haste, its indecision, its an.xiety to patronise particular 
firms and jierson.s. It thus lost a great (hance to serve the province. Sit, 
what should have been the duty of the Civil Supply lK*partment f 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY t Nonsense! 

8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEEs Nonsense is an epithet which 
applies to the ('ivil Supply Minister because he is today entirely devoid of 
sense, and if that means nonsense, he is nonsense personified. 

Now, Sir, HO far as Bihar or Orissa was concerned, what did Mr. 
Suhrawardy do? It is no use his trying to shout in irritating temper inside 
the Chamber. He has got to give replie>. I um giving him fact.s and let 
him reply by stating facts. What did Mr. Suhrawardy do with regard to 
Orissa and Bihar Why did he not negotiate with the (jovernment in those 
provinces He sent wealthy traders and other private individuals with full 
liberty to purchase rice. What was the result!' The price of rice there 
varied from Rs. b, Rs. 8 and Rs. 11) to Rs. l'> and Rs. 18. Immediately the 
prices startwl jumping up. Here were people with plenty of money in their 
pocket coming from Bengal, offering to purchase rice at any price. ^The 
re«ult was that like a blaze of fire famine conditions spread from Bengal to 
Orissa and Bihar, with this difference perhaps between 'the Orissa Ministry 
and the present Bengal Ministry that the Orissa Minister had the courage 
to admit that conditions were .serious and in one district alone during a 
fortnight 70 people died of starvation on account of famine conditions 
prevailing in Balasore and here on the other hand, facts are suppressed and 
Go\ernment responsibility is constantly evaded. That wa# the procedure 
adopted and that was how you lost the co-operation and sympathy of 
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aeighbouring provinces. You let loose wenlthy traders and individuals who 
wanted to profit by easy purchases in different parts of Orissa and Bihar. 
The Government of Orissa revolted; the Government of Bihar revolted. 
Then Mr. Suhrawardy tried to negotiate with them. I say. Sir. it was the 
clear duty of the Bengal Ministry to do it at the very first stage and that 
is the charge which I bring forward against it. Wh.\ did Mr. Suhrawardy 
hesitate first to go to Orissa and Bihar? as it because he, a protagonist 
of the Pakistan scheme, did not care to ask favtuirs from Orissa and Bihar 
as they formed part of the future Hindusthaii? Alas, tlie economic structure 
of Pakisthan is collapsing and Bengal, the future home of Pakisthan, has 
to be provided for through the generosity of adjoining Hindu provinces. 
Mr. Suhrawardy has to apply to the Central Government for help. Without 
a Central Government you cannot after all control the affairs id Bengal 
ami Imlia. He has to apply and run to Oris.su ami Bihar; and he told us 
“We may have to go to Nepal . 1 .suiil, why not go to Burma; you will 

get rice (iuickl.\ trom there and the prohlem may he .solved, if you are allowed 
to return Iiome I But let me ask in all seriousness, why did not 
Mr. Suhruwanl\ approach the Bihar Gi»\ernmeiit and Orissa Ministry and 
try to come to some settlement. Why did he nut go ami say to each, “(‘an 
you spare, say five or ten lakhs of maunds of rice for Bengal? We ore 
starving.” The question of price could have been fixed round the table 
between the Bengal, Ori.-»sa and Bihar Governments without allowing traders 
and profiteers and mid<llemeu to lilay havoc with prices. The Ministry 
could have approached the prohlem from that point of view but it did nut. 

I next come. Sir. to the <]Uestion of appointment of Ispuhani’s as the 
sole jiurobaser on hehalf of the Government of Bengal. I can at once say 
that I have nothing personal against Mr. Ispahani, much less do 1 know all 
the partners in the firm. It is not a personal i.s.sue; it is a question of principle. 
It was nothing short of a scandal that the Ministry should have appointed 
a particular firm us the sole agent, and what is more, advanced about two 
crores of rupees to that firm without u single scrap of document. Can 
Mr. Suhrawardy produce a single contract entered upon lietween Ispahani’s 
and the Government of Bengal? \Vhere is the direction taken from the 
Bengal I^egi.slative Assemhlv ? It is a mockery. We are sitting here as 
the Bengal Legislative Asr,eiiil)l\ trying to decide tlie fate of the province. 
The budget wu.s attempted to he brought in a hole and corner fashion. The 
budget has gone back, but even the budget that was presented for our con- 
sideration last week did not include this figure of rupees two crores or more 
which has already been advanced without authority to Messrs. Ispahani 
and Company. It is clearly an unauthorised and illegal expenditure from 
public funds the like of which it is difficult to find, unless you go back to 
the tantalising and mysterious surroundings of Pretoria Street about W'hich 
we heard a lot and the rest may lie narrated by Mr. Suhrawardy himself. 

Now., Sir, no terms and comlitions have yet been finally agreed upon 
between Ispahani 's and the Government of Bengal. I make this statement 
and let the Government contradict it if it dares to. Up till now there has 
been no written agreement between the Government of Bengal and Ispahani 
oo 
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No tenders were invited. The *terfli8 have not been offered to others, 
Ispahaiii's have refused to pay any security as demanded by the Government 
of Bengal. Will Government dare say ‘no’ ? Is it not a scandal of the 
first magnitude that at this perilous time two crores of rupees or more, of 
public money is to be handed over to a firm, a partner of which is a pillar 
of the party to which Mr. Suhrawardy belongs? It is said the purpo.se is 
to serve the millions of Bengal’s unfortunate children. Why, I ask you — 
and this has to be answered by Mr. Suhrawardy — why was this extraordinary 
procedure adopted? What was the necessity? Why were not tenders 
called? Mr. Suhrawardy says that the Chambers of Commerce were con- 
sulted. Such a brazen-faced falsehood was never uttered on the floor of the 
House. It has already been stated on behalf of the Bengal National 
(’hamber of Commerce that that Chamber was not consulted. The repre- 
sentative of the Marwari Chamber of ('ommerce yesterday got up and said 
that that Chamber was not consulted. I have the authority of the Indian 
Chamber of Commerce to say that that Chamber was not also consulted. 
Then why this deliberate attempt to delude the legislature and the public 
of Bengal? Why were not tenders called? You talk of foregoing of profit. 
What is this profit of Rs. 40 lakhs? What does it mean? I do not know 
what it means. Mr. Suhrawardy might be able to explain, but I suppose 
the position is like this. I am taking certain figures hypothetically. 
Ispahttui’s may have in their possessitui five lakhs niaunds of rice which at 
market rate today in Calcutta may be sold at Rs. 30 per maund. Supposing 
Ispahani’s come forward and say “We will ‘*ell this rice to you at Rs. 1^2 
per maund”. It means lor every maund Ispahuni's are suppo.Hed to give 
up a profit of Rs. 8 and if it is o lakhs of niaunds the total make* Rs. 40 
lakhs. But the point is at what i)rice did Ispahan i's purcha-^e originally? 
Should not there be an enquiry as regards the purchase value of this rice — 
whether it was Rs. 10 or Rs. 12 or Rs. I V? B> allowing Ispahuni's already 
to make a profit of Rs. 7 or 8 per mauml, you have filled their pocket with 
profit of 28 to 32 lakhs of rupees. Who is the profiteer, 1 ask? What is 
the policy of the present Government of Bengal in giving protection to 
favoured profiteers and allow them prosper and thrive on the miseries of 
the people of the province? I would appeal to the Muslim members who 
are sitting on the other side to consider the situation dispassionately and 
not treat this as a party question. It is not a question of Muslim League 
or Congress or this party or that. (Dr. AiU)i i, Motai.kh Malik: We learnt 
from you.) You did not learn from us. And if you di<l, why should you 
copy what is bad and pernicious. It is true that Isj)ahani's got a henamdar 
contract during the office of the previous Ministry but it is known that was 
done under the orders of the Governor of Bengal by the Joint Secretary. 
This has been mentioned by Mr. Fazlul Huq here on the floor of the House 
and the facts have yet to be challenged. May I ask in all seriousness how 
are these traiLsactions going on now? I am toKl there i.s a suggestion that 
IspahanRi will not purchase rice on their own account so long a* they 
serve #s Government agent, but that is a term which Ispahan! s want to 
modify, a tenu to which they have not yet agreed. Thejr have suggested 
that they should be given the permission to purchase on their own account 
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with the approval of the Director of Civil Supplies. These important terms 
have yet to be settled and meanwhile crores of rupees are being handed over 
from the public exchequer to a favoured member of the Muslim League 
Party. 

Sir, for far less serious allegations Mr. Hendry and his party lieoaiiie 
furious and withhtdd their supp(»rt to the pa>t Miiiistr>. There have beeu 
no allegations like these aguin>t the past Ministry. What are (hey going 
to do now They are sitting here like tame lamb.s and they will be takt a 
like dumb driven cattle to the lobby along with Mr. Suhrawardy. A certi- 
ficate has been given to the Ministry by Mr. Hendry and like a petulant 
child he has asked for a ceriiticate from the Ministry too! “I scratch your 
back and you scratch mine”. (A voice from the (Government Henches: 
They scratched your back also!) Sir, 1 am glad that my honourable friend 
said that. Yes, they tried to scratch our back, but when they found that 
it was something ditferent troin what fhe\ liked it to be and we were not 
prepared to scratch tiicirs. the Kurupeaii l‘ari\ turned to tlie side of the 
Opposition ill March last ami put the present MiiMstr\ in office. 


Now, Sir, the Hou.se would like to know from Mr Suhrawardy today 
wh> Mr. Mclnnes re<^igned. (Dr N ii.i.N \Ksin S\N\u. He was jirevailed 
upon to resign.) Mr. Mclnnes left his office in disgust. Does Mr. 
Suhrawardy dare deny that ^ I say. Sir, that Mr Mclnnes went away 
because he was disgusted with the manner in which the Minister waa 
administering the IVpartuient of (’ivil Supplies. Did he not say that if the 
affairs of this department were to be contndled in the interest of or aecord- 
ing to the wishes of one particular firm which was itself so closely involved, 
it is much better that (lovernuient should deal with that finn directly and 
not through a duiniiiy po^'t office ^ Sir, 1 shall not deal with this point any 
further except to say one word. (At this stage Mr, Abdiir Hahinan Siddiqi 
muttered something while sitting.) Sir, 1 am glad that Mr. Siddiqi has 
interrupted me and his conscience has been aroused. Mr, Siddiqi declared 
the other day that he was an indepedent member so far as questions of 
constitutionai practice were concerned. He need not be impatient. 1 shall 
now give him a prolilem of constitutional practice. If you will please refer 
to page Chapter I of Ma\ V Parliamentary Practice, there is a convention 
which ia supported by law that no member id the House of ('(unmons who ia 
a Dovernment contractor has the right to vote or even has the right to 
continue as a member of the House (»f ( oinmons. 1 I’unuot, Sir, actually raise 
a point of order. U'cause I know that this is not based on convention but on 
a definite statute passed by the British l^arliament. Now, Sir, Mr. Siddiqi 
i« famous for his knowledge of constitutional practice and conventions in 
England, in Turkey, in Spain, in France, in Belgium, in Honolulu and 
^erywh«re else. Will he now have the courage to admit that having regard 
to tl^s very' salutary principle— Mr. Ispahani and any other Government 
contractor— abould cease to be a member of the Bengal Legislative 
AesemblyP

your Ministry. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERilEE: Who are they? 

Th# Hoil’bl# Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY. Look round and see them. 

Dr. 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: If there were M. L. As. who were 
Government contractors, they should have been .similarly dealt with and 
they deserved no sympathy. One of the reasons why Mr. Suhrawardy 
condemned the previous Minister in charge of the Commerce and Labour 
Department wa.s hi.s undue patronage and favouritism, ami now if 
Mr. Suhrawardy says that his .self-satisfaction lies in thinking that lie is 
following in the glorious footsteps f)f the last Ministry in this respect, 
perhaps with compound interest, the consolation will be his and of the 
party to which he belong.s. Hut let h\i»ocri.N\ then stand uninaske«l before 
the public of Bengal. 

The next point is with regard to the s\stem ot distribution. Here I 
shall be very brief With regard to tlie system of di.striliution Government 
says that controlled shops have failed and it pro])oses to «>pen Government 
shoots to the extent of HIM). Sir, 1 do not hold a brief tor controlled .sho|)s. 

1 know that controlled shops have failed in man\ cases for two broad 
reasons — (1) want of supply, and (2) corrujition in .some cases. M> point 
is that if contndled shops individually have failed on account of corruption, 
get rid of them. No one will come and find fault for any such action. But 
why do uwu> entirely with the ordinary channels of trade which is inconsis- 
tent with the policy pursued by any Government with regard to ilistribu- 
tion? 1 am not saying with regard to purchase. That 1 shall come to 
later. With regard to distribution, why should a proposal be made that all 
ordinary channels of trade are to be dispensed witli and Government shops 
are to be openeil ? What are these sliops ? To whom will they be offered? 
At what price? Gn what consideration and for what ureas? Now, Sir, 
the last Ministry deciiled that unless a man was in tra<le for at least three 
years, he would not be entitled to a controlled shop. That was a salutary 
check. Why has that order been ignored? Is it a hindrance in the way of 
distributing patronage on conimuual and political considerations? 

What about the ‘‘Grow More Food” campaign? What are the 
constructive proposals of Government? Food will not grow on paper and 
mere propaganda is an eye-wash. Every day we are getting letters from 
all parts of Bengal that there is a tremendous dearth of agricultural seeds 
and unless Government takes proper steps now, the next amati crop of the 
year will be a failure. What will be the result ? With the province 
practically denuded of rice and with the prospect of the next main crop 
failing; can you even visualise the dire consequences which will follow? I 
do not know whether the Ministrj* is receiving information, hut there has 
been an extraordinary loss of cattle suffering from particular diseases in 
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Afferent parte of the province. Cattle purchase for military requiremente 
has also proceeded on an enormous scale. One member of the Aaeembly 
who recently came from his native home said that out of 14 bullocks which 
he*had, thirteen had died of small-pox ami only one has lieen left alive and 
that is the general picture from different parts of the province. What are 
the constructive proposals of Government with regard to various asjiects of 
the “Grow More Food” campaign}^ Again, has the Ministry considered 
the dangerous consequences on public health due to spread of diseases and 
epidemics in the coming month.s which ma> well fall as the last fatal blow 
on the already shattered health and vitality of millions of Hengars unfor- 
tunate children’r What steps, I ask, have been taken to prevent deaths 
due to starvation and (liseaseP 

Now, Sir, what is the remedy!^ The remed\ is. Government must 
declare a famine ami aj)ply generously the normal provisions for meeting 
famine comlition*;. (f(»verninent must undertake full rt^stumsihility for 
feeding the jjeople of the pr«>vi!i(‘e and not indulge in a cheap doctrine of 
self-help or of forcible Icmns of nee, that barely exists, repaxahle by village 
committees w hen able, williout anv gmiruntei' from Government. \ on must 
take the responsihilitv for feeding the people <»r get out; ami let your 
masters, who have created tliis ^tate of aftairs in the province, the Britilsh 
Government which is tlie real ruling power, let the llritish (lovernmen^ 
take the respousihiiity tor feeding the peojde of Bengal ami maintaining 
peace and order. 

So far as the main prohlein is concerned, there must he a full and complete 
control over priccx and supplies. As Mr. llendrv put it, there are three 
ways of doing it. (iovernmeiit may make all purchases; the traders may 
purchase; or both (ioveriuiient ami traders nm\ purchase It is the Gov- 
ernment's coming to the market which has upset the situation completely. 
The .situation will never he ovenome unless Government takes full control. 
The traders cannot he given an unfettered jurisiliction because it meiirm 
depleting the province and unfair and inequitable jli.strihution. It is Gov- 
ernment which can take full control (d supplies and prices ami distribution 
leading to nit inning Hationing means guarantee of supply. Without 
supply rationing is meaningless What Government is doing is worse than 
rationing. Government is practically starving tlie peojde. There is no 
supply, and Government does not say that it will introduce rationing and 
take responsibility for the supply. IVople are prejmreil to suffer and sacri- 
fice. provided justire and e(|uity govern the principles of HUpjily and distri- 
bution, affecting all classes of j>eople. What sort of Government can tak# 
charge of this great responsibility ^ Not certainly an illegitimate offspring 
of intrigue, fraud and unconstitutionalisni, or a combination of hetrayem 
and strong partisans. At this supreme crisis in the history of the province 
it is not possible for any jmrty Government to take full control of supply 
and prices and undertake the responsibility for feeding six crores of people 
of Bengal. That i.s a .sheer imjwssihility. If the Muslim T^eague is in 
opposition and if this side forms the Cabinet, even then that Government 
cannot solve the problem. Indeed, we have got to forget party differences. 
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The Miniatrj' must enjoy the confidence of all sections of the people. If 
you are genuinely sincere in your attempt to help, there must be a national 
approach to the problem — not the sort of approach, prompted entirely by 
party and political considerations — and there should be a Cabinet consisting 
of representatives of all parties and groups who are willing to work together. 
(Mr. Rasik Lal Biswas: Including yourself?) Xot myself for I refuse to 
he a cat’s paw. Mr. Rasik Lal Biswas knows it ver\" well just as everj- 
one knows his own anxiety to go higher and higher up the ladder by freSh 
acts of betrayal and treachery. But there will be enough competent people 
who may be willing to shoulder responsibility. Party spirit must die out 
in the face of this common national calamity. (The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. 
SuHRAWARDY : Hear, hear.) And that partv spirit will die out not by the 
shouts of “Hear, hear” by a Minister who is actuated only by party and 
communal considerations but by all agreeing to come to a settlement in such 
a manner as is conducive to the welfare of the province and not to any 
particular party which thrive.s on British patronage. (The Hon’ble Mr. H. S, 
Suhrawakdy : Hear, hear again.) 

Now, Sir, I would like to conclude, if I ma\, with a short reference to 
history. 1 shall not quote Bankimchamlra, lest it be said he held bia.sed 
views. Historians, British historians, have reiterated that cycles of famine 
and pestilence in the history of Bengal have come with strange precision 
and certainty. Hunter refers to the amazing circumstances under which 
the kingdom of Gour fell a victim to pestilence just when the Moghul 
Empire was spreading its arms round Bengal. In one year, that great and 
beautiful city which was the pride not onl} of Bengal but the whole of India, 
vanished, and as Hunter put it in his inimitable language, it became a 
hunting ground of tigers and monkeys. Then the Moghul Empire came, 
ruled and disajipeared. After some centuries, came the famous famine of 
1770 in Bengal known in Bengali as and that again just 

after the buttle of Plussey, when the British were trying to establish 
suzerainty over Bengal. That was the second cycle. Now, Sir, today we 
are face to face with another famine and grave economic crisis. AVhether 
the second cycle will continue to have a further lease of life or to the mis- 
fortune of Bengal, a third cycle of foreign domination is in sight, Heaven 

alone ku(»ws ! Reports of death, suffering and miser\ are pouring in from 
all parts of Bengal. Much as Goveruinent may try to suppress them or 
minimise their gravity by sweet-worded communiques issued by a pliable 
Ministry, the finger (»f Fate points irresistibly towards a strange and awful 
repetition of history. ’ l^et us ponder here for a moment, when history is 
going to repeat it.self, us regards the situation in Bengal when the great 
famine of 1770 took place. Now this is what Hunter .says. I would beg 
members to apply their minds to this picture and ask the 

Biitish authorities how they mean to discharge their obli- 

gation ill 1943. (Interruption by Mr. Abdur Rahman Siddiqi.) I 
know it hurts Mr. Siddiqi. (Mr. Abih'R Rahmax Sroniqi; It does.) 
There may be others in the House who are more merciful and who 
may have more tender feelings for the people of this unfortunate 
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Bengal. If Mr. Siddiqi coming from distant Sind is yet to be satisfied with 
the pile he has made from Bengal and has yet to rouse himself to have 
pity for the people of this province, I can only take pity on him. Now, 
Sir, here Hunter gives a picture of the famine of 1770: — 

“All through the stifling summer of 1770, the people went on dying. 
The husbandmen sold their cattle; they sold their implements of agricul- 
ture; they devoured their seed-grain; they sold their sons and daughters 
till at length no buyer of children could be found. They at^ the leaves of 
trees and the grass of the field; and in June, 1770, the Hesident of the 
Durbar affirmed that the living were feeding on the dead. Day and night 
a torrent of famished and disease-.slrickeu wretches poured into (he great 

city Streets were blocked up with promiscuous henjis of the dying 

and the dead. Interment could not do it.s work quick enough; even dogs 
and ja(*kals, the public scavengers of the east, became unable to accom})lish 
their revolting work and the multitude of mangled and festering (H)rj)i*ef» 
at length threatened the existence of the citizens.*’ 

Now', Sir, a similar j)icture was given by no less a person than Macaulay 
in his Life of Lord Clive: — 

“Tender and delicate women whose veils hn<l never been lifted before 
the public gaze came forth from the inner chamber in which Eastern 
jealousv had kept watching over (heir beauty, threw’ themselves on the earth 
before the passers-by and with loud wailings implored a handful of rice for 
their children. The Hoogldy every day rolled down thousands of corpses 
close to the porticoes and gardens of the English conquerors. The very 
streets of Calcutta were blocked up hy the dying and the dead. The lean 
and feeble survivors had not energy enough to hear the bodies of their 
kindred to the funeral [Jile or to the Indy river or even to scare away the 
jackals and vultures who fed on human remains in the face of day.” 

Sir, it is not stories but actual reports that we are getting from <lifferent 
part.H of Bengal — today 1 received half-a-d(»zen letters from different parts 
of the province — that scenes similar to what 1 have described are being 
enacted already. Sir, the question wliich I wr»uld like to pul to the House 
is: What is (he solution of this great calamity':^ Where will our parties 
be. where shall we he. if life in Bengal comes to an abrupt end, not on 
account of any ravages of nature as had happened on previous occasions but 
on account of a wnmig policy pursued by the authorities responsible for the 
administration of this province and country? For nearly twM> centuries the 
people have been bled to death, exploitation has gone on unchecked, 
During the last four years for the so-called purpo.ses of the war the interests 
of the common people have been nitlilessly sacrificed and they have today 
almost reached death’s door. 

Now, Sir this is what Macaulay says giving his rea-sons for the serious 
state of affairs in Bengal in 177lh “No doubt nature did its work, but over 
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and above nature there were the effects of misgovernment of English admi* 
nistration just before 1770.’* And these are the actual words of 
Macaulay; — 

“Every servant of British factory was armed with all the powers of his 
master; and his master was armed with all the powers of the Company. 
Enormous fortunes were thus rapidly accumulated at Calcutta whilst thirty 
millions of human beings were reduced to the extremity of wretchedness.’’ 
-—(Could anyone paint better the sordid picture of the foundation of the 
great trusteeship of British rule in India )— “They had been accustomed 
to live under tyranny, but never under a tyranny like this. They found the 
little finger of the Company thicker than the hjins of Surajah Dowla. 
Under their old masters, they had at least one resource; when the evil 
became insupportable, the people rose and pulled down the (lovernment, 
but the English Government was not to be so shaken off. That Government 
oppressive as the most oppressive form of barbarian despotism was strong 
with .all the strength of <*ivilization. It resemided the Government ot evil 
genii rather than the government of human tyrants.” 

This is the picture of how English rule started in India nearly two 
centuries ago. Today we are in 194d. Are we in any better jmsition today 
to serve our own people and country and save them from the hands of 
organised exploiters and adventurers'' My appeal to you is this. T<Klay 
every one knows that the ultimate responsii)ility for this state of affairs 
rests on the British administrators in India. The.\ wanted first to j>rovide 
for their trocjps. They wanted to cater for those who were directly or in- 
directly concerned in war efforts, forgetting their great respfmsibility to 
the people of the country who must be fed and kept alive. We in Bengal, 
Mr. David Hendry reminds us, are on the border ot the Eastern War Zone. 
How will this war be moiiY If Bengal is fami.shed, if Bengal is ruined, 
can the war be won ^ Will peace and morale ever remain intact y Is it 
Bengal’s fault that we are suffering like thisy Whose fault is it that Burma 
felly Whose fault is it that Singapore felly It was iu»t the fault of Bengal. 
Why then should the people of Bengal suffer y AVe have got to get from 
the Government of India and the British Government supplies, immediate 
supplies, (if foodstuffs for the people of Bengal. (A voick from thk Etro- 
PK.\N GRori»: Why don’t you go to Tojo, who i*. your pal?) That is the 
way in which we are to expect a reply from the European Group. Does 
my friend seriously suggest that we should look to Tojo for supply of rice 
and food and not to Briti.sh Government F AVill he advise Mr. Amery to 
say so publicly in the House of Commons? There could be no more ignoble 
end of British rule in India than such an abject admission of failure. He 
says that Tojo is our pul. It has yet to be decided by the verdict of history 
as t© who are our pals. If after 170 years of British association with India, 
Bengal is going to be starved and famished likPthis, you are not certainly 
our pal. That much I can say. AVhether Tojo is our pal or not, it remains 
to be seen and I shall say no more just now.

So far as the obligations of the Government of India are concerned, you 
jttat look into the figures. The wheat quota of Bengal for 1943 — 
Mr. Suhrawardy will corect me if I give wrong figures — was 224,000 tons. 
Th4 normal quota in peace time is about 21 lakhs of tons. So, there is no 
additional wheat given to Bengal on account of the pre.sent serious emer- 
gency. But how much of this has come in VM'>\ fnuu the Government of 
India?' Only about od.lHM) tons: in other wtirds. 2o j>er rent, of our quota. 
Mr. Suhrawardy t^id that Bengal would live on other alternative substitutes 
such as jowar, maize ami bajru. What was the quota for 19431^ Two lakhs 
of tons. And how much has actually ariivedi' Abimt 1(1. (KM) tons. What 
is the use of Mr. Suhrawurd> getting up and making soothing speeches and 
false promi.sesJ' What is the use of the (io%’ernmen( of India issuing mis- 
leading communiques from time io time, if shij>s cannot bring wheat from 
Australia and if food-grains cannot be brought to Bengal from other parts 
of India. Every Indian member of the Bengal Legislative Assembly, should 
rise to a man. There should be a (lovernnient, strong ami representative, 
whom the India (ioveinment or (he British (lovermnent or the real masters 
of the Bengal (foveiinnent will m>t be able to flout. A message should be 
sent to the Prime Minister of England that in view of the serious jutsition 
that threatens Bengal it i" <lisjihtrous to the interests ot the Allied Powers 
themselves not to suppl\ neeessurv foodstuffs to Bengal : it should be regard- 
ed as a war measure ami there should be no more tinkering with it. If (he 
higher authorities fail, the Ministry should abandon all responsibility and 
come out of office. Let us then see how peace and mlministrutiou can 
continue with (he help of the (iovernor and his coterie of officials. 
If Mr. Suhrauard> can onl> effect this 

The Hon'ble Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: I agiee with him. 

Dr, 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE: He agrees soinetiimvH with all 
points, 1 know there is a dawn of returning sense in Mr. Suhrawardy. If

Mr. 8YED BADRUDDUdA: Mr. .Speaker, Sir, after the m<»st brilliant 
and comprehensive speech of Dr. Syamaprasad Mixikerjee dealing w'ith 
various aspects of the food prohlem in (his prfivjnce, I feel a little ill at ease 
to discuss the food situation tonight. Nevertheless, Sir, I feel (hat there 
are moments in the life history of a nation when silence is criminal. Believe 
me. I aftn not going to discuss the antecedents of the present Ministry', I am 
not going to enter into those questionable tactics that have been adopte*d to 
hustle the old Government out of existence and instal the new Government 
in office by resorting to a constitutional improprietN which finds no parallel 
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in any civilised countrj' of the world. Sir, I confess when the Hon’ble 
Mr. H. S. Suhrawardy took charge of the Civil Supply Department I was 
definitely under the impression that a man of his talents, of his energy of 
thought and action would succeed in solving this difficult problem of the 
day. Really, Sir, I have no pr^udices against him, I have nothing but 
admiration for his wonderful abilities. But I was very soon disillusioned to 
find that behind all his statements, behind all the communiques issued from 
time to time, behind all the pompous promises and spaci^s assurances that 
he held out for solving the food problem liis energies were directed more 
towards the consolidation of his own political front, more towards pampering 
his own coterie on w'hose suffrage he and his (xovernment stood, than towards 
the solution of the real problem that faces us at the present moment. Sir, 
it is unfortunate that most of the arguments I have had to advance this 
evening have already been adduced. Mine will be nothing but a repetition 
of the same trend of reasoning, a rehash of the same arguments; nevertheless 
truth bears repetition. May I submit, Sir, that his preferential treatment 
shown to Messrs. Ispahani & ( o., his political confreres, conclusively proves 
that the entire policy behind this Government has been inspired not by any 
lofty motive, not by any idealism, not by any vision, not by any imagination, 
inspired by no appreciation of the real difficulties that face us at the present 
moment, but purely by political an<l party considerations. Sir, Mr. 
Suhrawardy is perhaps realising a little too late that he must have 
committed the greatest blunder of his life in showering blessings upon his 
political confreres and collaborators in his task of freezing the country at 
this critical juncture. Let me w'arn him it might be possible for him to 
tide over the difficulty for the present but God’s curses will be showered in 
abundance sooner or later, and it will not be p(»ssible for them to ignore the 
sufferings of millions of people who to<lay knock about the streets for a 
morsel of food; it will not be possible for them to stifle for all time the 
groans and sobs of sufteriiig humanity; it will not be po.ssible for them for 
all time to take shelter under tlie subterfuge of declaring from the house top 
that there is no shortage in the province. When the food drive has 
conclusively proved that there is shortage everywhere in this province, it is 
not by hoodwinking the people, it is not by deluding people to believe in 
something which does not actually exist in the land that you can solve this 
problem. 

The second question which has been so eloquently exi)res8ed and 
emphasised by all the ])revious speakers is the exclusion of Howrah and 
Calcutta, which contain the largest number of stockists and hoarders and 
profiteers, from tlie food drive. It is not only hare-faced, it is not only 
shameless, it is not only hypocritical, it is not only inconipatihle with the 
demand of the people, it is not only inconsistent with the spacious assurances 
that Mr. Suhrawardy held out from time to time Init, if I may l>e permitted 

UHe the exprevssion — it is dishonest. It is conceived not in the interest of 
the people, it is conceive<i not to solve the people’s difficulty, hut it is 
conceived for the purpose of .solving his own problem, the problem of his 
own Ministry. That is the problem that he has at heart at the present . 
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moznent. I would not refer to figures that were quoted yesterday by luy 
eeteemed friend Mr. Pramatlia Nath Baiierjee, which have shown that in 
spite of all tall talk, in spite of the removal of embargo on the nnovement 
of Commodities, in spite of all the facilities that are thrown open to them 
by the Government of India, the problem has not at all been solved. Prices 
have shot up beyond calculation; prices are going up because the food-gx^ins 
of the country have been drained out. The policy of the Government has 
not merely been defective, but lacked that clear insight into the realities 
of the situation, (jovernment have not taken stock of the real position, 
have not taken any first-hand inf<u'mation (»f the actual difficulties that the 
people have got to face. Sir, it is possible to talk of psychological approach, 
it is possible to talk of political approach; it might amuse the Hoirble 
Minister himself, it might amaze the public to talk of this and that. But 
we actually find that the people of the mofussal area are dying, ai’e struggling 
for their very existence, are .snatching away morsels of foot! fnmi the dust- 
bins, from the refuse and sweepings that are thrown into the dust-bins, out 
of the dainty dishes serve<l on the table to a pampere<l aristocracy. W# 
have reports from the mofussal, from my <»wn constituency and from other 
district. s of Bengal, that jieople are not merely starving, not merely struggling 
for their existence, hut are «lying hy hundn*<ls. No Government officiiil has 
the courage to publish the fact that deaths are occurring and that people are 
starving. The (iovernment instead of helping the poor people out. of their 
difficulties, instead of saving them from the jaws of death, they are gagging 
them, they are suppressing free expression of public opinion, they are 
muzzling public opinion in every po.ssihle wu> . Sir, this is the poaition that 
coulnmts us. 

Sir. you will permit me to read out (‘ertain portions. I have no quarrel 
with Mr. Suhraward> or with the (>(»vernment which he represents for 
having launched tlie recent anti-hoarding campaign to unearth stocks that 
might have been hoarded in un> part of the country; but there is something 
not merely suspicious, but definitely mischievous to have excluded llowTah 
and (alcutta which contain the largest number of profiteers, boarders 
and middlemen. Gn the one hand. Sir, the pcdicy of the floverniiient in 
excluding Howrah and ('alcutta from the anti-hoarding campaign has 
defeated the very purpo.se of this drive, on the other hand hy throwing open 
the markets of the Kn‘<t<»rii /ame to the agents i>f buyers jind middlemen in 
Calcutta and Hctwrah along with Government ap]K)inted agents it has created 
an unfortunate situation in the countr\. resulting in the shooting up oL 
prices in the mofussal areas in Bengal as also in the neighbouring provinces^^^ 
The re.sult of this piecemeal drive has been anything but satisfactory. 
Seven or eight million or eight lakhs r»f iiiauiids of hoarding — I do not know 
the exact figure — and Mr. Suhrawardy i-' nervous to aiinouni‘e in any certain 
terms the results of his anti-hoanling campaign unearthed as a result of the 
focsl drvve are not sufficient even to meet the requirements <*{ Bengal for more 
than a fortnight. But if Mr. Suhrawardy had the courage, the candour, 
honesty of purpose, he should have applied the same rneastires to How'rah and 
Calcutta a.s well, irrespective of any consideration. But he dares not, Sir, 
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antagonise vested interests; he dares not, because he depends for his very 
existence on the tender mercies of these people. He dares not estrange 
the sympathies of his political confreres either; whatever may be the 
intensity of the people’s sufferings, however bitter may be the miseries of 
the people- The reason, Sir, is upt administrative, but political; the policy 
being inspired by no lofty motive, but by an unnatural desire to cling to 
office regardless of human sufterings. But whatever may be the administra- 
tive reason. Sir, the primary duty of any administration or any Government 
in any civilised country of the world is to take the responsibility of feeding 
the hungry and chithing the naked. 

Sir, it is encouraging to find that this m(»ve — should I say, a sinister 
move —on the part of the Bengal Government has not escaped the notice 
of the Government of India. The Hon’ble Food Minister of the Govern- 
ment of India, Sir Azizul Haque, has suggested that without any further 
delay these two big industrial centres, Howrah and Calcutta, should be 
brought under the operation (»f the anti-hoarding drive. But the Govern- 
ment merrily goes on unsympathetic to the cr\ of distress fnnn millions of 
people of Bengal, to the agonies of heljdess mothers in desi)erate .search of a 
morsel of food for their suckling babies and of famished fathers who snatch 
away a few morsels from the sweepings in the dust-bins. 

I had a friendly talk the other day with a Muslim League friend without 
importing any political consideration into the di.scussion. 1 a.sked him 
“How are you going to save the food crisis and relieve the miseries of 
suffering milli<ms!'“ He said “God alone knows; (fod alone can save.*’ 
I appeal to (fod, I pray to God that He might make it possible for better 
sense to dawn on the masters that be in the land. It reminds me of that 
memorable sentence of Wordsworth — “Mucli it grieved m\ heart to think, 
what man has made of man*’. It is not G(k 1. it is man who by his anti-social 
activities, it is this (fovernmeni b\ it.*' un.synipathetie attitude, an attitude 
impervious to reason, imjiervious to frantic appeals from the people (d Bengal, 
impervious to their sufferings, unsympathetic to the cry and agonies of the 
people that has coinjilicated the situation and poisoned the whole atmosphere. 
We are not free people, we are emasculated, we are helpless. One political 
cataidysm after another, revolution a^^er revolution, shock after shock, one 
degrading measure after another, repression after repre.ssion have laid us low 
politically, suckeil us dry economically, bled us white c<»mpletely and dragged 
us down from the height of glory to the tlepth of degradation ami humilia- 
tion, If we could have taken the law in our own hand, these millions of 
people would liave risen in revolt and would have made it impossible for any 
Government that exist in the land to ignore their sufferings and to ride 
roughslunl over their feelings. 

Sir, no Government can exist except through the co-operation and 
sympathy of a contented civil population, but Mr. Sahid Suhrawardy’s 
statement reveals a lack of appreciation of the realitie.s of the present 
fituatlon and utter indifference to the mi.series of the people. Instead of 
trying to get a first-hand iiifoniiation of the actual difficulties that face the 
province at the present moment, instead of trying to satisfy the hunger of 
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millions of people, instead of taking the entire responsibility on themselves 
to feed the people, they have shifted the responsibility on to the people 
themselves. Who are these people. Sir? They are people who are dying 
of starvation, people who are weighed down by miseries and sufferings, 
people w'ho do not hesitate to satisfy their hunger out of the refuse that is 
throwm in the streets, people who do not refuse to share the same food with 
dogs and sw’ine. Sir, 1 have heard of cases where people have snatched 
awav food from dogs’ share. This is the .state of things which has been 
prevailing in the province. 

I am not raising, Sir, an alarmist cr\ . It is not an exaggerated view. 
In season and out of season we have come across not one or two cases, not 
one or two dozen cases, but hundreds of oases where people have gone with- 
out food not for one or two days, not for one <*r two weeks, but for weeks 
together. I have ])ersonally come across cases like this in the mofussal 
areas, but that cannot be published becau.se the (Government of IVengal with 
an unsympathetic attitude will gag free expression of public opinion. Sir, 
this Legislative Assembly is the only forum where we can ventilate the 
grievances of suffering humanity. The Legislative Assembly, thank Oml, 
is the only place where in spite of the false assurance.s of the Hon’ble 
Mini.ster, in spite of his spacious promises, in spite of misstatements and 
misleading statements that have been is.sued fn»m time to time, W'e can 
ventilate the grievames of suffering humanity and state real facts which 
can alone tlirow light on the leul situation. If ^Ir. Suhraw'ardy could have 
the courage, if he could have the candour and honesty to confess the real 
truth in the name of humanity, in the name of justice and (airplay, in the 
name of suffering millions, then I am sure he w'oulil have the blessings of 
God .showered upon him. 

Sir, despite the sliortage of foodstuff's iu the province which has l>een 
admitted on more than one (M'cusion by the then Premier, my revereil leader, 
Mr. A. K. Fazlul Huq, and which was borne out by Mr. Suhrawardy’s ow'ii 
political collaborator, Mr. M. A. H. Lspahuni, on the Ktth March, 11143, 
Mr. Sahid Suhra wanly did not hesitate to issue a misleading statement that 
there was no .shortage of food. Sir. Purina rice had been cut off after the fall 
of Burma in December, 11141. ITuge quantities of fooilstuffs had been 
exported out of the country to meet the requirement.s at Ceylon, Mauriiiui, 
Iraq, Iran and East Indies. The.se facts are know'n. In spite of that I do 
not understand how Mr Sahid Suhraw’ardy could indulge in this misleading 
statement. There were military requirements which had to Ik* satisfied. 
There were sundiis population in India whose demand had to be met; there 
were evacuees from Burma whose <lernuiid bail also to be satisfied. Over and 
above that there w’as shortage of supply due to the cutting off of supplies 
from Burma. In considenvtiim of these facts there was absolutely no deny- 
ing that there w'as shortage of foml. Mr. Sahid Suhrawardy in his llotnry 
Club speech confessed, though indirectly, to a sense of disappointment and 
despair that he had to stretch his hands to the other adjoining provinces to 
get supplies evidently to cover the deficit. Why this anxiety, why this 
frantic effort to stretch his hands across the borders of the province to get 
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more supplies, to get more foodstuffs? He admitted that indirectly because 
that was a statement which might belie his previous statements. There- 
fore, indirectly and in a clandestine fashion he confessed to a sense of 
disappointment and despair that there was a shortage of food. This was. all 
the more borne out by his anxiet\\.to get supplies from other provinces after 
the removal of embargo on the movement of commodities in pursuance of 
the policy of free trade. I am afraid all the plans, all the measures hitherto 
adopted by the Government have not only been defective but guided by a 
lack of perspective and a clear sense of the realities of the situation. Sir, 
it is illogical, it is inconsistent to talk of free trade and shortage of supply 
on account of difficulties of transport in the same breath. The policy of 
free trade can only succeed if there is abandant supply within the country; 
but it has been proved that both in India as also in the province of Bengal 
there is no adequate supply commensurate with the requirements of the 
country and the province. Then, again, the policy to allow free licence to 
private agents along with (Jovernment to jmrchase any quantities of rice 
from the neighbouring provinces as also from the mufassal areas lias only 
succeeded in squeezing out foodgrains from the Bengal rural homes and 
filling up the store house of C alcutta’s stockists and hoarders. It has sucked 
mufassal ureas absolutely dry. Instead of solving the food problem of 
Bengal, it has complicated the situation in other provinces also and has 
helped to raise the prices there to the same level as those prevailing in our 
own province. Then again. Sir, control over sujiply and distribution of 
foodgrains and other commodities is absolutely meaningless until we are 
assured that export is comjiletely stopped, whatever might he the stock 
position today, whatever might he the result of the anti-hoarding drive and 
Mr. Sahid Suhrawardy has given an unstinted tribute of admiration to the 
officers and the various committee.^ set up under the protecting wings of his 
officers, I definitely state that there is shortage of foodstuffs in the jirovince, 
and I say this with all the force at my command; it cannot he disputed, it 
cannot he questioned that the results of the food drive have been highly 
unsatisfactory. 


I would refer to a certain portion of my s]>eech delivered in March last on 
the floor of this House. In that speech I definitely made certain suggestions. 
First of all. I said that export of rice and paddy from Bengal should be 
prohibited. I have yet to ascertain whether exjmrt of rice has yet been 
prohibited. If export is not prohibited, whatever quantities of rice are 
imported from outside, supposing the quantities of rice exported are more 
than the quantities of rice imported, more than the stock which is in hand 
there is no meaning in tlmt import. Whatever might he the quantities of 
foodstuffs imported from other parts of India, Government should arrange 
for immediate stoppage of exp<irt from inside the province. Government, 
Sir, did recently arrange for import of paddy from other parts of India, but 
the whole policy has been defeated because Govenment did not accept the 
suggestion that we made on the last oi'casion that the existing stock 
throughout the province should be ascertained and prices of commoditief 
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must be fixed once for all. Unless prices are fixed, this unhealthy competi* 
tion between the agents of middlemen and profiteers and agents of Govern- 
ment will lead to the raising of prices to an abnormal extent. This has been 
the actual result. Government s policy throughout has been so defective, so 
illogical, so miserably lacking in any sense of the realities that, I am 
afraid, it does not do any credit to a man of Mr. Salieed Suhrawardy's 
intelligence. Not till there are sutiicient toodstufts to cover the deficit, 
all schemes would be nothing but a meaningless cant intended to dec^jive 
the public into thinking that everything is all right and the situation is 
going to be brought under control, when acluall\ things are quite the other 
away about. 

Mr. Sahid Suhrawardy, while critici.^ing Mr. Fazlul llu()'s Government 
on the last occasion, remarked thiit the adjoining provinces were reluctant 
to part with their surplus food.stuffh sitnjdy because they were definitely 
convinced that Mr. Huq's (joveriiinent was a Government consisting of 
nincompoops and inefficient and incompetent men. May I know why are 
these Provincial Governments toda> refusing to suppl> surplus foodstuffs to 
Mr. Suhrawardy!^ Should I repeat his language and say this Government 
consists of nincompoops, hirelings of the bureaucracy, creatures of vesteil 
interests, miscreations of Sir ’lohii Herbert!^ These gentlemen have l>eelfc^ 
installed in office on account of u c<institutional impropriety w'hich baa no 
parallel in the history of the v(»rld. May I know why ttHlay the adjoining 
provinces are refusing sup)ilies to Mr. Sahid Suhrawafdy in apite of his 
fr.antic eflorts to approach the (iiivernmeiit of India, in spite of frantic talks, 
conversations and confabulations that have been carried on from day to day 
and from week to week between the adj<uning (iovernments and his own 
Government!^ That showh that Mr. Sahid Suhruwardy's criticism was not 
based on triitli or any sense of fair-play and justice. ^ 

Sir. I am not here to defend the old (iovernment. But I cannot help 
contradicting a statement which Mr. Sahid Suhrawardy made at a Press 
Conference on the Idth May, l!t4‘l 1 will <juote frf»in his own speech. He 
“rebutted the prevalent idea that exp<»r< and the denial policy of the last year 
were responsible for the situation and adtled that these factors were 
exceedingly unimportant in relation to the stock position as it really was.” 
Again on the 17th May Mr. Sahid Suhrawardy said that “the greatest offence 
of the last Ministry's food policy was insistence on sliortuges ami encourage- 
ment given to hoarders and black iiiarketeers. There was no need for panic*. 
Exports were nil ami imports from the Government of Imlia were consider- 
able” and .so on and so forth. Mr. Sahid Suhrawardy’s urgumetif has been 
contradicted, challenged, di.sputed and que.stioncMl on the floor of this House. 
Mr. Suhra wanly has no answer. Sir, political 4Jensiderations very often 
colour the vision of many a responsible man and cloud the entire perspective. 
My revered Leader, Mr. Fazlul Huq, while explaining the reasons for his 
resignation recently on the floor of the House, has given a cruel reminder of 
the effect of the denial policy of the Government of India in pursuance of 
which a particular officer of the Government of Bengal under the inatmc- 
tions of the highest authority in the land advanced Rs. 20 lakhs for purchase 
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of foodstu^s from the denial areas to an unknown person without any agree- 
ment being entered into, without any terms being settled and without the 
knowledge and consent of the then Coalition Government. Added to this the 
removal of boats which are the means of transport in the district* of Eastern 
Bengal bordering on the Bay of Bengal saw the beginning of the serious 
troubles that were to grow in dimensions as days rolled on. In spite of the 
protests of the old Government the denial policy was pursued relentlessly, 
and in a few months of the execution of the policy Barisal, Khulna and a 
good many other surplus districts were converted into deficit areas, and the 
country gradually drifted from a bad to worse condition. In consequence of 
this policy, Sir, stocks were hoarded in Calculta to satisfy reciuirements 
other than those of the civil population and the poor people were left to the 
tender mercies of hoarders, stockists and i)rofiteers. The removal of boats 
from the denial areas further affected the economic life of the Province. 

And the cyclone of Midnapore devastating the entire district added to ihe 
gravity of the situation. All these facts contributed tow'ards worsening the 
food situation in the province. In spite of all this Mr. Suhrawardy has the 
courage to say that there is no shortage. Mr. Suhrawardy brought up in the 
lap of luxury hardly realises the sufferings ot the masses in the mulassil areas 
at the present moment. Free expression of public opinion has been gagged. 
Any public criticism of the Government policy has l>een banned, Mr. 
Suhrawardy himself admitted in his last speech while attacking the old 
Government that every one was in the grip of shortage and no>v in .spite of 
Mr. Suhrawardy’s recent statements that shortage persists. 

May I appeal to my honourable friends opposite and ask them how they 
can, consistently with the jiledges given to tlieir own const ituem ies, support 
the Government which has not merely failed to solve the fooil problem, but 
has succeeded iiuaggravating the situation all the more. The policy which 
has been adopted is not merely defective, but injurious to the cause of the 
country. It has been designed for cheap political clap-trap, for consolidating 
the position of the jmrly and of the members of a particular family and not 
for i-enlly solving the serious food problem. 

May I, in this connection, also appeal to the members of the European 
group who are making great sacrifices to save their Empire? We w’ant to 
make it sufficiently clear that not only we do not stand in their way, but 
they have our unstinted co-operation in the pro.secution of war efforts 
provided only they support us in our attempts to save our people who are 
on the verge of starvation. After all whatever may be their assurances that 
they are fighting for liberty and to make the world safe for democracy, 
liberty and freedom have absolutely no meaning for us. Our only purpose is 
to find food for our hungry millions. We have to relieve the distress of 
suffering humanity, to help people from starvation and to rescue them from 
the jaws of death. 

On this issue I would once again appeal to my Muslim friends opimsite to 
aink all political differences and hush all political controversies. It is only 
on the basis of a Government which would inspire confidence in the minds of 
all sections of the people, it is only on the basis of a Government composed 
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oi b11 sections and classes in this House that the acute food problem can be 
solved. If we have got to depend upon the sweet-will, if we have to depend 
upon the good grace, if we have to depend upon the tender mercies of vested 
iuterests the problem can never be solved. AVe have got to protest against 
the highhandedness and uncalled for interference from whatever quarters 
they might come — an attitude amply proved by the protest.^ that Mr. Fadul 
Huq lodged in season and out of season during his regime. 

AVith these few words. Sir, I support the motion moved bv my friend, 
Mr. Chaudhuri. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Mi. Speaker, Sir. 1 can follow the 
advice given h> the honouialdt* member for the I’nivei^itv t>f Cali’iitta in the 
latter part of his speech and ti\ and speak on the subject before Us tonight 
in a detached way and try to place before the Hoirblo Minister, through you. 
a few suggestions that have come to m\ miml Hut befoie I »lo so. 1 should 
like to give m> own tieisun.d impressKui regarding one or two points that 
have been uqieatedly mentioned }>\ homuirahh^ meml*ers op|>osite 

It iias been said, Sii. that the\ w(*re not gnen that large* number of IS 
civilians and <>lber (dlicets tin* pies<*nt Ministr\ has 1»\ His Kxeellenev the 
(Tovernor oi th(*\ wmihl have solved the inod pnddeni helore the\ left ollice. 
Is :t possible, . tliat. it t licit statements ar<* eorreet, tber»* was a sns])!eion 
in l.);jliei (juaiteis tbat the intention ol llie tli(*n Cabinet was actually to 
laki* the position fioni bail to worse for the reason tbat eondilions at tbat 
time in the country were sucli that then* was a general o]iinion that un\ thing 
and ever; thing done hv tlo* (lovernment should he upset and should be 
spoilt y Heiiig suspect, naturally they did not get tbat stipjuut wbieli they 
cxpei ted becatise getting sucb stijipoit ami llien not doing tlie thing would 
bavi* worsened the position. 

Sir. there is anothei j>oint to whiidi the lioiiouiable m(*mber for the 
University of Calcutta drew the jnuiited attention of (he Ilotise and in 
explaining his viewqioint, he deliberately tried to mislead you and the House 
by saying that inemhers of this House who happen to be connected w'ith 
commercial organisations working with the (lovernment should «lo this and 
should not d<j that. Sir. I beg to suggest (hat limited liability companies 
and concerns are outside the ojieration of that suggestion. 

May I also remind the House, through you. Sir, that 1 have been called a 
Sindhi on many occa.sioiis. I am as much a Sindhi as you are. 1 have 
nothing to (b> with Sind. If I were to go to Sind and tell a Sindhi that I 
was a Sindhi, he would simply drive me out of the province. 

My' own personal opinions about this problem are tbat neither the 
previous Ministry nor thi.s Afinistry nor the one before that is responsible 
for our troubles today. I hold those people responsible who showed com- 
placency in Malay, in Burma and in the many pndilems affecting India. 
The Government of India was caught napping. This country^ was called th» 
arsenal of everything that could be found for the Egyptian front. Food- 
stuffs were sent out recklessly. Organisations were started in Ix)ndon and 
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their agents appointed here sent all they could out of the country. And all 
the time the great military experts never expected that Japan would jump 
into the field of battle as it did. The result was that Burma went out of our 
hands and with it the rice we used to import from there, llice that we 
should have retained in the country ^ent out, as I have said, for war purposes. 
The (jovernment of India is the main culprit in this field and not any other. 

1 should also like to point out— and I entirely agree with the Hon’ble 
Leader of the Pluropean (iroup — that the mind of the (ioverriment of India 
is not i>roperly made up in regard to the application of the principle of free 
trade. \\ e get one instruction today ami another tomorrow, with the re.-ult 
that nobody knows either here or at the (‘entre what i.s going to be the policy' 
tomorrow . 

Imagine, Sir, free trade within a limited area called the Eastern Zone 
with the Eastern States thrown in and leaving the rest of India to do as it 
pleased. I may also jxiint out to the House, through \ou, Sir, that there 
has been a “rebellion” in almost every jiiovince. The Prime Minister ot the 
hrontier Provima* a(‘tually declared it publicly that if one grain was taken 
out of the Frontier I^rovince he would become a rebel and not allow the 
(government of India to take it out and this, and now I am sjieaking on high 
authority, has been tiu* (‘ase with the other juovim'es also. The scheme, 
although too late, which the (lovernment ot India trn*(l to place byfoie the 
country was sabotaged not by the pe<>ple but b\ lh(‘ Piovmcial ( ioveiiiments 
in many ]»rovinces. 1 he (lovernmiMit ot Imlia, not being couiageous 
enough, could not put this official “ladiellion down ami in the net result we 
in Bengal have been placecl in a most awkward ami precaiious ]»osition. In 
this connection I offer a suggestion for what it is wmth and 1 hope the 
Hon’ble Minister for ( ivil Supjdies will conve\ it to tin* ( entie. This 
tinkering with the junblem will not <lo The (fovernmenl of India must 
come out as one buyer in the whole countr\, and the (lovernment of India 
must take upon itself the res])onsibility as one seller and one distiibutor all 
over the country. Every grain in the country must be taken possession of: 
otherwise, deficit jirovinces and surplus provinces and all other nonsenses 
which have brought us to this pass toiluy will continue. I shall not enter 
into any argument about things that have been said and what the Muslim 
League was going to ilo or not going to do, but this much may lie uttered 
that so far us human effort is concerneil I can assure liommrahle memhers 
opposite that no stone shall he left unturned to gra})ple with the situation 
provided the gentlemen at the (^eiitre di» not poke theii noses awkw'ardlv into 
a very difficult problem which they have not yet understoo<l well. 

May I, Sir, also point out to the Hon’hle Minister for ('ivil Supplies that 
there is such u thing as fish in Bengal which requires his imme<liate and 
careful attention. Bengal lives on rice and fish, but I have my doubts it 
the Government has paid that attention to the supply of fish which it 
deserves. Fish might prove a great help to the people in the districts, 
especially along banks of the rivers, as supplementary to what they get of 
fice and oereali. 
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Another problem, Sir, whiob. although it may take a bit of time, det^erves 
the attention of the Hou’ble Minister, — is to create Consumers’ Co-oiw»rative 
Societies. The> will be tinanciull> cheaper than official organ iaa^tions and 
in <5ertaiy directions the rapacity of either the otficial or the money-lender or 
the profiteer or the husinessmaii will be compietel> eliminated. We may 
not be able to start them at once but the subject dtavs re(|uire immediate 
consideration at the hands of the Hon’ble Minister. Argument was also 
raised in the debate (hat llcngal being on the war front aiul there being so 
many extra men in the army to be fed. the chances of the p(*ople of Ilengul 
getting sufficient food aie ilistuibcd. Tliat, Sir. i.-^ imt coirei’t, .m> far as my 
knowledge goes. The foml foi the arin\ roni«*s from the Centre and there- 
fore it does not affect our puddem at all TIh‘ lionouiabic member represent- 
ing the Ijundholder.s’ Constituen(\\ aKo mmlc mention of the refugees. 
Most of the.s<‘ refugees arc lleugulis b\ origin Tlie\ cannot go to an,\' other 
province. I have had .Mimclhirig to do with this problem. ’Fln'se rcfugtM»s 
also are u Central rcsponsibilit \ . A imiMinum of two laklrs ot reIngees 
(*aniiot run away with all the food in Ifengal Hut. Sir. in the last analysis, 
as I am tr\ing to h»ok at it. the pnddem icsolve*' itstdf into “one bn\cr and 
one sclh'r '. That alone will take us <iut of the bog into which we arc today. 

Mr. KIRAN 8ANKAR ROY: Mi S]MMker. at the f.ig mid of the 
debate w htm e\erN ( (Uiceiv ,ible point h.is been (liscus^ed with nbillt v and 
some time with .some amount ot lempei .md when membern must be tired 
ot hearing the same argument ovei and over .igain.

Mr. Speak<‘r, Iwfore I come to the lood pr<d>lem itself I should like to 
say a word or (wo about the aiiteiedcnts of tin* present Ministry. 'Fhat, 
Sir, IS a sordid stojv and I hii\e no desire to go into it in details Hut, 
Sir, it is relevant liei iiu.se it has been admitted on .ill hands by members of 
all jiartics (bat (lie Cabinet wbnli wants to .srdvc the food jiroldem of 

ilengal must get the confideme of (he peo}d«* in the fir.sl instance. Sir, 
the Miiiistr\ whuli has been brought into exist<*nce b\ tlie Governor of 
this provimc b\ ijiicstionable taetus and wbiili retains power an 1 position 
bv the vote of the Kurojican block is not a Mlni.s1r\ which wiU readily 

inspire confideme of the people (A voice: (Question!; 1 hear, Sir, 

some one questioning this statement of tact, but I ihallenge him to nee 
what happens when votes will lie counted if the Kuropean Group reinaina 

neutral (Crie.s of “Ye.s, we will see” from the Government benches.) 

Mr. Speaker, that is the sort of (lovernment we have now got in our 

province. However, 1 will not bibmir on (liat jioint further, 

Mr. Speaker, the present Ministry came into power on the 24(h of 
April. It has l>e<*n in power for nearly two ami a half niontlm. I hope it 
will not be contended on its Whalf that it had a very short tenure of office 
because when we are faced with famine and starvation surely we cannot go 
on experimenting and waiting for an indefinite }KTiod. Mr, Speaker, 1 do 
not want to tax the patience of honourable members b> qmding figures, but 
I want to remind them that when this Ministry came into power the pric# 
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of rice was as follows: in May coarse rice was selling at Rs. 23 per maund; 
now it is Ks. 30; medium rice was at Rs. 24, now it is Rs. 32; fine rice was 
at Rs. 25, now it is Rs. 33. 

What, Sir, is the condition prevailing at the present moment? WTiat 
IS the condition of the people of Bengal today;' People have sold their 
utensils — whatever uten.sils they had, they have sold their cattle and are 
trying to sell their land and are prepared to sell their children if they can 
get purchasers and they aie ahandoning them now. They have eaten things 
which men never dreamt they would eat and now in dark de.spair they are 
resigning themselve.s lo fate. That is the lecture, Sir, which member after 
mem her irresiiective of his party has given to this House. 

Now', what is the picture which Mr. Suhrawardy gives? In the state- 
ment which has been cinmlaled Mr. Suhrawardy claims that “this”, he 
means “the drive”, “has re.^tered c(nifidence ainong.st the jioor and has 
transferred the panic to the minds of tlie hoarders”. He claims tliat prices 
have fallen and, Sir, he sa> s “I am greatly satisfied with the result.” 

Mr. Speaker, 1 ask the House is that .i true picture? If that is not a 
ture picture and if Mr. Suhraward\ cannot solve the food problem, he 
should at least stop humbugging the jM' 0 ])le of this jirovince. Sii, it has 
been claimed on his behalf that he has (‘nergetii'ally api)lied his mind to 
the problmu. I am prepanal to concede him that. It ha.s Immmi claimed 
iliat he posses.ses dynamism. Sir, frankly speaking, 1 distrust dynamism. 
Dynamism not jontiolled b\ moral ]iurposes has been the cause of half the 
trouble of this world. From that ])oiui of view a burglar ha.s more 
dyimmism than a hous^duddei . Mr. Suhiawardy is a gri'at and real friend 
of mine. 1 would not like him to imitate a burglar. 

Mr. S])eaker. what is the plan, what is the programme which 
Mr. Suhrawardy puts forward for the solution of this prohlem ? If you 
read this pamjihlet whieh, 1 am sure everyone of you have read, you will 
find that Mr. Suhrawardy is a (‘hanged man. I have known Mr. Sulirawardy 
for nearly 30 years or more. We have been together in the college here 
and ill the .same Vuiversity abroad. 1 knt»w Ids defects and I also know 
his merits. I hope he will not contradict me when 1 say that sw'eetness of 
temjH'r has never been one of his virtues, but if you read this pamphlet 
you will find him full of genero.sity, full of thanks. He begin.s of course 
by thanking Mr. Ispuhani. He thanks Mr. Ishaque. He thanks the 
Hon’ble High (^ulrt. He then patroni>es the members of district boards, 
commissioners of municipalities, profe.ssors of colleges, teachers of schools 
and he also thanks us, the various party leaders, the vast public and also 
the press — not of Bengal hut the press outside.

Help will be 
given to agriculturists to grow more food and everj* assistance will be 
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given. Irrigation and drainage schemes are under consideration. Sir, I 
am over 50 and 1 do not reuieiuher a time when irrigation and drainage 
schenies have not been uiuler the eonsideration of Government. 

•Coming to the present — his only paiia<‘ea is the Footl Drive. Now^ let 
us examine the drive itself. If it had btH'n a drive to collect statistics, it 
would have been objecte<l to by no one, but. Sir, thi.s drive is not that. 
Dr. Syamaj>rasad Mookerjee has chargeil this (lovernment with making 
blunders.

Is convinced that any deficit this \ear i-an Is* fnlls met troni tlu' t'arry-over 
of 1941-41^ crop The public jua\ theiefoie r<‘st .issuied tliat there is no 
cause of feat in ultimate shoitage of food-gtains.'* 

On May l‘f, s[»e. iking at .» Pn*ss ('oiiferenee. Mr Siilirawardy rebutl4Ml 
the prexalent idea that exports and the denial pidicy of tlie last year were 
resitonsible tor the situalion and added tliiit tlo*se factors were exceedingly 
unimportant in rel.ition to the simk po.sition as it really was. 

On May IT, speaking at ,i joiblii meeting, the Ilon’bli* Ministar 
observ'ed : “The worst feature (»f tlie hist Minisir’. s food policy was their 
insistence of sliortagi* and the em ouiagemeiit giv<*n to lioarders and black- 
markefeers.

Theix'fore, it will not do tod.iv for Mi Suhrawardy to .say that he was 
suppressing the fact (tf shortage because he did not want the people to b© 
panicky. 

Mr. Speaker, .Sir, witli tlie failure of this drive, this Ministry baa no 
plan, no policy and cannot claim our confidence. Now^ what is the way

8UHRAWARDY: Df^ you think that I did not 
know when I launched the food drive that my intention would he misinter- 
preted before the people and that there was a likelihood cd me, pernonally, 
and the Ministrv (d which I am a member, incurring? unp<»pulanty il I 
called upon the a^rricultuiisis of thi- province to ilistrihute their stor'ki 
amongst their poorer brethren Many of these a^^riciiltiirists have to feed 
themselves. But the piteous ciie- of the -tarvln|r people, the bejfj^ars and 
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the destitute who are tlie first to jjo under, the smaller afn'it'ulturists who 
had sold their little stock earlier in the season and who could not afford to 
buy to feed themselves when the prices rose, the cries of these people we 
could not ignore, and I undertook upon myself the odium of calling upon 
the agriculturists to disgorge what they possessed and distribute it amongst 
their more unfortunate brethren. I hope, Sir, that when the results of this 
drive will come to be assessed in a proper atmosphere, wp shall be judged 
by what we have done to relieve the distress of those who were running about 
from door to door asking for a morsel of bread whir’h they never begged 
before in their lives. 

Mr. JOCE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: H ave they ceased to beg now? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: The position has worsened. 
The ])f»sition must worsen, since then, if y(»u consider that several months 
have rolled by.

AVhen the Opposition members spoke 
they were allo^yed to have their pay without interruptions. It is not fair 
on their part now to deliberately obstruct the Hon’ble Minister in his 
speech. 1 want >our ruling on this point, Sir. 

Mr. SPEAKER; What is your point of order? Is it whether it i<j 
periiiissihle? If so, I may ttdl you that this sort of questioning is generally 
not permissible, but in exceptional circumstances this may be permissible. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ; Sir, T have got one or two things. I am 
not goinj^ to V)e obstructive at all. 1 am unking for information. May I 
ask at this stag<* 

Mr. SPEAKER ; You, as ihe Leader of tlie Oppo.sition, have not 
spoken, and I understand it is due to \our illness. Now, in the course of 
the speech of tlie Minister in charge it anything t*(tmes out about wdiich 
you want some nutre iiifoi niation, 1 will gi\e \ou special leave to ask him 
questions at the close of tlu‘ dehate. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: All right. Sir 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: 1 think you. Sir, because 
I had been rather diverted from m\ speeili. T, liowever, do not regret the 
internijition hecaiist* it has made the jKont still (dearer. 

Now, Sir, Dr. S,\ amajuasad Mookerjee having got that information 
from somoulieie stated that Mr. I.spahani is contesting the proposition that 
he cannot buy on liis own account. <hir terms ot agreement are that he 
cannot buy on his account as long a.s hi* coniinue.s to he the agent of the 
(iovernnient of Hengal. (Dr. Sy.am \}* i{ \s \i) Mookkkjkk: Have (he terms 
been signed by liim?) The terms liave been arranged and have passed 
through both our sidicitors and have been agreed to right from the beginning 
that he can make no purchases on lii.s ou n account and the can make no 
pundia.ses on the account ot others cxce]>t with the consent of the Director 
of (’ivil Sujqdics. Hi* has been alh*\\ed ti* make purchases on lielialf of 
the (lovernment of India. The (foverrimeiit of India have utilised his 
services t(* make pun'hascs outside the eastern zone in many places and 
they have done so lUi terms tar more favourable tliaii \\e have given him 
and they have done so without security without which it seems no business 
cun i>e transacted. I hope 1 have sufficiently answered the insinuation 
regarding Mr. Lsjiahaiii that have been levelled from time to time by the 
members on the opposite seetion of the House. 

It is further stated that tliis was a hle.-ising in disguise to Mr. Ispahani. 
It was no question of blessing. Mr. Ispahani not onl\ had to elose dowm his 
own rice business, but he had to close up several other businesses in order 
to be able to send his agents to various plai'es in which we required them. 
He has placed his own servants and agents in jeopardy — they are being 
))roseeuted in various places, their stocks have Iwen looted. He has placed 
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himself and his money and a^^eiits in jeopardy. As I have stated, it has 
been no blessin^^ to him. (an I expert the other .side to understand it? 
Can I expe(‘t them to undeistand how a person run make sac'rifiee for an 
ideal for which he is prepared to jro to any extent H I hope, Sir, that a 
time will ( ome when honourable members from the other -siile will make 
aimilar sacrifices for the ideals which they profess. 

Now, Sir, one further point has been raised re^^jrdinjir the exclusion of 
Howrah and Calcutta from the lood drive aiul many jiersons, before 
Mr. Kennedy 8i)oke, j)laced the entire responsibility for the exclusion of 
Howrah and Calcutta on those whom they call our masters, vijj., the European 
Group. Mr. Kennedy and Mr. llemlry have made it clear that they 
themselves impressed upon me on several occasions that the drive a|ruinst 
Howrah and Calcutta should be undertaken. There l an be no doubt that I 
realised that this should be done, and I apun tell yt>u that it is for 
administrative reasons that we have not been able to do it. 1 aKuin tell 
you that there could be no other reason as I shall exj)hiin. There are in 
Calcutta and Howrah about (iOtt.tHMt jiremiHes and many ol the.se premises 
are nothing else but rabbit hole^ with one <‘ntiance and several exits. I 
will need a whole army f(U' the purpOM* ol taking' .sl<K’k ot the stoi ks in their 
bands. There me other lea^ons loo '['lie mam problem bel(*re us was 
fir>tl> m ^et the a; 4 ‘n(uhun>t l<» lnjUidatc slock loi ihe henefil ol hin 
j)oorer brethren to wl»om he used to lend hi> stock hcton*. That did not 
uppK to Calcutta ami Howiah In tad. it easy. I maintain, to orj^-anise 
the whole ot Hcn^'al ratlicr ilian ( alcntta and Howiah where each one i.s an 
individua]i'«t, whcic each one is an e;r<»i''t. wlicie one d(M*s not know^ie 
neighbours who are living on either side ami each one has ^r<>t. to be treated 
(juile >cparatcl_\. Onlei'', I ma\ intoim the llousi*. have alremiy beiMi 
issued encircling Calcutta ami Howrah and the industrial areas and no 
tood-grain can pass out ot this area any longer, although ffunUgrains muv 
enter these houmlaries lomoirow, u special (lazette is going to he issued 
promulgating this order which is ahead\ in tone. .Now. Sir. il will not 
be long b(*foie ('alcutia and Howrah will be seiiicbed In a w'a^ perhaps 
it ha.'> been correct to e.xclmb- Calcutta and Howrah in Ihe beginning. I 
am certain that botoMirablc memlMT> opposite who, while comlemning this 
Eood Drive <»n the one baml. insi'i on the oth« j hand that Calcutta and 
Howrah should not have been excludefl Irom this drive, wouhl have 
condemned the imlusion of Calcutta ami Howrah if these two pluee.s had 
been included in the beginning. The\ themselves would have shrieked thus 
from the housetops. If ,\ou really want to seek an excuse for the exclu.sion 
it is not the corrert excuse because the correct excuse is administrative 
reasons— then turn again to the statement of your accredited leader who 
aaid that if we begin to .searcli the hou.ses and take stock of food-grains, he 
will organise the people in such a manner that there will be riots and 
bloodshed before such stocks «ould be taken. (Mr. A. K. Fazlul Huq: 
That is a misstatement.) Would I not l»e justified after such a dire threat 
of your accredited leader to pause and think and con.sider and, if I take a 
stock of Howrah and Cab utta, to do so in such a manner that not a single 
hoard underneath the Utktapusii may remain unseen? 
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Mft SPEAKER: Mr. Suhrawarcly, I Jo not want to interrupt you.

J)r. Syamaprasad M(H)kerjee has then gone on to controlled shope and

(haiinels of trade. They are a few tradesmen — 400 out of 6,000 — to whom 
tiovernment supidy a certain amount ot lice for distribution to the p(«)r 
who can stand in (lueues. Taking awa\ this rice from them and distribut- 
ing it properly through (iovernment distributing centres linked to zones is 
by no means sometiiing which can be consideied to be anything but 
laudable. 

Dr, Syamaprasad Mookerjee has stated w’hat has ha])j)ened to that order 
that fio one could he allotled a contiolled shoj) unless he w'as three years in 
trade. Dr. Syamapravsad McMikeijee ought to know what happened to that 
oriler. That order was hciapj)e<l in his time. (Di. Syamaj'H %.s \i) 
Mookkiukk: My lime?') Yes. 'Plj** ('ivil Suppl\ S\ndicate whicli was in 
existence — which had com(‘ into existem-e the pit'vmus da,\ — was given J**) 
shops in your time. It had no licence under the iood-grains control order; 
it was not in business for thiee yeais; and in tael theie aie un\ number of 
such contndled shops operating at the jm'stuit ninment which are being 
<‘ohtinin*d and wdiicli had been given by Dr. MiKikerjee s Ministry to jiersons 
wdio never had a licence. (Dr. Sy wiaciusao Mookkkjj.i. : And you are 
following that!) No, Sir, I am not following that. (Dr. SYAMAri{A.SAi» 
Mookkiuke: You want to give to >our own men f I want to scraj) that 

system altogether and do away with all that dirtiness, filth and nepotism. 
(A voice from the Opposition : You have begun very well.) 

Now, Sir, I urn sure that the House would like ti) know' a little bit of 
what has been done regarding getting sujiplies from outside. It has been 
slated that 1 have been insisting on the fact that there was no shortage. 
Meml>er after member has repeateil tliat statement. Sir, I have never said 
that there was no shortage. (Dr. Syamaimiasad Mookkkjei:: Wonderful!) 
On the other hand, 1 have stated that insistence (Ui sh(»rtage will not help 
us. Does it not jiredicate that I admit th.it there is a shortage? I said 
“insistence on shortage will not help ns.” It predicates that I admit that 
there is a shortage. (Dr. Nali.wksha Ss.\y\i. : What ahout hand-lulls?) 

A hand-bill has been flourisheil, but every haiul-bill does not pass through 
my eyes, although 1 do elaini that ver\ little troni my department issues 
without my knowledge. Apart fnuii that it \oii re;ol between the lines 
you will find that when I gave the speech on sutfiiuency it was based upon 
the fact of receiving supplies from the (iovernment of India. 

Dr. SYAMAPRASAD MOOKERdEE: Here is a statement of 8th May 
that “there was in fact a sufficiency of food-grains for the people of Bengal. 
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lull statistical details which will elearlj demonstrate that there is a 
sufhcieiicy will shortly be published.'" If the Hon 'hie Minister wants to 
back out let him do it decently.

The Government of India 
had rust ujron them the resjroiisihilitv and they were refusing to undertake 
it. There was no option left to us but to make them realise the iU0ering» 
w’e were going through. Today we are in u mucli better position. Today 
we are in a .situation to make agreements with them w)iich» J hope, will 
shortly fructify. 
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Again free trade plan was sabotaged. As everj' member of the House 
knows or should know, the Government of India tried to introduce free trade 
for the whole of India. Loud were the protests from all parts of India 
and a Conference was held in Delhi. This Conference has certainly done 
a great deal of good (Mr. Joo^SH Chanora Gupta: What are the goods!) 
Does the h(»noiirable member expect that I shall come with a pocketful of 
rice in my piK'ket and produce it here? (Dr, Syamaprasai) Mookebjeu: 
Pocketful of promises not to be fulfilled !) That, Sir, is a matter for the 
Government of India, and I have no doubt that those promises will be 
fulfilled. (Mr. JociK.SH Ch.-indra Guita : You could bring at least a 
pocketful of diJIi ka huhlus.) (liuughter.) 

Sir, before I deal with them, I should like to tell you how much we have 
received from Ihe {j<»vernnient of India — o(),00() tons of wheat out of 
tons; 9,100 tons of millet out of 200,000 tons. Under the emergency plan 
they were to have sent us 25,000 tons of rice and 15,000 tons of millet within 
one month after free trade was establihhed. All that we have got is 11,000 
tons of rice. The hoiumrable members will, therefore, realise that the 
Government of India ft)»id tiiat it was unable to meet the commitments 
that it had made and it proposed this new fn^e trade f(U’ the whole of India. 
The Conference has voted against it. I do not quarrel with the decision 
f)f the (5)nference. I do not object, Sir, to the provincial barriers once 
more going up j»rovided sujiplies to Bengal are seiiired, and I am indeed 
fortunate that 1 am able t(f announce to this Hou.se that at this 
('onference we had been able to a(‘hieve something which, I trust, will 
assist us to tide over our present difiicultieii. In the first j)lace, the 
neighbouring provinet’s liave been asked to dt'clar<‘ how much they can 
^<upply to Bengal. In the .second place, the Government of India must be 
satisfied that their declaration conforms to facts. In the third place the.se 
Provincial Governments must set their procurement plan into operation and 
stocks must he on the move to Bengal and the Government of India again 
will judge whether sufficient steps have been taken to secure supplies before 
the trade barriers are put up. Free trade will continue to operate during 
that time, and more than that the provinces have agreed that they will 
honour the contra(‘ts which have been or will ba entered into until tbt^ 
provincial barriers are put up again. 

Or. NALINAK8HA SANYAt: Not future (ontracts? 

Thi Hon’ble Mr, H, 8. 8UHRAWARDY: They will honour all the 
contractvS which will he entered into unless provincial barriers are put up 
again. 

Dr. NALiNAK8HA 8ANYAL: Head what Mr. Jha has said in the 
papers today? 

Tha HOffl’bla Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: It does not matter what he 
says. This is important. In the meantime the Government of India have 
realised their great responsibilities to Bengal and will continue to send us 
supplies. They do not absolve themselves of their resj^onsibilities as they 
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did when they introduced free trade within the Eastern Zone. They are 
taking every step to rush supplies to Bengal and they have realised that 
immediate supplies are necessary. The Hou’ble Member in charge of the 
Food Department, the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Transport Depart- 
ment and many other officials have gone to Lahore for the purpose of 
arranging supplies to Bengal. The supplies will come by special trains 
(Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee : When.^) from the Punjab and by steamers 
from Karachi. (Ironical cheers from the Opposition benches.) If they do 
not come, what do honourable members expect me to doP Can I bring 
the special trains along with meP 1 have to rely on the good offices and 
on the good-will of the Government of India. I have to rely on their 
assurances. They realise their respon.sibilities to Bengal. I do not think 
that it will carry us one whit further if 1 tell them, “There is no use 
your promising to send us, you will not do it.“ They are in the dominating 
position. We are in the position of recipients. If those .supplies 
do not come what .suggestions have youP You have nuggested a joint petition 
to His Majesty’s Governiiient, through the Crovernuient of India, that 
Bengal is in jeopardy and it is the duty of Ilis Majesty’s Government to 
come to its aid. 

I am constantly in (:orres[)()udence with the Government of India on 
the subject, and I hope that the results will be satisfactory. We have also 
secured the attention and the sympathy of His Excellency the Commander- 
iu-Chief. Already a military ship has been placed at our disposal for the 
transport of food-grains to ('hittagong, and I am expe<‘ting similar assist- 
ance for other transit.s by sea. The military authorities have also agreed 
to jilace five ships at our dispo.sal for bringing Hupjilies from Sind. The 
military autliorities have also ugre^Ml to plaie .some road trans|M)rl at our 
dispo.sal and to send tood-grains to Bengal and to utilisi* their own move- 
ments for the purpose. As a gesture of good-will which 1 greatly appreciate 
and which I hope the hououraiile members opjMisite will appreciate (Dr. 
Syamapr.4Sai) MmiKERJEK: W^ will if the gJXMjs arrive.) they lia\’e agreed 
to cut out the ration of rice which was allotted to the European soldiers. 
The Government of Inida are arranging to .send jirovisions by sea ns well 
in order to relieve the coiigestion on railways, and they have also agreed 
that we may buy as much wheat products as we can without any restriction 
from the Punjab. From this point of view, therefore, we can fac:^? the 
future with a little more hope and a little less despair than that which haa 
enveloped us. I can go no further than that. More than this I believe that 
we have secured the sympathy of our neighbouring Governments, the Govern- 
ments of Bihar, Orissa and Assam, and of the Kesident of the Eastern 
States. 

Mr. ATUL GHANDRA SEN: Why did you then make such remarks 
about ihemt 

TM Mofi’bM Mr. H. S. tUHRAWARDY: I had no sanction to come 
to separate terms with them. (Interruption.) I wish honourable members 
would listen to me because this is of fundamental importance to us. If this 
thing is not done, we shall be in jeopardy. I had no sanction to come to 
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separate terras with them. As soon as I am relieved from the present 
business of the Legislature I propose to take this matter with them separately 
or jointly. I do not think it will be very difficult. My first concern is 
with the grain which we have already purchased and which they have 
agreed to release, and I am certain that the sooner that I can come to an 
arrangement with them, the sooner will the barriers go up and the sooner 
our supplies will be secured. Over and above this I have no sanction to 
control the price for the entire region. There is no justification for this 
madness in priaes which has overtaken the Eastern Zone, and even if the 
stock position justifies the high prices prevailing in Bengal which I still 
dispute, the helpless position of the poorer section of our countrymen cannot 
warrant it. 1 propose, and the other Governments agree with me, that a 
controlled price should be fixed within the region. It will not be the same 
price throughout the province, but will be parity prices. And more than 
this we have come to an understanding that this controlled price will 
gradually decrease. 

I have been asked to give figures of the amount of money spent on 
agricultural loans, test relief works and gratuitous relief. Some figures 
have been placed in my hands by the itevenue Dej)artment, I need not 
take the members through the detailed figures, but I could g^ive them the 
tot44l Its. 1,10,0)5,200 has been sanctioned (Mr JixiK.sn Gri’T.\: 

Only sanctioned!) not only sanctioned but spent on agricultural loans. 
Hs. 55,92,100 is outstanding for sanction. I can tell the House that not 
only this but. more money will be sent to the various districts. AVe have 
Bent a memorandum to the Government of India asking for more funds. 
I had the benefit of a discussion with the Finance Secretary of the (iovern- 
ment of India, and the lloirble Finance Member of the (iovernment of 
India and 1 had this assurance that the money which we had asked for 
would be found for us on certain <-on(iitions. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U; AVhat is the amount ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Three crore.s of rupees, but 
this is nothing if we get food-grains as well and the value of those food- 
grains will run easily into fifty crores. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: This is no ne^v promise. Thi.s was 
given even to the lust Ministry. 

Tha HOfl’bte Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: May I point out to the 

honourable member that a well-thoug’lit-out memorandum, a well-planned 
scheme for relief in various form> — for relief through grains in kind as 
well as in cash — has been placed before the Government of India and 
this is no more an empty promise or an empty demand. For gratuitous 
relief lbs. 02,15,000 has already been sanctioned and sent and Ks. 14,02,000 
is outstanding. For test relief work** Its. 92,59,700 has been sanctioned and 
sent and Its. 2.25,000 is outstanding. I do not know if the honourable 
members would also care to hear about the food-g'rains which I have sent 
tb the various districts iu Bengal. I wish to place them before the House 
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juflt to show that our chief couoern has l)wn to provide supplies to the 
mufassal. When we took office we found that all the grains wich were being 
sent from outside were captured on the way. It partly went to Howrah, 
partly to Midnapore and the rest was sent to Calcutta and nothing was sent 
to the various districts in spite of their great demands. W'hen we pressed 
for free trade, we unlinked the priorities with the idea of building up some 
stocks and some reserves wliich we could send to the mufassal. 1 have been 
able in some measure to meet the re(|uirements of the deficit areas, but I do 
not wish to suggest that what 1 have MUit is sutisfucttiry even to me. I 
wish that I could have sent more to those areas, but our resources have to 
<lepend ui>on repleni>hment of suj»plie> from the (iovernmeut of India. 1 
have lieen enabled, I say hcie, to do so on account of the magnificent and 
satisfactory manner in \^hich the firm of M. M Ispahani, T<td.. have acted 
and have been able to ses ure thest> supplies tor us. I have that lesson 
before me of lour agents that liad Ihumi set up by the late Government 
when tliey could not secure even ten lakh maunils iroin the surplus districts 
within llengal even in the nnmth ol .lanuary when the grain ccuueH to the 
market. 

Sir, to Farnlpiir Sadar I have already sent 19,212 maumls of rice and 
maunds is now on the movi'. To Unjshahi l(>,4d8 maunds of rice 
and 19. 84*1 niauiidH of jMddy To (ioalundo 11,178 maunds c>f paddy and 
lo,(H)0 maunds (jf rice is on the ino\e either to Hajhari or Gouhindo. To 
MaiLiiipur d,UlU maunds of ru e and lo.tMH) maumls of juohly is on the move. 
To (jopalganj o, ()()() maunds cd rici*. To Dacca 12,91)0 maumls of rice and 
JO. 900 maumls of padd\ . Ami these and the figures which I have placed 
before the Hoiisi* are irrcspectivi' <d large amounts whicli havi* been nupiisi- 
tioneil by the local authonties am! jilaccd through the Kiniridled shojis. 
As a matter of fac t all the tigunvs I am giving an* irrcsp<*( tivc of the* amounts 
which the local officers have either b> purchase or recjuisition ac4|uiri*d and 
put through the contr(dle(l .shops. To Munikg’unj 5,000 maumls of paddy and 
to Xarayanganj 7,000 maumls of paddy have lH*en sent. I am afraid tliese 
figures ars somewhat umlerestiinatcd us I am aware of having ordered 
further amounts which will fur »*\4ee4l the fig-iires which have Tieeri placecl 
ill my haml.s. Honourable ineiiihers muN rememher that considerahly larger 
stocks of rice and padd\ were* seized from merc hants at Xarayanganj and 
sold through the controlled shops. To Iloogldy 25,000 maunds has been 
sent. To XadiH Sadar 15,000 maumls of rice; to Krishimgar 9,149 maunds 
of rice; to Kuahtiu 9,04-1 maumls ol rice and 4.51K) imiunds is on the move. 
To JesMire d.500 maumls of rice. To Myrneiibingh 5,000 maunds of rice; to 
Tangail 1,095 maunds of paddy; to }{uicl\a Ha/.ur 5,400 maunds of paddy. 
To Chittagong 14,220 maumK of rice ami also 20.519 maunds of padcly and 
27,0(M) maujul.s of rice is also going there by steamer and 45,0(K) maunds 
of rice has been jiurc hased by the CommiHsioiier, and 1 am sending another 
consignment of 40, (KK) maunds of rice. Tcc Xoakhali I am sending 20,000 
maunds of rice. This is already on the move. To Tippera we have sent 
21,990 maumls of paddy. To Muushiganj 8,489 maunds of rice. To Midniu 
pore 22,000 maunds of rice and 4,580 maunds of paddy. This is irrespective 
of the Revenue Department’s purcliases for Midnapore relief. To Pabna 
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Sadar 20,000 maunds h on the move and to Serajgranj 15,000 maunds of 
rice. To DarjeeJin^^ 00,000 maunds of rice. Howrah has been given 76,000 
maunds of r ice and 24-Parganas 29,000 maunds of rice. To Chandpur I am 
sending another 25,000 maunds of rice which will serve the distressed area 
and to Bhola 10,000 maunds of rice with dnl and millet. Over and above this 
I have sent to the various distrir-ts 55,000 maunds of dal and gram. Of 
millet I have sent the following quantities — 12,500 maunds to Madaripur, 
12,500 maunds to Mirzapur in Tangail, 12,500 maunds to Dacca, 60,000 
maunds to Chandpur, 17,500 to Pabna, to Noakhali 20,000 maunds, to 
Faridpur 25,000, to Howrah 10,000 maunds. Over and above this I have 
sent considerable quantities of att/j to various districts 

Mr. ilOGESH CHANDRA GUPTA: How many days’ consumption 
will it giveP 

Th« Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Everybody will be able to 

eat. 

Of wheat and wheat products I have sent to the extent of 214,752 maunds 
over and above what I have sent in the shape of rice and more is still to 
go in the month of July. 1 can also at the same time look forward with 
considerable degree of confidence to be able to ration Calcutta. It may be 
on the basis of austerity diet but such rationing is surely called for when 
tliere is no sufficient food-grains and every one must curtail his consumption. 

Here, Sir, may I reply to an impatient and unjust and ill-informed 
criticism to my slogan, “Eat less ri(*e!” Surely, the slogan i.s not applicable 
to those who are starving or who have no rice tr) eat. Surely, the members of 
the Opposition have sufficient common sense to realise that this is applicable 
only to those who cun afford to take other diets. It is applicable to the 
members sitting in this very Ilou.se. We should make every endeavour 
to give up our rice diet and take to substitute food-grains and to substitute 
foods and leave the ri<’e consumption to the ])oor who cannot afford to take 
other class of grains. Surely, I cannot be so cruel as to call upon persons 
who are too poor even t<» pun hase rice and who have been starving to eat 
less rice, and surely those who charge me with this form of derisiveness and 
joke for their own political purposes may refrain from perpetrating such 
a cruel injustice upou me. Aud, Sir, this is not all. Not only do I hope 
to be able to send more from Calcutta but I have placed myself in a position 
through the agency of the Food Drive to send resources immediately to areas 
in distress and these stocks and local surpluses will begin to move as soon 
as relief oranisations are completed. In the meantime I have instructed 
local officers to purchase the frozen and requisitioned rice and have placed 
cash at their disposal for the purpose and to remove the food-grai*i Id the 
distressed areas as emergency cases. 

I think, Sir, I have met most of the points which have been raised by 
the members opposite. Honourable members will pardon me if due to 
shortness of time I have not been able to deal with all of them, because if 1 
could deal with my subject in my own way and place before them the correct 
background of the difficulties wbicb have been in our way, 1 think it will 
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take several hours to give to the honourable members a proper perspective. 
But, Sir, there is one further point that I should deal with before I 
conclude. I do not take any credit for myself for what has been done. We 
have worked together, and I can tell the House that the officers in the Civil 
Supplies Department have not spared themselves in any way. They come 
early in the morning and leave late at night and many of these officers — 
there are 18 Civil Service officers — are they not have from time to time been 
laid up with overwork and anxiety, but. Sir. this we have done in pumuance 
of our duty. I have been in agonies over the distress which is prevalent in 
Bengal. What is the u>e of my hcdding the proeut Opposition responsible 
for the present <‘onditionr' What i*^ the use (d their holding us responsible 
for it when they know in their heart of Ijcarts that are not responsible? 
What is the use of all this political game? J do not think, Sir, that I 
or the Ministry have shirked our duty. 1 think that we have l>een 
able to di> something, however little, to aincli(»iate the distress. Over 
and over again members of the Opposition have taken up the parrot-cry 
that nothing can he (hmc witliout a National (iovernment. 1 do not 
know what thc> mean hv it. We have askiul other parties to join us. We 
have begged them and entreated them to join. But it must be on honour- 
able terms and it must not he at the expense ot, and the disintegration of, 
and the dem(»raIisation of the Muslims (»f Bengal who do, whatever people 
may say, form the majority (»f the pojmlation of Bengal, We have alwayti 
sought the co-operation of the other parties. AVe have looked upon them 
as our fellow-sufferers. .Some have joined us and some have not. To those 
who have not joined us for political reasons 1 lieg of them not to inti^rfere with 
our food programme. AVliat we are dcdiig is for the benefit of all, and if 
w’e do the right thing I am certain that we shall get the (o-ope ration of all 
even though we are unable to f(»rm an all-part it‘H’ (iovernment I am certaiu 
too that the parties that are at present not represented in the Ministry will 
not, and cannot, obstruct j^dicies and measures designed to benefit the 
poor people of this province. Our hand of co-operation is always extended, 
not extended in the manner in which the late Ministry extended its hand 
in the Legislature and crushed the Muslim Ixuigue outside, hut in a true 
and friendly spirit. If the other parties respond, we are prepared to receive 
them with open arms or stand the test of public oblofjuy. In the meantime, 
may I beg of the honourable meinber.s of this House for the sake of the 
people of the province to co-operate in the measures which this (iovernment 
is undertaking, and not obstruct it in any way. Let not political factions 
be utilised to bring disaster upon the province, and liefore we part let us 
send up a sincere prayer to the Throne of the Almighty without whose 
assistance it is not possible for us to tide over our present difficulties, to 
help us, the people of Bengal, in His infinite kindness and mercy. (Loud 
applause from Government benches.) 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, I would like to know the procedure you 
want me to adopt. I have got a number of questions to put — not very many 
but several — and I can put these questions one after another or 1 can state 
my questions one after another and leave it to the Honlile Minister to give 
a combined reply. 
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Mft SPEAKER: It is open to you to ask a few questions and it is open 
to the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Civil Supplies to answer them if he 
pleases. He may answer them or he may not, but you may put a few 
questions — not many. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, before I put my questions I wish to 
make it absolutely clear that I do not desire to cast any reflection on the 
firm of Messrs. M. A. Tspahani & Co. My ([uestions are directed simply 
for the purpo.se of eli(‘iting inforinatioii and in the public interest. My 
questions are these —

(d) Is there any limit to the juircliase 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: On a point of order, Sir, 
This IS an absolutely novel procedure, and I tliink alter the offer that has 
been made by Mr. Suhrawardy that all the h(»oks and accounts would be 
idaced for the scrutiny of Dr. Syama])rasad Mookerjee I do consider that 
this is ahsolutely wrong to go on in this manner. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think the Leader of the Opposition in course of the 
«peech of the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Civil Supplies wanted to put 
certain (luestions and I at that time asked him not to interrupt him and I 
also assured him that I will give him an opportunity of asking a few ques- 
tions to clear up the ]>osition. I have allowed him to do that. I do not 
think there is anything wrong in it. It is jierfectly open to the Hoirhle 
Minister in ^diarge not to reply. 

Th. Hon'ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: It is not u question of not 

nqdying. That is likely to he misunderstood. He may he quite willing to 
nq.l.v. But I Nubiuit that it ia not anywlioro the iiailianicntary |n(«-eduiv, 
in any rasp, in India or td.scwlipn- to luuo a scrips of <iucstions put after the 
conclusion of the debate 

The HonW. Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: Th. question of il.e 

nonournhle llie I.eader ot tile t tjq.os.tion is not a siiu|de one. Hp says i.p 
IS asliintf nip ahout (..dieips. l.ut aetually he is askin)f me for details. 
This is not a siinplp <,uestion he is askintj, and it is really er..s.s-examination 
by a very astute lawyer. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: 0« a point of order. Sir, The rules 
provide for reply hy a Minister last of all and also the mover or movers of 
resolutions or somehody on hpl.alf of the mover or movers ot motions have 
a right of reply. Sir, in ea.se the Chief Minister, the I.p.->der of the Hou.se, 
ii not prepared, to )>erinit the Leader of the Oj.position to put certain things 
in the form ot questions I think .vou may allow him to go on as the Rules 
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oi the Assembly do permit him to put questiomi eveu exun'isiiig the right 
of reply on behalf of the entire Opposition. Then, Sir, the Hon'ble Minister 
in charge or any other Minister will have the last say in the matter. 

-Mr. SPEAKER: I am not well versed with the procedure and practice 
followed in different Parliaments in the world. Nor urn I acquainted with 
the procedure which either allows or totally prohibits asking for information 
from the Minister in charge, but certainly I think it would not be per* 
missihle to put questions to a Minister in the nature of cross-examination. 
But there is a j)rovi.so in the rules which sitys that a mover of a motion can 
speak by way of reply and alter that the Minister in charge has got a right 
to give a rejily. That proce<]iire may be followed if th*‘re is any serious 
ol)jecti<m to asking (luestions and giving replies. The Jlon’ble Minister in 
charge of Food Suppl\ has maile hi't speerh and I think the movers of 
re^(dlltion^. it they so choose, may s[)eak with my permission and (hen 
anotlier Minister or even the Fooil MMii>t»‘r ma\ sjieak. Certainly that is 
the last stage, but that is the rule. 7'he rule expre>sly provides (hat, lint 
I am not going to do that. I think the matter has been fully discussed and 
it irs not necessary any longer that there should be an) more debate. It (be 
Leadei ot tlu* Ojiposition wants clarification on any point, he may just 
say : “I want clarification of these points.” H,* should not put liis point 
in the lorm of (piestioiis hut just say that the.se are the points on which he 
would like to have clarification from tiie lion’hh* Minister in charge of 
Civil Supplies. 1 will not allow’ him to ask direct ijiiestions in the nature 
of cross-examination. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, when a .series of questions 

Mr. SPEAKER. I am not going to allow serie.s of (|ue.Htions. If you 
have any diHi<\ilty and if you want that certain point.s must be clarified, 
])Ut them in this way: *T want clarification on these points*’ ami it will 
be open to the lloirhle Minister in charge either to clarifv or not to clarify 
them. 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: M\ jiomts an* these. I v>ixui information 
as to whetiicr th(*re are any limits to the power or permissirm given to pur- 
ch.a'e to the firm (d Messis Njiah.ini. foi iiistami . reganling the radius of 
operation. 

Ihen, Sir, I would like* the Hoirble Mini-ler to tell u.s if he adnnt.s (hat 
at the prest‘nt ummeut Bengal i* a defint pro\in<e I would like to know, 
Sir. whether the llon'ble Minister admits that deaths tram starvation art* 
taking jdace every da\ (hioughoiit the pro\iiice. 

Is tile (rovernmeiil going to declare Bengal a famim? arcaf^ Is the 
{jro\enimt*nt going to fix the maxiniuiii jirices of foodstuff.-,?' 

W hen the Hon hie Minister says that he has been H<*nding foodstuffs to 
variou*;. parts of the province, I w’ould like to know to whom are they being 
fient — to personal trieud.s, to Distrif t Magistrate — to whom and hoW and 
thiough what agency thefte toodstuffs are to be dii^trihuted and to whom are 
they to be distributed. 
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The HonWe Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: I am ver> sorry, Sir, that I 
have to reply to these questions. I am very sorry, Sir, that the ex-Chief 
Minister of this province asks questions of this type, namely, whether I 
was sending foodstuffs to personal friends. > 

As regards the limitation of Messrs. Ispahan!, Ltd., they may operate as 
our agents within the Eastern Zone and they may operate outside that zone 
with our knowledge. At a time when I had even hoped to be able to get 
some rice from Sind, from Eajputana, from the United Provinces, I have 
left no avenue unexplored for the purpose of bringing supplies to Bengal, 
and these persons have courageously taken up the burden. I do not think 
that it is necessary to answer that Bengal is a deficit province. 

Df« 8YAMAPRA8AD MOOKERJEE* Are you prepared to declare 
Bengal a famine area? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: The debate is over and it is now my duty to put the 
resolutions to vote. I propose to put first resolution No. 17 moved by 
Mr. Surendra Nath Biswas. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: ()n a point of order, Sir. We suggest 
that the resolutions be put in the order in which they were moved, so that 
we may know how matters stand. The first resolution was moved by Rai 
Harendra Nath Chaudhuri. I know, Sir, that you have a right to put any 
motion you like in the order you may (dioose, hut there are certain motions 
which are more comprehensive and if they are voted down less comprehensive 
motions may come in because the decision of the House on a comparatively 
less comprehensive motion will not, in any way, be affected by the decision 
on the other more comprehensive one. The usual practice is to have the 
more comprehensive motion first and then gradually come down to less 
comprehensive motions. 

Tht Hon’ble Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: To save time — it is now about 
10-20 p.m, — I would appeal to members of the House that it would be 
much better to concentrate on one or two motions. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: That is exactly what I am thinking of. (Addressing 
the Leader of the Opposition.) Ho you agree to the proposal made by the 
Leader of the House that you will concentrate on one or two motions and 
as regards the others they will be put to the House but there will be no 
division? 

Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Yes, Sir. We want to concentrate on two 
motions, namely, one moved by Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri and the 
other moved by Dr, Nalinaksha Sanyal. 

Tht Hon’Mt Khwaja 8ir NAZIMUDDIN: These may be taken up first 
iu that case. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I wrill put the other motions first, because with regard 
to the others there will be no division and then I will put the other two 
motions. 
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The motion of Mr. Surendra Nath Biswas, that this Assembly is of 
opinion that GoTernment should immediately promulgate an order under the 
Defence of India Rules to control the maximum prices of the existing paddy 
and rice and also of the coming crop of paddy in order to bring down those 
prices to a level approachable by the |KK)r section of the people of the pro* 
rince, was then put and lost. 

The motion of Mr. Charu Chandra Roy that this A-ssemblv is of opinion 
that the continued deterioration in the food situation and the prolonged 
suffering of the people for want of food evidence the failure of the Govern- 
ment to tackle the food problem in the province. And this Assembly con- 
demns the Government’s failure in arranging propt*r sup])ly of f<H)d to the 
people and urges the Government to declare Bengal as a famine area so as 
to take upon themselves the full responsibility for feeding the entire 
population, was then put and lost. 

The motion of Mr. Shamsuddin Ahmad Khondkar that this A.ssembly 
is strongly of opinion that the present Ministry stands condemned for its 
utter failure to improve the food situation of the prtjvince was then put and 
lost. 

The motion of Rai Bahadur Jogesh Chandra Sen that this Assembly is 
of opinion that the policy pursued since the assumption of oflice by the 
present Government to solve the alarming food situation in the province has 
failed through the lack of an intelligent and comprehensive jdan and the 
adoption of hasty measures directed not against the big stockists, hoarders 
and the profiteers but against ordinary consumers, agriculturist-producers 
and persons of comparatively modest means in the rural areas. 

Th is Assembly deplores the failure of the Government to take advantage 
of the situation created by the removal of inter-provincial trade barriers by 
negotiations with other Provincial Ooverniiients and their adopt iof» for the 
purchase of food-grains of a procedure based on patronage instead of 
considerations of public welfare. 

This assembly therefore declares that in order to prevent the aggravation 
of the situation beyond recovery, the foll(»wing steps must be immediately 
taken : — 

(i) declaration of the province of Bengal as famine area and the 

stoppage of all expf>rts therefrom; 

(ii) vigorous prosecution of the “Grow More Food” campaign with 

provision f(»r supply of necessary manures and financial 
assistance to agriculturists; 

(lu) arrangements for the importation of foodstuffs into Bengal from 
surplus provinces and from outside India; 

(ir) regulation of the movement of cro|m within the province in order 
to ensure that the deficit areas are not denuded of even their 
inadequate stocks; 

(v) provision of finances for the purchase and distribution of any surplus 
discovered in any part of Bengal; and 
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(vi) acceptance of reaponsibility by the Oovernment to provide food for 
the people during the present crisis 

was then put and lost. 

The motion of Dr. Gobinda Chandra Bhawmik that this Assembly is of 
opinion (1) that the Government has failed to solve the food problem of 
Bengal properly for which millions of people of the province are almost 
without food and are dying like cats and dogs from starvation; (2) that the 
Government has failed to declare that the province is under the grip of famine 
and to do necessary works for the relief operation ; (d) that the Government 
has failed to import rice, paddy and other foodstuffs from the neighbouring 
provinces and to supply them to people at the cheaper price, at which the 
people c'an purchase; (4) that the Government lias failed to make anti- 
hoard campaign successful as most of the rice and paddy have gone outside 
the deficit areas and which has been purchased by the Government agents; 
(0) that the Government has failed to publisli the l•e^uU ot food census which 
will show colossal deficit ol food in the province; and (b) that the (Govern- 
ment has failed to take census of Calcutta and Howrah when major jioition 
of rice is lying stocked by the inercliants, l)Usines>snien and oilier capitali-sts 
was then put and lost. 

The motion of Mr. Dhirendra Nath vSen that this Assemhly is ot opinion 
that the statement made hv the ITon'hle Minister of Civil Supplies on tlie 
5th July, IfMd, on the food situation in the ]>rovince l)ctra>> a lack of 
apjireciation of the continued deterioration in the food situation in the 
province on the jiart of the Government and their failure to tackle the pro- 
blem by shifting their responsibility and initiative in solving it to voluntary 
efforts of the people only. This Assembly is further of opinion that tlie 
Government should have ileclured Bengal as a famine area and taken 
measures for ensuring supply of food-grains to tlie people by a complete 
stoppage of all exports of food-grains outside the province, by imports, 
through negotiations, Irom other provinces, of adequate (juantities of 
rii'e, wheat and other food-grains and tlirougb the good offi<*es of the Govern- 
ment of India, from abroad, and by an equitable di'«tributioii (»1 tlie 
available supply in rural as well as in urban areas while satisfying accepted 
nutritional standards, and hv promoting the “Grow More Food" camiKiign 
by making provision for supplv of sufficient quant itit*N ol good seeils, 
manures ineludiug synthetie fertilisers, crop-])luiiiiing. irrigational facilities, 
suitable agricultural loans t«> enable cultivators (o extend their o|)erations, 
and utilisation of tallow ami waste lamF was tlnm i»ut and lo^'t. 

The motion of Mr. (iiasuddni Ahmed that this Assembly is ot opinion 
that the p(dic\ enunciated in the Anti-hoarding order promulgated by the 
Ministery has utterly failed tc» solve the food problem »d the country and 
is further of (q>iiiion that (he Anti-hoanling drive ha*' caused positive 
mischief by excluding (hihuitta and H«>wrah from its operation and 
including the ugrii'ulturists in its operation, was tlieii put and lost. 

The motion of Uai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri, namely — 

This Assembly is of opinion that the present Government has fuileil to 
tackle siieoessfully the food situation in the province and is further of 
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opinion that the folliiwing: measures he immediately undertaken to meet the 
aggravated situation and relieve the acute suffering of the people, TU. — 

(1) that Bengal should he deidared a famine area and Governineat 

should organise and undertake requisite food-supply thrtmghout 
the province atMordiugly, 

(2) that all export of foinlstuff*. from the province on any account should 

he CH)uipletely stopped and muveiiient t>f foodstuffs out of deffcit 
areas within the jirovince he restricted, 
that negotiations with the other IVovineial (rovernments should In* 
immediately umlertaken tor imptotiiig foodstuff's from the areas 
adniini''tered hy tiiem hy diroet t io\ t‘rrinn*iit tmrehase, 

(4) that tTovfinmeiit ])iiieha-.r ot tooiKtnffs from other provinctss through 

certain favoured agents at the ^aciitiei’ ot provincial funds should

province on account of the war situation; 

(f) more vigorous measures should be adopted to promote the “Grow 
More Food” campaign through (/) supply of sufficient quantities 
of good seeds, (it) adequate facilities for irrigation, {lii) increased 
cultivation of cultivable waste land, {ir) conservation of cow- 
duug manures and encouragement for the use of (composts and 
other manures including synthetic tertili»ers, ( r) encouragement 
to fodder crops, (n) suitable advance^ to the cultivators for 
enabling them to undertake intenNive cultivation, (vn) State 
guarantees of minimum juices for focal-grains produced by the 
agriculturists of Bengal for a |>eriod of at least threji? years; and
